buildings, mfs. and trade, fpacious 
Mt.-place and college $ befides which 
it has an exchange. The fuftian mf. 
called Manchefter cottons, for which 
it has been famous for near 1 50 years, 
has been much improved of late, by 
fome inventions of dying and print- 
ing, which, with the great variety 
of other mfs. called Manchefter 
goods, (of whkh they export vaft 
quantities abroad, efpecialiy to the 
Weft-Indies) fuch as ticking, tapes, 
filleting, and linen-cloth, inrich the 
T. and employ men, women, and 
children. It has two Chs. w«. St. 
Mary's and St. Anne's. The latter 
was begun by contribution of the ir.b. 
in the R. of Anne, and finHhed 
in 1723. The collegiate Ch. which 
was built in 1422, is a fine large 
edifice, with a beautiful choir, and 
a clock that fliews the age of the 
moon. The 3 moft eminent foun- 
dations here, are its college, hof. 
and publick fc. The college was 
founded, in 1421, by Ld. Delaware's 
brother, and fuccefTor to his title and 
eftate, Thomas, then re&or of St. 
Mary's, confirming of one mailer, 
keeper or warden, S fellow-chaplains, 
4 clerks, and 6 chorifiers, in honcur 
of St. Mary, St. Denis of France, 
and St. George of England. At the 
Diff. K. Edw. VI. demifed its lands 
and revenues to the Earl of Derby, 
who purchafed the college- houfe, and 
fome of the lands. Q^Mary refounded 
the college, and reftored molt of the 
lands and revenues, only the colleg< 
itfelf, and part of the revenues, re 
mained ftill in the hands of the Ear 
Derby. It was founded a-new b 
Eliz. by the name of ChrilV? 
College, confiiting of one warde 
4 fellows, 2 chaplains, 4 fin gin 
men, and 4 chorifters. It was j 
cftabliflied by K. Charles I. and t 
ftatutes drawn up by Abp. Laud. 
O. Cromwell's time it was fold 
Pt. with the chapter-lands, but 
ftoted \>y CVva. \V TV* ¥w. V»j 
of Vt. la vix<k Y»Y»*«wfc 
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vifitor of this collegiate Ch. when- 
ever the warden of it happens to 
be Bp. of Chefter. The hof. was 
founded by Humph. Cheetham, Efq; 
and incorporated by Cha. II. for the 
maintenance of 40 poor boys of this 
T. and other neighbouring ps. but 
the governors have inlarged the num- 
ber to 60, to be taken in bet. 6 and 
10 years of age; and maintained, 
lodged, and cloathed, till the age of 
14, when they are to be bound ap- 
prentices at the charge of the faid 
hof. The founder alfo erected a lib- 
rary in it, and fettled 116/. a 'year 
on it for ever, to buy books,- and to 
fupport a librarian. There is a large 
fc. for the hof. boys, where they are 
taught ■ to read, write, &c. The 
publick fc. was founded anno 15 19, 
by Dr. Oldham Bp. of Exeter, whofe 
endowment, by the purchafe of an 
eftate of the Ld. Delaware, was con- 
fidently increafed by Hugh Bexwick 
and his fitter, who having purchafed 
another eftate of the Ld. Delaware, 
and the mills upon Irk, left them to 
the faid fir. fc. for ever. Here are 3 
mailers^ with handfome falaries ; and 
the foundation- boys have certain ex- 
hibitions for their maintenance at 
the univerfity. Befides thefe, are 
3 ch. fcs. This T. gave title firft of 
Earl, as it now does of Duke, to a 
branch of the noble family of Mon- 
tague. As it ftands on a ftony hill, 
here are noble quarries; and that 
called Kerfal-Moor is noted for horfe- 
races. This place, in fine, is de- 
servedly reckoned the greater) village 
orMt.-T. in England 5 for though its 
chief magiftrate is a conftable, or 
headborough, yet it is more populous 
than York, Norwich, or moft cities 
in England, and as big as two or three 
of the letter ones put together ; for 
of the people, including rhofe in the 
fuburbs, there were reckoned not lefs 
than 30,000 communicants above 
100 years ago, and now the inh. are 
not lefs than $0,000 / which is ten 
jtitpes the number that Pre/fan has ; 
*ort it is /kid to return more money 



in one month, than that does in re. 
Here is a firm old ftone- bridge over the 
Irweil, which is built exceeding high ; 
becaufe as the r. comes from the moun- 
tainous part of the country, it rifes 
fometimes 4 or 5 yards in one night, 
but falls next day as fuddenly. There 
are for 3 m. above the T. no left 
than 60 mills upon it. The weavers 
here have looms that work 24 laces 
at a time, an invention for which 
they are obliged to the Dutch. The 
Mt. here is on 5. and the Fairs on 
Whitjon-M. Sept. 20, and Nov 6.

They have many 
knolls upon then* of a fteep afcent j. 
but the hlgheft part of them is a flat 
of fome length, on which there are 
fwamps very dangerous to travellers.

One very 
remarkable law, or cuftom, among 
the miners here, which they call 
Burning the Hill, is this : Such- as 
live at fome diftarrce from the pits, 
ufually leave their tool*, and the oar 
they have dug, open upon the hills, 
or at leaft ihut up in a flight hut. 
And whoever is convi&ed of ftealing 
any thing, is thus punilhed j he is 
ihut up in one of their huts, and dry 
fern, furzes, &c. being put round it, 
and fet on fire, the criminal, who has 
his hands and feet at liberty, is al- 
lowed to break down the hut, as foon 
as he can, and run away from the 
flames 5 but he muft never more come 
among them, or have any thing to do 
about the hills, though it is free for 
any Englimman to work in thefe 
mines, till he has forfeited it by fuch 
theft. There was once a royal. foreft 
on thofe hills, of which the Morti- 
mers Es. of March had thecuftody. 
The r. Frome, which runs^ through 
Frome to Bradford, rifes in thefe hills. 
About the W. end of them, is found 
plenty of Lapis Ca/aminaris.

It was afterwards divided, by means of 
heireiTes, bet. the Quatermains of 
London, and the Botelers of Wolvar- 
dington; from whom it was con- 
veyed to the Wodelows ; from whom 
it came to Nich. Metley ; and from 
him by marriage to John Hugford ;

fame owner in 1640* 

Merton, {Oxford.) near Oxford, 
lies near two military ways, and has 
intrenchments in the neighbouring 
woods, fuppofed to have been caft up 
fyK, £tbeldred, of the Danes whom 



he defeated anno 871. It is the feat 
of Sir James Harrington. 

Merton, {Devon. ) near Mer- 
land, fo called from its fituation by 
a Meer, bel. anciently to Lds. of its 
own name, till it went by marriage 
to Sir Matth. Stowell. 

Meth, {Devon,) near Padftow 
and the influx of the Ouk into the 
Towridge, bel. heretofore to the Gif- 
fardsj from whom the manor de* - 
fcended to Dennys of Bradford, and 
by his daughter to GifFard of Yeo. 
This rhime is current hereabouts. 

" When Meth and Martin wall 

" go down, 
" Then Padftow ihall J>e a haven- 

" town.** 

Met hum, {York. E.R.) to the 
£. of HowdendikeJ r erry, was the 
feat of an ancient family, to which 
it alfo gave name. In the .neighbour- 
ing moors, about im. from the mili- 
tary road, was difcovered a Roman pot- 
tery, where they made their urns j 
and pieces of broken urns, and cin- 
ders, are often found there. 

Met.ii woLD,(ivor^) 68-cm« 
79 mm. from London, has a Mt. on 
F. and is noted for breeding of excel- 
lent rabbets, commonly called Mewil 
rabbets. In the R. of Edw. III. it 
bel. to Maud Dfs. -dowager of Bava- 
ria, and panned, by the marriage of her 
fitter and heir, Lady Blanch, to John 
of Gaunt, D. of Lancaftcr. 

Metley., {rVartv. ) near 2m. 
from the Ch. of Tillongley, to which 
p. it bel. It was in the family of 
Burbache, from Edw. II. to Edw. VI« 
when the manor was fold to Edw* 
Pye of Maxtoke-Hall. 

Mettingham, {Suffolk) near 
Bungay, was, in the R. of Edw. III. 
the cftate of a family of the fame 
name, and then of Sir John de Nor- 
wich, vice-admiral of England, who 
built a caftle, and founded a mon. in 
it. His grandfon left it to Catherine 
de Brews \ from vtY&m Vt came, xo 
Rob. dc \JSorA» ^* <& StffcWu 
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Mzux, {York. £. R.) on the E. 
fide of Beverley, in a very healthful 
fkuation, had, after the Conqueft, a 
colony from a T. of that name in 
Normandy, bel. to the Earl of Ai- 
marle and Holdernefs, and had a park 
and an abbey founded by him* where 
the monks at firft earned their bread 
with the fweat of their brows, but 
were not long after plentifully en- 
dowed by the Earl, &c. with lands 
and revenues. 

Meyn-Ambir, (Corrtw,) near 
Godolphin, a clufter of ftones fo piled 
together, as it is fuppofed by nature, 
the uppermoft of which is fo equally 
poifed, though it is of a huge bignefs, 
that a child may move it as much 
with one finger, as the united efforts 
of many ftrong men. It is thought 
that the earth was warned away from 
thefe ftones at Noah's flood, as it 
might be from the bare rocks we fee 
on lofty hills. 

# St. Michael's, (Cornw.) 
bet. S. Colomb and Truro, 205 cm. 
261 mm. from London, though one 
of the oldeft Bors. in the Co. by pre- 
fcription, and of great note in the 
Saxons time, is a mean hamlet to 
the ps. of Newland and St. Enidore 5 
yet is governed by a portreeve, yearly 
chofen by a jury of the chief inh^out 
of the fix chief tenants, called deputy 
Lds. of the manor 5 becauie they hold 
lands in the Bor. Here is no Mt. 
but two Fairs, on the M. after Mi- 
chaelmas and Oft. 28. A court-leet 
is held here twice a year. This place 
was formerly called Modifhole, and 
afterwards Michel, giving name to 
the Michels, a family which had 
once great eftates, both here and in 
Devon/hire, that now bel. to the 
Rolles ; fo that it has been fainted 
by a vulgar error. But the manor 
of this T. was lately, if it be not 
ftill, in the family of the Arundels 
of Llanhern. . Its lift of members be- 
gins in the 6th of Edw. VI. 

Michaxl-Cartueis, (Cornw,\ 
t* the N. Me of Falmouth-Haven* 



has a park, called Trevanha-Park, 
where was the feat of the Trevanians, 
long fince decayed. 

ST*MlCHA*L*S-MoUNT,(Cor»,) 

in the comer of Mount' s-Bay , is a 
pretty high rock, only divided by the 
tide from the main land, fo that 'tis 
land and ifland twice a day. The T. 
here was burnt by the French in the 
R. of K. Hen. VIII. K.Cha.I. im- 
prifoned the D. of Hamilton here* 
till the Pt. took it, and releafed 
him. Upon the top of the rock, 
within the fort, was a chapel dedi- 
cated to St. Miv hael the archangel, 
and an alien priory, where fome of the 
Cornifli gentry took refuge formerly, 
during the civil wars, as did the Lady 
Ann Gordon, wife of Perkin War- 
beck ; but it fecured neither. At 
the Difl*. of the alien priories, it was 
given to Sion Coll. near Brentford. 
At the bottom of this mount, in 
digging for tin, there have been 
found fpear-heads, battle-axes, and 
fwords, of brafs, all wrapt up ia 
linen. On the rocks along this 
coaft is bred the Corniih chough, a 
bird which will not only fteal money 
and hide it, but fire too, with which 
it fometimes privately burns houfes. 
The Co. is contracted here into a 
fort of ifthmus 5 fo that it is fcarce 
4 m. bet. the Channel and the Se- 
vern fea. There have been large 
trees driven in by the fea bet. this 
mount and Penzance. 

Mi cram, (Surry) 9 m. S. W. 
of London, whofe citizens have fine 
feats here. In Mr. Smith's charity, 
which was fo diffufive in the greateft 
part of this Co. he excepted this T. 
becaufe he had been formerly whipped 
out of it as a vagrant. In 1637, its 
Ch. was burned by lightning, and 
10 bells melted, which was alio the 
fate of 1 3 other Chs. in this Co. but 
was foon rebuilt. On its commoa 
are frequent horfe-races. 

Micklzham, (5wry) near Lea-

Arun at 
the bottom $ and is a Bor. by prefer ip- 
tion, governed by a bailiff, chofen" an- 
nually by a jury at the court-leet of 
Vifc. Mountague, Ld. of the manor. 
The Mt. is onTb. Fairs on Lady-day , 
. Wbit^tu, July 20, and OB, 18. Near 
it there is a fulling-mill. 

Midlam, (York. N.R.) on 
the r. Ure, 201 cm. 2.52 mm. from 
London, had once a caftle, where was 
born Edward, Prince of Wales, only 
fbn of K. Rich. III. and is noted for a 
woollen mf. and frequent horfe- races. 
Its Mt. is on M. and Fair on Wbit-M. 
Its Mt. was obtained, in the R. of 
Rich. U. by one of its ancient Lds. 
the Nevils. Rich. Nevil, E. of War- 
wick, havingfurprifedK.Edw.iV. in 
his camp at Worvey, committed him 
prifoner to the abovementioned caftle • 
from whence, being indulged with the 
pleafure of hunting in the park, he 
made his efcape, and foon raifed fuch 
a force as reftored him to the throne, 
jfter he had defeated and (lain the E. 
of Warwick in Barnet-Field. This 
eftate of r^if being forfeited, was fet- 
tled by Pt. on the K's brother, Ri- 
chard D. of York. 

Midl etok, (Norfolk,) ,ncar the 
t. that runs to King s- Lynn, from 
whence it lie» to thg S. E. had for- 
rr.crly a cMe, called in our lateft 



maps Midleton-Tower, and alfo a 
mon. It was then the eftate of the 
Barons de Scales ; from whom it went 
by marriage to the Es. of Oxford. 

Midleton, (Wariv.) 4m. from 
Colefbill, bel. anciently to the Mar- 
mions, afterwards to judge Bingham, 
and laftly to the Willoughbies ; to one 
of whom, was.

Midleton, (York, W. R.) near 
Rothwell, is a Lp. abounding with 
wood and coal, which bel. formerly to 
the Cropings ; from whom it went by 
marriage to Sir John Mer worth, and 
was fold to Gilbert de Legh. 

Midliton-Cheney, (Nortb- 
near Banbury in Oxford/hire 5 
the porch of whofe Ch. being entirely 
Hone-work of aihler, without any 
brick, wood, flate, or tile, is much 
admired. 

Mi dle ton-Hall, (Ncrtbumb.) 
once a part of the barony of Woller 5 
when it was the eftate of the Muf- 
champs $ as it was afterw ards of the 
Ogles, and of the Piercies, Es. of 
.Northumberland j and now the feat 
of Mr. Fen wick. 

Midleton-Stony, (Oxf.) near 
Bicefter, was, in the R. of Edw. I. the 
eftate of Hen. Lacy, E. of Lincoln, 
who obtained a Mt. here on M . and a 
Fair on St* Thomas's- day, both fince 
difufed. Here was formerly a caftle, 
,which bel. to the CamviJes. Here is 
now a feat of the Earl of Jerfey, and 
a fmall ch. fc. 

£5» Midlewich, ( Cbejbire, ) 
128 cm. 156 mm. from London,ftands 
near the conflux of the Croke and Dan, 
where are two falt-water fprings, in 
which is made great ftore of fait, the 
brine being faid to be fo ftrong, as to 
produce a full fourth part fait.

Nether hall, ( Ejfex, ) near 
Great and Little- Parndon, and the 
conflux of the Lea and the Stort, was 
anciently held of Waltham-Abbey j 
fince which it was the manor of the 
Colts, and now pf Mr. Archer of 
Cooperfale. 

Netheeton, {Devon .) near Sid- 
mouth, bel. anciently to the abbey of 
Cannon' s- Leigh ; and after the Diff. 
was Cold to Sir Bernard Drake, who 
granted thte grange to Mr. Loman. 
The manor was purchafed by Sir Ed- 
mund Prideaux, and is now the feat of 
Sir WU1. Prideaux, Bt. 

Nettlebed, (Oxf.) 4m. I half 
from Henley, and 7 from Reading, is 
in the road to Watlington and Tame ; 
and it lies alfo in the road from Lon- 
don to Wallingford, by the way of 
Henley. In this p. is a fpring, never 
known to fail in the drieft fummer ; 
which, though it might be reckoned 
a blemng in this part of the Co. -where 
no wells are to be found, yet the vul- 
gar call ft in derifion mother Hibble- 
meer, from the name of fome old 
witch.

S. W. fide of Harlow, anciently beJ.

Stringer, who conveyed it to Sir Rich . 
Rich. John Waylet held it in the 
R. of Eli*, as did his fon, John, 
in the next R. but it is now in the 
hands of Will. Stane of High-Ongar. 

$ Newark, ( Mating. ) is a 
great thoroughfare in the York road,. 
95 cm. 118 mm. from London. It 
has bridges over the Trent, which 
forms an ifland here by dividing itfelf 
into two (beams 2 m. above the T. 
which meet again 2 m. below it. A 
caftle was built here, in the R. of K. 
Steph. which held out ftoutly in the 
barons wars for K. John, who died 
here 5 and it alfo, ftood out for K- 
Cha. I. to the laft 5 but after he had 
put himfelf into the hands of the 
Scots army then before it, the gover- 
nor, by his order, fur rendered it; 
after which it was demolifhed, and* 
the greateft pafs to the N. in all 
England thereby laid open. Its Ch* 
which is reckoned one of the fineft in- * 
the Km. was built by Hen.

$ Norwich, (Norf.) 90 cm. 
108 mm. from London, near the 
conflux of the Yare, and another r. 
called Bariden, or Winfber, 30 m. 
frcm the fea by water, and 16 by 
land, is a famous ancient city, which 
had a caftle fo long ago as in the 7th 
century. It was even in Camden's 
time reckoned among the moft con- 
fiderable cities in Britain, for the in- 
duftry of its citizens, their loyalty to 
their prince, and civility to foreigners, 
as well as for its wealth, number of 
people, and the neatnefs of their 
fcuildings. It ftands on the fide of a 
hill, 1 m. and half from N. to S. 
but fcarcc half as broad. It was firft 
dc/froyed by Sweno the Dane j but 
recovered fo Coon, that in the R. of 
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Idw. theConf. it had 1320 burghers J 
but in the R. of William the Conq. 
it being the feat of a civil war raifed 
againft him by the Earl of the Eaft- 
Angles, it was fo impaired as to be 
reduced at moft to 560. The ca- 
thedral was founded here 1096, on 
the t ran fiat ion of the Bp's See hither 
from Thetford, by Bp. Herbert, who 
laid the firft ftone. This place was 
built a-new, and firft made a corp; 
by K. Stephen, who granted it to 
his fon for an appanage j but Hen. II. 
took it from him, though Henry his 
fon, then afpiring to the crown, had 
fully promifed it to Hugh Bigod Earl 
of Norfolk, who miferably harafled 
the city, and is thought to have re- 
built that caftle on the hill, near the 
cathedral, which is incompafled with 
a very deep trench, over which there 
is a ftrong bridge with a very large 
arch; but Lewis of France, under 
whom the barons confederated againft 
K. John, befieged and foon took it* 
This city having been all along go* 
verned by bailiffs, Hen. IV. made it 
a Co. of itfelf, and gave the inh. leave 
to chufe a mayor and 2 flieriffs ; and 
they built a very beautiful T.-houfe 
near the Mt.- place. In 1348, near 
58000 people died here of a peftf- 
lence; and in 1505, it was almoft 
intirely confumed by fire. Though* 
as it has been faid, it is a populous 
city, yet there is void enough in it 
for another colony ; and from the 
intermixture of its houfes with trees, 
it. is called a city in an orchard. It 
adds much to the- trade of Yarmouth, 
by the vaft cargoes of coal, wine, 
fifli, oil, and all other heavy goods 
which come to it from thence by the 
r. Yare. Its mfs. are generally fent 
to London, though confiderable quan- 
tities are exported from Yarmouth to> 
Holland, Germany, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Sec. It had a flint ftone wall, 
now much decayed, 3 m. incompafs, 
which was fini fried in 1309, and h: d 
40 tower*. TYvt \r tvw 
6 m. *m cornea. V.W vi. ^srs"®^ 
6 brid®» via xVaX %x*> 
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tallies, and 45000 ioh. out of whom 
h formed a regiment of trained-bands, 
betides an artillery- company. It had 
58 parochial Chs. ajid chapels. for- 
merly, befidcs mons. and now has 
36 Chs. beiides the cathedral, chapel?, 
and 4 diftenting meeting-houfes. 1 he 
roof of the cathedral, whofe fteeple 
is higher than Grantham's, is adorn'd 
with hiftorical paflages of the Bible, 
exprcfled in little images carved to 
the life. St, Peter's of Mancroft is 
reckoned one of the chief p. -Chs. in 
England. There are 2 Chs. for the 
Putch and French Flemings, who 
have lingular privileges, which are 
strictly preferred. Some of the Chs. 
are thatched, and all of them crafted 
with flints curioufly cut, though the 
T. ftands in a clay (oil, 20 m. from 
any flints or chalk. The cattle is 
the common gaol for the Co. Its 
guild- hall was formerly-a rnon. Here 
ft a lofty Mt.-crofs of free-ftone, 
ssid a bridewell, which is a beautiful 
Wilding of fouare flint-ftone. Here 
is that called the king's fc. founded 
by Edw. VL for teaching gramma/ 
learning to boys, that are nominated 
by the mayor and aid. Here are 
4 hof. one of them, St. Helen's, 
founded originally for the entertain- 
ment of fbangers, was by Hen. VIII. 
appropriated to the poor of the city j 
and here are maintained 80 poor men 
and women, who are all cloathed in 
grey, and mud be 60 years old. 
There is another for 16 poor men 
and 8 women, whofe livery is purple. 
The boys and girls hof. founded by 
two feveral mayors, contain 30 of 
each, and the boys are from hence 
put out apprentices. Here are be- 
sides 12 ch. fcs. where 210 boys and 
144 girls are taught, cloathed, and 
fupplied with books. It is governed 
by a mayor, recorder, (reward, two 
sheriffs, 24 aid. and 60 C. C. with 
a T. clerk, fword bearer, &c The 
mayor, who is always chofen by the 
/freemen on May-day, out of % aid. 
whom they then return to their court, 
M fworn into his office with freat 



ppmp, on the T«. before Midfium* 
mer-eve. He is, during his year, a 
juftice of the peace and of the quo- 
rum, (as are aJfo the recorder and 
(reward) within the city and its li- 
berties ; and after his mayoralty, he 
is juftice of the peace during life. A 
filver mace is always borne before 
the mayor, gilt and finely enchafed, 
the gift of Sir Rob. Walpole in 1734. 
The fherifrs are alfo annually elecled, 
one by the aid. the other by the free- 
men, on the lafl Tu. in Aurufi, and 
fworn September 29. The C. C. are 
chofen in Mid . Lent. The iherifrs are 
obliged by their charter to prefent 
the K. 12 herring pyes yearly, on 
the 23d of O&cbery this city being 
poflcfled of the manor of Carleton, 
whofe Ld. holds it by that tenure. 
- The worfted mf. for which this 
city has long been famous, and in 
which even children earn their breadp 
was firft brought hither by the Flem- 
ings in the R. of Edw. JR. and after- 
wards very much improved by tup 
Dutch, who fled from the D. of 
Alva's perfecutioA, and being fettled 
here by Q^Eliz. taught the inh. to 
make fcys, bays, ferges, Ihaloonv 
4re. in which they carry on a vaft 
trade, both at home and abroad, ahj 
are lately come to weave camlets, 
druggets, crapes, and other curious 
Huffs, of which it is (aid this city 
vends to the value of 200,000 /. a 
year. Four wardens of the worfted 
weavers are chofen yearly out of the 
city, and four out of the neighbour- 
hood, who are fworn to take care 
that there be no frauds committed in 
the mf. Here is another body of 
woollen manufacturers, called the 
Ruflia company, who have a feat 
in the T.-hall with this inscription, 
Fidclitas art a alit. The weavers 
here employ fpinfters all the country 
round, and alfo ufe many thoufan} 
packs of yarn fpun in other countries, 
even as far as Yorkshire and Weft, 
morland. a. Ute calculation from 
the number of \ootta, xtoexvaiN^xX 
in this cAty orA^ \X ^tawk 
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Were no lefs than 120,000 people 
employed in their mf. of woolly 
filk, Sec. in and about the T. in- 
cluding thofc employed in fpinning 
the yarn ufed for fuch goods as 
are ail made in this city. There is 
a (locking mf. alfo here, which has 
been computed at 60,000 /. a year. 
The inh. are generally fo employed 
in their mfs. within-doors, that this 
appears a melancholy place, except on 
Sundays and publick days, when the 
ftreets fwarm with them. By an aft 
of Pt. in 1726, certain duties are laid 
On goods brought into this city, for 
the repair of its bridges, walls, gates, 
the ftathes, wharfs, and roads. The 
D. of Norfolk has a palace in the 
middle of the -city, which gives him 
one of his titles of Earl. The Mts. 
are W. F. and S. and the Fairs on 
Maunday-Tb. JVhitfan and Trinity- 
eves, and Lammas-day. The Yarc, 
which runs through the city, is na- 
vigable fo far, without the help of 
locks. Here are 2 printing- houfes, 
where the Norwich Gazette and 
Mercury are printed, and circulated 
hence all round the country. The 
Aire-houfe of the Co. that ftood on 
the hill near the caftle, having been 
burnt down by accident fome time 
ago, an aft of Pt. pafled in 1746-7, 
for holding the fummer aflizes and 
general quarter feflions in the city, 
till a new tfiire-houfe can be rebuilt, 
and for raifing money to defray the 
charge of it. Two houfes and gar- 
dens are lately opened on the brink 
of the Yare, called Spring-Gardens ; 
and on a hill on the other fide of the 
r. are the remains of the caftle of 
Kett the tanner of Windham, by 
whofe rebellion in the R. of Bdw. VI. 
this city was reduced to a ruinous 
(rate. There is now but one parochial 
Ch. in the fuburbs, which formerly 
had 3, befidet 3 chapels, a nunnery 
with id Ch. a priory and Ch. an 
hof. and chapel, and 5 leper-houfes 
at the gates, with their chapels $ 
*ad the Jews had once a Synagogue 
here*

It had a caftle, fuppofed to 
have been built by Will, the Conq. 
or rather by his natural fon William 
PevereJ, which for moft part bel. to . 
the crown from the beginning of the 
R. of Hen. II. and often gave enter* 
tainment and refidence to the mo- 
narch! of England.

rous-Hill, or Golgotha, from the great 
daughter, as it is fa id, of the Britons 
there, by K. Humber, a piratical mo- 
narch of the North, The ancients 
dug caves under the fteep rocks to- 
wards the Lind, for places of retreat. 
There were many under the cattle, 
and fome of them cut out with great 
art into convenient apartments, with 
chimneys, windows,©* c. One of them 
is noted for the hiftory of Chrift's Paf- 
lion, cut out by David K. of Scots, 
when he was prifoner here 5 and there 
is a winding ftair-cafe to a place at the 
bottom, called Mortimer's-Hole ; In 
which Mortimer E. of March, who 
was hanged in the R. of Edw. III. is 
faid to have abfeonded j but it is ra- 
ther believed, that his apprehenders 
made their way through this private 
paflage, and feized him in the caftle. 
There is excellent cellaring in the 
rock, on which the T. Hands, with 2 
or 3 vaults one under another, which 
are great conveniences for (taring 
their ale, &c. whereof they fend great 
quantities to moft parts of England $ 
for which purpofe, all the low lands 
hereabouts are fowed with barley. In 
the D. of Newcaftle's park, there is 
a ledge of perpendicular rocks hewn 
into a Ch. houfes, chambers, dove- 
houfes, &c. the altar of which Ch. 
is natural rock ; and there appears to 
Eave been a fteeple and pillars. Tra- 
vellers take great notice of a houfe 
here, built on the fide of a hill, 
where the entrance is at the garrets, 
and the afcent from it to the cellar at 
top of the houfe. Many families of 
gtc* dtccm have iioooored this T. 



with long refidence j particularly the 
Plumptrees and the Gregories. The 
former have flouriihed here, ever fince 
Rich.

It gives 
title of E. as well ae Winchelfea, to 
the noble family of Finch. Martini 
Tallard was brought hither prifoner 
from the battle of Hochftct, and lived 
here very pleafantly 7 years $ during 
which, he made fine gardens to the 
houfe he lived in, which, at his de- 
parture, he gave to his landlord. 1 h : 
malt liquor here occafionod this diflich 
in a ballad made, while he was here.

Not many years ago, the hall, where

Evelyn 
had a feat, and a good eftate. In a 
red fandy common here, there is a 
metalline kind of fubftance (that looks 
like caft-iron, and is called ragges) 
much efteemed hereabouts for pav- 
ing ; and there are feveral pits, from 
which they dig a great quantity of ful- 
ler's earth. 

Nut hall, (Nott.) on the N. W. 
fide of Nottingham, was two parts of 
it (by the purchafe of his father from 
the heir of James Ayfcough, or Af- 
giil, of London, merchant) the eftate 
of the late Mr. Rich. Slater j and 1 the 
ether third that of Edw. Ayfeough, 
Aeceafed. Sir Cha. Sedley, Bt, has a 
f»t here. 
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JTV Ar li y-Lodg £, (Gkc.) aham- 
\J let of Cirenccfter, confifting 
chiefly of woods, which anciently 
bel. to its abbey $ and after the DuT, 
to the Parries, then to the Danvers 
and Pools, and lately to Sir Robert 
Atkins. 

Oqkendon-Nokth, ( EJfeX) ) 
bet. Hornchifrch and Horndon, on the 
S. fide of Cranham, was fo named 
from its oak-trees. The manor bel* 
formerly to the Pointz family ; from 
whom it went by marriage to Sir 
Adam Littleton, Bt. whofe grandfon, 
Sir Thomas, dying without Sue, left 
it *ftcr his wife to Tames Li tlctoo of 
*<#focrilk, fatbef of the 1st* vice-

OCKENDEN-SOUTH, (EJ/eX,)'}U& 

by North- Ockenfden, anciently bel. to 
the Bruyns and Groves. The Bruynt 
part defcended to the fyrells, and the 
Harleftons, &c. after which it was in 
the poffeflion of Mr. Peters, who fold 
it to JafperKinfman ; whofe relation 
of the fame name has it now. Thf. 
Groves part came to Sir Richard 
Saltonftall, lord-mayor of London; 
and afterwards by marriage of the 
heirefs to John Goodere, Efqj. Her* 
is a ch. fc. 

Ockham, {Surry,) on the S. E, 
fide of Woking, 6 m. from Guilford, 
was purchafed .of John Wefton, Efqs 
by Sir Peter King, then Ld.-Ch.- Jul, 
of the tommon-pleas, and afterwards 
Ld.-Chanc. whofe feat here, now his 
fon Ld. King's, was in the old houut 
near the Ch. In this p. are wells of 
a purgative nature 5 and a mill over 
the Wey. The inh. have a tradi- 
tion, there was formerly a nunnery 
at Ockham-Court j and' that a fub- 
terraneous paffage went from it, un- 
der the r. to Newark-abbey, by which 
there was a communication bet. the 
monks and nuns. 

Odehill, {Bed/.) near the Oufe, 
N. W. of Bedfigrd, near Sharnbrook, 
had a caftle, and was the barony of 
the Wahulls; and afterwards bel. to 
the Ld. Bray, and then to the CheU 
woods. It has been long the feat 
of the Alftons, and has a Fair on 
May 13. 

Odiham, (Hump. ) 34 cm, 
41 mm. from London, in the W, 
road, near Bafingftoke, is a corp.-T, 
formerly a free Bor. of the Bp, of 
Winchefter. It had a royal palace, 
and a caAlc, which in K. John's time 
was defended for 1 5 days, by only 13 
men, againft the army of the Barons, 
In the R. of Ed. III. David II. K. of 
Scots, was kept prifoner here. This 
was the birth-place of Will, iilly, the 
gramiromn. \% fc« f<« 

30 bo* s. lxs Ut. \i S . 'Siu* on ^ 
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Odinc?t on, (Oxford.) near Hlip, 
*nere is a well of an aftringent water, 
noted for the cure of the cattle, which 
catch a flux, called the Otmoor-Evil, 
from their grazing on that moor. 

Odsey-Course and Grange, 
(Hartf.) bet. Baldoclc and Royfton, 
borders on that Roman way, called 
Jcknal-Street. On the courfe are 
frequent horfe-races. 

Ofchurch, ( JVarw. ) to the 
N. W. of Southam, wheie Ofla, the 
Mercian K. is faid to have had a pa- 
lace, was formerly given to the priory 
of Coventry ; but after the DilT. was 
given to Sir Edm. Knightlcy, in whofe 
family it remained in 164.0 j but the 
laft of it left it by will to John Wight- 
wick, who inherited it in 1688, on 
condition of atfiiming the name of 
Knightley. 

Off am, (Suffix,) to the N. E. of 
Arundel, was exchanged with the 
L,ps. of Half-Naked and Wollerton by 
Hen. Vni. with Ld. De-la- War, for 
the Cte of Wherwell- Abbey. 

Offerton, (Cbejbire,) on the 
Goit, E. of Altrincham, was the an- 
cient feat of the Winningtons, and 
afterwards of Lawrence Wright and 
Hen. Bradlhaw. 

Of ley-Great, (Hartf.) on the 
S. W. fide of Hitchin, whore Ofra, 
the Mercian K. lived a good while, 
and dyed, came foon after the con- 
■queft to the St. Legers j in the R. of 
Edw. III. it pafled by the heirefs to 
Sir Tho.* Hoo ; in whofe family it 
continued, till the R. of Hen. VII. 
when it went by marriage to Sir Wil- 
liam, fon of Sir Godfrey Bullen. In. 
the R. of Hen. VIII. it was conveyed 
to Rich. Farmer, merchant of the 
ftaple j by whofe defcendant it was 
fold to Sir John Spencer ; but iince 
came by marriage, and partly by pur- 
chafe, to Sir Hen. Penrice. On the

Of well, (Devon.) bet. Axmifler 
and Honiton, bel. heretofore to Lds. 
of its own name 5 after which it cams 
to Sir Tho. Courtney, and by marriage 
of his daughter to Sir John Dinham j 
and at laft was purchased by Mr. Col- 
lins. 

O c l e-C a s t l e, (Nortbvmb.) 
near the Pont r. N.W. of Pont- 
Eland, long the manor and feat of the 
Ogles, gave title of Baronefs, in the 
R. of Cha. I. toCath. Ogle, wife of 
Sir Cha. Cavenditii, as it did of Baron 
to her fon, William, whom K. Ch.II* 
created afterwards E. of Ogle, and D. 
of Newcaftle. And the title of the 
eldeft fon of this family, in l is fa- 
ther's life-time, is by the courtefy of 
England E. of Ogle. This is now 
the feat of the Countefs of Oxford. 

Ognersh, (Surry,) 3m. E. of 
Godalming, had once a confiderable- 
mf. of woollen cloth, chiefly blue, for 
the Canary-Iflands. Here are Fairs 
June 11 and OB. 18 ; the latter for 
cattle was granted by K. Cha. II. and 
is kept at Shamley in this p. 

Ogwell, East and West # 
(Devon.) 1 m. from Newton-Friars. 
At the former are 4 grift-mills, and 
one for malt, which are turned by 4 
conftant ft reams ; and at which 80 
families are by their leafes obliged to 
grind . Here is the feat of Rich,. Rey- 
nel,Ef<Kt

former days, and from the paflage here 
thro' the r. was anciently the Montr- 
cares Es. of Salilbury ; of whom it was 
purchafed by judge Pollard, and after- 
wards bel. to Mr. Spurwey.

£3* Okeham, \Rutl.) themire- 
T. in the Vale of Catmos, 67 cm. 
96 mm. from London, is a manor 
that was computed in domefday-book, 
at 3 m. in length and 1 m. 2 -thirds in 
breadth. It bel. anciently to the New- 
burghs Es. of Warwick, and the Fer- 
rers Es. of Derby j one of whom built 
the caille here. It bel. afterwards to 
the Lds. of Tatefiial j but this is only 
/aid by Camden. In the R. of Hen. 
III. it was granted by the crown to 
Richard E. pf Cornwall, K. John's 
younger fon. Edw. II. granted the 
cattle and manor of Okeham to his 
2d brother, Edmund E. of Kent ; and 
Edw. III. to Will. Bohun, E. of 
Northampton, and his heirs male. 
It reverting again to the crown, for 
want of fuch jiTue, Rich. II. granted 
it to Robert Vere, Earl of Oxford ; 
fcttt it was revoked long before his 
death, and given to Thomas of Wood- 
flock, D. ofGlocefter, and afterwards 
to Edmund of Langley, D. of York, 
5th fon of K. Edw. III. In the R. 
of Hen. VI. it bel. jointly with his 
fcuchefs,. to Humph. Stafford, D. of 
Bucks j by the forfeiture of whofe 
fon, Henry, it reverted to the crown, 
and was granted by Rich. III. to Henry 
Ld. Grey of Codnor, and his heirs 
male ; and after his death, without 
lawful iflue, Edw. Stafford, the laft D. 
of Buckingham of the family, enjoyed 
this eftate, till his attainder j when! 
it reverted again to the crown, and 
Hen. VIII. granted it to Thomas Ld. 
Crcmwell, with the title of Baron of 
Okeham 5 whofe defcendant, Edward 
Ld. Cromwell, conveyed it in the R.

Cambridge, are perpetual governors 
of the hof. That called Dane- Wee* 
grows every fpring, about the ruini 
bf the old caille wall, and dies in the 
fall. The firft time any peer of the 
realm comes within the precincts of 
this Lp. he forfeits a fhoe, from the 
horfe he rides on, to the Ld. of the 
Caftle arid manor, unlefs he commute 
for it with money j and feveral horfc- 
flioes, fome gilded and of curious, 
workmanfhip, are nailed on the caf- 
tie hall-door ; fome of them damped 
with the names of the donors, and' 
made very large and gilt, in propor- 
tion to the Aim given by way of fine. 
This cuftom is derived from the arms 
of its ancient Lds. the Ferrers, which 
are 3 horfe- fhoes, fixed on the gates^ 
and in the hall. To the Lds. court 
here, the Ts. of Bramfton, Belton, and' 
Wardley in this Co. and Twiforde 
and Thot^-SackviYeml-exc^exttiue^ 
owe fuit %*d fem«* In >i**t 
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1619 the famous dwarf, Jeff. Hud Ton, 
was born here, who, when above 7 
years old, and fcarce 18 inches in 
Hature, was taken as a rarity into 
the family of the D. of Bucking* 
ham, at Burleigh on the Hill} and 
die court being then on a progrefs 
there, was ferved up to the table as a 
cold pye ; after which he was taken 
to be dwarf to K. Charles the Firft's 
who fent him over to France, to 
fetch her midwife 5 and in the civil 
wars he was made a captain of horfe 
in the K's. fervice, and went with his 
miftrefs to France ) where, for killing 
Mr. Crofts (brother to Ld. Crofts) in 
a combat on horfeback, he was expel, 
led the court. He was afterwards 
taken at fea by a Turkifh pyrate, and 
was many years a flave in Barbary 9 
"but being .redeemed, came to Eng- 
land, where he lived on pennons from 
the D. of Buckingham, and others of 
the nobility. He did not advance 
much in his ftature, till he was paft

IV. fcized it for his defend- 
ants adherence to the houfe of Lan- 
caster, and granted the honor, caftle, 
manor, and Bor. toSir John Dyn ham j 
who alfo foon after forfeited them, 
and K. Hen. VII. reftored them to 
the Courtenays ; one of whom being 
alfo attainted in the R. of K. Hen. 
VIII* that K. difmantled the caftle, 
deftroyed the park, &c. but Q^Mary 
revoked bis attainder, and reftored 
the honor and manor to his fon> Edw, 
Courtenay. But the manor came af- 
terwards to Chrif. Harris, who mar- 
ried a daughter of the firft Ld. Mo- 
hun, who was created Baron of OJcc 
hampton by K. Cha. I. and whofc 
defendant (the laft who had the ti- 
tle) was r killed in a duel with D. Ha* 
milton in 17 12. It had fent burgef- 
fes to Pt. only once in the R; of Ed. I. 
and once in that of Edw. II. but K. 
Cha. I. reftored it to that privilege. 

Ok z ley, (Surry,) near the head 
of the Mole, on the W. fide of New. 
digate, is fo called from its plenty of 
oaks. Here is a feat of the Ever/beds, 
and other families, who have held es- 
tates here from the conquer*. In its 
Ch.-yard there grow rofe-bufhes, at 
the head of feveral of the graves, ac- 
cording to a cuftom time out of mind, 
vix. That if a young man, or maid, 
lofe thehr lovers by death, before mar- 
riage, the furvivor plants a rofe-treo 
at the head of the deceafed's grave ; 
which fome fondly keep up many years 
at their own coft. Near the Ch. is 
the moat and molt of vVvtY^tt^^vw^ 
all that remain* cv? a 
to have been de&xoNtAVj ^\>w**» 
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The poor people hereabouts draw pilTd 
•uYhes thro* melted greafe, to fave the 
ex pence of candles. The famous old 
Roman military way, called Stone- 
Street, may be plainly traced thro* this 
p. in that called Monk's-Farm, 2 m.'to 
the S.. The common people fay the 
devil made it,, and brought the flints 
and pebbles of it from the beeches in 
Suflex; it being a prodigious work, 
W yards broad in fome parts, 7 in 
moft, a yard and half deep in ftonc, 
and near 3 m. long. 

-Ok rover, {Staff.) on the Dove, 
aearBlore, has a park, near the pale 
of which 1 v quarter of a m. S. of th© 
Ghi i»adeep intrenchment, called the 
Hallfteds, fuppofed to have been a 
ttaAellated mansion of the Cockayns, 
in, the Barons war* ; but the lows, or 
furrows, in Arbour- Clofe, 2 or 3 
Kow-ihots tf. W. of the Ch. are cer-. 
fainly Roman, and made not of earth; 
•r gravel, but of Hones. This manor 
lias nel. a great while to a family of 
the fame name 5 one of whom, in 
t68o, had growing in his orchards 
and gardens* 60 different forts- of ap- 
ples, 20 forts of pe*r6, i<T forts of 
cherries, 35 forts of apricots and 
plumbs, and 7 foit»of nectarines and 
•eaches. 

Ox F WOOD, (Surry,) fo called from 
its old fite in a wood of oak?, is- a cha- 
pel of eafe to- the Chs. of Wotton, 
Abinger, and Ockley in this Co. and 
to. two others in Suflex> on the b. of 
which it (lands. The faid chapel was 
built byEdw. De la Hale* whodiedj 
and was buried here in 143 r. Near

Ormskirk, (Lane.) 156cm* 
190 mm. from London, is a handfome 
T. with a good inland trade, a Mt. 
on Tu. Fairs on Wbit-M. and Aug. 
29 j but it is of mo ft note, for being 
the burial-place of the Stanleys, Es. 
of Derby, whofe feat is at Latham in 
the neighbourhood. Here is a bitu- 
minous earth, from which oil of am. • 
ber is extracted, that preferves raw 
flefh, and ferves the poor people in* 
Head of candles. 

Or set, (Ejff'exy) on the S. W. fid€ 
of Horndon, and theN.W. of Muck- 
ing, a manor of which John Hatt was 
Ld. in 1658 5 but ft afterwards went, 
partly by marriage and partly by par- 
chafe, to Mr. Tho. Lechmere. 

Or st on, (Nott.) on* the E. fide 
of Bingham, anciently bel. to the Lds. 
Rofs j fince to the Manners, anceftort 
of the D. of Rutland, and fold to 
Robert E. of Kingfton. 

Or ton, (Wtfimor.) 194 cm* 
233 mm. from London, had a Mt. 
granted by K. Edw. I. on Tu, which 
is now held on W. and a Fair on 
OB. 27, 28, 29. The manor anci- 
ently bel, to the Dacres family, and 
afterwards to the Lds. Clifford. On 
a neighbouring hill there was lately, 
if there be not ftill, a beacon. There 
are wet mofles hereabouts, in which 
fubterraneous trees are often dug up. 
In 1 61 2 the parishioners laid out 570 /. 
in the purchafe of all the rectory** 
^tithes, for the ufe of the incumbent, 
with the advowfon and patronage of 
its vicarage for ever. 

Orwell-Rivir, or Ipswich* 
Water, (Suffolk r ) runs 12 m. from- 
Ipfwich to Harwich, where it fall* 
into the fea, and with the S tour from 
Marringtree forms the harbour ofliar*- 
'wich, called Orwell-Haven. 

Osberton, ( Nott. ) in the p. of 
Workfop, bel. formerly to the Cha* 
worths, then to the Belies* s family ; 
front vrtam. \t wen*. V} TOvfo%<t x*» 
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«f this place, were formerly given te- 
nsions, but at the Diff. the tithes of 
hs corn and hay were fettled by 
Edw. VI. on the Bp. of Lincoln.

near Oxford, where a magnificent 
abbey was erected by Robert Doyley, 
at the inftigation of his wife, a con- 
cubine of K. Henry I. to attone for 
her fins; and the faid K. built a 
palace there, wherein K. Richard I.

Osgathorp, ( Leic. ) near Co- 
Jorton, where Thorn is Harley, a ci- 
tizen of London, built houfes for fix 
poor widows of minifters, with the 
allowance of iq /. a year to each, 
betides a fr. fc. 

St. Osxth, (Efex) near the fea, 
I a m. S. E. of Colchefter, had a 
mon. which was given at the DhT. 
to Thomas Xd. Cromwell, and after 
his attainder, to Sir Thomas Darcy. 
Here was lately the feat of the Earls 
of Rivers and Rochford. 

St. Osith, or Oszy-Island, 
(Effex) in Maldon-water, or Black- 
water r. is fo covered with wild 
fowl at certain feafons, that many 
people come hither from London for 
the pleafure of mooting them, who 
often return with an Effex ague. 
This ifland is in the p. of Totham- 
Magna. On the fliore here, where 
the colliers unload, are many bor- 
rows of earth, fuppofcd to have been 
the graves of the Saxons and Danes. 

OSMONOSTON, Or Sc HOLE* 

(Norf.) on the N. fide of the r. Wa- 
Teney, in the road from Ipfwich to 
Norwich, it being on the b. of Suf- 
folk. In the R. of Edw. III. Schole 
was only a hamlet to Ofmondfton, 
but gave name to a numerous family, 
and was fo increafed in the R. of 
Henry VTIL as to become the chief 
part of the T. Here is the White- 
hart, called the Schole-Inn, much 
admired for it* fine carved work, and 
images as big as the life. It was built 
****SS> fy John Peck, Efq } whofe 



arms are over the porch door. The 
fign, which is very large, and adorn* d 
with great images, was the work of 
one Fairchild. The arms about it' 
are thofe of the chief Ts. and gentle- 
men in the Co. Here is another 
very good inn ; but the annual cock- 
matches fought here are the chief 
fopport of both. This manor beL 
formerly to the Sheltons, and then, 
to the Aldhams, who conveyed it to 
Sir Tho. Cornwallis, the anceftor of 
the prefent Ld. in whofe family it 
has ever fince continued. The houfer 
here are about 40, the inh. 230, and? 
it is rated to the K*s. tax at 435 /. 

Osmondthorp, ( Nott . ) in the* 
p. of Southwell, the tithes whereof 
go to the prebend's of Normanton and 
NorwcJI. Mr. Sallowe. was Ld. of 
the manor m the R. of Hen. V. 

Osmondthorp, {York, W» R.) 
on the E. fide of Leeds, is more pro- 
perly Ofwinthorp, it having been z 
royal village, and the feat of the 
Northumbrian K. Ofwin. One of 
the Ofmond family had a feat here 
in after-times, from whence it hat 
obtained the prefent name. His eftate 
here, for want of iflue-male, went 
by marriage to the Sheltons. 

Osprikg, {Kent) z m. S.W. of 
Fevermam, was a part of the royal 
demefne,, till K. Edw. III. granted 
it to John de Poultney, afterwards 
Ld.-mayor of London, who held it 
in fee of the crown, by the yearly 
fervice of a rofe. Mr. Poultney was 
fucceeded by Sir Nich. Lovain, with 
whofe daughter it went in marriage 
to PhiKp St. Ciere, whofe pofterity 
held it till Edw. IV. not long after 
which, it was alienated to William 
Cheyney* whofe grand fon, Ld. Chey- 
ney, palfed it to Richard Thornhill, 
whofe defendants were lately its pro- 
prietors. There are feveral raanorr 
in this p. which have been the pof- 
fcflions of good families ; and here 
was a mon. of the Kts. Templars, 
The T. is ^ovfcittt&Vj *.c&t&&ta.> 

toa upon ttwfct, \*X* ^ 
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the Kts, of St. John of Jerufalem 5 
Rut at the Did: was given by K. 
Henry VIII. to Charles Brandon D. 
of Suffolk, who conveyed it to Rich. 
Andrews, and his heirs, by whom it 
was pafled to Edmund Cartwright, 
whofe poflerity did lately, if they do- 
•otftill, enjoy it. 

Oster ley-House, (Midd.) on 
*he N,W. fide of Brentford, was 
Built about 1577 by Sir Thomas 
Crefliam, the founder of the Royal- 
Exchange, who being foon after ho- 
noured with a vifit from Eliz. 
Uie faid the court of it was too large, 
and would look better if divided by 
a wall. Upon this Sir Thomas, who 
had beforehand engaged her Majesty' s 
fray there th^t night, fent forthwith 
to London for a number of brick- 
layers, who built up a wall with fo 
much fpeed and filence, that next 
morning the Q. was mightily pleafed, 
and not a littlefurprized, at the fud- 
den performance j and one of her 
punning courtiers faid, 'Twos not 
f range that be wbo bad built a 
change could fi foon cbange a build- 
ing. There is a park here, which 
Be impaled, and improved with many 
fi/h-ponds, that alfo afforded fwans 
and other water-fowl, and ferved 
vnills for paper, corn, and oil; and 
in the park was then a very fine he- 
ronry. It was afterwards the feat of 
the famous Pt.-general Sir William 
Waller; from whofe family it was 
tonveyed to Dr. Barebones j after 
whofe death, it was the feat of the 
late aid. Sir Francis Child, as it is 
now of his brother, Mr. Samuel 
Child the banker. 

Oswaldeslaw. {Wore.) bet. 
Worcefter city and Speechly, is the 
capital of a H. of its own name,, 
and the place where Bp. Ofwald ufed 
to keep his court, on a rifing ground, 
where the H.-court is held frill ; and 
not far from it was St. Ofwald' s hof. 
built and endowed by him anno 960, 
and pulled down m the R. of Queen 
Mti*. but om tht reparation of K. 



Cha. II. Dr. Fell erecled a fair £ot< 
in its place for 12 poor men. 

Jgr* Oswestry, [Salop) 130cm* 
157 mm. from. London, is a very old 
T. with a caftle, a wall, and a ditch, 
was anciently a Bor. and took its 
name from Ofwald K. of the Nor- 
thumbrians, who was killed here in- 
battle with Penda the pagan K. of 
the Mercians, and torn limb from 
limb. Its Ch. was formerly a mon. 
and was called Blancminfter. In the 
years 1542 and 1567, this T. fuf- 
fered much by fire. It is governed 
by 2 bailiffs, burgefles, &c. and once 
drove a great trade in Welfh cottons 
and flannels, which is now very, 
much decayed j and here is fcarce a 
tolerable houfe for travellers. But 
befides a good grammar fc. here, it it 
noted for an excellent ch. fc. for 
40 boys, befides girls, which has the 
beft methods for exciting the emula* 
tion of the children ia their learning $ 
for 20 of the boys are fet to firive a* 
gainft 20 others for fhoes, and the 20 
who perform their ta/ks beft, have 
fhoes firft ; then 10 of the boys are fet 
againft 10 others, for the like prat* 
mium, and fo on till they are all 
fhod : So in the girls fc. a fhift ia 
put up for the beft fpinner, a head* 
drefs for the bell feropftrefs, a pair at 
ftockings for the beft knitter, a bibk 
for the beft reader, and a copy-book 
for the beft writer. On the courfe 
here ufed to be horfe-races. Here ia 
a Mt. on M. and Fairs May 1, and. 
Nov. 30, the lafl granted by Hen.lH, 
for 4 days, at the fuit of one of the 
Fitz-alans, to whom the manor and 
caftle anciently bel. and by whom the* 
wall of the T. was built. 

Otelands, (St4rry) near Wey- 
bridge, was formerly a royal palace, 
wherein Henry D. of Glocefter, 4th 
fon to K. Cha. I. was born 5 and had 
a deer-park, which in the late civil 
wars was by the parliamentarians laid 1 
open, and the houfe demolifhed. In 
1673, there was a brick wail remain- 
ing, w hick etvcom^fteA \o «cr* 
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there were then fmall traces of the 
chief pile, befides the gardener's 
lodge, wherein was the fillc-worm 
room raifed by K. James the 'Firft's 
Queen; and it is now To decayed, 
that it hardly bears the figure of a 
good farm-houfc. In the park there 
was a paddock, where Q^Eliz. ufed 
to fhoot with a crofs-bow. , 

Otis -Hall, (Effex) 3 m. from 
Harlow, in whofe Ch*-yard the great 
Mr. John Locke was buried, and his 
own epitaph is on the wall of the 
Ch. This is now the feat of Ld. 
Ma&am. 

Otford, [Kent) by the Darent, 
at the bottom of a hill, 3 m. N. of 
fievenoke, was of old only a retiring 
place of the Abps. of Canterbury, 
till converted into a magnificent 
irructure by Abp. Warham, at the 
cxpence of 36,000 /. but his fuc- 
ceflbr, Abp. Cranmer, paffed it by 
exchange to Henry VIII* In 793, 
here was a battle bet. the two Saxon 
Its. Offa of Mercia and Alrick of 
Kent, who was therein killed by 
Orla 5 and another in 1016, wherein 
the Danifh K. Canute was routed by 
K. Edmund Ironfide. The faid Offa,

in the R. of Edw. III. by Baldwin de 
Rivers, £. of Devon : and has the 
ruin* of a caftle, whkn was the feat 
of the ancient Es. of that name, who 
were Barons of Plympton.

fon ; from whom it came to Sir Fran. 
Wyat. 

Polesworth, (JVarw.) on the 
S. E. fide of Tamworth, (rands on the 
r. Anker, and had a famous" nunnery, 
to which the whole T. once bel. and 
the nuns obtained a charter of Henry* 
III. for a Mt. on Tb. long fince dif- 
ufed, and a three-day Fair from July 
20. In the R. of Hen. VIII. the lite 
and demefne of their abbey, with the 
entire Lp. of the T. was fold to Fran. 
Goodere ; and came, by marriage of 
Sir Hen. Goodere's daughter, to Sir 
Fr. Nethcrfole, iwho erected and en- 
dowed a ch. fc. here. Near St. E- 
dith's well* in the road to Tamworth, 
was formerly a hermitage for women*

Polslo, (Devon.) x m. from Er- 
eter, had a nunnery ; to which Will, 
Brewer, Bp. of Exeter, gave its ma- 
nor, which after the Ref. became Sir 
Arthur Champcrnown's. 

Poltimore, [Devon.) on the 
Ex, near Exeter, was long the feat of 
the Poltimores; one of whom fold 
their lands to Will. Pointingtan, a 
canon of St. Peter's j from whom it 
came to the Bampfields. 

Pol ton's, (Kent,) near Wodenil 
borough and A/he, was purchafed of 
Mr. Ben/kin, by Mr. Will. Barne of 
London, and defcended to his nephew 
of the fame name. 

Pongkill, or Podhill, vuh% 
Pohill, (Devon.) on the N. fide 
of Crediton, near the foufce of the 
Creedy r. bel. to the Pohills family, 
till the R. of Hen.

Pont xl and, or Pont-Eland, 
{Nortbumb.) 6 m. N.W. of Newcaf- 
tle, on the Pont r. over which a 
bridge was built by the emperor JE— 
lias Adrianus. Here K. Henry III. 
concluded a peace with Alexander K. 
of Scotland, who with divers Scots 
noblemen figned the inftrument of his 
allegiance to the crown of England. 
This manor in the R. of Edw. III. 
was the eftate of David Strabolgi, E. 
of Athol ; and went, by marriage of 
one of his daughters, to the Piercies.

The 
Gt. of this T. and Co. is by a mayor, 
recorder, aid. a (heriff, a coroner, 
T.-derk, bailiffs, and C. C. In the 
arm of the fea here, called Luxford- 
Lake, the tide ebbs and flows 4 times 
in 24 hours. Here are Mts. on M. 
and Tb. the lair of which was granted 
by Hen. VI. together with 2 Fairs, 
for 16 days each, from May 1 and 
Novem. 2. The houfes, which are 
about 400, are low 5 but moft of 
them are of ftone. Its Qh. which is 
a royal peculiar, whereof the corp. 
are patrons, Jlb large 5 but low and 
dark, and above 200 years old. This 
being anciently a . hamlet of Canford, 
the manor was the K's. demeihe. It 
has been granted by our monarchs to 
the Fitz. Fains, the Montacutes Es. 
of Salifbury, and other great families ; 
but by K. Cha. II. the royalty was 
vefted in Sir John Webb. The mayor 
is always chofen out of the burgefics, 
the F. before St. Matthew* s -day. By 
a charter of Q^Eliz.. no man can be 
made free of this T. but by the elec- 
tion of the mayor, 4 aid. and 24 bur* 
gefles. That Q. made lValfo a Co. 
of itfelf, and tohave a iheurF, 6f^. 
with the privilege of trying malefac- 
tors, & c. within its own jurifdiclion. 
But this the corp. does, by procuring 
a commjflion from the crown, other- 
wife the judges would come hither, in 
their circuit from Salilbury to Dor- 
chefter. The mayor is efeheator, 
detk of the Mt v *^\t£W>£&k 
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weflels bel. for trade, which is chiefly 
into foreign parts, efpecially in the 
Newfoundland fiffiery. The place is 
noted for ▼aft plenty of mackarel in 
Che feafon, and other good fifh, with 
which it fupplies Wilts and the inland 
parts of Somerfet $ but more efpeci- 
aily for the beft and biggcft oyfters in 
all this part of England, which are 
faid to be excellent for pickling ; and 
it is obferved, have more pearl in 
them, and larger than any others in 
the Km. They are barrelled up here, 
and fent not only to London, but to 
the Weft-Indies, Spain, Italy, &c. 
Great quantities of corn and pulfe ufed 
to be exported hence abroad, as alfo 
Purbeck-ftone, here being a large 
warehoufe, called the T. -cellar, for 
putting in merchants goods. Here 
are a cuftom-houfe and key, and a fair 
T.-houfe of ftone. In the R. of Elix. 
one Mr. Rogers, a wealthy citizen of 
London, left money to build almihs.

Pop lab, (Midd.) fo called from 
the trees with which it once abound- 
ed, lies on the Thames, to the £. of 
Limehoufe, in the p. of Stepney, and 
has about 500 houfos. TheT manor 
anciently bel. to the abbey of Gract 
upon Tower-Hill, London. Here are 
a almihs. besides a hof. that bel. to 
the Eaft-India company, who main- 
tain the minifter of a chapel, built on 
their ground here by the inh. in 1 $54* 
Poplar-Marfli is that which the fai- 
lors formerly called the Ifle of Dogs, 
becaufe of the great noife made by 
the K's hounds that were kept there, 
while the court was at Greenwich 
over-againft it. It is about 1 m. ei- 
ther way, but is rather an ifthmus 
than an ifland ; for though it is en- 
compafled by the Thames on the E*.

the 6th of Dec, It afterwards parted 
by marriage to the family of the Wefts, 
Lds.

# Portsmouth, (Hampjbire,) 
60 cm. 73 mm. from London, is ef- 
teemed the key of England, and its 
moft regular fortification. The French 
burnt it in the R. of Rich. II. where- 
fore the K. forgave the inh. 60 L 
which they owed the crown, and ex* 
cufed them from paying rent for to 
years to come, towards rebuilding it | 
and it fo recovered in 6 years, that the 
inh. fitted out fome fliips, with whicfc 
they not only beat the French at fea, 
as they were returning to infult thefe 
coafts; but actually entered the Seine 
2 years after that, funk feveral fhipt 
there, and brought off a great booty' 
of wine, &c. A bell is rung here, to 
denote what number of fhips at any 
time enter the harbour ; of which 
there is a fine profpecl: from the top 
of the fteeple, as well as of Spithead. 
This T. was fecured for the Pt. in the 
late civil wars, till the Reft, of Cha. 
II. who was met here by Catherine, 
the Infanta of Portugal, and here mar- 
ried to her. Tho* Q^EIiz. had been* 
at fo great expence, in improving its 
fortifications (which had been begun 
by Edward IV. and augmented by 
Hen. VII.) that nothing was thought 
wanting to com pleat them ; yet thie 
K. added much to their ftreogth, ex- 
tent, and magnificence, ami made it 
one of the principal chambers of the 
Km. for laying up the royal navy, 
furnimed ft with wet and dry docks, 
ftorehoufes, rope-yards, &c. K.Ja.II. 
alfo added greatly to its fortifications* 
After the wvoUtioji this oort flou- 
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rifted exceedingly, by being the con- 
ftant rendezvous of the grand fleets 
and fquadrons, as well as the convoys 
for the merchant-fhips ; and a thou- 
fand fail may ride fafe in the harbour. 
Within thefe few years, the Gt. has 
bought more ground for additional 
works 5 and, no doubt, it may be made 
impregnable by land, as well as fea, 
fince a mallow water may be brought 
quite round it. It is amazing to fee 
the vaft quantities here of all forts of 
military and naval ftores, and the ex- 
alt order in which every tool is laid 
up, fo that the workmen can find 
what they want in the dark. The 
rope-houfe is near I -quarter of a m. 
long. Some of the cables made here 
require 100 men to work them ; and 
their labour is fo hard, that they can 
work at them but 4 hours a day. The 
lea ft numb r of men employed conti- 
nually in the yard, is fa id to be 1000. 
The docks and yards in /hort refem- 
ble a diftinct T. there being particu- 
lar rows of dwellings, built at the pub- 
lick tharge, for all the principal of- 
ficers 5 and they are under a feparate 
Gt. from the garrifon. Here is a fine 
key for laying up the cannon j and the 
arfenal at Venice is not better di foo- 
ted. The T. being low and full of 
water and ditches, it is reckoned 
aguiih. The ftreets are not over 
clean, nor the fmella very agreeable, 
the place being in want of fre/h wa- 
ter $ yet the continual refort of fea- 
men and fbldiers tp it, the men-of- 
war being often paid here, renders it 
always full of people, and makes thofe 
people feem always in a hurry j fo 
that their inns and taverns are per- 
petually crowded j by which means 
there it fuch a confumption of provi- 
sions, as makes them dear, as are alio 
lodgings and fuel. Here is a deputy- 
governor and garrifon, with all the 
proper officers, to take care of the re- 
venue. In the R. of Edw. IV. its 
members of Pt. were elected only by 
1 3 burgefles j but in that of Edw. VI. 
the ele&ors were the mayor and bur- 
frfou Gtorkt *$ ajfergd the ftilfi tft 



the mayor, aid. and burgefles 5 and fc 
it continued, till the convention-Pt« 
fummoned by the Prince of Orange, 
when they were chofen by the mayor, 
aid. burgefles, and commonalty j but 
in the R. of K. Will, the right of 
election was determined, to be only 
in the mayor, aid. and burgefles. The 
civil Gt. is by a mayor, aid. recorder, 
bailiffs, and C.C. The mouth of the 
harbour, which is not fo broad as the 
Thames at Weftminfter, is fecured o« 
Gofport fide by 4 forts, befides a plat- 
form of above 20 cannon, level with 
the water ; and on the other fide by 
South-Sea-Caftle, built by Hen. VIII". 
A fort of fuburb has been lately built, 
which is like to out- ft rip the T. itfelf, 
for number of inn. and the beauty of 
the houfes 5 and the rather, as it is in- 
dependent on the laws of the garrifon, 
and free from the duties and fervices 
of the corp. This T. gave title of 
Dfs. to Louifa de Queroulle, a fa- 
vourite miftrefs of K. Cha. II. as it 
does now of E. to the Rt.

Postling, (Kent,) am. i-half 
N. from Hithe, near one of the four- 
cesof ther. Stour, was the ancient 
demefne of the Columbers, who pail- 
fed it to the Delves's of Chefhire 5 and 
it was many generations in the family 
of the E. of Arundel, till fold to Sir 
Ant. Aucher, as it was by Him to 
Mr. Thomas Smith, cuftomer to 
Eliz. whofe heir was Vifc. Strong- 
ford, 

Potbirry, (Kent,) in the p. of 
Boughton-Aluph, was purchafed in 
the R. of Hen. VIII. by Sir Chrii 
Hales j after which it was fold to Sic 
Tho. Moyle j by whofe daughter it 
went to Sir Tho. Finch. 

Potfojux, East and Wist, 
{Devon,) lie ueax HarxkwA, vc&<sm 
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vman eflate of the Ones, and of Sir 
Nich. Prideaux, who built a fine houfe 
here, and left it to Dr. Morke, his 
lady's fon by her frrft httiband. The 
former, which is parted from it by the 
Towridge, anciently bel. to the Pot- 
fords, and is a chapel of eafc to the 
large p. of Buckland-Brewer. 

Pstbiribci, {Devon.) near 
Grcat-Torrington, the manor and feat 
of the family of the Monks, and the 
hirth-place of the Genera), famitra- 
anentai in the Reft, of Cha.

43 mm. from London, on the b. of 
Cambridgeshire, was given to Tho.

PtfRLiY, (Berks,) ontheN.W. 
fide of Reading, came to the St. Johns, 
by the marriage of the daughter and 
heirefs of Sir John Iwardby. 

Pusky, (Berks,) on the E. fide of 
Farringdon, near the r. Ocke, has for . 
many ages been in pofieflion of a fa- 
mily of the fame name (the prefent 
Ld. of the manor being Mr. Pufey, an 
eminent conveyancer of Lincoln's* 
Inn) who hold it by a born, faid to be 
given to their anceftors by the DaniHr 
K. Canute. 

PUSLANO, OrPoSTLlNCH, (D*- 

von.) in the p. of New ton- Ferris, near 
the mouth of the Yalme,was formerly 
given by William Ferrers, Ld. of the 
manor, to Roger de Poftlinch 5 after 
which it went to the Mohuns, and. 
from thence by marriage to the Up- 
tons of Cornwall. 

Putnam, (Hartf.) am. N.W. 
of Tring, formerly bel. to the Chey- 
neys, and patted from them to the Put- 
tenhams ; and by marriage to Skip* 
with, who fold it to John Saunders } 
whofe defcendant fold it to Francis 
Duncomb, to whom the coort-baroa 
bel. though the manor lies within the 
leet of Wefton in Bucks. The old 
name is Putenham, i.e. a place of 
wells, or fpringa.

Here was formerly a pra- 
ceptory of the Kts. -templars of Lon- 
don ; and lately it was the manor and 
feat of Mr. Powle. 

# Quinborough, [Kent,) at 
the S. W. point of the Ifle of Sheppey, 
by the Medway, 4 m. N. of Milton, 
and 34 cm. 40 mm. from London, was 
made a Bor. by K. Edw. III. in honor 
of his wife j and he rebuilt its caftle, 
which was repaired in the R. of Hen. 
IV. and again by Hen. VIII. and was 
Handing in 1629 ; but was afterwards 
demolished. K. Edward impowered 
the inh. to chufe a mayor and 2 bai- 
liffs yearly, who were to take the oath 
of allegiance before the conftable of 
the caftle 5 and to have Mts. on M. 
and Tb. beftdes Fairs at Lady day and 
1 St. Jaines-tide\ but the Mts. have 
been difufed long fince ; and tho' it 
fends 2 members to Pt. it is become 
a poor place, the chief torwnfmen being 
ale houfe- keepers and oyfter- catchers. 
\Mhen the caftle indeed was (landing, 
many of its governors,who had the title 
of conftable, were men of great confi- 
deration. The ground, where the 
caftle flood, is moated round ; but all 
that remains of it, is a well of 40 fa- 
thom deep. Here was, not very long

RAby, ( Durham, ) is only fepa- 
rated from Staindrop by a little 
r. that runs into the Tecs. The Da- 
nifh K. Canute gave it to the chapter

Nevils family held it of that chapter 
by a yearly rent of 4^. and a ftag 
ufually prefented on St. Cuthbert's- 
day. They, built a caftle here, which

Radburn-Hall, (Derby.) near 
Derby, where Sir John Chandos, to 
whom it bel. began to build a noble 
feat; but dying toon after, it .was 
transferred, by the marriage of nil 
daughter, to the Poles, or Pools. • 

R addon, (Devon. ) in Shobrook p. 
was the manor of the late Mr. Weft- 
cot t j now the feat of Mr. Tuckfield. 

Radfield-Chapel, (Kent,) in 
the p. of Bapchild, had once a free- 
chapel, the ruins of which are yet re- 
maining ; the lands of which were by 
K. Edw. VI. given to John Bateman, 
whofe fuccefibr gave it by will to John 
Bateman of Wormfell. The ftecpk 
of its Ch. is a fea-mark. 

Radford, (Nott. ) by Notting- 
ham, did bel. to theroon. of Leo ton, 
and has gone with it, ever fince the 
Difl*. of the abbies. 

Radford-Simil y, ( Warm. ) 
near Offchurch, fo called from the 
ford here, or paftage towards War- 
wick, bel. anciently to the Simeliesj 
and afterwards to the canons of Xc- 
nilworth, the Kts.-templars, and the 
nuns of Wrox hall. Upon the Difl*. it 
was given to Sir Thomas Darcy, who 
conveyed it to Rich. Knevit 5 whofe 
fon in the R. of Eliz. fold it to Joha 
Brown, of Barnam in Suflex, father 
of Sir Will. Brown ; after the death 
of whofe fon, Geo. Brown, without 
ifTue, it came to Elizabeth, wife to 
Will. Throckmorton, who fold her 
right in it to Humph. Grefwold, rec- 
tor of Solihull $ whofe fon, Mar&al 
Grefwold, does now, or did lately, 
enjoy it. 

Radway, {JVarw.) ontheikirt 
of Edgehill, is fuppofed to have its 
name from the rednefs of its foil, 
bel. once to the monks of Coventry 
and Radmore, Stoneiy and Efdbury. 

Radwell, (Hartf. ) near Bal- 
Aock, vcA ^m«%. o€ Caldecote, bel. 
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incl the priory of Pree ; but Henry 
VHI. granted it to Ralph Rowlet, 
father of Sir Ralph j whofe fifters, his 
coheirs, fold it to John Parker, the 
fen of Sir Henry. It came in the R. 
of Eliz. to William, afterwards Sir 
Will. Plomer j whofe fon fold it to 
Sir Rob. Berkley, who lived to be one 
of the juftices of the K's -bench, and 
fold it, about 1650, to Tho. Cole, a 
woollen-draper, of London ; who fold 
it in 1678 to Rich. Bell of Bedford, as 
rns fon did, about 26 years ago, to 
Will. Pym, Efq;. This village ftands 
on a ftreara, that claims the name of 
Ivel ; and had a mill, that was once 
the property of the Kts.-templars. 

R a dw inter, (EJJ'ex,). near Col- 
chefter and the fource of the Black- 
water r. in the road from Walden 
Co Caftle-Camps in Cambridge/hire, 
The Ermin-Street panes through this 
large p. The manor of Radwinter- 
Hall, of which the Lds. Cobham were 
in pofleifion, till the attainder of Hen- 
ry Brooke, Ld. Cobham, in the R. of 
Ja. I. bel. now, or did lately, to John 
Bullock, Efq;. Some lands in this p. 
bel. once to the mon. of Feveriham ; 
hut Henry VIII. granted them to Sir 
Richard Rich. 

Ragland-Castle, (Monm. ) 
by the Oilney r. N. of TJflce, the feat 
of the late marquis of Worcefter, and 
now of the D. of Beaufort. The ma- 
nor was Sir John Bloet's in the R. of 
Hen. IV. but went with his daughter 
to James Berkley, the anceftor of the 
Es. of Berkley. 

Ragley, (Warno.) in the p. of 
Arrow, not far from Aulcelter, bel. 
formerly, for moft part, to the monks 
of Evetham, and afterwards to the fa- 
mily of Rous ; but went by marriage, 
in the R. of Q^Mary, to Sir John 
Brome $ whofe grandfon fold it in the 
next R. to Sir John Conway, the an- 
ceftor of the prefent E. to whom it 
gives title of Baron. 

Ragnsl, (Notting.) part of the 
K'St-maoor of Dunham, was formerly 
the t&ate of John Crofts - % but went 
k? marriage to the NeyjJs of Lavcr- 



ten, who had it in 16 12; from whoot 
it pafled afterwards to Rob. MelliA. 
Efq;. 

Rain ford, (Lane.) bet. Weft- 
Darby and Wigan, has a mf. of to- 
bacco-pipes. 

Rainham, (EJfex,) on the Ingre- 
burne, near Grayes, receives veiTels 
from the Thames, and has a commo- 
dious wharf. 

Rainham, (Kent,) 4m. E. front 
Rochefter. The manor bel. formerly 
to the Camville's, then to the Lev- 
bourns $ and falling to the crown, tor 
want of heirs, was granted by Edw'.III. 
to St. Mary-Grace-Abbey on Tower- 
Hill 5 but at the DiiT. K. Edw. VI. 
granted it to Sir Thomas Cheyney j 
whofe fon, Henry Ld. Cheyney, fold 
it in the R. of Eliz. to Rich. Thorn- 
hill, Efoj. 

R a 1 n h a m-Ha l l, (Norfolk,) bet, 
Lytcham and Fakenham, 7 m. from 
Caftlerifing, was the manor of John 
Howard, the firft D. of Norfolk j an* 
purchafed in the R. of Hen. VII. by- 
Sir Roger Townihend, anceftor of 
the Ld. Vifc. Townfliend, who has 
a feat here, which is a noble fabrick, 
with a park, well-ftocked with deer, 
adjoining to it. It was built by Sir 
Roger Townfliend, Bt. who died in 
1636. 

Raleigh, (Devon.) on the Taw, 
near Barnftaple, bel. formerly to Lds. 
of its own name, and then to the fa- 
mily of Chichefter ; and is now the 
feat of Sir John Chichefter, Bt. 

Rami, (Cornwall,) near Mount- 
Edgcumb, was formerly a gentleman's 
feat ; but. has now only a chapel, on 
the top of the promontory, S. W. of 
Plymouth, called Ramehead, .which 
ferves as a fea-mark. The cellars 
hereabouts fetch great rents at the 
pilchard feafon, for curing thofe Mm. 

Rampton, (Nott.) totheN.E. 
of Tuxford, near the Trent, was an- 
ciently the eftate of a family of the 
fame name, who gave fome lands here 
to religious ufes $ after which it came 

htU \x from ta« ta^satasa^ 
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of Hen. II. to the laft year of Rich. 
IT. then to the Stanhopes, who held 
it almoft as long ; and afterwards it 
came to Sir Gervaie Eyre 5 and from 
him to other hands, too many to 
mention. 

" Rams bur y, (Wilts,) on the Ken- 
net, bet. Newbury and Marlborough, 
iwas in the Saxons time the fee of a 
Bp. united to S her Born fir It, and then 
tranflated to Old-Sarum. The manor 
l>el. to Edw. VI. then to the D. of So- 
merfet ; and after his attainder to the 
E. of Pembroke, who built a fine 
houfe here. This place is noted for 
excellent beer, of which there is a 
great confumption in London ; and 
had, if it has not ftill, a ch. fc. Mr. 
Jones has a good feat here. 

Ramsdon-Belhouse, (EJJex,) 
2, m. from Billericay, had rts firname 
from the Belhus family here in the R. 
tof K. John ; from whom it came by 
marriage, in the R. of Henry V. to 
Robert, fon of Sir John Knwet, Ld.- 
fchancellor. In the laft century it was 
the eftate of Sir Jacob Garrard of 
Langford in Norfolk, Bt. and upon 
his deccafe it came to Sir Nich. Gar- 
rard. Qjjsliz. granted the manor of 
Barrington-Hall in Ramfden, and the 
park, to Walter Vifc. Hereford. Ed- 
mund Tyrrel held the manor of the 
faid of her manor of Eaft-Green- 
vrich in fee-foccage. It was held af- 
terwards by Sir Fr. Fitch, who fold it 
to Sir Edm. Wright, aid. of London 5 
of whom it was pure ha fed by Sir Tho. 
Cheek in J 640, and defcended to Tho. 
Archer, Efqj in right of his wife. 

Ramsdon-Cray, (EJfex,) avil- 
lage contiguous to Ramfdon-Belhoufe, 
was formerly the Tyrrels manor, and 
fold by Sir John in the laft century to 
^Walton of Little-Burghfted. The 
admiral Walton's brother, William, 
fojd this eftate to Richard E. of Scar, 
borough, who in 1718 fold it to John 
Hopkins.; from whom it defcended to 
\ut nephew of the fame name. 

ft^ Ramsiy, (Hunt.) 55 cm. 
Sjmm. from JLondoo, has ftill part 
» the old $atchoufe of it* oocc fa- 



mous wealthy abbey, and a neglected 
ftatue of Ailwin, the epitaph of whofe 
tomb in it, which is reckoned one of 
the oldeft pieces of Englifli fculpture 
extant, ftiles him kin/man of the fa- 
mous K. Edgar, aid. of *// England, 
and the miraculous founder of this ab- 
bey. It was dedicated to St. Dunftan/ 
and its abbots were mitred and fate m 
Pt. and fo many Ks. of England were 
benefatfors to it, that its yearly rents, 
fays Camden, were 7000/. The T. 
was then called Ram fey the Rich* 
But by the DiiT. of it the T. became 
poor, and loft its Mt. for many years, 
till about 80 years ago it recovered 
the Mt. which is on TV. a great one 
for cattle, as well as water-fowl, for 
which it is reckoned one of the moft 
plentiful andcheapeft in England. In 
the year 172 1 a great number of Ro- 
man coins was found here, fuppofed 
to have been hid by the monks, on 
Come incurfion of the Danes. A fire 
happened in the T. May 21, 1 731, by 
which 100 houfes were confumed. Its 
fituation is as it were in an ifland, 
being every where encompafled with 
fens, except on the W. where it is 
feparated from the Terra firma by a 
caufey for 2 m. The neighbouring 
meers, efpecially that of its own name, 
formed by the Nyne r. that runs thro* 
it, abounds with fowl and fifh, parti- 
cularly eel and large pikes, called ha- 
keds. In the T. of Ramfey there is a 
ch. fc. for poor girls. The Hon. Mrs. 
Titus has a feat here. 

Rams gate, (Kent,) in the Ifleof 
Thanet, in St. Lawrence p. 5 m. from 
Margate, is a member of the T. and 
port of Sandwich. It is the firft place 
of note, S. S. W. from the North- 
Foreland towards Sandwich ; an aft 
of Pt. was lately pafled, whereby 
its harbour is like to be rendered ca- 
pable of receiving 200 fail of fhips 5 
and a new pier is erected, capable of 
re lifting the ftrongeft winds, or the 
moft raging fea that tumbles in from 
the Downs. 

Ranby, (Netting.) in the ps. of 
Blithe *dA Ife^tfui, \* 
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eayed T. united to Bilby, was once 
famous for its tall great oaks ; and 
the Chaworths and Babingtons had an 
eftate here. 

Ranskiu, (Nott.) in the p. of 
Blithe, where the Hercies and Dar- 
cies had an eftate formerly, is the bet- 
ter for being in the coach-road from 
London to York. 

Ranton, {Staff.) totheS.E. of 
Ecclefhal, bel. formerly to the Noels 
and Harcourts $ of whom the former 
built an abbey here, lately the feat of 
the Copes. Dr. Plot fpeaks of a no- 
table fun-dial here made of 3 boards, 
reprefenting a book opened. 

Ranworth, (Norfolk,) on the 
Bure, overagainft Ludham, S. £. of 
Wroxham-Bridge. Mr. Spelman fays 
this r. abounds with perch, and that 
he was told by the inh. that 120 
bufliels of nfh have fometimes been 
taken in 2 draughts of the net. 

R a sen-Market, (Line.) 
314 cm. 139 mm. from London, near 
the fource of the Ankam, has a Mt. 
on TuefJay, and is fo denominated, 
to diftingutfh it from Eaft, Weft, 
and Middle-Rafen in its neighbour- 
hood. 

Ratclipf, (Notting.\ upon the 
Soar, near its conflux with the Trent, 
bel. for a while to the Sacheverels, till 
one of them fettled it on Sir Thomas 
Hutchinfon, his nephew, 'and his 
heirs j one of whom fold it to admi- 
ral Ireton of London. The tithes of 
the manor bel. formerly to the priory 
of Norton in Cheihire, and then to 
that of Burfcough in Lanca/hire. 

Ratcljff upon Trent, 
(Nott,) fo called, to diftinguifli it from 
the former, ftands on that r. S.E. of 
Nottingham, and was formerly the 
eftate of the Ld. Grey of Codnor's 
family ; but more lately that of the 
Rofells. 

Ratclipf upon Wreak, 
Lcic. ) on the E. fide of Mount- 
orrel, has an uncommon tumalus, 
fuppofed to be the monument of fome 
DanJ/h K. 



R a t l t Y^fParw.) near Edgehill, 
part of which formerly bel. to the 
monks of Stonely, was fold (By one of 
the Ardens who gave it them) to Ni- 
cholas De Eaton, who thereupon did 
homage for it to Will. Beauchamp, E. 
of Warwick. It afterwards bel. to the 
Warrens, one of whom fold it to Tho. 
Trapnel and others, who parted with 
it, in the R. of Hen. VIII. to John 
Warner 5 whofe defcendant had it 
lately, if not ftill. 

Ratling-Court, (Kent,) near 
Nonington, is the feat of E. Cowper, 
having been purchafed by Sir William, 
his great, great, grandfather. 

Ravenglas, (Vumh. ) 
214 cm. 272 mm. from London, is a 
well-built T. with a good fifhery, be- 
ing 3 parts of it furrounded by the 
Eflc, Ert, and Mute ; the 2 firft of 
which fall here into the fea, and form 
a good harbour. It has a Mt. on S. 
Fair July 25, both obtained of K. 
John, who alfo granted' the inh. efto- 
vers to make their fifh-garths in the 
r. Efk, which is continued to this day. 
The Penningtons have long enjoyed 
this manor, and other lands adjoining. 

Ravensden, (Bedford.) on the 
N. E. fide of Bedford, where the D. 
of Marlborough has a feat, as had the 
late Dr. Pellet. 

Ravensfield, (York. W. R. ) 
on the N. E. fide of Rotheram, has a 
feat of the late Wardel -George Weft- 
ley, Efq; a beautiful fituation, which 
has been in the family many fuccei- 
fions. 

Ravensworth-Cast LP, 
(Durham,) S. of Newcaftle on Tine, 
among the collieries, is the feat and 
barony of Sir Hen. Lyddel, now Ld. 
Ravenfworth. 

Raveston, or Raunston , 
(Bucks,) near Oulney, the manor and 
feat of the E. of Winchelfea and Not- " 
tingham 5 whofe grandfather purcha- 
fed it of the crown, and erected and 
endowed an hoi. adjoining to the Ch, 
for 6 poor men, and 6 ^oor women. 
Here was out* * mwiu 
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ward VI. granted to Sir Fr. Bryan, whom the E. of Eflex, its prefent hi, 
»nd Q^Mary to Sir Rob. Throck- is defcended.

Read, which runs thro* 
it from the mountain, called Read- 
fquire, where it falls 70 foot into the 
valley, and runs into the North-Tine. 
Here was of old the True Place, as it 
was then called, /. e. the place of con. 
ference bet. the Lds.-wardens of the 
eaftern marches of both Kms. for de- 
termining the difputes of the border- 
ers. Here are many ruins of old fortsj 
and great heaps of ftones, called Laws, 
fuppofed by the people to have been 
laid in remembrance of battles there. 
The jurifdiction of this Dale bel. to 
the Umfravils (who held it in fee of 
the K. to guard it from robbers) from 
the R. of Will, the Conq. to that of 
Hen. VI. when the laft of them left 
it to Walter Talboys ; whofe fon be. 
ing attainted in the R. of Edw. IV. 
he granted it to Robert Ld. Ogle 5 
after whofe death it came to Thomas 
Winfbeich, Efq; who exchanged it 
with Hen. VIII. for an eftate in Wor- 
cefterihire. 

Re cme, (Camb.) which is faid to 
have once had a Mt. is the place near 
which begins Rech-Dyke orDevilV 
Dyke, mentioned at Newmarket- 
Heath, through which it ruts. 

RfcuivERs, {Ki'ftt,) joins to the 
fea at the mouth of the'r. Genlad, 
8 m. N. E. from Canterbury, and has 
a Ch. which was collegiate with two 
pyramidal fpires, notabte fea- marks 
for fhips bet. the Ifle of Shepey and 
the North- Foreland. It is faid Scve- 
rus emperor of Rome, about the year 
205, built a caftleat this place, which 
he fortified againft the Britons j that 
Ethelbert, one of the Ks. of Kent, 
ereaed a palace here for himfelf* and 
his fucceflbrs, the com. of which is 
vifible Hill from the ruins of an old:

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949, K. Eadred gave with the manor 
to Chriftchurch, Canterbury. Here 
is a Fair Sept. i, and in the R. of 
£dw. I. it had the grant of a Mt. 
long force difufed. The dredgers for 
cyfters on this coaft, which are rec- 
koned exceeding good, have often 
met in the fands with Roman veffels, 
cifterns, cellars,^, befides vaft num- 
bers of Roman coins, rings, bracelets, 
&e, which come from the land by 
the fall of the cliffs. The fea has got 
fo much of this T. that there are but 
few houfes left, and its Ch. was in 
fuch danger, above 20 years ago, that 
men were almoft continually employ- 
ed, to make good the walls or banks. 

RiDBORN,(/fan/.)on the Roman 
Watling- Street road, now the Dun- 
ftableroad, 3 m. N.W. of St. Albans, 
bel. before the conqueft to its abbey, 
as it did fome time after it 5 and was 
in great fame for the pretended reli- 
ques of Axnphibalus, who converted 
Alban to chriftianity. There is a 
brook near it, called Wenmer or 
"Womer, which, when it fwells high, 
the vulgar think always portends 
dearth, or troubles. Upon the DhT. 
it is faid this manor was granted to 
Sir Ralph Rowlet 5 but it has been 
lately in the Ld. Grimfton's family, 
iaving been purchafed by their an- 
ceftor, Sir Harbottle Grimfton, of Sir 
Fr. Bacon. Its Ch. was rebuilt in 
the R. of Hen. VI. by John of Whet- 
kamfted, the abbot. 

Red bridge, (Hampjbire,) in the 
f. of Milbrook, is a place that has 
throve by ihip-building, where the r. 
Toft or the Tefe falls into Southamp- 
ton-Bay. In the Saxons time it had 
a mon. 

Redcastce, (Salop,) not far 
from Wem, is the decayed feat of the 
AudJeya, on a rocky hilly anciently 
called Radcliff. 

Rid ford, (Devon.) on the £. fide 
•f Plymouth- Haven, bel. anciently to 
a family of that name 5 but fince the 
R. of Edw. IV. to the Harris's.

I. incor- 
porated it a-new, by the name of bai- 
liffs and burgefies, and appointed it to 
be governed by 2 bailiffs, a fteward , 
and n aid. to make aC.C. for theT. 
The 2 bailiffs, who are diftinguiihed 
by fenior and junior, are chofen on 
the 1 ft of Aug, and enter into their 
office Sept. 29 ; the fenior being chofe 
out of the aid. and the junior out of 
the freemen, who have been cham- 
berlains. Thefe bailiffs and the (tow- 
ard, who is generally fome perfon of 
quality, are to be juftices of the peace 
and quorum within the Bor. They 
have alfo 2 chamberlains, a T.-cIerk, 
and i ferjeants at mace. Here is a 
free grammar-fc. and a good T.-hall, 
in which the fetiions are held both for 
the T. and Co. and under it are Gam- 
bles, the bed in the Co. Its Mt, on 
S. is well ftored with hops, barley and 
malt, fifh, fowl, and meat. The Fairs 
are March 12 and Sept. 21, 3 days> 
for black-cattle and hogs. 

West-Redford, to which it 
communicates by a ftone-bridge over 
the Idle, is another p. but has nothing 
remarkable, except its hof. founded 
by Dr. Dorrel in 1666, and governed 
by a mailer (who is to be always the 
fub-dean of Lincoln) and 10 brethren 
inh. of the faid hof. who have power 
to let leafes for 21 years, and have 
each a garden and orchard. 

Redgrave, (Suffolk,) on the 
N. £. fide of Buddefdale, beL for. 
merly to the abbey of St. Edmundftu*

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Bacons, defcendVd from Sir Francis Ld. 
Vcrulam, till it was fold to Ld.-Ch.- 
Juft. Holt; whofe beautiful marble 
monument is in its Ch. with an excel- 
lent latin epitaph by the lateDr.Halley. 

Redham, ^Norfolk,) on the Yare, 
3 m. from Yarmouth, gave name to a 
family, who lived at Parkhall in this 
p. but is now the manor and feat of 
Sir Tho. Berney, Bt. whofe family 
have had it a long time ; and in the 
R. of Ph. and Mary, Henry Berney, 
- Efq; built a magnificent houfe here, 
which is yet Handing, and made large 
gardens to it. 

Red-Horse-Vale, (Warm*.)* 
fruitful pleafant tract on the S. fide of 
Avon, to the E.of Edgehill, is fo called 
from the figure of a horfe cut by the 
country people on the fide of a hill, 
near Ty foe, out of red-coloured earth $ 
the trenches that form it, being clean- 
fed and kept open by a neighbouring 
freeholder, who enjoys divers lands by 
that fervice. 

Redl and, (dot.) near Briftol, in 
the p. of Weftbury upon Trin, beh 
formerly to the abbey of Tewkfbury, 
Bow the feat of Mr. Cofins, who was 
a grocer in St. Paul's Church-yard, 
London. 

Redmore-Plain, (L«V.) 3 m. 
. from Market-Bofworth, was the field 
of the decifive battle, that was fought 
bet. the houfes of York and Lancafter, 
wherein K. Richard III. was killed. 
Here are often dug up pieces of ar- 
mour, weapons, heads of arrows, &c. 

Redruth, (Cornwall, ) 
227 cm. 273 mm. from London, is a 
hamlet among the tin- works, annexed 
to Uni-Redruth. Tho' it is no fea- 
port, it is more frequented than St. 
Ives. Its Mt.-day is uncertain 5 but 
its Fairs are April 21, July 23, and 
Q&ob. z. 

Reed, (Mart/.) on a hill, 2 m. S. 
of Royfton, on the Erminixreet road 
and the northern pofr-road, bel. lately 
to Tho. Newland, who fold it to Sir 
John Jejinings. 

. Rxkmkham, (Berks,) nearHea- 
Ml up* Tbmm, kJ, toMr, Whifc» 
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lock, foa of Sir William, by purchase 
from the family of Ld. Lovelace. 

Remston , or Rampistok, 
(Nott.) S. of Nottingham, on the b. 
of Leicefterfliire, formerly gave name 
to a family, who owned the manor, 
which by marriage patted to the Sta- 
pletons ; one of whom fold it to Mr. 
Field, who paffed it to Gabriel Arm- 
ftrong, Efq;. 

Rendcomb, (Gloc.) in the Cote£- 
wold-Hills, N. of Cirencefter, is a p. 
7 m. in corn, through which the r» 
Churn paffes from Birdlip- Hills to 
Cirencefter. It bel. formerly to the 
Clares, Audleys, and Berkleys, who 
fold it to Sir John Guife, Bt. whofe 
great grandfon, Sir John, the prefent 
Ld. of the manor, has a good houfe 
and gardens here, and a park. Here 
is a large beautiful Ch. erected in the 
R. of Hen. VIII. by Sir Giles James* 
the* Ld. of the manor. 

Rendlesham, (Suffolk,) on the 
r. Deben, over-againft Ufford, is the 
place where Redwald K. of the Eaft- 
Angles is faid to have kept his court, 
and where another of them was bap. 
tifed. In digging here not 60 years 
ago, there was found an old Giver 
crown, weight 60 ounces, fuppofed to 
have bel. to the faid Redwald, or fome 
other K. of the Eaft-Angles, which 
was fold and melted down. In the 
R. of Edw. L it had the grant of a 
Mt. and Fair. 

Rep eh am, (Norfolk,) 9 m. 
N. W. of Norwich, 92 cm. 1 1 1 mm. 
from London, has a ford over the r. 
Eyne. It had anciently 3 fine Chs, 
in one Ch.-yard, bel. to 3 feveral 
Lps. 2 of which were long ago demo* 
lifted, and the laft was burnt down 
with rnoft of the T. in 1600 5 ft that 
only the ruins of one remain* Tho 
chief trade of the T. is in malt, of 
which great quantities are fold in its 
Mt. on 5. The Mt. together with 
a yearly Fair, were procured by oat 
of the Vauxes, its ancient Lds. from 
whom the manor came to the Ldt «

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granted it to Sir James Boleyne, who 
fo d it £ and it was lately, if it be 
notftill, poffefled by the family of the 
Anyfons. 

Rep ton, {Derby.) near the con- 
flux of the Dove and Trent, to the

Mercian Ks. It had alfo a priory j 
and Sir John Port, of Etwall in this 
Co. ordered a fr. fc. to be erected 
here, which he endowed with lands 
in this Co. and Lancafhire. The late 
Mrs. Thacker had a feat here. « 

RERE-CROss,(ror*. N, R.) upon 
Stanemore, was erected as a boundary 
betw. England and Scotland, when 
William the Conq. gave Cumberland 
to the Scots, on condition that they 
mould hold it of him by fealty, and 
attempt nothing to the prejudice of 
the crown of England. 

Resingham, {Nortbum.) on the 
r. Read, near Readmouth, where it 
falls into the Tine, has been almoft 
waflied away by its r. It has many 
remains of antiquity, particularly in- 
fcriptions ; many of which were co- 
pied, about anno 1606, by Sir Rob. 
Cotton, as well as fince by Mr. War- 
kurton, and may be feen in Camden's 
hiftory • from which it appears, that 
its ancient Pagan inh. worfhipped a 
god, called MOGON. The Roman 
ftreet comes hither from Corbridge. 

Revel's-Hall, (Hartf.) near 
Ware-Park, was fo called from John 
Reyell, who held it in the R. of K. 
Hen. II. It came by marriage of a 
daughter of Hen. Gardiner, to the late 
Henry Dunfter, Efq; whofe grandfon 
has it now* 

Revel stoke, (Devon.) not far 
fit>m Plympton, the feat of Richard 
Revel, who was fheriff of the Co. 
from the 8th of Rich. I. to the end of 
bis R. 

Rewlet, (Oxf.) in thefnburbs 
•f its city, had an abbey, of which 
great part was ftanding in 1720. At 
the DflT. the fite of it was granted by 
HewyYm. to Dr. Geo. Owen, who 
fmtbj&m t*K. Ed. Vh QJ*ne» 
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Q.Mary, and Q^Elii. but his foo 
fold it to the fame K. who gave 
it to the D. and C. of Chriftchurch, . 
Oxford j where it remains to this 
day. 

% Reygate, {Surry,) 20 cm. 
24 mm. from London, ftands in the 
Vale of Holmfdale, with hills on each 
fide. It is an ancient Bor. by pre- 
fcripticn, with the fame conftitu- 
tion as Blechingley. It had a caftle, 
built in the Saxons time, on the E. 
fide of the T. and called Holms-Caf- 
tle j fome ruins of which are ftill to 
be feen, particularly a long vault, with 
a room at the end big enough to hold 
500 perfons ; where, it is faid, the - 
Barons, who rofe againft K. John, 
had their private meetings. Its Mt.- 
houfe was formerly a chapel, dedica- 
ted to Tho. Becket. The weekly 
Mt. on Tu. was procured by charter 
from Edw. II. and its monthly one on 
W, from K. Cha. II. who at his Reft, 
granted the manor and caftle, which 
had been in pofleffion of Ld. Monfon, 
to his brother, the D. of York ; and 
at the Rev. K. William gave them - 
to Ld. Somers ; upon whofe death 
they came to the -late James Cccks, 
Efq; father of the prelent Ld. of the 
manor. Under the hill, on the S. 
fide of the T. is a great houfe, for- 
merly a priory; the fite of which, 
late in the poffeffion of Mr. Parfons, 
was purchafed of the truftees of Ld. 
Mordaunt, by his grandfather, Sir 
John, Ld.- mayor of London. The 
place, where it flood, ftill goes by the 
name of Crouched. Friars. This T. 
has fent members to Pt. from the firft, 
gives title of Baron to the E. of Peter- 
borough, and has a ch. fc. The Fairs 
here are W. in Eafter-week, JVhit- • 
M. and St. James's. The neighbour- 
hood abounds with fullers-earth, and 
medicinal plants and herbs. The fa- 
mous E. of Shaftflbury had a houfe in 
this T. to which he often retired, to 
•void company. It is now a private 
gentleman's feat, who has laid out and 
planted a finall fpot of ground in fo 
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erer can be fuppofed in the moft noble 
feats j fo that it may properly be cal- 
led a model. The inh. call it the 
World in one acre. 

Rl BBESFORD, fjVorC.) I 1X1. S. of 

Bewdley, the manor and feat of the £. 
of Powis ; whofe anceltor, Sir Henry 
Herberr,defcended from the Lds. Her- 
bert of Chirbury, was a great fufferer 
in his eftate by the civil wars. The 
feat is furrounded with woods. 

Ribchkster, {Lane) on the 
Ribble, N.E. of Prefton, appears to 
hare been once a very considerable T. 
and ftation of the Danes and Saxons, 
as well as of the Romans, from their 
many ftatues, urns, coins, pillars, pe- 
deftals, chapiters, altars, marbles, an- 
chors, rings, &c, often dag up here ; 
and from 2 military ways leading to 
ft, a high caufey from York, and 
another road to it from the N. thro' 
Bowland-Foreft, which is plainly dif- 
-centibk for feveral miles. 

Rus tow-Hall, (1VJ.W.R.) 
en the E. fide of Knarefborough, the 
pka&nt feat of the ancient and emi- 
aent family of the Goodricks ; and 
now of Sir Henry Ooodrick, Bt. m 
whole gardens is a ftmeral monument 
■for the ftandar d - bearer of the otb. 
Roman legion. 

Richborough, [Kent,) near 
-Sandwich, and about I m. from the 
fea, was in the Romans time, before 
its port was choaked op by the fands, 
a famous harbour, where thefr forces 
nfed to arrive from Italy, and where 
they built a caftle ; and it was alio the 
common landing-place from France. 
It flourifhed under the Saxons by the 
name of a city j and had a palace of 
Ethelbert, the firft K. of Kent, who 
nfed to confer here with St. Auguftin, 
then rending at Stoner. The Danes 
deftroyed both the city and caftle 5 
but in fome places the old walls of the 
tower are vifible, and a noble remnant 
of Roman antiquity, Roman coins, 
both gold and filver,are often ploughed 
up here. The r. Stour from Canter- 
bury runs under the cliff by the caftle, 
and £o by Sandwich, 
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Richmond, [Surry ,) on the bank 
of the Thames, iocm. 12 mm. from 
London, bet. Mortiack and Kingflon, 
to the latrcr of which its Ch. is a cha- 
pel of eafe, is reckoned the fineft vil- 
lage in the Britifh dominions, and i» 
termed the frefcati of England. It 
was chofen, fays Camden, by the Ks« 
of England for their royal feat j and 
for its fplendor or ihining,called Shene* 
It has been fince alfo, on account of 
the wholfomnefs of the air, the ufual 
nurfery of their children. Here K. 
Edw. III. died of grief, for the lofa 
of his heroic fon, the Black-Prince, 
Here alfo died Anne wife of Rich. II. 
who firft taught the Englifh women 
their prefent way of riding on horfe- 
back ; whereas formerly they ufed to 
crofs the faddle like men. The K. 
took her death fo to heart, that he 
neglected and even abhorred the houfe, 
and, as fome fay, defaced, and even 
levelled it to the ground ; but K. 
Hen. V. beautified it with new build* 
ings. In the R. of Hen. VII. from 
whom the village aflumed the name 
of Richmond, from that country in 
Normandy whereof he had been E. it 
was quite burnt down by a moft la- 
mentable fire ; but he juft began to 
rebuild it with greater beauty, and 
erected a library, when he died here. 
About 90 years after, viz, 1603, his 
grandaughter, Q. Eliz. died here alfo. 
This place was pretty much neglected 
by the Princes of the race of the Stu- 
arts, and parcelled out by K, Witt* 
into private tenements ; but his pre- 
fent Majefty took great delight here, 
and made vaft improvements in the 
palace, while her Majefty, the late 
(^Caroline, diverted herfelf at her 
royal dairy-houfe, in her beautiful 
hermitage Merlin*s-Cave, and in the 
other charming improvements, which 
me made to the park and gardens of 
this delightful place. The T. runs 
up the hill, above 1 m. from the vil- 
lage of Eaft-Shene to the New-Park, 
with gardens declining all the way to 
the Thames the "wW sail ra&vet 
juft to this V&Wt, v<Y£\s2fc \& 
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from the mouth of it, a greater dif- 
tance than the tide is carried by any 
other r. in Europe. On the afcent of 
the hill are the wells of purging mi- 
neral water, to which a great deal of 
good company refort in the fummer ; 
auid on the top of it, from whence there 
is the moft beautiful profpecT: of the 
Thames, and of the fine feats on the 
banks of it, there is an almfh. built 
by Duppa, Bp. of Winchefrer, in the 
R. of Cha. II. for the fupport of 10 
poor widows, purfuant to a vow he 
made in that K's. exile, as is men- 
tioned in an infqription over its gate. 
There is another almfh. endowed with 
above 100 /. a year, which has, fince 
its foundation, been confiderably in- 
creafed by Tohn Michel, Efq;. Here 
are alfo 2 ch. fcs. one for 50 boys, the 
other for 50 girls. There is a ftately 
houfe on the green, among other pretty 
feats, formerly Sir Charles Hedges' s, 
fince Sir Matthew Decker's ; in the 
gardens whereof is the longeft and 
higheft hedge of holly that was ever 
feen,with feveral other hedges of ever- 
greens, viftos cut thro* woods, grot, 
tos, fountains, a fine canal, a duckoy, 
fummer- houfe, and frove-houfes, in 
which the Indian fruit, called Ana- 
nas, was firft brought to maturity. In 
the New-Park, befides the late Q^s. 
houfe, is a pretty little hunting-feat, 
the late E. of Orford's $ and a little 
hill caft up, called K. Henry's mount, 
from which there is a profpecl of 6 
Cos. including the city of London, and 
alfo Windfor-Caftle, which is 14 m.

Every licenied dredger pays 6 5. and 
J d. a year, to the fupport of the 
courts j and the fiihcry is now in a 
flourishing way. Part of the cattle is 
Jcept in repair, and is ufed as a maga- 
zine, where a party of foldiers do con- 
ftant duty. The bridge was newly 
repaired in 1744, and palifadoed with 
new iron rails. 

Rochester, (Nr thumb.) on the 
Watling-Street road, N.W. of Ot- 
terburn, and on the r. Read, near the 
fource of it, has fome Roman anti- 
quities, as altars, iniciiptions, &c, 

fc^ Rochford, {EJex,) 34cm. 
40 mm. from London, on a ttream 
that falls into the creek, which open* 
into the Crowch, gives name to its 
H. as it did to its ancient Lds. from 
whom it came to the Butlers Es. of 
drmond and Wilt/hire j and from 
them to Sir Thomas Bulltn, whom 
Hen. VIII. created Vifc. Rochford 
«wd E. of Wiltfliire. It was after- 
wards granted to Richard Ld. Rich 
(the anceftor of the E. of Warwick) 
ivho is faid to have built the tower- 
Aeeple.of the Ch. at his own charge. 
It came to the late E. of Bolingbroke, 
from the Ld. St. John's lady, and he 
Ibid it to the late E. Tilney. K. Will, 
confidering his many faithful fervices 
and near relation to him, created 
"William-Henry, fon of Frederick of 
Naflau, Prince of Orange and Ld. of 
Zuleftein, E. of Rochford, as well as 
Vifc. Tunbridge and Baron of Enfield; 
which titles defcended, by the death 
of William, the eldett fon unmarried, 
to his 2d fon Frederick, father of the 
prefent E. Some lands here bel. for- 
merly to t!he priory of Berden j but 
were granted by Hen. VIII. to Henry 
Parker, to be held of the crown in 
€aj»'te. The late Cha. Tyrrel, Efq; 
had a feat here. The Mt. is 7b.

Rockbear, {Devon. )in Freming- 
ton p. 7 m. from Honiton, which is 
noted for the beft potter's-clay in the 
Co. has many manors, which bel, an- 
ciently to Lds. of its own firname $ 
and came by coheirs to the families of 
Specott and Fulford. 

Rockingham, (Nortbomp*) 
65 cm. 83 mm. from London, ftands 
on the r. Welland, and gives titles of 
B. and Baron to the family of Wat-, 
fon, in which the ettate is vetted. It 
has a ch. fc. a Mt. on 7b. and a Fair 
Sept. 8 for j days. Its forefl^ -rec- 
koned one of the largett and richeftof 
the kingdom, in which William the 
Conqueror built a cattle, extended, 
in the time of the ancient Britons, 
aJmoft from the Welland to the Nen ; 
and was noted formerly for iron- 
works, great quantities of flags, i . e, 
the refufe of the iron-ore, being met 
with in the adjacent fields. It ex- 
tended, according to a furvey in 1641, 
near 14 m. in length, from the W. 
end of Middleton- Woods to the T. of 
Wansford, and 5 m. in breadth from 
Brigttock to the Welland j but is now 
difmembered into parcels, by the in- 
terpofition of fields and Ts. and is 
divided into 3 bailiwicks. In feveral 
of its woods a great quantity of char- 
coal is made of the tops of trees, of 
which many waggon-loads are fent 
every year to Peterborough. There is 
a fpacious plain in it, called Rocking- 
hamfhire, which is a common to the

Roxcistxk, or Wroxkteit, 
(Salop,) on the Severn, near its con^ 
flux with the Terne and the hill, called 
the Wrekin, to the S.E. of Shrewf- 
bury, had a priory ; and though a 
city formerly of 3 m. round, the 2d 
if not the firft of the Cornavii (built, 
as it is thought, by the Romans 
Watling-Street way, when they for- 
tified the bank of the Severn, whieh 
is more eafiiy fordable here than at 
any other place below it) is now but 
a fmall village of peafants, who often 
plough up coins, called Dinders, that 
prove its antiquity, though they are 
for moft part illegible. Here are the 
ruins of eld works, fuppofed to have 
been heretofore a caftle, with a fudi- 
tory, or fweating-houfe, for the Ro- 
man foldiers. 

Roxham, (Line.) near Sleaford, 
has abundance of fens about 3 m. from 
it, out. of. which are dug fome very 
large oak-trees, fuppofed to have been 
beat down and buried by fome inun- 
dations of the fea, though it is now 
16 or 17 m. from it.

It was by them fold to Sir Rob. Cecil, 
afterwards E. of Salilbury, whofe def- 
cendant fold it to Sir Joiiah Child 5 
from whom it came to the late E. 
Tilney. 

Roy don-Hall, (Kent,) on the 
S. fide of Mailing, in GreaNPeckham 
p. formerly went by the name of For- 
tune, till the hall or feat here was 
erected by Mr. Roydon of Suffolk \ 
from w\iote faavty \Vw«a.V} ^tccw.- 
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Efq; great grandfather to Sir Roger 
Twifden, Bt. 

8^ Royston, fuppofedto have 
been a Roman T. from the Roman 
coins dug up near it, was, as it is 
faid, fo called from a ftone crofs erec- 
ted in the highway by Royes Cfs. of 
Norfolk in the R. of K. Stephen j of 
which fome token yet remains by the 
inn, where the 2 roads meet. It is a 
pretty T. with very good inns, partly 
in Hartfcrdjbire, and partly in Cam- 
bridge/hire, 33 cm. 38 mm. from 
London. Rich. I. made it a Mt.-T. 
and granted it a Fair all JVbitfun- 
week. In the R. of Hen. IV. it was 
alrnoft burnt down. Such was the 
plenty of corn one year in the R. of 
Henry VI. that the belt wheat was 
fold for three half-pence the bufliel 5 
which in that of C^fcliz. rofe to 8 *. 
a bufhel. Its Mt. which is confidera- 
ble for barley, malt, &c. is on IV, 
VtxnA/b-W. the JV. in Wbit-v*tk, 
June 28, July 7 and 25. That of 
July 7 was granted by Hen. III. It 
had once a rnon. which was fold at 
theRef. for 1761 /. toRob.Chefter; 
in whofe family the manor did very 
lately, if it does not ftill, remain. It 
had alfo a hof. Its Ch. which has 
feveral fine monuments, was par- 
chafed at the DhT. by the inh. and 
made parochial. A fchool was erec- 
ted here in 17 16 by contribution of 
the T. and adjacent parts. The rec- 
tory here is of great value, and gene- 
rally conferred on fome perfon of note, 
who is Ld. of the manor. When its 
Ch. was made parochial, here were 
five ps. reduced into one. Upon al- 
moft every eminence about this T. 
efpecially on the E. fide of it by the 
Ickening-Street, there is a burrow. 
There is a fort of crows here, that 
have fome white about their bread 
and wings, different from other crows. 
The T. became populous, on fixing 
the po ft- road thro* it, which before, 
ran thro* Barkway to Bigglefwade. 
This T. fuflfered greatly by a fire, 
^5gr. 2Z, 1747. The foil for 2 ms. 
either to or from the T. is chalky. 



As for the T. it ftands in 5 ps. nri» 
Therfield andBerkway in this Co. and % 
Melbourn, Kneefworth, and BafTing- 
bourn in Cambridge/hire. 

Roy ton, [Kent,) near Lenham, 
bel. anciently to a family of that 
name ; one of whom founded a mon. 
here. The eftate is now, or was 
lately, in the Thomfons. 

Rucking, (Kent,) 5 m. N.W. 
of New-Rumney, whofe marfli claims 
over fome part of th.- p. as Wye- 
Liberty does over the other; while 
that of the dean of Canterbury chums 
over fo much of it, as is in the manors 
of Ickham and Rucking, which were 
given to that Ch. by Henry VTlh 
The manor of Rucking was firft given 
to the Ch. of Canterbury by K.. Offa* 
ad pafena porcortm, i.e. for feeding 
their hogs. A Fair was granted to 
this place on St. Mary Magdalen* u 
day, to whom the Ch. is dedicated. 

RUDDINGT ON, (Notthg.) Otl*U 

that runs to the Trent, S. of Notting- 
ham, is a great country-T. half a m. 
W. pf Flawford its mother-Ch. which 
ierves it only for a burial-place, be" 
caufe here is a large chapel. The 
manor bel. formerly to the Annefleys, 
whofe descendants fold it to the £. of 
Kingfton. 

Rudfej*, (Warw.) in a red dhtjr 
foil, as the name imports, on the W. 
fide of Coventry, bel. anciently to the 
mon. of Kenilworth ; whofe prior' 
enclofed 40 acres of arable land here, 
and made.it a deer-park. Since the' 
R. of (^Eliz. it has accompanied the* 
poffeflion of Kcnilworth-Caftle. 

Rudheath, (Cbejhire,) near 
North wich, has a large common bor- 
dered with the feats of the Main-^ 
warings, and other gentry ; and was' 
once an afylum for the protection of - 
criminals a year and a day ; but it 
was demolished long before the Ref. 

Rudiafd, (Stafford.) N.W. of' 
Leek, near the mountain Dun and the 
brook, called Dunfmore, has long been 
the feat of the Rudyards. 

Rudsto*, ^Tork.'B..^ tovVv* 
N.E. o£ KAYvam, Yu& a, ^t\\ 
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obeliik in its Ch.-yard, of the fame 
fame, fliape and fire as thofe at Bo- 
roughbridgc, though it is 40 m. wide 
of any quarries. 

Rux-Hill, (Kent,) near Wil- 
mington, formerly bel. to the Bammes 
of London,and was fold to Mr. Brent } 
whofe ocfcendant alfo fold it to Mr, 
Smith. 

RuFf ins -Hall, (Kent,) near 
Aldington, was once the feat of fome 
of the Godfreys 5 but went by mar- 
riage to the Clerks of Kingfnoth, and 
|o the Blechendens. 

Ru fjord, (Notting.) N. E. of 
Mansfield, on the r. Maun, had for- 
merly an abbey, to which the manor 
bel. but after the Difl*. became the 
manor and feat of Sir Geo. Savile, Bt. 
as it is now of his defcendant of the 
lame name. The late Vifc. Halifax,- 
George Savile, much enlarged and 
adorned it ; and feveral of our Ks. 
have been often entertained here, by 
reafonof its commodious fituationfor 
hunting in Sberwood-Foreft. 

|^ Rugby, tyParw.) on the S. 
fide of the Avon, 67 cm. 76 mm. 
from London, had formerly a little 
caftle, fuppofed to have been built la- 
the R. of K. Stephen ; and the inh. 
have a tradition, that it was Sir Henry 
Rokeby's caftle, who gave fome lands 
here to the abbey of Pipwell ; and in 
the R. of Hen. III. obtained its Mt. 
on S. and a Fair on St. Laurence* t- 
gve 9 and two days after. The manor 
was purchafed by the late William 
Bonghton of this place, who died 
without iflue. The T. is chiefly no- 
ted for its number of batchers. Here 
is a grammar- fc. with 4 almfhoufes, 
founded in the R. of Eliz. by Lau. She- 
riff, a haberdaiher of London. There 
it another fchool and an almfh. for 
teaching and cloathing 30 poor child- 
ren, and maintaining 6 poor widows 
for ever, being under 60 years of age, 
built and endowed by Mr. Rich. El- 
borow of Rugby in 1707.

RuMroio, (Effex,) -501. 
from Burntwood, 10 cm. 12 mm. 
{rom London, is a great thoroughfare 
X. governed by a bailiff and wardens, 
who, tho* no corp. are empowered by 
patent, to hold a court every week, 
for the trial of treafons, felonies,debts, 
or other actions, and for execution 
of the laws upon offenders. Here is 
a ch. fc. for 50 boys and 20 girls. 
The Ch. here- is only a chapel to 
Hornchurch. It has Mts. on M. and 
Tu. for hogs and calves, and W. for • 
corn, moft bought up for London, and 
a Fair June 44. The road to Bury 
and Colchefter, which ufed to be by 
Ongar,has lately been turned this way. 

Rumnzy-Marsh, ( Kent, ) is a 
tract in the S. E. part of the Co. 
aom. long and S broad, including' 
the adjacent marines of Walland and 
Gulford ; and contains in that com. 
bet. 40,000 and 50,000 acres of firm 
fruitful land, thericheft pafture in Eng- 
land, which fatten vaft flocks of /heep 
and herds of black cattle, fent hither 
from other parts, and fold in the Mts. 
of London. The fheep are reckoned 
rather lai^r than thofe of Leicefter- 
Jhire and Lincomfliire ; and their bul- 
locks the larger* in England, efpeci- 
ally thofe they call ftalled oxen, from 
being kept all the latter feafon within 
the farmer's yards, or ftieds, where 
they are fed for the winter feafon. 
This marfh is the place, from whence 
the owJers have for fo many rges ex- 
ported our wool to France. It is fup- 
pofed to have been once covered with

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therefore, that it is not fo well pea* 
jpled as other tracts, and that the Pts.

by the name of a bailiff, 24 jurats, 
and the commonalty of Rumney- 
Marfh. They have a court every 3 
weeks, to hold courts, for all caufes 
and actions $ and a power to chufe 4 
ju ft ices yearly among themfelves (be- 
tides their bailiff) who are vefted with 
the fame authority ; and have the 
return of all the K's. writs, the be- 
nefit of all fines and forfeitures, pri- 
vileges ofleet, law-day and tourn, ex- 
emption from toll and tax, fcot and 
lot ; and, in ihort, many other privi- 
leges and exemptions, which no other, 
place has in England. Nor has the 
K. any wafte here, or title to wrecks, 
they being all appropriated to the fe- 
veral manors next to the fea. In this 
marfh great trees are often found, ly- 
ing at length under ground, as black 
as ebony 5 but fit for ufe, when dried 
in the fun. 

3|c Rumney-New, {Kent,) 2m. 
l-half N. E. of Lydd, 61 cm. 73 mm. 
from London, one of the 4 cinque- 
ports of this Co. in the Channel, 
ftands on a hill in the middle of the 
marfh.

their number and thefinenefs of their 
fleece. The Danes landed here twice 
and plundered it, and once wintered 
their mips in it. Alfo in the R. of 
Edw. the Confeflbr E. Godwin, &c. 
landed on this ifland, and harrafled it 
much. It is 21 ro. in com. and yields 
plenty of corn $ but is forced to boy 
wood at a dear rate from the conti- 
nent. There are feveral hillocks in 
the marihy parts all over the ifland, 
which the vulgar call Cottereis, fup- . 
pofed to have been caft up in memory 
of fome of the Daniih leaders buried 
there*. The paflage hither from the 
main land is by Kmg's-Ferry already 
mentioned. Moft of the fprings here 
axe tafikidk \ Vax Uv^i * 
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funk fo deep r as to lie below the bed of 
the fea, and to furnifli the garrifon at 
Sheer nefs with frefh water. A great 
number of marine plants grow in the 
fait marines, and therefore they are 
often, vifited in the fummer by the 
bfttanifts. The manor of Sheppey an- 
ciently bei. to a nunnery here.

Shir born, (Dorfet.) 14 m* 
from Shaft/bury, on the b. of White- 
Hart-Foreft, 100 cm.

Parret into two parts, called 
Sherborn and the Caftle-Town ; in 
which latter are a Ch . and a Mt. The 
fee of a Bp. was fixed here, in 704, by 
Ina K. of the Weft Saxons ; in which 
there fate 25 Bps. fucceffively^ till the 
11th century, when, after being uni- 
ted with the Bpk. of Sunning, it was 
removed to Sarum $ whereupon this- 
Co. was made a part of that diocefe, 
till Hen. VIII. erected a new fee at 
Briftol, to whofe diocefe it has bel. 
ever fince. Soon after the tranflation 
of the fee, the cathedral was con- 
verted into an abbey ; the Ch. where- 
of, a moil magnificent ftrufture both 
within and without, being the beft in 
the Co. and fo much prized by the 
inh. at the Ref. that it is faicV they 
bought it, and pulled down 3 Chs. 
and 4 chapels about the T. to fave it. 
A quarrel happened in the R. of 
Hen. VI. bet. the townfmen and the 
monks, when a great part of it was. 
burnt, which the former were forced 
to repair. At the entrance of it lie 
Ethelbald and Ethelbert, a of our 
Saxon Ks. and in one of its ayles is a 
fumptuous monument of John Digby, 
E. of Briftol (who died in 1698V 
which is reported to have coft 1500/. 
In the tower are 6 bells, fo big that 
they require near 20 men to ring 
them. This T. was once the retiring 
place of Will, the Conq. and it bel. to. 
fome of his fucceflbrs feveral centu- 
ries. Roger, the 3d Bp. of Saliibury, 
built a caftle here, in that part ever 
fince called Caftle-Town ; but K. 
Stephen, incenfed at the Bp's pride, 
feized it, and his fucceflbrs kept it 
till 1350, when it was recovered from 
the crown by Rob. Wyvil, a Bp. of 
more courage than learning. This 
was the firft caftle that was formally 
befieged in the civil wars % and the U& 
that hete out fc« . 
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of Briftol, fo created in the R. of Ja. I. 
The Mts. here, which are plentifully 
fupplied with all necefiaries,are T. and 
& Fairs JulyT, Aug. 10, and Sept. 
21. There are computed to be at 
leaft 20,000 fouls here, which is more 
than in any other T. in the Co. The 
inb. had formerly a good trade in the 
medley-cloth ; but now buttons, bone- 
Jace, and haberdaftiery wares are their 
chief mfs. with which they fopply all 
the Weir. Here is a fr. fc. founded 
by Edw. VI. a fine alm/h. by Rich. 
Beauchamp, Bp. of Sarum, a ch. fc. 
and in the neighbourhood are many 
gentlemen's feats. Though it never 
had reprefentatives in Pt. yet it fent 
Will. Turpin and 2 other deputies to 
a council at Weftminfter, in the nth 
of Edw. III. and it will ever be fa- 
mous for the Pr. of Orange's being 
met here by Pr. George of Denmark, 
the Ds. of Ormond, Grafton, Marl- 
borough, and many others of the 
prime nobility, on their deferting K. 
Ja. II. at Saliflmry, and thereby re- 
storing the conftitution of Great- Bri- 
tain without feloodflied. 

Sherborn, (Gloc.) nearNorth- 
Lechc, has large parks, with the 
Windruft running on the N. fide, and 
a little brook in the middle of it. 
Here are many excellent quarries of 
free-ftone. The manor bcl. formerly 
tp Winchcomb-Abby ; was given at 
theDiff. toChrif. Allen, who fold it, 
in the R. of Edw. VI. to Tho. Dut- 
ton; whofe descendant, Sir Ralph, 
was late Ld. of it, as is now Sir John.

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South-Dowi?s, (Suffix,) tht 
mo/l pleaifant of the kind in all Eng- 
land, having a delightful profpect of 
the fea, and a carpet road, as it were, 
of 12 m. from Lewes to Bjijjhthelm* 
fton. . 

Southend, (Kent,) 2 m. N. of 
ChiAehurft, has a mill on the Ra- 
venfbourn, where the late Mr. How 
the cutlgr, who had a feat here, 
made the beft knife-blades in Eng- 
land. 

South feet, (Kttiti) fo calkd 
to diftingui/h it from Northfleet, is 
2 m. S. of Gravefend. 'Twas an. 
ciently given to the priory of Ro- 
chefter, and by K. Hen. VIII. fettled 
on the cathedral, Q^Eliz. granted it 
to Sir Will. Petre's fon, and it is now 
the feat of Sir Charles Sidley, whofe 
anceftor, Sir John, founded a fr. fc. 
here, in 1697. He purchafed the 
manor of aid. Garret, of London, 
who bpught it of Mr. Petre. In the 
R. of Ed ward 1. here was a Fair, of 
which the prior of Rochefter claimed 
the benefit. 

South. Hams, (Devon,) a num.. 
ber of villages on the back of Tor* 
bay, famous for that noble rough 
cyder, which is generally preferred 
to the foft, fickly Hereford redftreak | 
and fo near wine in tafte* that it hag 
tempted fome vintners and coopers in 
London, as well as in other cities and 
Ts. to mix it with their Port wines. 
The foil here being a reddtffr fand, 
produces alfo the beft cabbages in 
England, and carrots not inferior to 
thofe of Sandwich. Great part of 
thefe Hams beL to the Cham per- 
nons. 

# South wark, (Surry ,) being 
only parted from London by its bridge, 
feems but a fuburb of that great city ; 
yet it contains 6 ps. and f jr its extent, 
number of people, trade, wealth, hofs. 
almfh. and ch. fcs. it is inferior 
to few cities in England.. It is men- 
tioned in hiftory, anr.o 1053, and was 
a diftinct corp. governed by its own 
bailiff till 1^27, * ^nsXHivk 

made oi it Avt <i\Vj oil Vsa^^s 
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whole mayor was to be its bailiff, and 
to govern it by his deputy. Sometime 
after this, the inh. recovered their 
former privileges ; but in the R. of 
Edw. VI. the crown granted it to the 
city of London for 647 /. 2 s, x d. 
and in consideration of a farther Aim 
of 500 marks paid to the crown by 
the city, it was annexed to the faid 
city ; and by virtue of the jfcd grant 
continues fubjelt to its Ld.-mayor, 
who has under him a fteward and bai- 
liff, and proclaims its Fair on Sept. 8, 
for a fortnight ; and it is govrrned by 
one of its 2,6 aid. by the name of 
Bridge-without. The military Gt. 
is by the Ld. -lieu tenant of the Co. 
and 1 z deputy-lieutenants, who have 
under them a regiment of 6 compa- 
nies, of 150 men each. Its Mts. are 
W. and F. and all plentifully fur- 
nished with all manlier of provifions. 
It is divided into 2 parts, viz. the 
Bor.-hberty and the clink or manor 
•f Southwark. The firft bel. to the 
jurifdi&ion of the Ld.-mayor of Lon- 
don, who by his fteward holds a court 
of record every Af. at St. Margaret"* 8- 
Hill, for all debts, damages, and tref- 
pafles within his limits; to which 
court be!. 3 attornies, who are ad. 
mitted by his fteward. There are alfo 
3 court-leets held in the Bor. for its 
3 manors, viz. the great-liberty, 
the guild-hall, and the K's-manor ; 
wherein, betides the other bufinefs 
ufual at fuch courts, are chofe the 
conftables,aleconner9,and flefh-tafters. 
The dink is under the jurifdiftion of 
the Bp. of Winchefter, who, befides 
a court -leet, keeps a court of record 
(on the Bankfide, near St. Saviour* s- 
Ch.) by his fteward and bailiff, for 

?leas of debt, damages, and trefpafies. 
"here is a counter for the imprison- 
ment of offenders in the bailiwick, 
and another for the dink-liberty. Be - 
fides thefe there is the Marthalfea- 
nrifon, which is the Co.-gaol for fe- 
lons, and the admiralty-gaol for py- 
rates. Here is a court, which was 
6r/rere&ed for trial of caufes bet. the 
K's dtmcfticks, or menial feronts, 
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of which the Kt.-marihal is prefTdenf* 
and his fteward judge ; to whom bel. 
4 counfdlors, and 6 attornies; and 
the court is held every Fr. by him, 
or his deputy, for debt, damages, and 
trefpafles, in caufes for 10 m. round 1 
Whitehall, excepting London. Here 
is alfo the KVbench-prifon, the rules 
of which are of a considerable extent, 
and the allowance fomewhat better 
than that of the common prifons 5 for 
which reafbns many debtors remove 
themfelves hither by Habeas Corpus* 
It is properly a place of confinement, 
in all cafes triable in the KVbench- 
court. Here was formerly that called* 
Suffolk- Hoilfe, a palace built by the 
D. of Suffolk, in the R. of Hen. VIIL 
where was afterwards a mint for the 
coinage of money, which confifts of 
feveral ftreets, whofe inh. formerly 
claimed a privilege of protection from 
arrefts for debt, which has fince been, 
fupprefled by the legiflature, who have 
latdy pafled an a& for eftablifhing » 
court of conscience here, as well da- 
ta London, Weftminfter, and the 
Tower-Hamlets, &c, for the Arf« 
ter recovery of/mail debts. The Bps* 
of Winchefter had formerly a palace 
here, with a park (the fame that is 
now called Southwark-Park) which 
is fince converted into ware-houfes 
and tenements, hdd by leafefrom the 
Bps. of that fee. In the times of po- 
pery, here were no lefs than 18 houfes

Staindrof, ( Dvrbatttf J 5 a].

the Nevils, which was alfo a burial- 
place to the family. K. Canute, the 
Dane, gave this T. to the chapter of 
Durham for ever.

Standish, (doc) 4 m. N.W.

Standish, (Lane,) on the N. 
fide of Wigan, was many ages in the 
cofleflion of a family to which it gave 
name. Its rectory is 700 /. a year. 
Dr. Leigh fays, a fignet was turned 
up by the plough near tfiis place, in 
a copper urceolus, with 100 Roman 
coins, or medals, and two gold rings 
of the equites aurati, or Roman 
knights. 

Standon, or Standlow, 
{Hartf.) 25 cm. 29 mm. from Lon- 
don. Its Ch. with 14O acres of 
land, formerly bel. to the Kts. Hof- 
pitallers, and to Croyland abbey; 
but the manor, after having been in 
the Clare's family, came to the 
crown, where it remained, till K. 
Henry VIII. gave it to Sir Ralph 
Sadler, who built a fair houfe here, 
where his fon, Thomas, entertained 
K. James I. and his royal train, two 
nights, in his progrefi from Scotland 
co London, in 1603. It went after- 
wards by marriage to the family of 
Ld. Alton, of whom Walter Ld. 
Afton obtained two Fairs here, viz. 
St. Mark's-day, and Aug. 26, and 
gave the vicar -a fair houfe, with a 
garden and orchard 5 and Tho. Fifher, 
of London, fk inner, gave the Bell 
inn at Puckeridge, &c. to the fchool 
here, to which, in the R. of 
Elizabeth, the fishmongers of Lon- 
don contributed 20 /. a year ; and 
George Crouch, another citizen, 
gave 5 /. a year, to be diftributed 
among poor maids, at their marriage. 
There is a farm here, called Lodge, 
cenfifting of 470 acres, and a county- 
bridge over the Rib, -which runs 
through the middle of the T. Lio- 
nel D. of Clarence being Ld. of this 
moor in the Rt of hit father 
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Edward III. obtained a Mt. here on 
T. and a Fair for 3 days, at St. 
Peter ad Vincula, which is fince 
changed to Oc7. 13. The Ennin- 
Street is fuppofed to pafs through 
this p. over the ftony hill field from 
Braughing to Hartford. 

Staneland, (York. W. R.) on 
the S. fide of Halifax, near the Cal- 
der, where Roman coins have been 
found, is the feat of Mr. Garfed. 

fcj* Stakes, (Midd.) has a 
wooden bridge, with a ferry, over 
the Thames to Surry, 7 m. N. W. 
of Brentford, 15 cm. 19 mm. from 
London, was fo called from the Sa- 
xon word Stina, or ftone, becaufe 
anciently a boundary-frone was fet 
up here, to denote the extent of the 
city of London's jurifdidtion upon 
the r. 'Tis a populous T. with fe- 
veral good inns, and is governed by 
2 conrrables, and 4 headboroughs, 
appointed by his Majefty's fteward, 
becaufe it is a Lp. bel. to the crown. 
Here is a Mt. on F. and Fair Sept . S. 
and a ch. fc. The Ch. ftands alone, 
almoft half a m. from the T. From 
Stancs to Brentford, all that which 
lies bet. the high-road along Houn- 
flow, and the Thames, was called the 
Foreft, or Warren of Stanes, till 
Henry III. disforefted it. 

Stanesgate, (EJftXy) by the 
water, fide, N. of Steple, of wok* 
it is a hamlet, had a priory. 

Stantield, (Norfolk,) near 
Windham, was purchafed in 1642 
by Sir Thomas Richardfon, in whose 
family it has continued to the p relent 
owner, William Jermy, who married 
the heirefs. The fine is at the Ld's. 
will. 

Stanford, (Kent,) 2 m. z-half 
N.W. from Hithe, has aCh. which 
is accounted as a chapel; and fb not 
valued in the It's, books. The bridge 
bet. this and Hithe being broke down 
in the R. of Edward I. 'twas given 
by the jury, that it ought to be re- 
paired by the then Ld. of the manor, 
and not by the adjacent Hu 
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St akfor d ^(Norfolk,) near Lang- 
ford and Lingford, has its name from 
the ftony ford over the r. that runs 
thro* it. The manor formerly bel. 
to Sir Rob. Wingfield ; from whofe 
family it came to Sir Nich. Bacon, 
and fo to Sir Edw. Coke ; and in the 
R. of Cha. I. was fold to Tho. Gar- 
rard, Efqj and is now in the pofteifion 
of the widow of his defcendant, Sir 
Nich. Garrard, Bt. of Langford. Here 
is a good inn, in the road from Thet- 
ford to Watton and SwafYham. 

Stanford, (Nott.) which is only 
parted from Loughborough by the r. 
Soar, was not long ago fold by Sir 
Thomas Rayns's fon to Mr. Thomas 
Lewis. 

Stanford le Hope, (Eflex,) 
bet. Orfet and the Thames, had a 
ford, now a bridge, over the rivulet, 
called the Hope by thefeamen, which 
is for great part a boundary to Stan- 
ford-Mucking and Horndon j which 
ps. are at thfi charge of keeping the 
arch in repair. The eftate has been 
for fome time in the family of Fethcr- 
fton, who built the prefent manor* 
houic. 

^ Stanford-Rivers, (Efix,) on 
the W. fide of Rothing, near Ongar, 
anciently bel. to the family of Rivers, 
and was the eftate of the late William 
Petre; 

Stanhope, (Durham,) in that 
called Werefdale, from the r. Were 
which runs thro* it, is of fpecial note, 
for giving name to the noble and an- 
cient family, of which are the Es. of 
Chefterfield and Stanhope, though it 
has been feated many centuries in 
Nottingham/hire. It is a fmall T. 
but has a fpacious park, held by le-fe 
from the Bp. of Durham, in which 
the Scots army encamped, when they 
were befieged by Edw. III. The late 
E. of Ca'rliflc had a feat here. It had 
a Mt. on 1 u. now difcontinued. 

St an i del F, (JVarw.) in the pre- 
cincts of Wilnecote, bel. anciently to 
the Ferrers of Tamworth-Caftle j but 
came afterwards to the crown, as ap- 
pears by a grant of it made from 
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EHz. for 3 lives, toSirChrif, Blount, 
hulband to Letticc Countefs of Lei. 
cefter. 

Stank, (York. W.R.) near Leeds, 
where was a manfion erected by the 
Beeftons, which came to the late aid. 
Kitchingman. 

Stanlake, (Oxf.) nearStanton- 
Har court, formerly the manor of Ld. 
Grey of Rotberfield, bel. now to 
Magdalen-Coll, and was the feat of 
the late E. of Peterborough. The 
parfon of this p. in the proceiTion on 
Holy-Tb. ufed for a long time to read 
the gofpel at the barrel-head in the 
Chequer-Inn here, where fome fay 
was anciently a hermitage, others a 
crofs, at which a gofpel ufed to be 
read in times of popery j and the inn 
or cellar of it being built over it, they 
were afterwards forced to perform it, 
as aforclaid ; but if they had no bet- 
ter reafons for it, it would have been 
more fuitable to the office of a pro- 
tectant clergyman to have left it un- 
done. 

Stanley, (Staff.) on the S. fide 
of Cheadle, about I m. E. of Trent, 
is a rough ftony place, tho > it be in the 
Moorlands, from whence the Stanleys 
Es. of Derby take their name. 

Stanley - King's, (Gloc.) on 
the S. W. fide of Stroud, was the ma- 
nor and feat of the late Jo. Jeffcrys. 
It had a palace of one of the Mercian 
Ks. 

^»Stanley-Leonard,(G/<v.) . 
82 cm. 95 mm. from London, had its 
name from the priory dedicated to 
that faint, of which fome ruins arc 
yet remaining. It was given to the 
abbey of Glocefter, to which it was a 
cell till the DiiF. when it was granted 
to Sir Ant. Kingftoo, who foon con- 
veyed it to Mr. Sandford j whofe 
pofterity had their feat here in the 
old Priory. Will. Whltmore of Staf- 
fordfhire, deceafed, was the Ld. of the 
manor. The Mt. here is 6'. and the 
Fairs (which were granted by Ed. II. 
and renewed in 1620) ate kept on 
Nov. 6, and xta St . Wv\>o- 
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Stanmori-Griat, ( Midd. ) 
near Cannons, bcl. formerly to St. 
Albans-Abbey, but was given at the 
Difl*. to Sir Pet. Gamboa, Kt. a Spa- 
niard. The Ch. here was built in the 
place of the old one, that was ruinous 
and too remote from the p. at the ex- 
pence of Sir John Wolftenholm, and 
confecrated by Dr. Laud in 1632. - 

Stansted, [Kent,) am. N. W. 
of Wrotham, was a part of it, till 
1646, when it was by Pt. made a di- 
ftinct p. The manor, to which Edw. 
II. granted a Fair Aug. 15, 16, and 
27, bel. to Mr. James of ightham. 

Stansted-Abbots, (Hartf.) 
had the name, when part of it bel. to 
Waltham-Abbey, the other moiety 
being fold to Hen. II. The Ch. is 
2 m. S. of Eaftwic, upon the fame 
road ; but the T. which heretofore 
was a trading Bor. ftands in the vale 
upon the r. Lea, and was governed by 
a bailiff and 7 burgefl'es, who paid a 
rent to the Ld. of tie Bor. for the li- 
berty and fecurity of their trade. At 
the DiflT. the manor was conveyed by 
Hen. VIII. to Phil. Paris. It came 
afterwards to the family of Baefli, of 
whom, Sir Edward, fold it in 1676 to 
Kdm. Field of Mardcn ; from whom 
it is iince come to his great grand fon 
of the fame name. Sir Fdw. Baefh, 
juft mentioned, built and endo an 
aimfli. here, in the R. of Cha. 1. for 
6 poor widows, and gave 20 /. a year 
ior the matter of a free grammar-lc. 
htit, of which he made the Lds. of 
the manor perpetual patrons. 

Stansted-Montfich. 
et, (Ejfex,) nearBirchenger, had the 
name from a caitle fixed here anci- 
ently on an artificial mount $ fome re- 
licks of which were lately, if they are 
not ftill, v i fib le a quarter of a m- from 
the Ch. It bel. for many generations 
after Will, the Conq's. time, to the 
Montfichets, who were reckoned then 
among the chief, nobility of the Km. 
K. Hen. VIII. gave the manor to Sir 
JohnCary, and it was afterwards fold 
to Edw. Hubberd j from whom it was 
transferred to the Middictons, who 
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had a fine feat here. In the late R, 
this eftate was purchafed by Thomas 
Heath. The priory of Tremhale en- 
joyed the great tithes of this p. till the 
Dill. Here is a l'mail ch. fc. 

Stansted-Forist and Park, 
( Suffix, ) near Radon, on the b. 
of Hampfhirc, with a lovely feat of 
the E. of Scai borough, fur rounded 
with woods, through which are cut 
the mod agreeable viftas in England ; 
and at the W. opening from the front, 
of the houfe. they fit in the dining- 
room, and fee the T. and harbour of 
Poittmouth, with the /hips at Spit, 
head, and alfo at St. Helen's. 

£3* Stanton, (Line) 17m. E. 
of Lincoln city, 108 cm. 129 mm* 
from London, has a Mt. on M. and 
Fair 0£l. 13. 

Stanton, (Nott ) near Newark, 
did bel, to the Priory of Haverholm 3 
but has continued long in the family 
of the Stantons, of which there are 
many monuments in its Ch- and it 
is now the feat of Job-Stanton Charl- 
ton : As great part of it is a hamlet 
of Or ft on, it pays all duties with it to 
the H. of Bingham. 

Stantonbur v-Hal t ,(Jwh,) 
near Stony- Stratford, bel. anciently to 
the Barries ; and was purchafed of Sir 
John Temple, in 1667, by Sir John 
Wittewrong, who built a fjf man- 
fion -houfe here, which he fettled, 
with lands worth 1000 /. a year, oa 
his eldeft fon. 

Stanton-Drew, (Som.) on the 
r. Chue, that runs into the Avon near 
Pcnsford, bet. Bath and Briftol, 8 m. 
W. of the former, is noted for a mo- 
nument bigger than Stonehenge, con- ' 
fitting of a circle of (tones, 5 or 6 foot 
high $ the diameter of w hich circle is 
90 paces. Here is a ch. fc. and in the 
neighbourhood an old elm, where 3 
roads meet, which was covered with 
the heads and limbs of the unfortunate 
friends of the D. of Monmouth, who 
fettered by the fentence of bloody- 
minded Jcfreries. 

Stanton - Harcovrt, (Oxf.) 
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Harcourt, to whom it gives the 
titles of Baron and Vifc. There it a 
large barrow in the fields adjacent, 
and fame ftones near it, called the 
Devil's Coitt, which are 8 foot high, 
and 7 broad near the bottom ; and 
ftppofed to be made by art, of fmall 
ftones cemented together, of which 
there are vaft numbers in thefe fields. 

St a n t o n-Ha r o l D^Leic.) with 
1 park, z m. N. of Arhby de la Zouch, 
is a noble feat of the E. of Ferrers, as 
big as a little T. and the gardens 
adorned with ftatues are very enter- 
taining* At his gate is a Ch. with 
this infcri ption, vix* " In the year 
** year 1653, when all things facred 
** throughout the nation were either 
u demolifhed, orprophaned, Sir Rob. 
'* Shirley, Bart, founded this Ch. 
•* whofe lingular praifc it is, to have 
m done the bell things in the worll of 
•* times.'* We read that as foon as 
Oliver heard, that he was fo rich and 
lb religious as to build this Ch. at his 
own expence, he compelled him to 
build him'a ihip-of-war at bis own coft. 

St an tor -Quint in, (Wilts,) 
htt. Somerford and Caftlecomb, did 
bel. to Cirenccfter-Abbey, and was 
held by the family of Powers 300 years 
irpon leafe. 

Stanton on the Would, 
fMff.) on the N. fide of Phimtree, 
nas bel. a great while to the family of 
Clifton. 

Stanton-St. John, (Oxford.) 
on the N.E. fide of that city, bel. 
formerly to the Lds. St. John of Blet- 
Aoe, and fince to New-College. 

Sta^wicjc, (York. N. R.) 5 m. 
N. from Richmond, is one of the feats 
of the prcfent E. of Northumberland. 
There is a ditcH near it, 8 m. in 
fcngth, drawn betw. the Tees and 
Swale. 

Stanwick, (Cumb. ) N. W. of 
Carliflc, was the feat of the late Mr. 
Aglionby. The Pic"ts-wall is very 
vtfible here, as it crofTes the Eden. 

Hen. I. gave the appropriation of 
this village to the Ch. of Carlifle. 
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Staple, (Kent,) 3m. S. W. of 
Sandwich, h^s a chapel annexed to 
Addefham, and a Fair on July 35. 
The Omer family appears to have 
been constantly refident in this p. 
above 400 years. 

Stapleford, ( Hartf. ) on the 
N. fide of Hartford, in the vale near 
the r. Beane, as it runs from Wood - 
hall-Park to Hartford, was once part 
of the p. of Benioy, or Bengoo, which 
lies a m. from it to the S. E. It was 
in the R. of Edw. IV. divided into z 
manors ; one of which was pui chafed 
in 1696 by Tho. Feltham of W;ue- 
Wefrmill. The other manor bel. now 
to Philip Boteler. 

Stapleford, (Nott.) near Not- 
tingham, bel. heretofore in great part 
to the priories of Lenton and New- 
frede. The /hare which the latter had, 
came after the DiiT. to John Bioad- 
bents, and by marriage afterwards to 
the Jackfons. The reft fell into ma- 
ny other hands j of whom the late 
Oervafe Teverey was the more confi- 
derable proprietor, who fettled it on 
his grandfon, Teverey Palmer j whofe 
brother fold the feat and demefne to 
Arth. Warren, and the other farms to 
to Mr. Burroughs, a foap-boiler in 
Derby. 

Stapleford, (Ltic.) 3m. S.E. 
of Mehon-Mowbray, the feat of the 
E. of Harborough, to whom it gives 
title of Vifc. 

Stapleford-Abbots,(2?^#,) 
near Ongar, on the E. fide of the r. 
Rodon, or Rothing, over which it 
had a ford, bel. heretofore to the ab- 
bey of St. Edmondibury, and at the 
Dill*, was granted to John. Maynard ; 
but the laf> that held Staplcford-Hall 
by grant from the crown, was the 
Countefs of Granville, mother to the 
prefent E. of Granville, lately created 
Km. of the garter. In this y. is a 
houfe and park, the feat of the lacr 
Sir Robt. Abdy. The houfe, which' 
is a fine one, was built in 1620, by 
Inigo Jones, for Sir Tho. Edmawk ^' 
of v.bom\X.vj^s wtt&S&&, ^ncw^ 
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•*ter, by the then Sir Rob. Abdy, the 
grandfather of the late Bart, of that 
none. 

St apleford-Tany, or Taw- 
key, (EJfex,) on the N. fide of the 
former, and the other fide of the 
Rothing, near Stanford-Rivers. It is 
laid, the Danifh K. Swayno erected a 
cajtle here. In the R. of Hen. Ill, 
this was the Lp. of a family of the 
lame name. In 1 7 1 6 it was purchafed 
of Arabella, the daughter of the D. of 
Norfolk, by Sir Edward Smith, Bt. 
The late Tho. Luther had a feat here. 

Staplegate, (Kerf,) near Nac- 
klngton, was once the feat of a. fa- 
mily of the fame name, and after- 
wards came by marriage to Sir Tho. 
Coiepepcr, who, in the R. of Edw. 
VI. fold it to Phil. Cowfe, as he did 
to Sir Ami 1. Aucher ; and the latter 
to Sir J;;mcs Hales, whofe defendant 
iold it 10 Mr. Smith cf Highgatc. 

SlAPLEHERST, ( ATt»/, ) 

4 m. N. of Cranbrook, is a rectory 
leikonrd the fecond belt living in 
the Co. the perpetual advowfen being 
upwards of 200 /. a year. It (lands in 
a healthy air and fruitful foil. The 
manor being forfeited to the crown, 
by Sir Hen. Ifley's engaging with Sir 
*I"ho. Wyat, Q. Mary granted it to Sir 
John Baker, her attorney. general 5 
in whofe family it continued not very 
long ago, if it does not rTill. 

St arburgh, (Surry,) on the E. 
Jide of Crowheirr, was called Pring- 
harn, and formerly bel. to the Lds. 
Cobham j one of whom obtained a 
licenfe, in the R. of Edw. III. to 
make his houfe here a cattle, and he 
furnUhed it with arms. After many 
JuccefEons in this family, it was traa- 
flated by marriage to the Burghs j but 
the manor was lately Mr. Saxby's. 
Of the caftle, which was demolished 
foon after the death of Cha. I. there 
remains a mount, and one of the 4 
corner towers. 

Star eton, (IVariv.) a member 
of Stonely, continued therewith in 
the crewn, till Hen. I. granted it to 
his coik, and his heirs. It was af- 
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terwards granted to the monks of 
Stonely ; but at the Diff. given to the 
D. of 'Suffolk, and in the R. of 
Eliz. fold by Samuel Marrow to Sir 
Tho. Leigh, aid. of London 5 whofe 
poftcrity enjoyed it in the laft centu- 
ry, if they do not in this. Near it 
there is a bridge over the Avon, once 
called Kingfbridge, and now Stare- 
bridge. 

Statfall, or Stotfall - 
Castle, {Kent,) on the defcent of 
the hill below Limmc-Church, is 
plainly of Roman original, and in- 
clofed about 10 acres ; and its walls, 
though now much broken, were very 
thick. 

Staveley, (Derhy.) to theS.E. 
of Dronficld, of which the Mufards 
were barons, till their extinction in 
the R. of Edw. I. came to the crown 
in the R. of Ed. IV. by the attainder 
of John Ld. Clifford, and afterwardi 
to the Frefchevillcs j to one of whom 
it gave title of baron in the R. of 
Cha. II. 

Staverton, (Den*,) bet. Broad- 
Hempfton and Little - Hempfton , 
where it is faid more hogfheads of 
cyder are made one year with another/ 
than there are men, women and cnil- 
dren in the place, hath anciently bel* 
to the D. and C. of Exeter. 

Staverton, ( Wiht % ) on tho 
Avon, 2 m. frcm Bradford and Trowi 
bridge, has 4 tucking- flocks and %. 
grift-millc. 

Staunton, (Glee. )cn theN. 
fide of Winchcomb, was given to its 
nunnery by K. Kenulj h, and was the 
manor and feat of the late Mr. Izard 
and Mr. Jagles. 

Steanford, (Not ting.) on the 
Trent, near its entrance into this Co. 
has been noted fcr Roman coins and 
many other remains of antiquity.

Stockham, (Nott.) to the N.E. 
of the Markhams, bel. in the R. of 
Q^Eliz. to Will. Swift, and by the 
daughter of Sir Robert Swift, his de- 
fcendant, pafled in marriage to Sir 
Rob. Arnft rudder. 

Stock ingfokd, (Wano.) was 
originally a member of Nun-Eaton, 
and fe«L partly to the canons of Lei* 



cefter, and partly to the nuns of . 
Eaton. The mare of the latter was 
granted by the crown, after the DifT. 
to Sir Marmaduke Conftable j. the 
other part was granted to Charles D. 
of Suffolk, and is fince divided into 
feveral hands. 

Stockleys, (Devon.) are vil- 
lages near each other, bet. Tiverton 
and Crediton, which arc diftinguiihed 
from one another by the names of 
their ancient owners. That next to 
the r. Crcdy belonged, in the R. of . 
Henry III. toGilb. Engliflij and was 
therefore called Stockiey - Englifli. 
Stockley-Pomeroy, to the S.E. of 
it, was given by William the Conq. 
to Ralph de Pomeroy, in whofe fa- 
mily it continued, till Sir Thomas 
forfeited it, by murder, to the crown. 
Stockiey -Lucombe, more to the N. 
is a tything in the p. of Cheriton, 
and was the manor of Lucombe, who 
lived in the R. of Edward I. 

Stockport, or Stop- 
ford, (Chejb.) 6 m. N.E. from 
Altrincham, 132 cm. 160 mm. from 
London, on. the S. fide of the r. 
Merfey, had formerly its Barons, 
who, after the R. of Henry IV. 
were the Warrens of Pointon. It 
has a Mt. on F. and Fairs on 
March 2, April 22, Uoly-Tb. and 
Corpus-Cbriftt-day. Its rectory is va- 
lued at 700 /. a year. In 1742, the 
Pt. palled an act for making a fluice 
or tunnel through part of the Glebe 
bel. to it, for conveying water to its 
mills. 'Tis a T. of good entertain- 
ment, with a bridge over the r. 
which was blown up, to prevent the 
retreat of the rebels this way in 
*74S> fo that trie K's. forces, then 
in purfuit of them, were obliged to 
ford it up to their waftes. The na- 
turaJifts have obferved a rare plant 
here, called the cerafus, or (mall 
wild heart-cherry tree 5 and in the 
neighbourhood has been found the 
bolemnites , or thunderbolt, in * 
free- (tone rock. 

J5» Stock ton, {Durham^ 
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fes mouth, 13 from Durham, iffocm. 
220 mm. from London, is a well- 
built T. of great refort and bufinefs. 
The r. is capable of good ihips at the 
entrance, but the current fomewhat 
dangerous, and the tide flows the lefs 
up the r. fo that the navigation here 
is not very long, whereas otherwjfe 
the Tees would be a fine r. for trade, 
Jt has abundance of fine falmon, and 
a good trade for lead, butter, and 
bacon, but 'tis only to London. 'Tis 
a corp. governed by a mayor and aid. 
Its ale is much admired. For the 
management of this fmall port, which 
ia rifen upon the decay of Varum, 
here are a collector of the cuftoms, 
and other interior officers. The Bps. 
of -Durham axe Lds. of the mane*, 
asd'had formerly a palace here. "Tis 
•ae of the four ward Ts. of the Co. 
astf is fo increafed of late, both in 
tade and inhabitants* that a Ch. has 
been erected here in the place of an 
old chapel* It has a large Mt. on S. 
for all manner of provifions, and a 
Esur July 7, for 4 days.

of Winnall near Coventry his heist 
Here were fome lands bel. to the 
priory of Hartford, which after the 
Diflf. were given to Anth. Denny and 
bis heirs. 

Stockwith, (Nottipft.) on the 
W. fide of the Trent, is a hamlet of 
Mifterton, which being given by K. 
John to the priory of Newfted, a Mt. 
nd Fair wen pwhrnpi hoc in th» 
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R. of Henry III. fince difufed. The 
Stockwiths, who took their name 
from hence, occupied all or moft of 
the lands here bel. to the priory. 

Stodmaksh, {Kent,) near the ' 
Stour, 5 m. N. E. from Canterbury. 
Its manor once bel. to the revenue 
of the Saxon Ks. of Kent, till K. 
Lothair fettled it on St. Auftin's- 
Abbey 5 but at the DilT. Hen. VIII. 
granted it to John Mailers, by whole 
grandaughter it went in marriage to 
Will. Court hep, from whom it de- 
scended to his fon, &c. The vulgar 
call this place Studmarflr j and fome 
think the Saxon Ks. had their Studs 
of horfes here. 

S-roroxv, (Dev*w.) in the p. of 
Harford^ above Ivy-Bridge, over the 
Arroc, bel. mtheR. of Q^Eliz. to 
the family of Mr. Speaker Williams. 
It once bel. to the duchy of Lancaster. 

St okx, {Kent,) near the Ifle of 
Greane, 5 m. and half N. E. of Ro. 
ohefter, has a Fair on March 25. Tlje 
manor was firft given to the priory 
ofRochefterj but Hen. VIII. fettled 
it on its D. and C. 

St ok 1, (iWf.) on the TremV 
by . Newark, bel. anciently to the* 
Stokes, who gave fcveral pieces of 
land here to Sr. Peter's Ch. at Tfcur- 
gerton. Before the Dirt*, here was 
an hof. dedicated to St. Leonard,, 
which, with the fire thereof, was* 
given by q^Elia. to John Marth and- 
Francis Greenhorn. 

St^ke, (Suffolk,) near Nayland> 
has a Ch, upon a hill, whofe tower is- 
izo foot high, and the flier pie is a 
fea-mark to /htps.rhat pafs the mouth 
oftheOrweilat 15 m. diftance. There 
axe fiveral monuments in- it of the 
Howards. This place gave a Ld— 
mayor to London in 1 503, v/jb. Sir 
WilL Capel of the drapers company, 
aaceftorof the E. of Etfex. Here axe 
Fairs Feb. 24, and May 1. 

Stoki, (Snfflk,) near Clare, had 
a priory, which was tranfkted hither 
from thocaftle of Clare by Richard E. 
of Clare, who gave it the manor, and" 
afatjFKUto Ocaa^A Vrj ^sbu Merti- 
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fner, B. of March, into a collegiate Gh. 
of dean and fecuJar canons. It is now 
the manor and feat of Sir Harvey El- 
ways, Bt. and has a Fair JVbit-M. 

St okk, (War*).) on the E. fide 
of Coventry, was, as a member of it, 
poffeffcd by the Es. of Chefter at the 
conqueit, and had a chapel in the p. 
of St. Michael. Several parts of it 
bel. to the monks of Combe and Co- 
ventry j w hich having been purchafed 
by fome citizens of Coventry, is now 
adorned with many fair fummer- 
houfes. 

Stoke-Bardolph, (Nott.) by 
the Trent, E. of Nottingham, was 
granted by Hen. VIII. to Lady Ann 
Stanhope, great grandmother to the 
firit E. of Cheflerfield, and defcended 
from him to his pofterity. 

Stoke - Bishops, ( Gloc. ) near 
Briftol, in the p. of Weflbury, was fo 
called, becaufe at the coaqueft it was 
held by the Bp. cf Conftance, or Ccu- 
tance, in Normandy. Here was the 
feat of the late Sir Robt. Canne. 

Stoke-Dalberon, Daborn, 
or Dabernon, (Surry ,) near the r. 
Mole, bet. Cobham and Fetcham, 
bel. once to the family of Dabernon, 
to whofe anceftor it was granted by 
Will, the Conq. from which, thro* 
many defcents and intermarriages, it 
came to Sir John Norbury, and then 
to the ancient family of the Vincents, 
by Tho. Vincent's marriage of the 
daughter of Tho. Lyfield ; and is now 
the manor of Sir Hen. Vincent, Bt. 
who has a fine old brick feat here by 
the Ch. At Jeflbps-Well here is a 
purging water. 

Stoke -Dale, (Nortbamf,) near 
Onndle, has a park with a noufe of 
Mr. Arundel's, built by the famous 
Inigo Jones, about 4 m. from that 
erected by the fame architect, for the 
late Ld. Pomfret at Elton. 

Stoxe-Damerel, (Devon.) on 
the N. fide of Plymouth, by a creek, 
called Damerel, bel. anciently to the 
family of that name, and came at 
length to the Wifes j of whom, Sit 
Thomas, built « pJeafure-houfe here, 
nJJcd Mount-Wife, 



■ Stoke-Dry, (Ruth) on the fid* 
of a hill, near the little Ey r. below 
Uppingham, was anciently parcel of 
the Bp. of Lincoln's manor of Lyd- 
dington in the- neighbourhood, and 
afterwards bel. to the Morwoods. Of 
later times it was the manor and feat 
of the Digbies. 

Stoke-Fleming, ( Devon*) on 
the coaft, hard by Dartmouth, had 
the name from a Fleming, who was 
its Ld. in theR. of K. John, and went 
by a daughter of the Mohuns family 
to the Carews 5 of whom, Sir Peter, 
conveyed it to Mr. Tho. Southcote, 
who married his niece. On the low 
land, called Black-PooJ, in this p. the 
French landed in the R. of Hen. IV. 
and fet fire to feveral villages, before 
they made their attempt on Dart- 
mouth. There is an eftate in this p. 
bel. to the Fords ; of which name, 
there are 3 families in this Co. 

Stoke-Giffard, (GJoc.)on the 
r. Frome, to the W. of Pucklechuich, 
is a p. 25 m. in com. and bel. hereto- 
fore to the Giffards of Brimesfield, till 
forfeited by treafon to Edwf-Il. who 
gave it to Maurice de Berkeley. One 
part of the p. buries at Winterborn, 
the other at Almondfbury. Great- 
Stoke, Little-Stoke, and Harris-Stoke 
are 3 hamlets of this p. 

STOKE-GoLDiNG,(i?ffr£j,)to the 
S.W. of Oulney, was the feat of the 
great lawyer, Sir Edw. Coke, and has . 
a ch. fc. 

Stoke - Got ding, or Mans- 
field, (Leic. ) in the p. of Hinckley,, 
to which it has a chapel of eafe, bel. 
formerly to the Harringtons, whofe 
defcendant was Ld. Harrington of 
Burley in Rutlandfhire. The top of 
the fpire of its chapel, which is equal 
to many p.-Chs. and endowed with 
all the facramental rights, was wa- 
ken down by a general earthquake in 
1580. 

StoxE'Gomer, ( Somer* 
fetjbire, ) joins to the p. of Lydiard- 
Lawrence, on>the S. fide of the Quan- 
tock-Hv\Vs» It. y& •a.^tas.- 
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soaps; but we fuppofe it ia difufed, 
becaufe we cannot discover on what 
day it was held, nor whether it has 
any Fair. In the year i6do, a large 
pitcher of medals, fuppofed to be Ro- 
man, 80 lb. weight, was dug up by 
labourers io the ploughed fields here. 
Mr. Card has a l'eat at this place. 

St9KE'Liberty, (Ejjix,) S. of 
Harwich, includes Thorp, Kirkby, 
and Walton,where no procels is ierved, 
but by the bailiff of it, and not by him, 
without the confent of the Lid. fo that 
the fbcriff has no power at all within 
this liberty. 

Stojcekham, (Devon.) on the 
coaft, to the N. £ . of Salcomb-Haven, 
where the fliorcs form a bay j and by 
it is a fpacious mefe, fepuraied from 
the lea by a ridge of gravel, called by 
fome Long- Sand, and abounding with 
fiih. The manor, which bel. for- 
merly to the Monthcrraera, by mar- 
liage with a daughter of the Fitz- 
Herberts, pauTed alfo by marriage, in 
the R. of Edw. III. to Sir John Mon- 
tacute, brother to the E. or Salifbury j 
and by Ae marriage likewife of the 
Montacute's heire&, it pafied to tht 
Haftings, Es. of Huntingdon, and was 
diimembered by one of the Es, among 
his fervants, for their particular fer- 
vices ; in confederation whereof, the 
l«d. has the benefit of all amercia- 
ments for not appearing at the arazes 
and fe&o&s, all felons goods, and, ncm 
ebftantt the It's pardon, of all for- 
feiture^ waifs, ftrays, wrecks, <^c» 
Bare is a weli-frcquented lair on 
Good-Friday* 

Stoki-Pogesv (Bucks,) 2 m. N. 
•f Eaton, fo called from the Poges, 
its ancient Lds. defcended by female 
Heirs to the Molins, and from them 
by the Huagerfords to the Haftings j 
of which family, Edward, created Ld. 
Haftings in the R. of Q^Mary, built 
a chapel and a hof. here, with a por- 
tico fupported by pillars. Thefe ftill 
Mmain on the left-hand of this ancient 
feat j the entrance whereof, like that 
of the ViJla Borgbefe at Rome, is by 
» great hall ptved with marble, and 
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adorned with many fine ancient buftoi 
of the Roman emperors, fome of mar* 
Ue, fome of porphyry, and others of 
granate, brought from Rome by the 
late Sir Robt. Gayer. At the bottom 
of this hall is a pretty little chapel 
paved with marble, fecming to rifir 
like ft'.-ps. From the hall there is aa 
entrance into a fijie park, with 7 no- 
ble avenues cut in ihapc of a fear } 
from each of which there ia a delight* 
ful profpecf, and from one of them a 
good view of Windibr-Caftle. In this 
park arc alfo 5 delicate filh- ponds* 

Stoke-Rivebs, (Dei-Gst.) near 
Sherwcli, ftands bet. 2 frreams, and 
bel. anciently to the Rivci s Es. of De- 
von j from whence it came by mar- 
riage to Solcrs, and fo by Chimper- 
non and Willington to Beamcnt. 

Stokesliy, (York. N.R.) 
a few miles £. of Yarum, 179 cm. 
217 mm. from London, near tb* 
fource of the Tees, in a fruitful tract,, 
called Allertonfture, watered by the 
r. Wifk, is a corp. of one well-boil* 
Greet, half a m. long, with a vary 
good Mt. on S. and a Beafc-Fair J*y 
7, noted for the greatcft ia England, 
which was granted by a charter of 
Hen. Ilk The manor was a long 
time in the Eure family, till Ralph 
Ld. Eure died without illue, in 1707* 
In K. Stephen's R. David K. of Scot- 
land w«.s here defeated by Tunftal,. 
Abp. of York, then the K*s lieute- 
nant in thofe parts, in that bloody 
battle, called the Battle of the Stan- 
dard, which, it fecms, never itfad to 
be erected, but when the Km. was 
in imminent danyr. 

Stoke-South, (Oxford.) 011 the 
Thames, S. of Wallingford, has * 
fmall fprings, whofe waters have the 
colour, but not the tnlle, of milk. 
Dr. Hlggs, dean of Lichfield, who wa9 
born here and divd in 1659, left 30/. 
a year for the matter of a fc. here, to 
be' erected by the mailer and fellows 
of Merton-College. 

Stove vkdm Ha mdin, (Son*. ) 
a UtxVa taVcra Odaombe^ where the 
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college ; from whom part of the ef- 
tate came by the Hamptons to the 
Newtons, 

Stoke by Walton, {Staff.) 
to the S. £. of Stone, anciently the 
eftate of the HinckJeys, Leigh*, and 
Stanleys, came from the latter to the 
Moyles, and then to the Heninghams. 
The parfonage is reckoned one of the 
beft in the Co. 

St on ac a e, (Kent,) near Otham, 
was lung in the Ellys's family, till 
about 1709, it was fold to Geo. Wa- 
terman. It had once a mon. 

Stonall, Upper and Lowes, 
(Stmfford.) near Shenffon. By one of 
them is an old fortification, called 
Caftle Old Ford, or Fort, within 
which fpear -heads, and other war- 
like inftruooents, have been plough- 
ed up. 

St ond on-Massy, (Effex,) 1 m. 
from Ongar, towards Kelvedon, is 
the manor of John How, whofe fa- 
ther, Richard, purchafed it, by fa- 
vour of an aft of Pt. of the grandfon 
of Sir Nath. Rich. 

Stone, (Knit,) S.W. ofFever- 
iham, was, when it flourished mo ft, 
only a chapel of eafe to Tenham j and 
all the tenths within its limits were 
anciently given to the priory of Ohrift- 
Church, Canterbury. 

St on E,(Kent,) in Oxney-Ifle, near 
the r. Rother, 4 m. S. E. of Tenter- 
den, was plundered and burnt by the 
Danes, about the year 990. Here is 
a Fair on Hofy-Tb, The fea formerly 
came near it ; and near the fide of a 
xnarfh here are, or were lately, the 
ruins of a gTeat ftone building, fup- 
pofed to have been then the merchants 
warchou fes. 

Stone, (Kent,) am. i-half N.E. 
of Dart ford, towards the Thames, 
which was given, about anno 900, to 
Rochefter- priory, afterwards bel. to 
Sir John WiHhire, and went by mar- 
riage to Sir Rich. Wingfield. 

Stone,-( Staff J 5 m. from 
Stafford, 1 10 cm. 140 mm. from Lon- 
don, (lands on the Trent, with com- 
modiout iwu, in the great read to

Chefter, has a park, a fmall ch. Hi 
a Mt. on Tu. and a Fair July 25. It 
had in the Saxons time a nunnery, 
founded by Q. Ermenhild, and much 
enlarged by the family of Stafford ; 
one of whom alio founded a priory, 
which after the DhT. was purchafed 
by Will. Crompton, a merchant in 
London, whofe descendants have had 
their feat here. A great part of the 
T. was purchafed by the grandfather 
of Mr. Ja.

Stone - Castle, or Stone- 
house, (Kent,) in the p. of Stone, 
byDartford, was the old caftellated 
manfion of the Northvroods. It was 
afterwards in the families of Bulli- 
vant, Cholmlcy, Chapman, Prefton, 
Carew, Atkins, and Plume j and wat 
lately given to charitable ufes. 

Stone-Hall, (Effex,) on the r„ 
Rod in g, near Redbridge, was held, in 
1636, by Sir Henry Mildmay ; from 
whom it palfed to the late E. Tilsiey. 

Stonehouss,West and East, 
(Devon.) The former is the W. fide 
of the palTage at Cramwtll-Ferry, near 
Plymouth, which mews the ruins of 
the houfes formerly burnt by the 
French. It was heretofore the eftate 
of one Stonehoufe, but at length 
came totheEdgcombs ; of whom, Sir 
Richard, built a houfc, caftle-like, 
with round turrets at each end, on 
the decline of a hill in the midft of a 
deer-park, near the mouth of the 
Tamar ; from which there is a prof- 
pedt of St. Nicholas-Ifland,Plymouth, 
Saltafh, and Milbrooke. Eaft-Stone- 
houf anciently called Hipcfton, the 
manor and feat of Joel Stonehoufe, 
in the R. of Henry III. which alfo 
descended to the Edgcombs, is become 
a large populous T. 

Stonily, ( JVarvo. ) on the 
bank of the Sow, near Coventry, is a 
fpacious p. to which there was an. 
abbey, tTarAate,^itom^^Kw\Tw^ssR. 
Forcft of CranotV., ^c*^ 
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foon after the DuT. was fold to Sir 
Rowland Hill and Sir Tho. Leigh ; but 
the latter, in the R. of QjEliz. bought 
out the former, and became corn- 
pleat Ld. of the whole manor, which 
from him defcended to Ld. Leigh, cre- 
ated Ld. Leigh of Stonely by K. Cha.I. 
The Lady Leigh, relict of Sir Tho- 
mas above-mentioned, who lived to 
fee her childrens children to the 4th 
generation, founded an hof. here for 
men and 5 women unmarried, to 
e recommended by her and her heirs. 
K. Edw, I. granted the monks here 
a Mt. on Tb. and a Fair at Mid- 
fummer for a week ; but the for- 
mer, if not the latter, has been long 
difufed. 

St one -Place, (Kent,) near 
Stone by Dartford, anciently bel. to 
the Wingfields, then to the Tanifords, 
from whom it came to How, and 
lately to one Malincs. 

Stonlet, (Hunt.) on the E. 
fide of Kimbolton, had a priory, 
founded and endowed by William 
Mandevil Earl of Eflex, then Ld. of 
the manor. 

Stonor, (Ox/,) to the E. of 
Wallingford, was anciently the eltate 
of the Stonors, who have been of 
long (landing in this place, and after- 
wards transferred to Thomas Baron 
Wentworth, who in the R. of Cha. I. 
was created Earl of Cleveland. 

Stony -Stanton, (Lcic.) S. E. 
of Hinckley, was in the R. of Ed w. I. 
the demefne of the Ld. Baflet of Sap- 
cote, from whofe family it pafled by 
an heir-general to that of Moton of 
Peckleton in this Co. Here is a 
ch. fc. 

|^ Stort ford-Bi s hops, 
(Uartf.) 25 cm. 28 mm. from Lon- 
don, (lands on the b. of Eflex, on a 
hill declining to the r. Stort, over 
which it had a ford ; and was called 
Bifliops, becaufe it was given by Will, 
the Conq. to the Bps. of London, 
who held their courts- lect and baron 
at the manor of Padmore, at the NT. 
end of the T. *Tis a considerable 
well-built place, full of good inns,

being a thoroughfare to Cambridge, 
Newmarket, and St. Edmundfbury. 
'Tie built in form of a crofs, with 
four (treers pointing E. W. N. and 
S. and (lands in a dry foil, and plea- 
fant healthful air. K. John made it 
a corp. impowering them to chufe 
their own officers ; and it once Cent 
members to Pt. 7 or 8 times, a pri- 
vilege which it has loft long ago. 
On the E. fide of the r. Hood that 
formerly called Waymour - Caftle, 
built by the Conqueror, who gave it, 
with the T. to the See of London j 
and that the Bps. might be the better 
able to maintain it, granted them 
therewith feveral lands and manors, 
which he charged with certain rents 
yearly, for cattle-guard, that are ftill 
paid to the Bp. by feveral places; 
for though the caftle was demoJiflicd 
by K. John, becaufe the Bp. of Lon- 
don was one of the three prelates that 
executed, the pope's interdict againft 
the realm, yet when he reftored the 
exiled Bps. to their Sees, to make 
his peace with the pope, he let the 
Bp. refumc that pollcrlion, which his 
fucceiTors have enjoyed here ever 
fince, appropriating the ruins of the 
demolifhed caftle to their own bene- 
fit. In the faid caftle there was a 
deep dungeon, into which Bp. Bon- 
ner put many good proteftants ; but 
the prifon-houfe was fold, and pulled 
down in 1649, WJtn lne bridge lead- 
ing to it, and a fair inn built juft by, 
with the materials. The Ch. which 
(lands on a hill, has a handfome 
tower, with a fine ring of 8 bells, 
and a fpire covered with lead 50 feet 
high, and had an organ fo long ago 
as Henry VII. Here are 2 almfhs. 
but the chief ornament of the place 
is its grammar- fc. built 40 years ago 
by contribution of the gentry, both 
of this Co. and Eflex. The fcholars 
have a particular gallery in the Ch. 
and there is a library, to which every 
one that leaves the fc. gives a book. 
The fc. (lands in the high-ftreet upon 
arches, under which are (hops j and 
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OA May 27, HolyJTb. and Michael- 
mas-day. On the £. fide of the r. 
there is a. fpring, called St. Ofyth's 
Well, the water of which is recom- 
mended for fore eyes. The manor 
of the rectory was anciently granted 
to the precentors of St. Paul's, who 
have been fuccefiively Lds. of it, and 
from time to time have held courts 
for it j and it is let by leafe for lives 
to John Sandford, Efq;. The Bp. of 
London appoints a bailiff here, for 
what is called his liberty, and to him 
are directed fherifrs warrants to be 
executed in this p. the two Had. 
hams, Albury, the three Pelhams, 
Meefdon-Datch worth, Afhwel!, Ste- 
venage, Gravely, and Chisfield. The 
bailiff has a right to ftrays, and the 
toll of corn and cattle in its Mt. and 
Fairs. In the caftle-garden have been 
found fome Roman coins. 

St ought on, (Suffix,) on the 
N. E. fide of Racoon, nad a charter 
granted it by Henry IV. for a Mt. on 
W. and Fairs on May-day, Wbitjon- 
W. and Nov. 11 : but the Mt. is 
• difufed. 

Stourmouth, (Kent,) near the 
mouth of the Stour, 4 m. N. W. of 
Sandwich, bel. once to the Huffeys, 
afterwards to the Apulderfields, and 
lately went in marriage to John Ro- 
per of Canterbury. 

Stourton, (JVamv.) on the 
Stour, S. E. ofBrailer, was originally 
a member of Whichford, and bel. to 
the Cantilupes, but went by marriage 
to Sir T. Weft, who fold it in the R. 
of Rich. II. to John Harwell. 

Stow, (Bucks,) 2 m. N. W. 
from Buckingham, the feat of Ld. 
Vifc. Cobham, where are the moft 
magnificent gardens in England, a- 
dorned with temples, pavilions, obe- 
liflcs, &c, defigned by Sir John Van- 
btugh, Kent, Gibbs, &e. and with the 
ftatues and butts of Cain and Abel, 
of Lycurgus, Epaminondas, Socrates, 
and Homer, of K. Alfred, Edward 
the Black Prince, (^Elizabeth, K. 
William III. and the Prince of Wales, 
thcExl dfCheHeriicld and Ld. Cob- 



ham, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Francis 
Drake, Sir Thomas Grefliam, Ld. 
Verulam, John Locke, Sir William 
Penn, the poets Milton, Shakefpear, 
and Pope, John Hamden, Inigo Jones, 
Sir Ifaac Newton, Sir John Barnard, 
and Mr William Pitt r befides the 
ftatues of the nine imifcs, of the li- 
beral arts and fciences, and of all the 
Saxon idols that gave names to the 
days of the week. In a clofe wood, 
there is a building called the fleeping* 
houfe ; and at the head of a fine ca- 
nal, there is an equeftrian ftatue cf 
K. George I. and here are two re- 
markable monuments to the memory 
of SigniorFido (a greyhound ) and the 
poet Congf eve. In fhort, to defcribe 
all the beauties of thefe gardens, wou!4 
require many pages. 

Stow, ( Cornwall,) in the Briftol 
channel, below Hartland, 4 m. from 
Stratton, has a park, and bel. in the 
R. of Elizabeth to Barnard Gran- 
vil, and fince to the Earl of Bath, 
who in the R. of Charles II. built a 
ftately houfe here, reckoned the fineft 
in thefe weftern parts, but in fo dif- 
agreeable a fituation, that the owners 
have lately pulled it down. 

Stow on the Woulp, 
(G/oc.) urn. N.E. from Chelten- 
ham, near the r. Windru/h, 65 err. 
77 mm. from London, is generally 
called in old records Stow St. Ed- 
waid, in which Robert Chefter had a 
grant from Hen. VI. for a corp. Irs 
Ch. is large, has a high tower, and 
ftands on a hill. Here is an hof. 
almfh. and fr. fc. all well endowcH, 
befides other charities, the poor here 
being very numerous. This place 
ftands fo high, and is fo expofed to 
the winds, that it is a common ob- 
fervation that they have but one ele- 
ment, vix. air, there being neith-. r 
wood, common, field, nor water be!, 
to the T. The Roman foiTe-w y 
paiTcs through it to North -Leach. 
The p. which is governed by two 
bailiffs, is 12 m. in com. and h?.s 
fome %ooA \ntft, TYutUVxA* o^Tfe. 
the Fairs, viVvitV Ma«j *«A 
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Off. 13, have been famous fpr hops, 
cheefe, and iheep, of which 'tis faid 
ao,ooo have been fold in one of its 
OBober Fairs j but the inhabitants are 
not fuffered to fet flails before their 
own doors.' The toll of the Mt. 
and Fairs is computed at 80 /. a year. 
The manor was the late Ed. Cham- 
berlain's, to whofe family it was 
granted by Eliz. but it bel. an- 
ciently to the abbey of Evefham. 

Stow, (Line.) 1 m. E. of Fok- 
Ingham, is noted fur a very large 
Fair, on a neighbouring hill, for all 
forts of goods, from June 13 to 
June 23, which laft is the biggeft 
Fair-day. There is no houfe bel. to 
it, but only booths. 

Stow, (Lincoln.) bet. the city of 
that name and Gainfborough, is fup- 
pofed to be the ancient Sidnacefter, 
once the feat of the Bps. of this Co. 
called the Bps. of LindifTer. Its pri- 
vileges are greater than thofe of any 
place hereabouts, except Lincoln, and 
did once exceed even that, it having 
been famous before Lincoln was a 
Bp's. See j and the common notion 
is, that this was heretofore its mo- 
ther Ch. The Ch. which, is a very 
large fab rick, was founded by one of 
the Bps. of Dorchefter in Oxford/hire, 
and rebuilt by the firft Bp. of Lincoln. 
In Stow-park, 1 m. from the Ch. 
there was once an abbey, which was 
afterwards made a Bp's, palace j but 
there is little of the ruins now to be 
feen. 

Stow, (Nortbatnp.) near Weedon- 
Beck, or Weedon on the Street, has 
a noble monument erected in its Ch. 
to the memory of the late Dr. Tho. 
Turner, prefidcnt of Corpus-Chrifti- 
Coll. in Oxford, who left money to 
his executors for the purchafing this 
manor, and fettling it on the fons of 
the clergy, for the relief of fuch wi- 
dows and orphans of the clergy as the 
governors fhould think proper. 

|3»Stow-Market, 3m. 
from Needham, 8 from Mendlemam, 
and 60 cm. 73 mm. from London, is 
* hrge T, the center of the Co, and 
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on the banks ts£ the Orwell, with a 
well ftored Me. cnT£. feveral good 
inns, a mi. of tammies, and other . 
Norwich fluffs, and a ch. fc. It has 
a fpacious beautiful Ch. with 8 tune- 
able bells, a large fteeple, and lofty 
fpire, hardly to be matched in this 
Co. being 120 feet high. Its Fairs 
are JVhitjon-Fr. and June 29, and a 
lamb Fair Aug. 1 . The manor anci- 
ently bel. to the abbey of St. Ofyth. 

Stow-Bardolph, (Norfolk,)on. 
the N. E. fide of Downham, fo de- 
nominated from its ancient Lds. the 
Bardolphs, one of whom liad the 
grant of a Fair here in the R. of 
Henry III. has a irately manfion- 
houfe, the feat of Sir Ralph Hare, 
Bt. which was built near 130 years 
ago, by his anceftor Nicholas Hare, 
who purchafed this eftate, and left it 
to his brother Hugh, created Baron 
Colerane by K. Cha. I. by whom it 
was much improved. There are fe- 
veral monuments of the Spclmnn's 
family in its p.-Ch. In the fenny 
grounds hereabouts there is great 
plenty of turf for firing. 

Stowborough, (Dorftt.) on the 
r. Frome, a fort of fuburb to Ware- 
ham, of which the inh. fay it was 
the mother T. 'Tis a little place, 
with an officer, whom they call a 
bailiff, and had till lately a mayor. „ 
It pretends to fome privileges fup- 
pofed to have been granted to it, as 
having been the ancient demefne of 
the crown. 

Stoweli., (Give.) on the r. 
Coin, near Northleech, bel. anci- 
ently for a good while to the Mar- 
tells, and was afterwaids purchafed 
by John How, Efqj who was pay- 
master of the guards, &c. in the R. 
of Q^Anne, the anceftor of the pre- 
fent Ld. Ched worth, who has a p!ea- 
fant feat and park here. Its neat 
little Ch. is annexed to Hampr.et. 

Stoweh, East-over and 
West-over, (Dor/et.) S. W. of 
Shaft/bury, are only parted by a 
bridge over the Stoure. One of them 
bcA. to &t mou» ^Yva&fiwt^, but 
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at the DiflT. was given by Edw. VI, 
to Tho. Wriothefley Earl of South- 
amp' or. 

Stowey, (Sotner.) on the 
S. tide of Stanton-Drew, 120 cm. 
146 mm. from London, bel. anci- 
ently to the Colombcrs, who get 
leave to makr a park here, and ob- 
tained of Edward 1. a Mt. on T«. 
with a 3 days Fair at the Nativity 
of the Virgin Mary. It afterwards 
came to the Touchets Lds. Audley. 

S to w-Lang toft, [Suffolk,) 
near Ixworth, the mnnor-houfe where- 
of was the feat of Jcffery Pecher, and 
afterwards of that curious antiquary 
Sir SimonJs D'Eucs, from whom it 
defcended to Sir Jermin D'Ewes, Bt. 
but it is now Tho. Norton's. 
* Stow-Maries, (E/feXy) to the 
N. of N. Fambridge, bet. not a great 
while ago to Sir Will. Maxey, and 
bow to the Ld. Fermannagh. 

Stowting, {Kent,) 3 m. and 
JwlfS.W. fromElham, bel. anciently 
to Chrift-Ch. Canterbury. In the 
R. of K John it had the grant of a 
Mt. on lu. and a two days Fair at 
the Affumption of the Virgin* 'Tis 
now the eftate of Thomas Jenkins, 
whofe great grandfather, Mr. Jen- 
kins of Eythorn, bought it of Jofiah 
Clark, of Wefterfield in Efleit. Dr. 
Gale fays, Roman coins have been' 
found here j and 'tis faid by Others, 
that in the old park, long before it 
was laid open, feveral urns were found 
lying in a ftone trough. 
. Strafford, {York, W. R.) is 
a paflage over the Dun, by the Ro- 
man Ikenild-Street, bet. Doncafter 
and Rotheram, which gives name 
to a wapentake, as it has done title 
of Earl to the family of Wentworth, 
fince the firft fo created, who was 
beheaded in the R. of Cha. I. 

Stratford -St. Andrew's, 
(Suffolk,) on the S. W. fide of Sax- 
mundham, near Benhale, once bel. 
partly to the priory of Butlee on the 
Stour. 

St*atford - St. Mary's, 
[SufeJb) ***** Dedbam, 4 m. W. ofc 
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Eaft-Bergholt, is a trading thorough- 
fare, and employed in the woollen 
mf. It has a Fair Jure ii. 

Stratford at Bow, {Midd.) 
on the E* fide of London, whofe 
bridge over the Lea r. to Eflcx was 
built by Maud, wife of Hei ry I. as 
its old Ch. was by Henry II. had 
formerly a nunnery, founded hy 
William the Norman, who was Bp. 
of London in the R. of the Con- 
queror. Its Ch. which was a cha- 
pel of eafe to Stepney, was lit.ly 
made parochial. This place is noted 
for a mf. of porcellain, lately erected. 
See Bow. 

Stratford -Fen ny, 
{Bucks,) 6 m. from Hocklifl^ on the 
Watling-Street Roman way, to the 
S. E. of Stony- Stratford, bad a char- 
ter granted by K. James I. Aug. 13, 
1609, for * Mt. on M, 'Tis part 
in Bleachley and part in Sutton p. 
'Tis about 40 cm. 49 mm. from 
London. 

Stratfor d-Long-Thorn, 
(Efcx,) the firft village in the Co. 
next to London, in the p. of Weft- 
ham, had an abbey, which, with the 
fite thereof, and the Ch. and Ch.- 
yard, was given by Henry VIII. to 
Sir Peter Meautys of Weftham, 
whom be fent ambaflador to France $ 
and part of the wall which keeps out. 
the Thames, is ftill called Meautys* s. 
Wall. 'Tis faid Sir Tho. Campbel 
bought this eftate in the laft century 5 
Mr. Price married his daughter, who : 
has fince fold it to John Pickering. 

Stratford-Old, {Nortbamp.) 
on the Oufe, oppofite to Stony- 
Stratford. In the neighbouring fields 
many Roman coins have been found. 
A little to the . of the Horfe-fhoe 
inn ftood cne of Eleanor's erotics, 
which was pulled down in the civil 
wars. 

Stratford, {Warwick. ) near 
Tamwortb, on the Watling-Strcet- 
way, where it crofTes the r. towards 
Fafely, did bel. to the Frevills, Lds.* 
of Tatnwait\uC*k\t. > ssA boss. \to ^ 
family t>£ Yttm*. 
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(jjr Stratfor d-S tony, 

(bucks ,) ftands with a ftone-bridge on 
the r. Oufe, to which the Watling- 
S rcct comes crofs the Co. from Dun- 
ftable, 6 m. from Fenny-Stratford, 
44 cm. 53 mm. from London, in the 
read to Chcfter. It is a large T. with 
2 p.-Chs. and the houfes for moft 
part of ftone. K. Edw. I. erected one 
of the crofles^ here, in memory of his 
Eleanor. The Mt. is F, Fair July 
22. Here is a fmall ch.fc. The 
chief mf. in this T. and neighbour- 
hood is bone-lace. In May 1743, 
150 houfes here were wholly deftioyed 
by fire. Here are 2 chapels in the ps. 
of Calverton and Wolverton. 

{J^» Str atfosd on Avon, 
(Jt'urio.) 72 cm. 97 mm. from Lon- 
don, in the road to it from Henley in 
Arden, bel. above 300 years before 
the conqueft, to the Bp. of Worcefter, 
together with a park. K. Rich. I. 
granted it a Mt. on 7£. and K. John 
a Fair on Trinity -eve, and 2 days af- 
ter William de Bleys, Bp. cf Wor- 
cefter, procured it another Fair May 
26, and Walter de Cantilupe another 
cn Sep:. 14, and 2 days after. Ano- 
ther Bp. v/jb. Giffard, procured it a 
Fair, in the R. of Hen. III. upon 
Hdy-Tb* and the day before and af cer. 
Another of the Bps. in the R. of Ed. 
II. obtained a charter for its Mt. on 
Tb. and added-another Fair*at the lat- 
ter end of June. In the R. of Edw. 
VI. Nich. Heath, Bp. of Worcefter, 
faffed this manor, when it was let at 
60/, a year, by the name of Old- 
Stratford, to John Dudley, E. cf 
Warwic, afterwards D. of Northum- 
berland j upon whofe attainder, 
Mary granted it firft to his pfs. and 
then to the Savoy-hof. near London. 
K. Edw. VI. made this T. a corp. 
confiHing of a bailiff and burgefifes, 
who were to bear the name of aid. 
and to have a common feal, &c. It 
is now governed by a mayor, recorder, 
high-fteward, 12 aid. of whom two 
are juftices, and 12 capital burgriTes. 
"Trinity- Ch, here is thought to be al- 
mo/tas old as the Norman conqucft, but 
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parts of it have been at feveral times 
rebuilt. Here was formerly a colle- 
giate-Ch. which was granted by Ed. 
VI. to the D. of Northumberland, 
abovementioned ; upon whofe attain- 
der it came to the crewn, and there 
continued a long time ; for we find, 
that in the 18th of Eliz. ihe granted 
a leafe of it to Rich. Coningfby, for 
21 years. It came afterwards to the 
Combes family, and about 1700 was 
purchafed by the Keyts of Ebrington 
in Gloceftcrihire, the anceftors of Sir 
Will. Kcyt, Bt. Here is a fr. gram- 
mar fc. and an alm/h. and a fair ftone 
bridge over the Avon, with a long 
caufey at the W. end of it, walled on 
both fides j which bridge and cauft y 
were erected, in the R. of Hen. VII. 
by Hugh Clopton, once Ld. -mayor of 
London, who built here a chapel of 
eafe j whereas before there being only 
a timber-bridge, and no caufey, the 
s paflage was very dangerous cn the 
overflowing of the r. which to thisT. 
is navigable by barges. The faid Mr* 
Clopton built himfelf a houfe here by 
the chapel, which Edw. VI. gave to 
Mr. Reeve and Mr. Cotton of London, 
and their heirs, to hold of the manor of 
E. Greenwich. It is remarkable, that 
this T. gave birth and burial to the 
famous poet, Will. Shakefpear. The 
chief trade here is corn and malt, of 
which it makes abundance. Shottry- 
Meadow, near this place, is noted for 
horfe- races, The'Fairs now are Holy- 
Tb. May 1, and Sept. 8. 

Stratton, {Bed/. ) near Bigglef- 
wade, bel. formerly to the Latimers,. 
the Enderbies, and the Pigots, and ia 
now the feat of —— Cotton, Bt. 

Stratton, (Cormv.) 174 
cm. 211 mm. from London, which 
gives name to its H. is noted chiefly 
for its orchards, gardens, and garlicky 
and countryman's treacle. Here it 
was that Sir Ralph Hopton, in the 
civil wars, defeated the Pt's. major- 
general Chudieigh, and took him 
prifoner, for which he was made a. 
Ld. with the title of Baron Stratton, 
W fat want ^ Vtvt\ vvWimc or- 
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tinft. Here is a Mt. on Tu. and 

FairsMTyS, and OS. 28. 

Street-Houses and Str eet- 
Lake, (Tork. W. R.) near Leeds, 
fo called from the Via Vicinalis paf- 
fing through it, from the Watling- 
Street to the Roman ftation that was 
at Addle. 

Str el ley, (Nott.) ontheN.W. 
fide of Nottingham, long the eftate of 
an eminent family of the fame name, 
where was great plenty of coal. 

Strensham, {Wore.) S.W. of 
Parfliore, not far from the influx of 
the Avon into the Severn, bel. an- 
ciently to the Delaware and the 
Wefts, then to the Ruflels, the laft 
cf whom, Sir Francis Ruffe!, Bart, 
built and endowed an hof. here for 
6 poor widows, and his relift fettled 
a ch. fc. They had a ^>arlc here. 

Stretch ley, (Devon,) in the 
p. of Armington, near the r. Yalme, 
N. W. of Modberry, was long the 
feat of a family ot the fame name, 
and pr.fTcd by marriage to the Chid- 
leighs. 

St ret hall, (EJ'ex,) on the 
N. W. fide of SafFron-Walden, lies 
cn the Ermin-Street, as it goes from 
Chichefter to London, 'l is in the 
record reckoned a hamlet to Little- 
bury, and bel. with it heretofore to" 
the mon. of Ely, as it did afterwards 
to the Bp. In 1635, it was the 
eftate of Robert Newport, and being 
mortgaged, was alfo fold to Edward 
Colfton cf Briftol. Since his death, 
fix. in 1721, it has been the cttate 
of Rob. Carr of Ifleworth. 

St ret ham, (Surry,) bet. Mit- 
cbam and Dulwich, 3 m. N. from 
Croydon, and 6 S. W. of London, 
for feme year* belonged to the How- 
land's family, of which there are 
many tombs in itsCh. and ufed to 
be frequented for its medicinal wells. 
It has a ch. fc. and a dole every Sun- 
day, of a 1 two-penny loaves, given 
by Sir GUea Howland, whofe fon, 
Sir Matthew Howland, was gentle- 
naA peafiaaev to K, James I. tad 
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Cha. I. for many years. The manor 
came by marriage to the U. of Bed- 
ford. 

Stretton, (Rut.) bet. the five 
m. crofs and Lincoln/hire, anciently 
belonged to' Market-Ovcrton , and 
afterwards, in the R. of Henry VI. 
it bel. as a manor of the crown, to 
Humphry D. of Glocefter, his uncle. 
Then it came to the Harringtons, 
who held it in foccage of the manor 
of Eaft-Greenwich, and fold it to 
the anccftors of the Earl of Ganel- 
borougb. 

Stretton, (Stafford.) on the 
Watling-Street by the Penk, S.W. of 
Penkridge, was for many ages the fear 
of the Congreves, where was found 
not very long ago, a remarkable piece 
cf Roman antiquity, viz. the brafa 
head of the bolt of a catapulta. 

Stret ton-All, (.Wo/,) near 
the Quenny r. to the N. E. of 
Church-Stretton and Little-Strctton, 
came to the Thynnes family by 
Sir John Thynne's marriage with a 
daughter of Sir Rowland Hay ward. 

Stsbtto n-B a skervii. r, 
(IVario.) on the Watling-Street, to 
the N. of Wolvey, bel. anciently 
to the Mortimers, the Bafkcrvile*-, 
Ralph Fitz-NicholSs, the Twy fords 
and the Smiths j but is fince, with 
its Ch. gone to ruin. In a ground, 
called the Townlhip, the extent of it 
is plainly to be feen. with the lanes, 
flreets, Ch.-yard, &c. as alfo the

128 mm. from 
London. *Tis a well-built T. much 
inriched by iron and glafs-works, by 
rhe former of which, great eftates 
were raifed by the father of Sir Am- 
brofe Crawley, and by Mr. Richard 
Foley, whofc pofterity has much im- 
proved it. Here are about 10 glafs- 
houfes, where are made "drinking- 
glafles, bottles, and window-glafs, 
together with fine ftone pots, and 
crucibles, for the glafs-makers to 
melt the metal in, the clay of which 
they are made being peculiar to the 
place, which is the eftate of Mr. 
Milward, and is carried in great 
quantities to other glafs oofs. Here 
is alfo a mf. of cloth, and efpecially 
fine freeze. It has a good grammar 
fr. fc. well endowed > and a library 
given by Edward VI. to the gover- 
nors, of which Mr. Biggs, a clothier 
here, gave 300 /. by will, in 1726, 
towards building a Ch. or chapel; 
and by other contributions, to the 
amount in the whole of near 2000 /.

Stuhbijdge, (Comb,) hat a 
Fair Sept, 8, for a fortnight, one of 
the moft famous in Great-Britain,

in a large corn-field, extending from 
the r. Cam towards the road for about 
. half a m. fquare, bet. Chefterton and 
Cambridge, where the booths are 
placed in rows, like ffreets, by the 
names of which they are called, as 
Cheapfidc, &c, and are filled with

all forts of trades, coffee-houfes, ti- 
verns, eating-houfes, mufick-houfes, 
& c. here being ftage-players, whores, 
and a mixture of all forts of people, 
fo that it does not come up to Bury 
Fair for fine company, but much 
furpafies it for its prodigious traffick, - 
in cattle, and other merchandize. 
Vaft quantities of cheefe are brought 
to it from Atberfton Fair, and fold 
here for the fupply of Effex, Suffolk 
and Norfolk. Abundance of cloths, 
by the name of kerfeys, cottons, pe- 
niftons, and fuftians, arc brought to 
it from Yorkflnre and Lancafhire 5 all 
forts of tapes, cadduces, and the like 
wares, from Mincheftcr ; variety of 
fluffs and crapes from Norwich, and 
great ftore of ferges, duroys, drug- 
gets, &c. from Exeter, Taunton* 
Briftol, and other parts in the Weft* 
and fome too from London j fo that 
the Duddery, an area of 80 or 100 
yards fquare, in which the clothiers 
unload, refembles Blackwell-HaJJ j 
and in the woollen goods only, be* 
fides upholfterers and iron-mongers 
wares, here have been fold to the 
.value of 700,000 /. in a week, to 
which, if there be added 50 or 
60,000 /. generally laid out here, 
by the manufacturers of Norfolk, 
Suffolk, and Effexj in wool ; befides 
the immense fum in hops, the price 
of which all over the Km. is gene- 
rally fettled at this Fair : and the 
large commiflions for all forts of 
commerce, which are negotiated here 
for all parts of England', it may be 
allowed one of the greateft Fairs in 
Europe. Yet 'tis fo well regulated 
by the magiftrates of Cambridge, who 
hold a court of juftice here during 
the Fair, that there is no confufioa 
nor diforder. After the wholefale 
bnfisefs is over, the country gentry 
generally flock in, and lay out a 
great deal of money in toys, drolls, 
puppet-fhews, rope-dancing, &t. and 
the whole concludes with a day for 
the fale of horfet, and with horie 
and foot-races for the diverfion of the

50 hackney-coaches from London, 
which ply morning and night to and 
from Cambridge, where the hulk of 
the people lodge ; nay, wherries have 
been actually brought hither from 
London on waggons, to row people 
up and down tlx r. Cam : For dur- 
ing this Fair, not only Cambridge, 
but ail the Ts. round are full, nay 
the very barns and (tables are turned 
into inns, for the accommodation of 
the meaner fort of per pie. 'Tis to 
be noted, that if the field where the 
Fair is held be not cleared of the 
corn by a certain day in Augujl, the 
Fair-keepers may trample it under, 
foot, to fet up their booths; and, 
00 the other hand, if the Fair- keepers 
have not cleared this field by a cer- 
tain day in Septem&er, the plough* 
men may come with plough and cart 
and overthrow all into the dirt. As 
for the filth, dung, ftraw, &c left 
behind, which is very confiderable, 
*tis fo good manure as makes the far- 
mer amends for the damage done to 
the ground. All heavy goods are 
brought hither by water-carriage from 
London, by way. of Lynn in Norfolk, 
from whence tjiey are carried in baiges 
up the Oufe to the Cam, and lb to 
the Fair. In like manner, fuch goods 
arc lent to Lynn, and there fhipped 
for the Humber and Tine. There 
is a very fair caufey juft by this place 
Cor about 4 m. leading to Gcgmagog- 
Hills, which was begun by Dr. Har- 
vey, mafter of Trinity-Hall, and fi- 
aiffaed by William Wortes, Efq; of 
Cambridge.

St ur ton, (Nott.) on theS. fide 
of Gamfborough, anciently bel. in 
part to Mansfield, and came at length 
to the Sturtons family, and thence to 
the Darceys and Lafeells. Some lands 
here did bel. to the priory of Mat- 
tcrfey, which after the DiflT. were 
granted by Henry VIII. with that 
mon. to Sir Anthony Nevil, fan* 
whole family they went to the Stur- 
tons, and were lately the inheritance 
of John Millington. 

StUHTON, OrSTOURTON, 

(Wiitsy) on the W. fide of Mere, at 
the fource of the Stour, which "fes 
here out of 6 fprings, gave name to 
its ancient Lds. fome of whem had 
great pofleflions in thefe parts, and 
bore confiderable offices in the itate 
before the Ref. One of them, in 
the R. of Henry VI. obtained a grant 
for divers deer- leaps in his pjrk here, 
as well as for a yearly Fair, and was 
created Baron Stourton of Stourton, 
from whom is defcended the prefent 
Charles Ld. Stourton. 

Sturton, and Stuitok* 
Castle, {Staff.) on the Stour r. 

3 m. N.W. from Srurbridge, are in 
the p. and manor of Kinfarc, ft m. 
off". Cardinal Pole, who was chofen 
pope, but refufed the triple crown, 
was born in the caftle. 

Stutfall-Castli, {Kenty) 
in the p. of Limme, was formerly 
very ftrong, beine plainly of Roman 
origin, and mclofing about 10 acres, 
and having very thick walls, now 
much broken and decayed. 

Suckhoim, {Nott.) a hamlet of 
the manor of Workfop, given an- 
ciently to St. Ofwald't priory at 
Noftei in Yorkihire, was granted 
*1 
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by Henry VIII. to Margaret, the 
widow of John Leek, for her life, 
and the remainder to her fon Henry 
and his heirs, and remainder to her 
right heirs, paying the yearly rent 
of II /. 13 s. 9 d. In 1612, it 
was in the pofleflion of Sir Charles 
Cavendhh, and after him defcended 
to his pofterity, who were Dukes of 
Newcaftle. Mr. Rollefton, fecretary 
to the late D. of Newcaftle, had a 
feat here, which may ftill be his. 
heir's. 

# Sudbury, {Suffolk,) 46 cm. 
54 mm. from London, is almoft fur- 
rounded by the Stour, over which it 
has a handfume bridge, leading to 
Eflex. 'Tis an ancient corp. which 
has fent members to Pt. ever lince 
the R. of Edward IV. and gives title 
of Baron to the D. of Grafton. 'Tis 
governed by a mayor, recorder, and 
7 aid. whereof the mayor is one, a 
bailiff, T.-clerk, 24 C. C. and two 
ferjeants at mace. It has 3 handfome 
large Chs. and drives a good trade in 
perpetuana's, fays, ferges, &c. A 
great addition to the trade and wealth 
of it is the r. Stour, which has of 
late years been made navigable for 
barges and fmall craft, as far its 
Maningtree. The buildings are pretty 
good, but the ftreets being unpaved, 
are very dirty in bad weather. This 
was one of the firft Ts. in which K; 
Edward III. fettled the Flemings, 
who taught the EngLfli to work up 
their own wool into cloth. The 
Mt. is on S, Fairs June 29, Aug, 24, 
March 12, and the laft Tu, in April, 
Simon Theobald, (called Sudbury, 
becaufe he was Ijorn and buried here) 
the Abp. of Canterbury, founded a 
college of feculor. canons, .if not a 
priory alfo ; bat fome afcribe the 
latter to one Simperling. The Abp's. 
head, which .was. cut off by Wat 
Tyler's rebels, after having fuffercd 
eight ftrokes, is ftill to be feen in St. 
Gregory's Ch. the upper end of 
which he built. 

S v n b u r» Y, {Midd.) eh the 
Thames, beU Hawptoa-Couit and 
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Shepperton, grtes title of Vifc. to 
the Earl of Halifax. One of the 
Saxon K.s. granted feme land here to 
Weftminfter- Abbey ; but the manor 
has, from old time, bel. to the See 
ofLondon, and th'e D. and C. of St. 
Paul's have all along been patrons of 
its Ch. in which lies buried Nicafius 
Yetfworth, who was fecretary for 
the French tongue to Q^Eliz. In 
this p. alfo there anciently bel. a 
portion of tithes to the priory of St* 
Bartholomew in W. Smithfield, ana* 
a pennon to an abbey in Normandy. 

Sunderland, {Durham,) 
200 cm. 263 mm. from London, is 
a populous well-built port, (and a 
member of Newcaftle) on the S. fide 
of the Were, where it falls into the 
German ocean, which at high-water 
almcft furrounds it. *Tis a Bor. 
with a fine Ch. a Mt. on F. and has 
given title of Earl to the Spenfers, (as 
it does now to the D. of Marlborough) 
ever fince the R. of Charles I. It 
has been greatly isriched by the coal- 
trade and its fait- pans, which, with 
the numbers of fliips employed in 
carrying not only coals and fait, but 
glafs and other merchandize, to di- 
vers parts of the Km. as well as 
abroad, makes it a fine nurfery of 
feamen. But, though there have been 
feveral acts of Pt. to remedy it, th« 
port is fo barred up, that ihips are 
obliged to take in their lading in the 
ppen road j fo that 'tis fometimes 
very dangerous for the keelmen that 
bring down the coals, who are often. 
Joft in venturing off to the ihips, 
which are generally fmaller than 
thofe of Newcaftle j but then they 
have this advantage of the Newcaftle 
men, that in cafaof a contrary 
wind, particularly at N.E. which, 
though fair when at fea, yet fuflferf 
not theUhips at Newcaftle to get out* 
of the Tine, the mips at Sunderland 
riding in the open fea, arc ready to? 
fail as foon as they have got their 
lading ; fo that it has been knowfi/ 
they have gone awav and: (Ul\se*«4£ 
their coai& atWAwct, %s& $5*. 
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«f,ai«, before the fiiips at Shields, 
which were laden when they departed, 
were able to get over the bar. There 
is abundance of' able feamen heie, 
who are reckoned among the col- 
liers the beft in the country. As to 
the Sunderland coal, it is obferved to 
barn flowly, to have much pyrites 
with it, and that it turns to a heavy 
reddifh cinder, which appears by the 
Ibadftone to be iron-ore. The late 
Ja. Salt in had a feat here. 

Sundridgi, (Kent,) am. i-half 
N. E. from Weftram, anciently bel. 
to the Ifleys j of whom, Sir Henry, 
was executed in Mary's R. for 
Wyat's rebellion, whereby it was for- 
feited to the crown, but reftored the 
lame year to his fon ; after whofe de- 
ceafe in the R. of EKz. it was fold to 
Brooker, and not many years after to 
John Hyde, fon of Barnham-Hyde, 
who was a commiuloner of the cuf- 
toms in the R. of Cha. I. Here is, 
or was, a fmall ch. fc. 

Sundridoi, {Kent,) in Bromley 
p. anciently the feat of the Blunds, 
went by marriage to the Willough- 
fcies, and from thence by fale to the 
Booth family j from which it went 
•gain by marriage to die Bettfnhami 
ofPluckley. 

■ Sungxr, (Warw.) on the S. fide 
of Claverdon, was granted, in the R. 
of K. Stephen, to the mon. of Bor. 
defley, and after the Din", given by the 
crown to Clement Throckmorton j 
from whofe defcendant it afterwards 
patted to counfellor NorclifF. 

Sunnin G,(Berks,)by the Thames, 
ft m. from Reading,, and i from the 
Bath road, had a mon. formerly with 
a park at the entrance of the T. from 
Reading. At the E. end of the Ch. 
Leland fays, there flood a chapel, for- 
merly much reforted to in pilgrimage 
for the cure of madnefs j .and that 9 
Bps. fate here, till Hermaonus, the 
laft of them, translated the fee to Sa- 
ram, whole Bps. are Lds. here, and 
had before the conqueft a manor- 
fcoofe here. Sir Rob. Rich, Bt. has 
tfaukac, derived from his aaccftors. 
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SuiRENDE N, (font,) On thff 

N. W. fide of Afhford, was for many 
generations the feat of the Surren* 
dens, who fold it to cardinal Kemp ; 
by whom itSvas fettled on his college 
at Wye, but by Hen. VIII. granted to 
Sir Maurice Dennis, who alienated it 
to Sir Henry Aucher, who fold it te 
Philip Chewte j in which family it 
continued, tilll it acquired the name 
of Surrenden-Chewte ; and now that 
of Dering, by being the feat of Sir 
Edw. Dering, Bt. 

Sutcomb, (Devort, )from w hence 
the Walden-Water runs to the Tow- 
ridge, was the ancient eftate of the 
Mertons, Kts. from whom it des- 
cended to Sir Will. Stowell of Somer- 
fctfliire. 

Suthbur y-Hill, (Wilts,) the 
higheft in the Co. bet. Everley- warren 
and Ludgerfhall, has tlie traces of a 
vaft fortification, fuppofed to have 
been Danifli. 

Swtton, (CamB.) S. W. of Ely, 
the feat of the late Roger Paule, 
where, in 1694, were ploughed up fe- 
veral fmall old coins, 3 firver plates, 3 
twifted rings, and a plain one. There 
was a Saxon infeription on the plates* 
but not legible. • 

Swtton, [Effex,) is a manor of 
Hornchurch, on the S. fide of Hera- 
church-Hall, which anciently bel. to 
a mon. at Caen in Normandy, but 
now to New-Coil. Oxford ; on which 
k was fettled, by its founder, William 
of Wickham, who obtained the alie- 
nation of it, before the fuppreffion of 
the alien priories. The Prujean's fa- 
mily have a feat near it. 

Swtton, (EJ/ex, j near Stapleford* 
Tawny, of which manor it was an- 
ciently held, was the eftate of the late 
Tho. Lather, who dying unmarried 
fettled a part of it on his fitter, who 
married Mr. Gobel of Waltharaftow, 
to whom the reverfion of the whole 
was to come. 

Sott on, (Kent,) 5 m. N. E. from 
Dover, part of whofe Ch. was throws 
down by an earthquake, April 6, 
x$^°> Hfe\ acute \W xnaaot of the 
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Strouds, then of the Criols, then of 
the Fo-gs ; by whofe family it was 
fold to Whit lock, thence to Maycott, 
thence to Stores, and thence in the 
R. of Cha. I. to Merry weather. 

Sutton, {Kent,) bytheDarent, 
z ra. S. E. from Dartford, bei. to the 
cathedral of Rochefter, on which it 
was fettled by Hen. VIII. Mr. Roper 
had lands here, about 100 years ago, 
which are claimed by the liberty of 
the D. and C. of Canterbury. 

Sutton, (Nort.) which was a 
hamlet of Mansfield, and aifo called. 
Sutton in Aihfield, once bel. part of 
it to the priory at Thurgarton, and 
afterwards bel. to the Suttons till the 
R. of Q^Eliz. when it was in the 
hands of Roger dc Greenhagh ; by 
the marriage of whofe daughter it 
came to Gervafe Nevil ; after which 
it was fold to Ja. Hardwick j from 
whom it went by marriage to the D. 
of Devonihire's anceftors. 

Sutton, (Nott.) on the Trent, 
near Grefthorp, bel. anciently to a 
branch of the Suttons, who gave fome 
part of it to religious foundations, and 
claimed a Mt. on M, and a Fair on 
July 24 and 25 j but js now, or was 
lately, in the heirs of Gilbert Talbot, 
E. of Shrewlbury. 

Sutton, {Surry,) near Nonfuch 
and Car/halton, in the road from Lon- 
don to Epfom. The manor was not 
long fince Sir Rich. Mafon's, whofe 
daughter fold it, in 1 7 17, to Henry 
ClifTe, an Eaft-India captain. Here 
is a ch. fc. 

Sutton-Barne, {Kent,) in the 
p. of Borden, bel. in the R. of Edw. 
II. to Sir John Savage j from whofe 
family it pafled to the Cliffords, and 
flayed with them till Henry VIII. 
when it was conveyed to Mr. Plott, 
and came to his defcendant, Dr. Plott, 
whofe widow lately had it* 

Sut ton-Place, {Surry ,) in the 
p. of Woking, is a noble manors ho ufe 
built of brick, with a ftately gate- 
houfe and high tower, having at each 
angle a turret. The window mould- 
ings within tbchpu&^uid quoins of the 



wills, are all of baked white clayi 
which is as perfect as when it was 
fitff fet up in the R. of Henry VIII. 
by Sir Rich. Wefton, mafter of the 
court of wards; a gentleman who de- 
ferves an honourable mention upom 
thefe accounts : He not only brought 
the water of the r. Stoke by Guilford 
to this manor, but was the flrft that 
introduced the planting of clover-grafs 
in England from Flanders: and at 
the fame time brought over the ufe of 
locks, turnpikes, and wears for .rs. 

S-utton-Castlz,(AT«?»^) in the. 
p; of Sutton-Valence, was fold, in 
1690, by Sir Edw. Hales to Sir Will/ 
Drake; and in 1708 Dy thctruftees 
of Mountague Drake, an infant, to 
Chriilopher Defbouverie, afterwards 
knighted. 

85*. Sutton-Cofiel T> 3 {Warw. ) 
88 cm. 105 mm. from London, is a 
large p. in an excellent air, among 
pleafarit wood?, but in a barren foil. 
K. Hen. I. exchanged it with Roger 
E. of Warwic, for the manors of 
Hocham and Langham in Rutland. 
It has a chafe, or foreft, as it was at 
rirft called, which extended to the 
banks of Thame and Bourne ; and 
Ikenild- Street runs thro* part of it. 
Guy de Beauchamp, E. of Warwic, 
in the R. of Edw. I. obtained a char- 
ter for a Mt. here on Tu. and a Fair 
on Trinity-eve, for 3 days.

Frankland, the poft-mafter- 
general ; and it has fince been the feat 
of the £. of Grantham 5 but it now 
bel. to the E. of Burlington, who 
lately bought it. 

Sut ton -East, (Kent,) 4 m. 
S. W« from Leneham, has a neat Ch. 
which being accounted only as a cha- 
pel, was lately annexed to Sutton- 
Valence. In it are feveral monuments 
of the Filmers, to whom the manor 
has bel. ever fince the R. of Ta. 1. 
when Sir Edw. Filmer pure ha fed it of 
John, the grandfon of Sir Tho. Ar- 
goll, and left it to his fon, Sir Robert, 
who greatly improved the feat 5 and 
his defendants of the fame name en- 
clofed the park with a ftone wall. It 
is now the manor and feat of Sir Edw. 
Filmer, Bt. 

Sut 7 on-Magna, (EJfex,) joins 
to Rochford. The manfion-houfe, 
or hall, joins to the Ch. The manor 
hel. to Thomas Hobfon, whofe fon, 
Charles, fold it in the laft century to 
William Brittridge of Harrow on the 
HiM j from whom it came to his 3 
grandaughters.

Sutton- Parva, (Warm),) a 
hamlet of the manor of Sutton-Cofield, 
was anciently given to the Priory of 
Canwell, on the b. of Staffbrdfhire ; 
and at the Difl*. granted by Hen. VIII. 
to cardinal Wolfey, who fettled it on 
Chriftchurch-Coll. Oxford. 

S U T T O N- V A L E N C E,(AVfff ,)4 01. 

1 -half S. E. from Maid ft on, has a Fair 
Nov. 20, and a grammar fr. fc. erec- 
ted and endowed by William Lamb, 
clothworker of London, and a great 
favourite of Hen. VIII. who alfo built 
6 almfiis. here. 

Swapfham, ( Norfolk,) 
77 cm, 94 mm. from London, ftands 
in an air highly commended by the 
phyficians, has a very fplendid Ch. 
the N. aile of which, they fay, was 
built by a travelling pedlar 5 and is 
almoft as famous for fpurs as Rippoa 
in Yorkfhire. It has a Mt. on S. 
and in the neighbourhood are frequent 
horfe -races. 

Swakeley, (Midd. ) near Icken- 
ham, has a manfion-houfe in the 
middle of a fmall park well-flocked 
with deer, and a piece of water runs 
through it, well-ftocked with fifli. It 
was formerly the Brockleys feat, and 
in the R. of Q^Eliz. Sir Tho. Sbir- 
leys j but now Mr. Lethuilliers. 

Swaldale, (York. N. R.) a plea- 
fant rich valley, through which the 
r. Swale runs. It gave name to an 
ancient family 5 the laft of which was 
Sir Solomon Swale, Bt. who wrote 
himfelf of Swale-Hall, but died a 
prifoner in the Fleet. Here is juft 
by, a place, called Swaldale- Fore ft, 
which, whatever it had formerly, has 
fcarce any trees on it now. 

Sw ale-East and West, (Kent) 
are 2 branches of the Med way, that 
run into the Thames; the former 
bet. the Ifles of Greane and Sheppey, 
and the latter on the E. fide of Shep- 
pey. Upon the coafts of the latter, 
from Colemanfole to the Snout- wean, 
rod fo to i2« ^y&a, V«i 
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f ranted by K. John to the Abby of 
CTerftam, which after the DUT. paf- 
fed with the demefnes of that abby, 
and was not long ago in the hands of 
Sir Geo. Sondes. It abounds with 
the beft oyftcrtj of which the Dutch 
ufed to take off raft quantities every 
year. See Feveriham. 

SwALz.Ci.irr, {Kent,) 5 m. N. 
of Canterbury, is by the Sea, bel. an- 
ciently to a nunnery in Thanet-Ifle, 
and afterwards to St. Auftin's-Abby 
in Canterbury 5 of which it was held 
in fee, by a family of its own name. 
It bel. lately to Mr. Gould. 

SwALLowriiLD, {Berks,) near 
Okingham, was granted to the D. of 
Bedford, regent of France, afterwards 
to the Defpenfers, and was the feat of 
the late E. of Clarendon, as- it is now 
Of Mr. Do dd and Mr. Walker. 

Swanscomb, {Kent,) by the 
Thames, 2 m. W. of Gravefend, has 
the traces of fmall camps and forts in 
its p. particularly on Reads-Hill, in 
the mounts, and in the park. The 
manor, which was anciently held of 
Roche fter-Caftle, and owed fervice for 
its defence, was in the Talbots fami- 
ly, from Rich. II. to the-end of the 
R. of Hen. VI. when it was fold to 
Sir Thomas Brown of Beachworth- 
Caftle, who had a grant for a Fair here 
on JVbitJTu. and whofe fon, Sir Wil- 
liam, in the R. of Edw. IV. furren- 
dered it to the K. for the ufe of his 
mother, the Dfs. of York. On her 
deceafe it reverted to the crown, and 
Q^Eliz. granted it to Ralph Weldon ; 
in whofe defcendants it was lately, if 
it be not now. This is faid to be the 
place, where the Kenti/h men, fliel- 
tered with boughs in their hands like 
a moving wood, furprized William 
the Conq. and, throwing down their 
boughs, threatned battle, if they had 
not their ancient cuftoms and fran- 
chifes ; which he thereupon granted. 

Swarkst on,( Derby.) in the road 
from Derby to Afhby dc la Zouch, has 
a bridge over the Trent, fuppofed to 
be the longeft in Europe, except that 
cf Etieck in Hua&wy, it having 39 



arches. Here is the feat of Sir John 
Harper, Bt. 

Swinbroost, {Oxford.) on the E. 
fide of Burford, anciently bel. to the 
Lds. Cobham of the Brooks family, 
but now to Sir Geo. Fettiplace, Bt.

Swindon, [Seaford.) N. W. of 
Kings-Swinford, is one of thofe placet 
on the little waters hereabouts, which 
haveblade-mflls^where fcythes, axes, 
reaping-hooks, Sfc. after being pre- 
pared for it by the white- fmitha, are 
ground to a fine edge, The manor 
formerly bel. to the Lds. Sutton, but 
Vent by marriage of the heireis tt 
Ld. Ward. 

SwitfDOtf, {Wilts,) 62 cm* 
73 mm. from London, has a Mt. on 
M. and a fine profpedt of the Vale of 
White-Horfe. 

Swine-Fleet, ( Tort. W. R. ) 
on the Oufe, E. of Snath, bel. in the 
R. of Edw. I. to Lacy E. of Lincoln, 
who obtained a Mt. for it On Tb. and 
a Fair for 4 days after Holy. Cr of s- day j 
of which the former, if not the lat- 
ter, has been long difufed. 

Swinerton, {Staff.) on the W. 
fide of Stone, was a long time in a 
family of its own name, till the heirefs 
carried it by marriage, firft to Sir Will, 
Fitzherbert, and then to Fran. Gat- 
tarre ; but the Broughtons have had it 
a good while, who held it of the Bp. 
of Litchfield's manor of Ecclefhal, by 
the 3d part of a Kt*s fee, and other 
fervices. The firft of the Swineitons, 
we have any account of, obtained a 
Mt. here in the R. of Edw. I. on W. 
and a Fair on the AJJumption of the 
Virgin Mary j the former of which 
has been long difufed. There is va- 
riety of marl in the foil hereabouts, 
which is excellent manure ; and this 
place, with the hill country bet. it 
and Trentham, being moll free from 
waters, mines, and woods, is reckoned 
the hcalthieft part of the Co.

Foley 
cf Sturbridge, and grandfather of the 
late Ld. Foley, erected and endowed 
a noble hof. with 6 or 700 /. a year, 
for maintaining, cloathing, educating, 
and putting out 60 boys of this and 
neighbouring ps. who are admitted 
bet. 7 and 1 1 years of age j S or 10 
of them are put out apprentices every 
year, when each is allowed 4 /. and 
2 fuits of cloaths.

fcendant in the R. of James I. fold 
it to Sir Robert Bcteler, from whom 
it went by marriage of his daughter 
to John Bcllafis, who fold it to Sir 
John Gore, by whom, after he had 
enjoyed it 50 years, it was conveyed

Temp le-Ew ell, (Kent,) on the 
N. W. fide of Dover, was one of the 
Kts.-Templars chief manfions, which, 
had much land bel. to it in thefe part* 
and in Romney-Marib. After .tbe-. 
PuT. Edward VI. granted it to Will* 
CaYOtfUAi who fold ft to Chriftophec. 
\ . .. . Sack* 
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Sackvile, by whom, in the R. of 
Eliz. it was conveyed to John Daniel, 
whofe heirefics fold it to Rob. Brom- 
ley, as he did to Mr. Angel, the 
father of the late Mr. Angel of 
Crowherft in Surry. 

T*MFL*-NzwwM,(rW.W.R.) 
on the S. £. fide of Leeds, had once 
a commandery of the Kts.-Templars,. 
after whofe DiiT. their eftate here 
was given to John Ld. Darcy, one of 
whofe defcendants forfeiting it, 'twas 
given in the R. of Henry VIII. to 
Matthew Earl of Lenox, by whom it 
was fold to Sir Arthur Ingram, who 
pulled down the old Jiall here, and 
built a noble palace, (wherein was 
born Henry Ld. Darnley, father of 
K. James I.) which was the feat of 
the late Ld. Vifc. Irwin, as it hat 
been fince of Mr. Green. This ma- 
nor bel. in 1377, to Mary Counted 
of Pembroke, founder of Pembroke- 
Ball in Cambridge. 

Ts mpls ton, (Ibvoff.) on the 
W. fide of Tiverton, bel. alfo once 
to the Kts.-Templars ; but King 
Henry VIII. fold it to Mr. Loofe- 
more, and he to Ld. Chief Baron 
Periam. 

Tfmpsfokd, (Bed/. ) near Great- 
Barford, bet. Bigglefwade and Eaton, 
a little below the conflux of the Oufe 
and Ivel, was the feat of the late 
dean Chctwood, and fince of Mr. 
Bendiu. 'Tis a well accommodated 
T. and was formerly noted for a* 
caftle, and a Danifh camp.

128 mm. from London, is a populous 
well-built T. on the r. Temd, or 
Teme, which comes out of Shrop- 
Aire, with a Mt. on T. and Fairs 
April 25, and July 7.

Txndring-Hall, (Suf.) near 
Stoke by Neyland, war anciently a 
manor-houfe of the D. of Norfolk, 
who came to it by Sir John Howard's 
marriage with the daughter of Sir 
Will. Tendring. From the Howarda 
it oafied to Ld. Wtndfor, who fold 
it to the father of Sir John Wil- 
liams. 

Txnham, (Km:,) near Sheppcy* 
Xfle, % m. x-harf E. from Milton, was 
once fo confiderable, as to give name 
to the H. to have a grant, in the R» 
of Henry HI. of a Mt. on T. and a 
Fair, for 3 days, at the Agumptian $f 
the Virgin Mary. It is particularly 
noted by Lambard, for its cherry- 
gardens and apple-orchards, it being 
the place, where Rich. Harris, fruit* 
erer to Hen. VIII. firft planted cher- 
ries, pippins, and golden-rcnates ; but 
its fituation is reckoned unhealthy,, 
fo that Lambard mentions this old 
rhime, as common if* the adjacent 
country, viz,

dren, lived in good repute, and died

Tewing, (Hart/.) on the N. W.

*Tis almoft encompafled with the 
Clift and the Ex, arid has a Mt. on 
TS. and a Fair on St. Margaret's, 
and the days before and after, pro- 
cured in the R. of Hen. VIII. by one 
of the Courtneys Es. of Devon, who 
were Lds. of the manor, and made it 
a Aouriihing T. for a long time, by 
flopping the navigation of the r. Ex 
with wears ; fo that all goods ufed to 
be carried from the fliips to Exeter by 
land ; but about 40 years ago the ci- 
tizens, by the aid of an ad of Pt. fi- 
niflied a work they had begun above 
100 years before, and cut fuch a chan- 
nel through the dams, that, by the 
contrivance of fluiccs and gates, veiTels 
of 1 50 tons now go up to their key. 

Tors at, (Dev.) iam. N. from 
Dartmouth, is a village with a bay in 
the Britifti-Channel, about 12 m. in 
com. where was the general ftation of 
our fleets during K. Will's, war with 
France. It gave title of baron to ad- 
miral Herbert, when he was created 
E. of Torrington by K. Will, who, 
when Pr. of Orange, landed here on 



the 5th of Nov. 1688, from the fleet 
which brought him from Holland un- 
der that admiral's command. A S. 
or S. E. wind fometimes forces mips 
to put out from hence to fea, or to 
run into Dartmouth. The village 
was anciently the feat of the Bruert, 
and afterwards of the Wakes. Mary- 
Ch. here is reckoned the tirft built in 
the Co. Near this bay is a remarka- 
ble well, that ebbs and flows 5 or 6 
inches every hour, tho* it feeras to have 
no communication with the fea 5 nor 
is the water bracki/h, but clear as 
chryftal 5 and- tho* cold in fummer, 
never freezes in the winter. The 
neighbours reckon it medicinal in 
fome fevers. 

Toa bryan, (Dw,) on the S.E. 
fide of Afhburton, a place full of 
rocks and torrs, was the ancient eftate 
of the Bryans ; from whom it came 
to the Kit'fons. 

Tor k set, (£/«;.) near the influx 
of the Fefdyke into the Trent, N.W. 
of Lincoln, was once a T. of great note 
and privileges j by virtue of which the 
inh. were obliged, whenever the K's. 
ambafiadors came that way, to carry 
them down the Trent in their barges, 
arid to conduct them as far as York. 
'By an old charter, ftill in being, it 
takes toll from Grangers, for cattle or 
goods pafling this way, and has a Fair 
on Wbit-M. Here- was formerly a 
priory. 

Tor per let, (Cbejbire,) on the 
N. W. fide of Namptwich, a great 
thoroughfare to Chefter, and the place 
for the flicrifTs terms and courts of the 
H. was formerly the feat of Sir John 
Done. 

Torr-Abbt, (Dev.) at the bor- 
tom of Torbay, was founded by one 
of its ancient Lds. the Bruers, was 
alienated at the DhT. to Sir Thomas 
Ridgeway, and is now the manor and 
feat of Mr. Cary. 

To R r IN g t o n-Bi. a ck, (Devon. )

Totmonslow, {Staff.) near

when examined by a phyucian, he 
afcribed, next to God's providence, 
to his never having taken tobacco 
nor phyfick, nor drank bet. meals, 
always alleviating his thirft by chew* 
ing pebbles. 

sjc Totness, (Devon.) has a 
fine bridge on the r. Dart, leading 
to Berry -Pomeroy, 3 m, from Dart- 
mouth, 160 cm. 195 mm. from 
London, 16 a Bor. by prefcrip'ijo, 
and the oldeft in the Co. K. John 
made it a corp. confifling of fourteen 
burgo-mafters,whereof one is a mayor, 
who, with his predeceflbr and the 
recorder, are juftke* of the peace. 
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There are 10 C, C* and feme few 
freemen) cholen by the mayor and 
matters. Here is a fpariotis Oh. with 
a Ane tower* and 4 binnacles above, 
90 feet high, a T.-hail, and a fchool- 
rwufe.

The famous 
Roman fofle-way, which began here, 
though 1 400 years old, is ftill vifible 
in this place. In the R. of Charles I. 
this T. gave title of Earl to Ld. Ca- 
rew of Clopton, as it afterwards did 
that of Vifcount to the Earl of Ply- 
mouth, a natural foil of Charles II, 
Here is plenty of all provifions, -par- 
ticularly good fifh, and delicate trouts. 
A man will fometimes take up 30 fal- 
mon at once, from 17 to 20 inches 
long, for which they aflc but 2 d, 
a-piece. They catch falmon-peel here 
with a fpaniel trained up for the pur- 
pofe, which drives them into a (h^ve- 
net. Its Mts/are T. and S. Fairs 
May 1, Aug. 15, Off.

the civil wars. 

Tottenham, {MiJd.) 5 m. 
N. E. of London, on the W. fide of 
the Lea r. in the road to Ware. In 
the R. of Henry VIII. Geo. Hen- 
ingham, Efq; one of his particular 
favourites* founded an almfti. here 
for 3 poor widows. In the R. of 
Tames I. Ld. Compton had a feat 
here ; as have fince the Ld. Colcrain, 
and Sir Hugh Smithfon, the prefent 
Earl of Northumberland, among a 
great number of pretty houfes of the 
citizens and merchants of London, on 
both fides of the road, almoft all the 
way thither from Enfield. David K . 
of Scotland being poffefled of this 
manor, after it had bel. to the Earls 
of Northumberland and Cheftcr, gave 
it to the mon. of Trinity in London ; 
but Hen* VIII. granted it to William 
Ld. Howard of Efiingham, who be- 
ing afterwards attainted, it reverted 
to that K. who then granted it to 
the D. and C. of St. Paul's London, 
to whom it ftill belongs.' The Ch. 
ft and s on a hill, with a little r. called 
Mofol at the bottom, to the W. N. 
and E. The p. is divided into four 
wards, vix. I. Nether- Ward, where 
ft and 3 the parfonagc and vicarage.

There was a 
very great wood formerly, of 400 
seres, on and about the hill, on the 
*W. fide of the p. which is now 
almoft deftroyed. Sir Julius Casfar, 
defcended from the Dalrnaris in Italy, 
vliofe father was phyfician to ^ 
Elizabeth, was born near this village. 
Mr. Bedwell, whom K. James I. 
employed in a new tranflation of the 
Bible, was vicar of this p. and has 
wrote a large account of it. In 
1596, an alm/h. for 8 (ingle perfons, 
either men or women, was founded 
here by one Zancher, a Spaniard, 
the firft confectioner ever known in 
this Km. Mr. Phelant, father to 
the Lady Slany of London, founded 
another, for 3 poor people, on the 
Ch. land, but it was not endowed* 
Here is a fr. fc. and alio a ch. fc. for 
22 girls, all cloathed and taught. 

Totteridge, {Hartf.) near 
Barnct and Whetfton, has been a- 
dcrned with fine feats alfo of the 
citizens of London fo long ago as the 
R. of James I. The Saxons gave it 
the name from its lituation on the 
ridge of a hill. It anciently bel. to. 
the See of Ely, till its Bp. palled it 
away, with the .manor of Hatfield, 
to QJEltz. fn confideration of J 500 /. 
a year, payable out of the exchequer, 
to the Bps. of that See. The Queen 
granted it to John Cage, as parcel of 
the pofleflions of the Bpk. of Ely, 
from whence it came to Peacock, 
one of whofe defendants fold it to 
Sir Paul Whichcote, who conveyed 
it to the late D. of Chandos. Robert 
Taylor, a baron of the exchequer, 
erected a fine houfe here, which bc- 
iag extended fur a debt to the crown, 



<i Eliz. fold it to Hugh Stow, one 
of the prothonotaries of the court of 
wards, from whom it defcended to 
the Lds. Colraine. Here was anci- . 
ently a mon.. Its Ch. is ferved by a 
curat, put in by the re&or of Hat- 
field, to whom the tithes are paid} 
but Totteridge in all other rates is 
diftinct from Hatfield, and pays only 
to its own Ch. and poor.

Here 
was formerly a priory. Sir Richard 
Empfon, Henry VIl's favourite, was 
born here. The people, young and 
old, are employed in the mfs. of lace 
and filk.

Vali or White-Horse, 
(Berks,) a fertile trac"t, extending from 
Farringdon almoft to Abingdon, fo 
called from the representation of a 
horfe in exa& proportion, on the fide 
of a hill that takes up near an acre, 
and was, it is fuppofed, made by the 
Saxons, whofe device is a White- 
horfe. About Miijummer every year, 
the people of the next p. go and weed 
it, in order to keep the horfe in mape 
and colour, and after the work is over 
they end the day in merriment. This 
vale yields a vaft quantity of barley. 

Vale-Royal, (Cbejbire,) on the 
Weever, E. of Delamere-Foreft, had 
an abbey tranflated hither from Dern- 
hale, and founded by Edw. I. who ex- 
pended 30,000V. fterling on it, befides 
what his Q. Eleanor gave, where 
dwelt the Holer of ts, and now Cha.

Abbey, whofe abbefs the tenant 
of it was formerly obliged to attend 
with 2 horfes, whenever her ladyfhip 
had a mind to ride out. In the chan- 
cel of its Ch. is an epitaph, fcarce to 
be parallel'd, on(Tho.Bonham,Efq;) 
a Pert, who was alfo Ld. of this ma- 
nor. 

V a ngi, (Effex,) ftands on an emi- 
nence, S. of Newenden and Bafildon, 
bel. formerly to the Wetcnhalls, and 
in the R.of Q. Eliz, was fold to Tho. 
Newmsus, who built Newman- Hall \ 



which was with the eftate fold not 
long ago to Jofeph Cranmer. 

Ufcot, (Wilts,) N.W. of Marl- 
borough, anciently bel. to the Loveli ; 
who forfeiting it Hen. VIII. granted 
it to Will. Compton, anceftor of the 
E. of Northampton. 

U w f o r d, (Suffolk,) N. E. of 
Wood bridge, was a manor dependant 
on the caftle, T. and manor of Eye, 
and bel. formerly to the Uffords Es. 
of Suffolk, and then to (he Wiilough- 
bys of Ereiby j but went by marriage 
of the dowager of Cha. Brandon, D. of 
Suffolk, to Rich. Bartu. Here is a neat 
little Ch. mod finely adorned with 
paintings of fcripture-hiflory, arms, 
& r. Rich. Luff kin was rector of this p. 
57 ycars,and buried in 1678,^/^.111, 
having preached the Sunday before he 
died. The Hammonds had a feat here, 
now Mr. Samuel Thompfon's. 

Ufton, (Wanv.) bet. Itchmgtoo 
and Offcjjurch, bel. once to the moo. 
of Coventry, but at the DuT. Henry 
VIII. granted it to Thomas Ld. Wri- 
othefiey, his chancellor ; from whom 
it fome time ago came, after pafiing 
through feveral hands, to the Spen- 
fers of Althorp, and fince to the late 
Mr. Spenfer of Clardon ; and from 
him to John Snell, of the U. of Glaf. 
gow, who bequeathed this manor in 
1679, then at 450 /. a year, for the 
maintaining Scots fcholars, not ex- 
ceeding iz, at Oxford, to be chofen 
from the Coll. of Glafgow, or fome 
other Coll. in Scotland, who were to 
enjoy the exhibition 10 or 11 years, 
and then to return home to feek pre- 
ferment. 

Ugbear, (Devon.) on the W. fide 
of Avon r. and S. W. of Brent, bel. 
in the R. of Eliz. to Mr. Speaker 
Williams and Mr. Savery, by pur- 
chafe. 

Ucboro, (Cormv.) near the Ta- 
mar, 3 m. from Modbury, is a ma- 
nor whofe fee-fimple and inheritance 
amounts to 300/. a year and upwards, 
and the high- con vent ionary and re- 
ferv'd-rentstonear 30/. a year. They 
ait 9& Uafe for 99 years, de- 
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terminable on the deaths of 2 or 3 
lives. 

Ug brook, [Devon.) 2 m. from 
Chudleigh, is in its p. and the feat of 
Ld. Clifford of Chudleigh, who inhe- 
rits it from his anceftors. There is a 
cave hereabouts, that runs a great way 
under ground, of which they tell 
many ftrange (lories. 

Ugley, [Efex,) on the N. fide of 
Stanfted-MontBchet, and the £. fide 
of the Stort. The manor, called 
Ugley-Hall, bel. to the defendants 
of the Oxford family, till it was uni. 
ted to the Duchy of Lancafter; of 
which it was held many years by the 
Leventhorps, till it was fold to Tho. 
Middleton of Stanfted ; after the 
death of whofe fon, without uTue, 
the truftees fold it to Thomas Heath. 
Ugley-Hall was in the Wentworths 
family, and carried from thence by 
marriage to Cha. Mufters, who gave 
it to his nephew, Fran. Mufters. Se- 
veral lands in this p. bel. formerly to 
the Priory of Berden, which were 
granted by Hen. VIII. to Hen. Parker, 
to be held in capite, and were after- 
wards the»eftate of the Leventhorps. 

St. Vincent's-Rock, [Gloc.) 
on the E. fide of the Avon, by the 
Hot- Well at Briftol, has been pro- 
ductive of the Spars, called Briftol<* 
Stones, which for luftre may vie with 
the diamonds of the Indies. On the 
top of thefe rocks is a roundifli fort of 
fortification. 

Vi nm 1 t on, [Devon.) has a bridge 
over the Ottery, on the N. W. fide 
of Honiton, where the Corniih and 
Devon/hire rebels were defeated in the 
R. of Edw. VI. in 2 bloody battles. 
It was anciently the eftate of the Mal- 
herbs j but by female heirs came to 
the Carews of Cockington. 

VlNTNERS,Or VlNTERS,(J&»f) 

in Boxley p. the feat of a very ancient 
family, which was fold in the R. of 
Henry IV. to Fremingham j from 
which name it went by a daughter to 
the Ifleys, and there continued, till Sir 
Hen. Iflcy forfeited it by being con- 



cerned in Wyat's rebellion ; afte r 
which Qj_Mary granted it to Cutts ; 
but after palling through other hands, 
it was fold to Sir Will. Tufton, father 
of the late Sir Charles. 

Ulcomb, [Kent, ) 2 m. i-half 
S. W. from Lenham, where, near 300 
years ago, was a feat of the ancient 
family of St. Leger $ whofe eftate was 
conquered from a Pagan Dane that 
dwelt here, and remained in the fa- 
mily till the laft century, when it was 
conveyed to Mr. Serj. Clerk of Ro- 
chefter. Its Ch. was converted into 
a collegiate Ch. by Stephen Langton, 
Abp. of Canterbury, who entitled 
the governor of it an arch-prelbyter. 

Ullenhall, [lVarw,)(m the S. 
fide of Umberflade, formerly bel. to 
the Mountforts ; and by the attainder 
of Sir Simon, in the R. of Hen. VII. 
came to the crown, and was granted 
to Gerald £. of Kildare j and by at- 
tainder of Fitz -Gerald in the next 
R. reverted to the crown. Q^Mary 
granted it to Mich, Throckmorton j 
of whofe family it was afterwards pur- 
chafed by Mr. Bolton, a citizen of 
London, and has fince been the pof- 
feflion of Francis Smith. Here is a 
chapel to Wootton. ■ 

Ullesb y, [Cumb.) near the Ullef- 
Water, a lake which produces the 
Charfifli, or Tranfalpin-Trout, pecu- 
liar to it and Winander-Meer, and to 
North-Wales. 

Ul vers ton, [Lane) to the 
N.E. ofFourneft, 197 cm. 239 mm. 
from London, is the T. of which 
Edw.III. gave a moiety to John Coup- 
land, for taking David fL of Scots 
prifoner. Here is a Mt. on Th, 

Umb er sLEY,or Umber sladf, 
{JVartv.) near Stratford upon Avon, 
has been the feat of the Archers ever 
fince the R. of Hen. II. and gives ti- 
tle of Baron to the prefent Thomas 
Ld. Archer, the grandfon of that 
learned antiquarian, Sir Simon Ar- 
cher ; whofe great afliftance Dugdale 
acknowledges, towards compiling the 
Hiftory of Warwickfliire* 
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Unv, (Cornv).) near Lalant, N. of 
'Market- Jew, abounds with tin and 
copper-mines. It had a haven on 
the r. that runs into the Irifli-Sea, till 
choaked up with the fands, whxh 
buried much of the land and houfes j 
and even in the R. of Ja. I. the Ch. 
itfelf was in danger. 

Up BERRY, (Kent,) a manor of 
Gillingham, which bel. formerly to 
the nunnery , in the Ifle of Sheppey j 
but after theDift Hen. Vllt. granted 
it to Sir Tho. Cheyney $ whofe fon, 
Sir Henry, fold it in the R. of Eliz. 
t6 Dr. Nowell, Dean of St. Paul's, 
who left it by will to Brazen-Nofe- 
Coll. Oxford, on condition that the 
leflee of the college fhould always be 
one of his relations, and pay ico 
marks a year rent for it. The tenant 
not very long ago was Col. Thomas 
£iunt, and iinceMr. John Simpfon of 
Southward. 

Upchurch, (Kent,) 3 m. i-half 
N. W. of Milton, and 5 from Cha- 
tham. The manor anciently bel. to 
the Leybourns j but came to the 
crown in the R. of Edw. III. who 
fettled it on the Abbey of St. Mary- 
Grace on T*.ver-Hill 5 but after the 
DifT. Hen. VIII. granted it to Tho. 
Qreeh, whofe defcendant in the R. of 
Ja. I. fold it to Apfley. 

Uf'coTE, (Devon.) in Cberitbn p, 
came from the Courtney s family by 
marriage to John Moore. 

Up hal l, (Effix,) near Great- 
ttford, was bought of the relict of 
Will . Billingfley of London,merchant, 
by Edw*. Seabroke, father of Tno- 
mas, the late, if not the prefent, 
pofTeflbr. 

Up li me, (Deveit.) is parted from 
Lyme-R'egis in Dbrfet/hire, by a little 
lake that rifes under the hill above it, 
and is fo called, in regard to Nether- 
Lime which lies: in the bottom by the- 
fea. It bel. once to Claitonbury- 
Abbey, and at the Difl". was purchafed 
of Hen. VIII. by Sir John Drake. 

Up-Loman, (Dev.) to the N. E. 
of Tiverton, tends on the higheft

conquer* the Lurnetfes were the Lds. 
of it, . after them the Willingtons j by 
whofe heirs it defcerided to the Bea- 
rriorifs, and firice to the Ld.

Up m i n ster, (EJfex,) near Horn- 
church, b. upon Weald and "vVarley, 
is parted from* the liberty of Haver«_ 
ing by the little r. Snyreburn'e, and 
is fo called from the lofty fituation 
of its Ch. There is one manor here, 
containing mbft part of the p. which 
bel. in the R. of Hen. III. to the En- 
gaines, who held it fo long, that k 
got the name of Gaines. From them 
it defcended by marriage to the Pa- 
kenhams, and pafled thro* the Chey- 
neys, Deincourts, Waytes, Lathams, 
Dewes's, &c. and was fold in ifil 
by the widow of Mr. Graves, who 
had enjoyed it about 60 years, to' 
Amos White. The manor of Up- 
minfter-Hall was given by Harold to 
Walth'am-Abbey, whofe abbot had a 
chapel here, yet remaining, with a font 
in it, and a cxmetery for the ufe of his 
tenants and dependants j the latter 
llnce turned into a garden, where hu- 
man bodies have been dug up. On 
the DuT. Henry VIII. granted this 
eftate to Cromwell E. of Effex $ and 
after his forfeiture of it granted it for 
S48 /. 8 j. 11 d. to Ralph Latham of 
London, gbldfmith, together with the 
yearly rent of 38 /. 19 s. 8 </. "this 
grant was full and ablolute, with all 
the honors, ©V. and excepted it front- 
all fervice to the crown. In 1641 
Ralph Latham, fon to the common 
ferjeant, fold this eftate for 6640/. to 
the Vifcounteis dowager Campdehi 
and it was afterwards the E. of Gains- 
borough's till 1685, when it was pur- 
chafed by Capt. Andrew Brantul of 
Dartmouth ; after whofe death in 
1 707, it went to his fon, the late 
Champion Branrtll. The fteeple and 
part of the Ch. here was burnt down 
by lightning in 1638. 

Upnor - Castle, ( Kent, ) in 
Frendlbury, on the W. fide of the 
Medway, almoft oppbfite to Chat-

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defence of that r. which is the ufual 
rendezvous of the greateft part of 
the royal navy. Its platform carries

Up-Parjc, (Suffix,) in the p. of 
Halting, bet. that and the Mardens, 
is fo called from its fituation on an 
eminence in a park bel. 10 the Earl 
of Tankerville, to whofe anceflor the 
manor and feat came by marriage. 
Sir Ed w.. Ford, that moft ingenious 
mechanic who, encouraged by Oli- 
ver Cromwell, raifed the Thames 
water into all the higheft ftreets in 
the city, 93 feet high, in 4 eight- 
inch pipes, with- an engine of his 
©wn invention, and who built the 
treat water-engine near Somerfet.- 
Houfe, was a native of this place, 
and lils ancellors were Lds. of t&e 
manor. 

Uppingham, (X«f/.) 69 cm. 
87 mm. from London, in the road 
from thence to Oalchajn, from which 
*tis but 7 mm. /lands on a riling 

f round, and is a neat, compact, well- 
uilt T. which was purchafed not 
very long fince by Everard Fawkner, 
a mercer of London. Here, by .a 
Jhtute of Henry VII. the ftandgrd 
was appointed to be kept for the 
weights and meafures of this Co.

the latter to Market-Deeping. In 
the R. of James I. Sir Rob. Wing- 
field had a fine feat here, and it has 
fince been that of Sir William Wil- 
liams. 

Upton, {Nortbamp.) on the W. 
.fide of Northampton, was by K. 
Edward II. granted to his favourift 
Gavefton, who was afterwards exe- 
cuted ; and in the R. of Edward III. 
it was the derneroe of Tho. Holland 
Earl of Kent, who left it to his po- 
fierity. This was the birth-place of 
that noted republican author James 
Harrington ; and in this p. a moft 
ftately oak was felled not many 
years ago, which yielded 12 good 
waggon-loads of timber, befides the 
fap and roots, and a load and half of 
bark. Sir Tho. Samwell, Bt. has a 
feat here. 

Upton, (Nott.) in the p. of 
Headon, anciently bel. to the K's. 
great manor of Dunham, and had a 
a cottage bel. to the free-chapel here, 
which after the Did", was granted by 
Q^Eliz. to John Merflie and Francis 
Greenham, and their heirs. 

Upton, (Nott,) on tjie E. fide 
of Southwell, of which it was once 
reckoned a member, or hamlet.

Upton, {JVarvo,) near <Ra.tlcy,

£3* Upton, (Wore.) with a 
bridge on the Severn, 6 m. S. W. of 
Perfhore, 84 cm. 101 mm. from 
London, has a Mt. on T. and Fairs 
on Whitfcn-Tb. and June 29, and is 
noted for giving name to a H. and 
for Roman coins often dug up, which 
prove it to have been a /ration of the 
Roman foldiers. Here is a harbour 
for barges, and a ch. fc. for 16 girls. 

Up well, (Camb.) near Wifbich, 
in the Ifle of Ely, is neverthelefs in 
the diocefe of Norwich. It ftands 
near a navigable r. that leads to Pe- 
terborough, Lynn, Cambridge, &c. 

Up wood, (Hunt.) on the W. fide 
^•f Ramfey, was the feat of Henry, 
brother to Oliver Cromwell, and now 
of Mr. Phefaunt. ' 

Usk, (Monm.) near the con- 
flux of the U/k r. and Byidhin, 
1 08 cm. 130 mm. from London, 
had once a priory, and a la- ge caftle, 
fituate bet. the Uflc r. and the brock 
Oilwy. The Mt. is on M. Fairs 
May I, Trinity- M. and Otlcber 16. 
The U(k r. runs through the middle 
t f the Co. to the Severn. 

fc^ Uttoxeter, or Utces- 
ter, (Staff.) 104 cm. 125 mm. 
from London, ftands on a gentle rife 
W. of the Dove, over which it has a 
ftone-bridge that reads to Derbyshire. 
1 t has formerly fuffered much by fire, 
but though the buildings are ordi- 
nary, it is a pretty large T. with 
broad, clean, we, 1- paved 'ftreets, a 
neat and commodious market-place, 
with a noble crofs in the center. 
Thomas Earl of Lancafter, Ld. of 
the manor, procured its Mt. which 
is on JV, and a Fair on July 21, but 
its Fairs now are April 25, and 
Sept. 8. It fUnds among rich mea- 
dows, and its Mr. is reckoned one of 
-the greateft in thefe parts for cattle, 
faep, fwioc, butter, cheefe, corn, 



and all provifions. Some of the Lon- 
don cheefemongers have rafters here, 
who, 'tis faid, often lay out 500 /. a 
day in thofe goods. The Myners, an 
ancient family of good efteem in this 
Co. have long had a houfe here. 
This T. is furrounded with iron 
forges, and feveral considerable iron- 
mongers carry on a great trade here in • 
that mf. 

Uxbridge, (Midd.) with 
many inns, in the Oxford road from 
London, from which it is 15 cm. 
18 and half mm, and 1 m. from 
Great-Hillingdon, of which it is a 
hamlet, though independant as to 
itfelf, having 2 bailiffs, 2 conftables, 
and 4 headboroughs. This place is 
famous for the treaty in Jan. 1644, 
carried on bet. the commiffioners of 
Charles ' I. and the Pt. then in arms 
•gainft each other, and gives title of 
Earl to the noble family of Paget. 
'Tis faid here was once a mon. 
Henry Earl of Lincoln, Ld. of the 
manor, procured it a Mt. on M, and 
a Fair Dec, 6 and 7, but both Mt. 
and Fair are fince changed, the for- 
mer to Tb. and the latter to July 20, 
and Sept. 29. It was anciently called 
. Waxbridge, and fometimes Oxbridge. 
Its Ch. or rather chapel, was built fa 
the 26th of Hen. VI. The r. Coin, 
from Rickmanfworth, falutes this T. 
with 2 ftreams, full of trouts and 
other fiih, one of which runs to 
Cowley ; and over the main ftream 
that runs directly to the Thames, 
here is a ftone-bridge that leads into 
Buckinghamshire. There are feveral 
corn-mills on this water, and many 
waggon-loads of meal are carried from 
hence to London in a week.

W A L T H A M-W EST, Or 

Waltham-Cross, on the W. fide 
of the Lea r. in Middlesex and Hart- 
fordjhirey is a poft-T. and goed tho- 
roughfare in the Ware road, 16 cm. 
12 mm. from London. It has its 
name of Crofs, from that erected here 
by order oi Edw. I. in memory of its 
being one of the refting-places for the 
corpfc of his Q^when brought from 
the N. to be interred at Weftminfter. 
It formerly gave name to a part of the 
large foreft of Eflex, and is fuppofed 
to have had its rife from a lodge fixed 
here by Edw. the Confefibr's fhndard 
bearer, who placed 66 men here to 
guard the abundance of deer, with 
which its foreft, alfo now called Ep- 
ping, was flocked. It gave title of 
baron, in the R. of Ja. I. to Sir Anth. 
Denny, whom Cha. I. created E. of 
Norwich j but both honours died with 
him, for want of ifTue-male. While 
the neighbouring abbey flouri/hed, it 
had feveral Fairs and Mts. which 
were granted by Rich. I. and Hen.IlI. 
of which one Fair lafted a week ; but 
fince the DhT. the Mt. which is on 
T. is but fmall, and the Fairs on May 
3, Aug , 10, and Sept. 1 5. 

Walthamstow,^*,) on the 
s Lea r. contiguous to Laytoa, Here 
are 3 manors, W*.

But the greateft benefactor 
of all to this p. was Mr. Hen. May- 
nard, a merchant of London, ancef- 
tor to Sir William abovementloncd, 
who by will left 1100/. for a purchace 
of land, to be fettled on the minifter, 
the fchool-mafter, for repairs of the 
Ch. and fc. on the poor, and for pen- 
lions to the Ch.- wardens, &e. 

Walton, (Derby.) on the W. 
fide of Chefterfield, the ancient ma- 
nor and feat of the Bretons ; from . 
whom it defcended to the Loudhams, 
and from them to the Foliambes, a 
great family in thefe parts. 

Walton, (EJix,) under the 
Naze-Point, is one of the 3 fokens, 
S. of Harwich, fo called, becaufe they 
were exempts from the archdeacon,and 
peculiars bel. to the D. and C. of St. 
Paul's, London ; and no man could be 
arretted in them by any kind of pro- 
cefs, but by the bailiff of the liberty, 
nor by him without confent of the Ld. 
Abundance of copperas (tones are found 
on the fhore, and here are feveral cop- 
peras houfes where it is made. 

Walton, (Suffolk,) on the Or- 
well r. S. E. of Ipfwich, has the ruins 
of a priory, once a cell to the monks 
of Rochefter, which is now the eftate 
of Mrs. Atkinfon. It had anciently 
a Mt. which, tho* long difufed, the 
crofs Mill remains. 

Walton-D'Eyivilli, (War- 
wick.) near Wellefburn, to which its 
Ch. was once a chapel of eafe, bel. 
anciently to the Eyeville's (who gave 
an eftate here to the mon. of Kenil- 
worth) but lately to Sir Cha. Mor- 
daunt, Bt. 

Walton- 
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^Valton-East, (Norfolk,) on 
the N. fide of the Marfhland, was Sir 
Rich. South well's manor : but Hen* 
VIII. fettled itonChrift-Ch. Oxford. 

Walton-Head, {York. W. R.) 
near Kirkby-Overblowe, was the feat 
of the Fairfaxes for above 450 years, 
ao generations inheriting it fuccef- 
fively till the R. of Hen. VII. when 
the laft of them was fucceeded by Sir 
John Fineux. 

Walton-Mauduit, (fPantv.) 
on the N. fide of Walton -D' Eye ville, 
was the Mauduits, and then the Le 
Strange's manor j from whom it'de- 
fcended to Sir Cha. Mordaunt, Bt. 

Walton on Thames, (Surry,) 
from whence there is a bridge newly 
•erected to Shepperton in Middlefex, 
has its name from a vallum, or rampire 
of earth, with a trench running down 
from St. George's Hill in this p. on 
which are the traces of a camp, fup- 
pofed to have been Roman. It is 
laid that Middlefex joined once to this 
T. till about 300 years ago,that the old 
current of the Thames was changed! 
by an inundation, and a Ch. fwallowed 
up by the waves. The manor bel. 
formerly to the Ld.Dunimore $ from 
whom it went to the E. of Southamp-_ 
ton, and from him to his daughter, 
the counters of Northumberland, or 
her heir?. Since that it has been 
the manor of John Palmer, and of 
Sir James Edwards, Bt. Here is a 
<cb. fc. and a Fair m Eafter-voeek for 
cattle and fheep, and-a fmalier one on 
St. Ptter't day. This-place is by fome 
reckoned too windy in winter, and too 
woody and clofe in fummer. Rofa 
' -Solis grows plentifully bet. this place 
and St. George* s-Hrll. 

Walworth, (Durham,) near 
Heigh ington, was anciently the feat 
of the Nevils 5 from whom it pafled 
by marriage to the Hanfards, one of 
the ba/on -families of the Bpk. From 
them it pafled in the fame manner to 
the Afcoughs, and other great fami- 
lies, and was adorned by one of the 
late owners with a good houfe, now 
the feat of the Jenifous. 



Wan »o rough, {JViltt,) 2 m . E. 
from Swindon, has fome lands given 
to New-Coil, in Oxford, in 1507, by 
Clem. Harding, LL.B. a fellow of it. 
Great quantities of Roman coins have 
been found here. 

Wandleshury, (Camb. ) near 
Gog magog- Hills, was a camp of the 
Vandals, after they had ruined fome 
parts of Britain, and craelly deftroyed 
the chriftians. 

Wang ay, (EJfex,) near Barking, 
was alfo called the manor of Beehive, 
John Lethieullicr, who purchafed it, 
anno 1716, fettled it on his fon, 
Smart Lethieullier. 

Wangford, (Suffolk,) on the r. 
Wang, N. W. of Southwould, had a 
priory, the remains of which are yet 
adjoining to the Ch. 

Wan lip, (Lcic.) on the Soar r. 
to the S. of Mount-Sorrel, the an- 
cient manor and feat of the Welfhes j 
of whom, Sir Tho. Welfli built its 
Ch. in the R. of Rich. II. when it 
was made parochial ; whereas before 
it was only a chapel. By an heir- 
general it came to the Aftons. 

Wansdike, (JVilts,) is a ditch 
that runs acrofs the Co. from E. to 
W. over Sali/bury-Plain, for many 
m. together, fuppofed to have been 
caft up by the Saxons for a boundary 
bet. the Weft Saxons and the Mer- 
cians, or for their defence againft the 
incurfions of the Britons. It may be 
traced from near Bath all over the 
Downs to Great-Bedwin. 

Wansley, (Nott.) near the Er- 
wafli, to the N, E- of Codnor-Caftle - 
in Derbyihire, anciently bel. to the 
priories of Felley and Beauvale 5 but 
lately to the Middletons. 

Wansted, ( Effex, ) joins to 
Woodford,and is feparated from Bark- 
ing p. by the r. Roding. It bel. for- 
merly to Wefrminfter. Abby 5 after 
which it was held of the Bp. of Lon- 
don, and then of the crown. Edw. VI. 
granted it to Richard Ld. Riche j 
whofe defcemiant conveyed it to Rob. 
Dudley, the great E. of Leicefler, who 
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It was afterwards conveyed to Cha. 
Blount Ld. Montjoy, and being again 
m the crown, was granted by Ja. I. 
to Sir Hen. Mildmay, mailer of the 
jewels to that K. and to Charles I, 
but being afterwards attainted for 
being one of K. Charles's judges, 
the manor, then valued at iooo /. 
a year, was confiscated. In 1678, 
it was purchased by Sir JaGah Child, 
the grandfather of Mrs. Howland, 
the firft Dfs. of Bedford, and anceflor 
to Earl Tilney, the prefent Ld. of 
the manor, whofe feat here, whkh 
is about half a m. from the village, 
may, for fituation, building, waters, 
gardens, and the hereditary com- 
mand of Epping-Foreli, on the W. 
fide of which it Hands, be faid to 
equal any in England. 

Wansworth, or Wandlis- 
worth, {Surry,) bet. Batterfey and 
Putney, has its name from the r. 
Wandlc, which palTes through it un- 
der a bridge, called the Sink of the 
Country, into the Thames. Here 
are feveral handfome houfes of the 
gentry and citizens of London, and a 
mf. of brafs plates, for kettles, 
ikillets, frying-pans, &c* It has a 
diftinft cemetery from the Ch.-yard, 
(which is in the middle of the T.) 
on the S. fide of the great road from 
London. Among other benefactors 
to this place, Henry Smith, aid. of 
Xondon, gave 500 /. to buy lands for 
the relief of its poor, and letting 
them at work ; and Snfannah Powei, 
whofe hulband had been fervant to 
Q^Eliz. 30 years, and to James I. 
fettled a fund out. of tne paribnage, 
for 4 d. in bread, and as much in 
money, to be given every Sunday to 
.22 poor widows, and 40 *• a year to 
put out a poor child apprentice every 
year j both to continue for ever. 
Here is a ch. fc. for 40 boys. 

Wantage, {Berks,) 7 m, 
from Abingdon and Farringdon, jom. 
from Newbury, 50 cm. 59 mm. from 
London, is a neat T. formerly a 
royal villc, and the birth-place of K. 
Alfred. A little r. runs by it, out 



of the Vale of White- Horfe into the 
Ocke. It was made a, manor about 
ico years after the Conquer!, and 
fell to the Bourchiera Earls of Bath, 
from whom it came to the Wra}** 
and from them, by purchafe, to the 
D'Oaleys of Oxford uYie. Its downs, 
about 1 m. off, are noted for horfe- 
races ; and 'tis a fine hunting country 
all about it. The Mt. is on S. 
Fairs July 7, Off. 6. This manor, 
with the entire Hs. of Wantage and 
Ganfield, with the Fairs and Mts. 
are, with the high rents, about 
800 /. a year, in poflefiion, and 
400 /. a year in revcrfion, after one, 
two, and three lives. 

Wapenbury, (/ftfrro.) on the 
S. W. fide of Dunfmore-Heath, bel. 
formerly to Sir Anth. Cooke, whoie 
grand fun conveyed it .to Rich. Fenys 
of Oxfoidmire, who fold it to Tho. 
Morgan, whofe fon, of the fame 
name, had it in 1040. 

Wa ppinham, (Northamp,) neat 
Towcefter, was anciently the manor 
of the Pinkneys, till one of them 
gave it to K. Edw. I. and his heirs 
and fucceffbrs for ever. 

Warbliton, (.Sujfex,) 6 m. 
N. cf Arundel, belonged hereto- 
fore to the Fitz- Herberts, anceftors 
of the Earl of Winchelfea and Not- 
tingham, one of whom, in the R. 
of Henry III. obtained a Mt. and 
Fair here, the firft of which, if not 
the lait, is difufed, 

Warboys, with its Wood and 
£en, (Hunting,), lie bet. Ramfcy and 
Sorncrfham. This manor was fold 
by Sir Oliver Cromwell to Sir Joan 
Lemon, once Ld. -mayor of London, 
who Cud, 'Two* she cheapefi land It 
ever bought , though the dearcfl that 
Sir Oliver ever fold ; for it feems, 
that the latter, though otherwife a 
man of good understanding, yet had 
not the wit, either to keep his eftate, 
or to fell it to its full value. In <£s. 
Coll. library in Cambridge, there is 
the hiftory of a man, his wife, and 
daughter, who were facrificed to ig- 
nQxaticc and {uoerftition, by being all 
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tfnree hanged as witches, for tortur- 
ing the children of a gentleman of 
this p. upon the verdict of a forrv 
jury, and an act of James I, againft 
witchcraft, (an a& made in compli- 
ment to that K's.- opinion, concern- 
ing devils and witches, in the book 
he wrote called D<mtonology ) and 
one of the fellows of that college 
preaches a fermon yearly on that oc- 
eafion, at Huntingdon $ but 'tis our 
happinefs to live under a wifer Gt. 
and in a generation more humane ; 
for in the 9th of the prefent R. the 
K. and Pt. paffed an att for repealing 
the above-mentioned act ; ib that foch 
poor wretches, whofe age and infir- 
mities, or poverty and deformity, ex- 
pofed them formerly to be baited to 
death by a ruftick rabble, are now 
refcued from that terror, and ren- 
dered the objects of pity, inftead of 
barbarity. 

Wa ft BB I G H S L I Y-Hl L L, (DfC. ) 

in the p. of Stodley, or Studley, had 
a beacon erected on it by order of 
Edward II. when he doubted of the 
landing of his Q^Ifabel, and Sir John 
of Hainault. The country in this 
part grows fo narrow from fea to fea, 
that the current of a r. which "rifes 
here may be turned to either. The 
Broughtons were Lds. here not very 
long ago, and it is believed are fo 
ftill. 

Wardbridge, OrWAAO- 
BRIDGE, (G»r»w.) 5 m. S. of Pad- 
How, 195 cm. 248 mm. from Lon- 
don, has a bridge over the r. Camel, 
much the largeft in thetto. fome of 
whofe arches are built upon wool- 
packs, becaufe of the quick- fands. 
It has a Mt. on 5. and Fairs May x, 
June xi, and Aug. 1. Near it are 
9 great ftones in a row, called the 
Sifters, but why, is not known. 

Waioik, (Kent,) in the Ifle of 
Shepy, 5 m. and half N. of Fevcr- 
fham, anciently bel. to the Freming - 
bams and the Nortons, and in the R. 
of Charles L was conveyed to £dm» 
Torke. 



Warder, or Waidoux- 

Cast lb, {Wilts,) on the S. fide of 
Hindon, 2 m. N. E. from Shaftf- 
bury, bel. in the R. of Edward IIP. 
to the ancient family of St. Martin, 
and paffed through the families of 
Lds. Lovell, Touchet Ld. Audley, 
and the Willoughbys of Brooke, to 
Sir John Arundel, anceftor of the 
Lord Arundel of Wardour. In 
the civil wars, Blanch, daughter 
of Edward Earl of WorcefteT, the 
relift of Thomas Ld. Arundel, who 
died in the garrifon at Oxford, at- 
tending K. Charles I. held out this 
cattle with only 25 men, againft the 
Pt. army of 1300, and furrenderei 
at laft on honourable terms, but, in 
violation of them, she and her child- 
ren were imprifoned, and her houie 
and parks damaged to the value of 
25,000 /. The father of Sir Nich. 
Hyde, who was Ld. treasurer in th# 
R. of Charles I. had a long leafe of 
the caftle from the Arundel family, 
in right of his wire. The prefent Ld. 
Arundel has a feat here. 

Wardliy, {Rutl.) on* the W. 
fide of Uppingham, bel. anciently r 
the Murdoc family,' and went by tl e 
heir-general to the Boyvills, wherein 
it continued till the R. of Edw. IV. 
ajid then it went by marriage to Tho, 
Reftwold. 

£jr" Wari, {Ha'rtf.) 2 m. E. of 
Hartford, on the E. fide of the Lea, or 
Warer. 20cm. 22 mm. from London, 
from which it is the fecond pcft-T* 
was founded, anno 9 14, by order of 
Edward I. and began to be of fome 
note in the R. of K. John, when 
the high read to the N. was laid 
through it, by the procurement of 
the Ld. of the manor 5 fo that by 
degrees it increased, to the eclipfing 
of the ancient T. of Hartford. It 
was drowned anno 1408, by floods 
from the neighbouring park , and 
other up-lands ; and fiuices and 
wayres having been made in its r. 
to preferve it from the like inunda- 
tions, Mr. Korden and Mr. Cam- 
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den think It acquired its name from 
thence, and aot, as fome fuppofed, 
from waxes, or merchandife. The 
Danes feem to be the firit that made 
ufe of wears in thefe parts ; for 
when thofe invaders came up the 
Thames ana 1 the Lea to this place, 
they erected a fort here, and, to 
fecure it from K. Alfred's army, 
railed the water fo high, by a great 
dam, or wear, that they could not 
come at it, before the road to the 
N. was laid open, as Above-men- 
tioned, which was done by Sayer de 
Quincy Earl of Winchefter. Here 
was an iron chain that locked up 
the patiage over the bridge into 
Ware, the key whereof was kept by 
the bailiff .of Hartford, who furTered 
none to pafs with carts or horfcs in 
Mmefs, without paying him toll. 
In the R. of Henry III. there was 
a priory founded in the N. part of 
the T. which Henry VIII. conveyed 
to Tho. Byr-ch, who fold it to James 
Stanley, of London, fcrivener j but 
it was lately, if it be not (till, in the 
pofl'efiTioa of Mr. Hedgeley. The 
above -mentioned Earl's fon procured 
a Mt. and Fair for this T. from 
Hen. III. The manor came through 
many bands to Catherine, the Cfs. 
of Huntingdon^ (to whom Qj_ Eliza- 
beth had granted the reverfion) from 
whom it was purcbafed by Thomas 
Fanfliaw, the K's. remembrancer of 
the exchequer, who, by a quo war- 
ranto obtained its prefent Mt. which 
is on T. with a pye-powder court, 
&c. and the neighbouring park, in 
which he had a feat, where the heir 
ot the late Thomas Byde, Ld. of the 
manor, has a pleafant houfe and 
vineyard, lately improved by a cut 
from the Rib, which turns that 
ilream through the park on the S. 
fide, and abounds with trouts. The 
abundance of water about this T. 
gave rife to that iifeful project of 
tutting a channel from hence, for 
conveying the New-River to Lon- 
don. The Mt. here is a very good 
cue, efpccially for corn j and fo y eat 



is the malt trade here, and in tie 
neighbourhood, that 5000 quarter!

Waiehosni, (text,) 5 m. and 
half S. from Aihford, has two Fairs, 
one at Ham, May 3, and the other 
by the Ch. Sept. 21. One half of 
the manor bel. anciently to the Abo. 
of Canterbury, the other tp a family 
called Bedford, one of which obtained 
a Mt. and Fair here in the R. of 
Henry III. but both were in the pt£- 
fefiion of the late Earl of Tbanet. 

War crave, {Berks,) formerly 
a market- town, has a ferry over th* 
r l names, 2 m. S. of Henley, and 1 
from the Bath toad, within the an» 
cient bounds of Wind for- Forefl. 
Emma gave* it to the Bp. of Win- 
chefter, and in that See it remained 
till Dr. Poynet gave it to Edward VI.

vfx. St. Martin's, Trinity-Ch. and 
St. Mary's-Ch. formerly a priory, 
whofe tower is the chief ornament 
ef the T. It had heretofore a mint, 
with walls and a caftle, by the water- 
fide, built by William the Conqueror j 
and before the retreat of the fea from 
it, was a noted harbour. The royalty 
of this T. was granted by K. James I. 
to Tho. Emerfon y but after feveral 
tales, it was above 40 years ago per- 
ehafed of the Pluknets family, by the 
late general Erie, who fettled it in truft 
for ever on the corp. for binding out 
poor children apprentices. The corp. 
oy a charter of Anne, confifts of 
a mayor, recorder, and town-clerk, 
6 capital-burgeues, and 12 C. C, 
their afliftants. The mayor is, by 
tncient prefcription, coroner of the 
Ifles of Purbeck'and Brankfey, at 
well as of hit own T. and has been 
the fup feme magistrate here ever 
since Hen. VI. By Q^Aime's char- 
ter the mayor, recorder, and preced- 
ing mayor, are conftituted Juftices of 
the peace, (the two firft of the quo- 
rum) and impowered to hold their 
own femons. Camden doles his ac- 
count of Wareham thus ; * It has 
c fufiered fo much' by wars, from 
4 the time of Henry II. and by fire, 

* together with the lofs of its haven, 
' robbed from it by the fea> that 'tis 

* almoft quite run to ruin, and the 
'* foil that was in the very heart of the

182 mm. from London, ha* 
a fine flone-brid^e, the laft, over the 
Mcrfey, leading into Cheshire, and 
is a pretty large, neat, old -built, but 
" populous and rich T» with a con- 
siderable Mt. on W. noted for Lam- 
prey, and all forts of fifh, fleih, corn, 
cattle, &c. the privilege of which 
Mt. was obtained of Edward I. by 
• its Lds. the Butlers. It gives title 
of Earl to Geo. Booth Ld. Delamere. 
The malt made here is fo good, that 
the ale brewed with it is faid to be 
not inferior to the belt in England. 
*Tis full of good country tradefmen, 
and has a particular Mt. every week 
for the linen called huckaback, the 
mf. of its neighbourhood, and 'tis 
faid that 500 /. worth, or more, of 
it is fold every Mt;-day. Twenty- 
four poor boys are taught and cloathed 
here, out of an eftate given by Peter 
Leigh of Lyme, for building Trinity 
chapel and a fchool here. Some of 
the boys are taught grammar, tiil 
they are old enough for apprenticeship, 
and then they have a bible, common- 
prayer book, and a fuit of cloaths 
given them. As this T. lies on the 
great road to Carlifle and Scotland, 
it has always been judged a pafs of 
the utmoft importance in a time of 
war or rebellion. In the r. are caught 
iturgeons, green-backs, mullets, feals, 
land-eels, lobfters, oyfters, flirimps, 
prawns, the beft and largeir cockles 
in England, with other fhell fifli, 
and mufcles in fuch abundance, that 
they ferve to manure the ground. 
The Fairs here are July 25, and 
AW. 29. 

War ton, {Lane) in the p. of 
Kirkham, is an agreeable little ob- 
fcure T. near the mouth of the 
Kibble, on a lake called Ware, and 
at the foot of a hill, called Wharton- 
Cragg, on the top of which there 
ufed to be a beacon. The T. is royal 



demeihe, and was part of Q^-dowa- 
ger Catherine's jointure.

and a library, founded and. endowed, 
in 1594, by Dr. Matth.

one always from Pii&~Hutton, where 
he was born* 

Warwick, (Cumb.) N. E. of 
Carlille, where was one of the Ro- 
man garrifons, has a bridge over the 
Eden, built in the laft century, at 
the joint expence of the Richmonds 
and Salkelds. It ftands a little way 
to the N. of Wetberall, to whofe 
Ch. it is united. 

3|< Warwick, (JVar<w.) 6 nu 
S.E. from Coventry,. 67 cm. 88 mm. 
from London, is a fine T. with a 
ftone- bridge over the Avon. All the 
ways leading to it, from the four car- 
dinal points, are cut through a rock 
of free-ftone, on which it frauds. 
The Romans had a fort here, which 
the Picls and Scots demoliihed $ and 
when repaired by Cara&acus, at the 
head of the Silures, it was taken and 
garrifoned by Oforius, after which it 
was again ruined j but Conftantius, 
father of Uther Pendragon, rebuilt it. 
After this, it fufrered very much from 
the Saxons and Danes ; but, in 921, 
Ethelfleda, the noble lady of the 
Mercians, reftored it to the flouri/h- 
ing ftate in which it was found by 
the Normans. It is faid to have 
taken its name from Warremund, 
one of the anceftora of the Mercian 
Ks. by whom it was rebuilt, bet. 
the times of its deftruction by the 
Saxons and Danes. That it was for- 
tified with walls and a ditch, is ma- 
nifeft. >It fent members to Pt. ab 
origine, who are chofen by the inh.

In the R. of Philip and Mary, it was 
incorporated, by the name of bailiff 
and burgefTes, with a perpetual fuc

To this char- 
ter K. James I. added, by his letters 
patent, that the 2 ancient burgefTes, 
for the time being, fliould aiterwards 
be jufbees of the peace within the 
precincts thereof, together with the 
bailiff and recorder, and that the faid 
bailiff, and one of the fenior bur- 
geffes, fhoald always be of the quo- 
rum. 'Twas reincorporated by K_ 
Cbailes IT. and is now governed by 
a; mayor, recorder, 11 brethren, or 
aid. 24 burgerTes, or C. C. On the 
5th of Sept. 1694, this T. was al- 
-rnoft burnt down by an accidental 
fire, to the damage of near ioccco /. 
but by the afliftance of an a& of Pt. 
and a national contribution of 1 ioco /. 
and a 1000 /. more afterwards by <^ 
Anne, was rebuilt with much more 
magnificence, and the free- ft one for 
the fuperfrrudure was dug' from the 
quarries of the rock on which it is 
founded. In its rock are alfo made 
its wells and cellars, anjl the defcent 
frcm ■ it every way always keeps it 
clean. Its ftreets, which are fpacicus 
and regular, all meet in the center of 
the T. which is ferved with water 
by pipes, from fprings half a m. crT. 
Though it is populous, it has but 
a p. -Chs. of which Sr. Mary's, built 
by Roger the 2d Earl of Warwick of 
the Norman race, is a beautiful edi- 
fice. It has the monuments of the 
Beaucbamps, his fucceffors, who a- 
domed it, and alfo of Robert Dudley 
Earl of Leicefter. Here is a ftrong 
cattle, formerly the feat of the Earls 
of Warwick, now the Ld. Brook's, 
on whofe anceftor, Sir Fulk Grevil, 
k was beftowed by K. James I. when 
ft was the Co.-gaol 5 but Sir Fulk 
laid out 20,000 /. upon it, and made 
it a princely feat. The rock it Gauds 
on is 40 feet higher than the Avon, 
but on the N. fide 'tis even with the 
T. From its terrace, which is more 
than 50 fctt Berpeadicular above tU 



r. there is a profped not only of the 
Avon, but a beautiful country be- 
yond it, confining of rich meadow?, 
tall groves, and fpacious parks. The 
rooms are adorned with many origi- 
nal paintings by Vandyke ; and the e 
is one apartment not inferior to any 
in fome of the royal palaces. The 
rebuilding *of St. Mary's tower alone, ' 
after the fire above-mentioned, coft 
1600/. 'Tis 117 feet high to the 
battlements, and 25 more to the top 
of the pinnacles. Near the battle- 
ments the arms of all the Earls 
of Warwick are cut in ftone. We 
read, that where the cattle fbnds 
thcte was once a cathedral, by the 
name of All-faints, and that it was 
the See of a Bp. who was forced to 
fly to Wales, tho* never the See of 
another. It had anciently 6 mons. 
and 6 Chs. Here is a T.-houfe of 
free-ftone, fupported by pillars, in 
which are held the affixes and qoarter- 
fcflions, 3 ch. fcs. in which 62 boys 
and 42 girls are taught and cloathed, 
betides on bof. founded by the Earl of 
Leicefter, (Rob. Dudley above-men- 
tioned, who bought the fite of it of 
Sir Nich. Leftrange) for 12 poor de* 
cayed gentlemen, with an allowance 
of 20 /. a year for each, and 50 /. 
to a chaplain. Sir Tho. Puckering 
alfo built an hof. here for 8 poor wo- 
men, and 2 others, in 1633, for de- 
cayed tradefmen. The Mts. are TV, 
and 5. Fairs 2d M. in Lent, May- 
day, June 24, Aug. 24, and Off. 2S. 
It has a good trade in malt j and here 
are frequent horfe-races. This T. 
as well as Holland in Lincolnihire, 
now gives title of Earl to the noble 
family of Rich, as it did formerly to 
the family of Nevils, and of Duke to 
others. In fine, this place is rec- 
koned a pretty retirement for gentle- 
men of fmall eflates, and there is 
very good company here. Within a 
m. of it, on the Avon, is Guy's, or, 
as fome call it, Gib- Cliff, a pretty 
retired cell, among groves and fprings, 
where Guy Earl of Warwick is fup- 
^ofed to have lived a fcermi*, after 
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his military exploits. How obfeure or 
fabulous foevjr be his hiftory, the 
greateft of the Es. of Warwick have 
paid a mighty veneration to him. 
Guy de Beauchamp, one of the Es. 
his fucceflbrs, built a chapel (with a 
noble tower) here, .which, though 
now much impaired, was reckoned 
little inferior to Henry the Vllth's. 
in We ftminfter- Abbey. The reader 
will find fpme mention of this towards 
the end of letter G 5 to which may be 
added, that * great two-handed fword, 
a coat of mail, and other accoutre- 
ments, fuppofed to be the faid Guy's, 
are ftijl fnewn in the caftle. Kenry 
VIII. granted them, by patent, to 
W.l!. Hoggcfon, with the fee of 2 d, 
JH day for that fervice. Here was alfo 
formerly a fuit of arras'hangings, re- 
prefenting his great actions. A vef- 
iel, called his pot, was likewiie pre- 
ferved, which ufed to be filled with 
good liquor for all comers upon me- 
morable days. At Barford, 9 m. be- 
Jow Warwick, Sam. Fairfax, who in 
1647 was 12 years of age, lived under 
the fame roof, and eat at the fame 
table ' with his father and mother, 
grandfather and grandmother, great- 
grandfather and great-grandmother, 
and none of the 3 generations of ei- 
ther fex had been twice married. 

Washford, (Devon,) in the p. 
of Wemworthy, on a brook that runs 
into the Taw. Rob. Clavill .had lands 
here at the conqueft, as had Sir Her- 
bert Pyne in the R. of Edw. I. Part 
of it alfo bel. formerly to the prior of 
Barnitaple. 

Was per ton, (Wtrw.) on the 
Avon, a little below Barford, bel. to 
the monks of Coventry till the DifT. 
when Hen. VIII. granted it to Will. 
Whorwood,hisfolicitor-gencral,Will. 
Walter, and their heirs $ and by the 
marriage of a daughter of Sir William 
Walter (whofe anceftor had purchafed 
Whorwood's intereft) to Sir Simon 
Fanfhaw, it came into his family ; but 
was conveyed in the iaft century to 
Sir Tho. Rawlinfon. 

Wasts, is the name of feveraV 
places in Nertbutnbtrland, efpecially 



in the valleys of Readfdale and North - 
Tindale, and the adjacent mountains ; 
where a martial fort of people, like 
the ancient Nomades, lie among their 
fcattered flocks, from April to Augufi, 
in little hutts, which they call Jhcals, 
^orAealings. 

Watchet, (Som.) an an- 
cient 'little port on the Severn* Sea, 
4m. £. ofDunfter, 126 cm. 153mm. 
from London. It was (adly ravaged 
twice by the Danes, and the W. fide 
of it wafhed away by the fea. It fent 
members to one Pt. viz, the 30th 
year of Edw. I. The late Sir Will. 
Wyndham built the pier of the har- 
bour, and lu'd the key-duties hi pur- 
fuance of two a&s of Pr. It has but 
7 or 8 (mail vcQeis beJ. to it, and 
t^eCe trade ia coals, or as coaAers, to 
Brifjol, where they fupply the glafa- 
houfes with the afhes of lea-weed ; of 
whkh abundance is burnt here for 
that purpofe. Great quantities of ala- 
bafter, which fall down the cliffs here 
by the warn of the fea, axe alfo fent to 
that city. The inh. fetch vaft heaps 
of pebble from the coaft, and burn it 
into lime for dreffing their land ; but 
chiefly for building, no cement being 
more durable for mafonry that is to- 
lift under water, where it grows as 
hard as marble- Here is a Mt. S. 
Fair Aug. 25. 

Water-Crook, ( JVeJlmor. ) * 
little below Kendal, has its name frooa 
the remarkable crooking of the r. K,e* 
thece. . (lea/ it* on die fame of 
the r.. are the banks and ditches of a* 
old fort, fuppofed to have been Roman 
from the coins, broken altars, an4 
other antiquities found here. 

Waterfall, {Staff.) on the S# 
fide of Grindon, where the r. Hampfe, 
or Hans, after a courfe of 7 or 8 ra t 
from its fpring, falls into the ground, 
and rifes not again, till it meets with 
the r. Manifold about half a m. off". 

WATERGALL,(^jrw.) in the p. 
of Hodnell, near Itchington, came by 
marriage with the daughter of Will. 
Wilks to Tho. Gibba whofe fon v 
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" WATERMAN's-MANORjfi?^.*,) 

near Matching, was granted by Hen. 
VIII. to Geo. Clifford and William 
' Welborc, as part of the lands of Wal- 
tham-Abby. 

Water -Or ton, (PVarvr.) on 
the Tame, over which it has a ffoae- 
bridge in the road from Sutton to 
Cole/hill, is in the p. of Alton, of 
which it was originally a member, 
and bel. to the old barons of Dudley. 
Six pounds per ana, having been given 
for a fermon here once a month, 12 
of the neighbouring clergy have un- 
dertaken to preach in their turns, 
gratis, that the fame may be applied 
for teaching the poor children of this 
village. 

Watford* (Hartf.) near 
which the Watling-Street croflfee the 
Colne to St. Albans, is on the E. fide 
of Caihiobury, % at. N. of Bufhy- 
Neath, 6 m. S. from St. Albans, 
25 cm. 17 mm. from London, and 
had anciently a ford at the S. end of 
the T. The manor was given by the 
Saxon K. Offa to the abbey of Al- 
bans, to which Edw. I. granted its 
Mt. and Hen. IV. its Fairs. It bel. 
to the late D. of Bridgewater, by de- 
ftest from Ld.-Chanc. Egerton, to 
whom it was granted by Ja. I. Here 
was an almfli. creeled in the R. of 
Eliz, by Bridget countefs of Bedford $ 
and befides a ch. fc. for 40 boys, who 
•re both taught and cloathed, a hand- 
tome fr. fc. was built here, in 1709, 
by Mrs. Eliz. Fuller. The T. con- 
fits of one long ftreet, which in the 
winter is extremely dirty j for the Coin 
having two ftreams here, which run 
feparately to Rickmanfworth, 3 m. to 
the S.W. and fo to Uxbridge, its wa- 
ter at the entrance of the T. is often 
fo fwelled by floods, as to be unpaya- 
ble. The Mt. is T. Fairs Trinity- 
Mon, and 2 days after, and Aug, 24. 
Mich. Heydon gave a leafe of Wat- 
ford-Place, for 100 years, for the ha- 
bitation of the vicar, and 4 poor wi- 
dows ; and Sir Charles Morifon, Bt.

The lady Dorothy Morifon 
alfo gave 50 /. a year, for putting out 
poor children of this p. yearly. The 
JLds. of Caihiobury are interred in its 
Ch. 

Wat* upon Don, or Drab n, 
(York. W. R.) on the N. fide of Ro- 
theram, is a large p. with* divifions, 
Wath,Swinton, andWeotworth* 
Wath bel. to the marquifs of Rock* 
ingham, and gives him title of barony 
as well as Malton and Hanowden. 
In a neighbouring wood are phis 
marks of the Ikenild-Street Roman- 
way. Here is a ch. fc. 

Watlxsiorough, {Salop,) on 
the S.W. fide of Shrewlbury, isfup- 
pofed to derive its name from the Ro* 
man-road near it, called Watling- 
Street. The manor anciently bel. to 
the Corbet*, and lately to the Leigh- 
tons. 

Watlxsfizld, or What- 
TisrxxLO, vulgc Watch trld, 
{Suffolk,) S. W. of Bottefoale, bel. 
anciently to the abbey of St. Ed- 
mondfbury, and is noted for excellent 
wheat. There is a good old feat hese 
bel. to the family of Baker. 

WATLrNCSTRiiT, by the vul- 
gar called Street -Way, was one of the 
Praetorian or confular highways made 
by the Romans, for the march of their 
armies, &c. of large ftakes and lefler 
wood bet. them, to keep up the earth 
and ftones, called by the Saxons Wat- 
tles. It is reckoned the fineft caw fey 
in England, if not in Europe. It is 
very firm in fome Co. for feveral ms. 
efpecially in Shropfhire, Staftbrdihire, 
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3f Dover, and runs to St. Albans, 
Dunftable, Towcefter, Atherfton and 
Shrewibury, and ends at Cardigan in 
Wales. In Tome places it is calkd by 
the feveral inh. High-Dike, Hifch- 
Ridge, Forty -toot- Way, and Riuge- 
Way. 

Watlincton, [Oxford. ) 
37 cm. 43 mm. from London, has a 
Mt. on 5. Fairs March' ?.$ and Aug. 
24. ^ In its park was the fcnr of- the 
Stonors j one of whom in 1 666 built 
its Mt.-houfe, and founded a grammar 
fr. fc. here. The T. coitains about 
aoo houies, including 4 hamlets that 
bel. to it. 

Watrincbufy, (&*» r >) am. 
S. fromWeft- Mailing, had once own- 
ers of the lame name. In its Ch.- 
yard is a fine pyramidal monument 
with urns of marble, &c % to the me- 
mory of Sir Oliver Stile, Bt. whofe 
defcendant, Sir Tho. Stile, Bt. hat a 
feat here. 

WATTON,(Abr/o/*,)74cm. 
89 mm. from London, Hands on the 
edge of that open part of the Co. 
which is here called Filand, and is a 
great thorowfare from Lynn, Down- 
ham, Thetford,. Dus, &c. It had a 
Mt. on F. now on W, Great quan- 
tities of butter are fent hence to Down- 
ham-Bridge.4 from whence the factors 
fiend it to London by water. Near 
a third of the T. bel. formerly to the 
priory of Thetford ; but at the Diff. 
it was conveyed to the D. of Norfolk, 
byname of Monks- Wick manor, and 
was afterwards purchafed by John 
Wright and Tho. Holmes, who fedd 
it to Sir Will, de Grey j and he to 
the Ld. of Watton-Hall, who was 
lately, by marriage of the heirefs of 
Mr. Samwell of Dean's- Yard, Weft, 
minfter, Will. -Henry Flemmg. The 
T. is valued at 677 /.6 s %d. to the 
land-tax. The Ch. is only 20 yards 
long, -and zt broad j and the fteeple, 
which has 3 large bells, is round at 
bottom, and octangular at top. On 
the 25th of April, 1673, a dreadful 
fire happened here, by which above 
60 houjfes were burnt down, befidea 



out-houfes, &c. to the damage of 
74 >yol, and goods to the value of 
2660 /. fox which a brief was granted 
to gather throughout England, till 
the 20th of Sc/x. 167$* Here are 
Fairs Sept. 29 and OB, 28. 

WAvfRiity-ABBEY, (Surry,) 
near the r. Wey, on the S. E. fide of 
Farnham, was the firft Ciftertian mom 
in England j of which parr of the Ch. 
cloyfters,kitchin, painted windows, 
w:*re very lardy, if they are not frill, 
remaining. It is fituate in a good air, 
but in a place very low and roman- 
tic. A fine rivulet runs under it, and 
fences one fide, but all the reft is 
walled ; and by the lane are (lately 
rocks of fand. There are 60 acres 
within the abbey-walls, which- are 
chiefly of ragg-ftones, and 10 foot 
high. Here was a handfome chape!, 
larger than that of Trinity- Coll. Ox- 
ford, fince converted to a frable. The 
late J. Aiflabie, Efq; chancellor of Hie 
exchequer, redded here, as has fince 
Mr. Child. 

Waverton, (#<rrw. ) on the 
N. E. fide of Polefworth, of which it 
was originally a member, bel. anci- 
ently to the Marmions of Tarn worth - 
Caftle, who -gave all -their lands here 
to the nuns of Polefworth. Other 
lands here are come by an heirefs to 
the Chetwinds. 

Wawin -Wottok, ( Wamv. ) 
on the r. Sillfburn, to the N.E. of 
Coughton, a very large p. among 
woods, was before the conoueft the 
manor and feat of one Wawen, and 
lately of Sir Ch. Smyth Ld. Carington ; 
from whom it defcended to his kinf- 
man, Francis Carington of Afton in 
Shropshire. Here was an alien- 
priory, which Henry VI. beftowed 
on the college by him founded at 
Cambridge. 

Wax ham, ( Norfolk, ) on the E. 
fide of Hickling,the feat of the Wood- 
houfes, defcended from Sir William 
Woodhoufe, who was jefter to Ja. I. 
and the firft perfon who erected the 
duck-trao& iaEtt^^&^Yctt.'vre.c&s&t 
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' Way born, (Ncrf.) on the E. 
fide of Cky, had once a Mt. and a 
Fair granted by Edward H. Way- 
boin-Hopc, a creek near it, had a 
fort on it, long ago demoli/hed. 
fVm this place to Cromer, the more 
is fo flat that in fomc places the 
tide ebbs out near 2 m. 

Way bridge, ( Surry, ) 4 m. 
S. W. from Hampton-Court, had 
once a bridge over the r. Wcy, which 
is joined here by the new r. and runs 
with it into the Thames. It was 
the manor apd feat of admiral Jen- 
nings. The Earls of Lincoln and 
Pcrtmore have alfo their feats here, 
where the former has an eftate de- 
scended to him from admiral Her- 
bert, who was Earl of Torrington, 
and died in 1716. 

Wayhill, (Hamp.) f m. W. 
of Andover, is famous for its Fair 
Septemb, 30, reckoned the biggeft in 
England, for the hops of SuflVx and 
Kent, for the cheefe of Glocefter, 
"Wilts and Somcrfet, and alfo for 
frore-fhecp, the farmers coming hi- 
ther out of the S. N. and E. to 
buy the Dorfct/hirc ewe9. 

Wayi.and-Wood, {Norf.) on 
the left-hand bet. Watton and Mer- 
ton, is commonly called Wailmg- 
Wood, from a tradition of 2 infants 
murdered here by their uncle, which 
gave rife, 'tis faid, to the old ballad 
of the Two Children in the Wood, 
This place gives name to the H. and 
the flierifrs-term was always kept in 
a part of the wood, which is now 
ewned by Tho. de Grey, Efqj. 

Waymir-Castii, (Hart/,) on 
the E. fide of the Stort, near Bi- 
ihops. Stanford, was built on a fteep 
artificial mount, to defend the trade 
Of the T. and given by William the 
Conqueror to the See of London, to 
whofe Bps. it frill bel. together with 
certain manors and farms, whofe te- 
nants are charged with rents for 
caftle-guard, though it was demo- 
lished by K. John, in refentment at 
the then Bp, of London, for being 
€tmccmcd with thofe of £ty «M 
% 



Winchefter in pnblifhing the pope's 
interdict upon the realm. Adjoining 
tp it was that called the Convilit 
Pri forty where Bp. Bonner, in 
Mary's R. confined the convict pro- 
tectants in a deep dark dungeon. 
This prifon-houfe, which confifted 
of feveral other rooms, was fold, in 
1649, to certain petfons, who pulled 
it down, and erected a good inn near 
it. Some Roman coins, of the lower 
emperors, have been found in the 
caftie- garden. 

Way ton, (Devon.) on the r. 
Dart, W. of Torbay, 5 m. from 
Dartmouth and Totnefs, came from 
the heirs of Martin Fi/hacre, who 
lived in the R. of Henry III. to 
Maynard, and parted by marriage tp 
Will. Holway. This land was ^ot 
from Rich. Holway by one Adan.s, 
a lawyer, who parted with it to Sir 
Hugh Pollard, to whofe father it had 
been mortgaged, by which means the 
Pollards kept poflefiion of it many 
years, before Holway recovered it by 
a decree in chancery. 

Wfalit-North, (Effex f ) near 
Epping, is contiguous to Bovinger, 
and extends to the extremity of the 
H. of Ongar. 'Tis fometimes called 
Baflet- Weald, from the Baflets, who 
were once its Lds. Henry VIII. 
granted this manor and its park to 
Rich. Heigham, who conveyed it to 
Sir Richard Rich, in whofe family 
it continued, till of late it came to 
Edw. Cheeke's widow, from whom it 
pafied to Sir Tho. Tipping's family, 
whofe daughter carried it in marriage 
to Thomas, now Ld. Archer, Baron 
ofOmberflade. On Ajh-W. thirty, 
fix bufhels of grain, or an equivalent 
in money, is given to the poor of this 
place, from the rectory. 
•. Weald-South, (Efftx,) on the 
W. fide of Brentwood, is a large p. 
that takes up the N. point of the H. 
of Chafford, and be), heretofore to 
Waltbam-Abbey. At the DifiT. K. 
Henry VIII. granted fhe manor to 
Sir Brian, Take, or Took, and in 
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Sir Richard Rich Ld. Rich. Fmm 
that family it patted to Sir Anthony 
Browne, whofe descendant, of that 
name, fold it to Sir Will. Scroggs, 
Ld. chief juftice, whofe ion, Sir 
William, in the R. of Charles II. 
fold it to Erafirros Smith, alias Heriz, 
whofe fon, Hugh, has much beauti- 
fied his feat at Weald-Hall, in the 
modern tafte. From the fteeple of 
its Ch. tower, which was built in 
the R. of Henry VII. there is a 
profpeet reckoned inferior to none in 
the" Co. except Havering. Here are 
almJhs. for 3 men and 2 women, in 
the gift of the Ld. of the manor, to 
be chofen oat of this place, Brook- 
ftreet, and Brentwood. On the S.W. 
fide of Mr. Smith's park, are the 
traces of a camp, of about 7 acres, 
fuppofed to have been Roman.. 

Weald, or Wild of Sujfex and 
Kent, a woody tract on the S. parts 
of them, extending from Winchelfea 
to the top of Riverhill, towards 
Tunbridge, which in the fummer is 
a perfect garden, but in the winter 
unpleafant, by reafon of its day foil, 
and unhealthy, efpecially in the 
fwampy low- lands near the fea. This 
tract is reckoned by Camden 120 m. 
in length, and 30 m. in breadth. 

}fc Wei ley, {Here/.) in a fruit- 
ful country, 108 cm. 130 mm* from 
London, had a caftle fortified by the 
emprefs Maud, but reduced by K. 
Stephen. *Tis an ancient Bor. by 
prefcription, but no corp. It fent 
members to all the 7 Pts. of Edw. I. 
but no more til) 1640, and then by 
order of the houfe of commons. It 
has a little Mt. on 7b. and Fairs 
on Holy-Vb. and the 3d Tb. after. 
It foftered much by a fire not many 
years ago, for which there was a brief. 
*Tis chiefly noted for fine ale $ and 
has a ch. fcs. 1. e. one for 25 boys, 
of whom a 1 are cloathed, and an- 
other for girls. There is a bowling- 
green that was the fire of the caftle, 
from whence the Bor. has a con- 
tinued defcent to a brook that runs 
into the Arrow, Here was formerly 



the feat of the Verdons, Barons of 
Webley, who came over with Will, 
the Conq. and were not extinct till 
the R. of Edward II. and fome of 
them lie buried in its Ch. The 
eirate afterwards devolved to the 
Furnivals of Burgherih, the Ferrers 
of Groby, Craphuls, the Ferrers of 
Chartley, and to the Devereuxes 
Earls of Eflcx. The members, who 
are returned to Pt. by the con- 
fiables, are chofen by the inh. paying 
fcot and lot, who are about 85. 

Widdingtou, (JVarw.) on tb* 
E. fide of the Anker, a m. above 
Caldecote, was purchafed of Henry 
Earl of Huntingdon, in the R. of 
Eliz. by Humph. Adder ley, who 
was one of the gentlemen of the 
wardrobe to Henry VIII. Edw. VI. 
Q^Mary, and Q. Elizabeth, and de- 
fended to his pofterity. 

Wedgnocjc, {JVarw.) on the 
S. fide of Kenilworth, has a fpa- 
cious park, the oldeft in England, 
next to that at Woodftock* It was 
made by Henry do Newburgh, the 
firft Earl of Warwick after the Con- 
queft, and enlarged by the fucceed. 
irig Earls, who enjoyed it till coming 
to the crown in the R. of a Mary, 
by the attainder of John Dudley, Jhe 
devifed it for 30 years to Henry Jer- 
negan for 10 marlcs a year ; and Q. 
Eliz. paired the inheritance of it, 
with the manor- houfe called Good- 
rett-Lodge, to Fulk Grevil, Efqj and 
his heirs, who have fince enjoyed Jr» 
with the title of Lds. Brook. The 
laid lodge was built by Tho. Beau- 
champ, the ad Earl of. Warwick of 
that name, and fo called becaufe 
fome of the Counteffes of War- 
wick chofe to lie-in here, to avoid 
the too great hurry of vifitt-rs.

Weld, (Ejfex,) near Harlow, 
formerly bel, to the Colts, and was

Wildon-Great, (North* 
amp.) in Rockingham-Foreft, 65 cm*

ries near it, by the encouragement of 
the Ld.

Will-Court, (Kent,) near 
Littlebourn, came to Chriftopher 
May of Suflex by marriage of a grand* 
daughter of Col. Prude. 

Wbllis, (Norf.) near the coaft, 
bet. Clay and Burnham manor, with' 
a harbour, iS m. N. E. from Lynn- 
Regis, was granted by Henry V. to 
John de Wodehotsfe, (who had been 
gentleman of the privy-chamber to 
Henry IV.) for his bravery at A gin- 
court. It had a Mt. in the laft cen- 
tury, fince difcontinued, yet it is an 
indifferent large T. with good ac- 
commodations, especially of fi£b, for 
travellers, and has many fiihermen. 
It had formerly an alien-priory, the 
eftate of which, Edward IV. fettled 
on the dean and canons of the free- 
chapel of St. Stephen at Weftminfrer, 
as it /rill remains. A con fider able 
trade is carried on from hence, and 
from Clay and Markham, to Hot- 
land, in corn, with which this part 
of the Co. abounds, betides the grot 
trade drove hither from Holland in 
return.

(Nortbamp.) 4 m. W. of the r. Nen, 
at Avon, 7 m. N. E. from North- 
ampton, 52 cm. 65 mm. from Lon- 
don, had the name of Welling- 
borough-Forum, from its Mt. and 
from the many wells, or fprings, in 
and about the T. fome of which are 
medicinal 5 and Mary, wife to 
K. Charles I. lay many weeks here 
to drink them. This T. was de- 
ltroyed by the Danes 5 but it reco-

Wellington, (Sakp,) 
119 cm. 151 mm. from London, an- 
ciently the manor of xhs Burnetts, 
went by marriage of the heirefs in 
the R. of Richaid II. to Sir John 
Handle, inwhofe family it continued 
till the R. of Edw. III. when being 
in the crown, that K. gave it to 
Tho. Erdington, his chamberlain; 
after which it pafled to the Leighs of 
Cheshire. It was at this place that 
in the beginning of the civil wars 
K. Charles I. aflembled his army, in - 
his way to Sbrewfbury, and here 
puhliihed his orders for Arid disci- 
pline, and made a proteflation, that 
Jf he conquered he would maintain 
and preferve the liberties of the 
people, and privileges of Pt. and go- 
vern by law, as well as defend the 
eftabii&ed religion, &c. The Mt'. 
is on Tis, Fairs June 11 and 24, 
Nov. 10. 

£5* Wellington, (Som.) oh 
the r. Tone, has a large Ch. in the 
road from Taunton to Exeter, from 
the former of which 'tis 7 mm. and

'Tis chiefly noted for the feat of Ld. 
chief juftice Popham, who by his laft 
will made provifion for an hof. here 
for 6 poor men, and as many women,

Wendon-Lowth,otLoughts, 
(EJftx,) on the S. W. fide ofWalden, 
formerly bel. to Sir Tho. Meade's fa- 
mily 5 but was fold to Rich. Cham- 
berlaine,afterwards high-fheriff of the 
Co. It was fince fold in chancery to 
Nath. Wilkes. To this there are * 
other Wendons adjoining, vix, Wen- 
don-Great and Little, both next to 
Arkfden on the N. Both ps. were 
united in 1662, at the petition of the 
inh. of Little- Weldon ; whofe Ch. 

The 
manors of both bel. to the E. of Suf- 
folk. One of them bel. to Maurice 
Berkley in the R. of Hen.

of Chefham, 30 cm . 39 mm. from Lon- 
don, is an old Bor. by prefcription,with 
pleafant hills on each fide 5 but it is a 
poor place in a dirty fituation at the 
entrance of the Vale of Alefbury. It 
lias a Mt. on Tb. and Fairs May 1 
and Sept. 22. The late Sir Roger 
Hill gave 20 /. a year, for teaching ao 
children here. The Hamden family 
are Lds. of the manor. It fent mem- 
bers to Pt. the 28th of Edw. I. and 
intermitted the 2* firft years of Edw. 
II. but was reilored to that privilege 
with Amerfham. They are returned 
by the cooftabJes of the Lds^leet, and 
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the electors are about 160. This It 
one of the 8 deanries of the Co. and 
hath in it 17 ps. 

Wenford - Eagle, ( Dorfct. ) 
bet. Weymouth and Bridport, has a 
chapel of eafe to Toller-Fratrum, and 
was the manor of the late G. Ri- 
chards, and feat of Mr. Kent. It is 
7 or 800 /. a year. Near this place, 
in a ground, called Ferndron, in the 
road to Bridport, a barrow, of which 
hereabouts are many, was opened fome 
years ago ; in which was found a place 
like an oven, curioufly flayed, and in 
it a fair urn full of firm bones and 
black alhes, and the oven was as hot 
as a baker's. In digging further, 15 
urns more were found, but not in 
ovens, 

Wenham-Great and Little, 
{Suffolk,) or Welnetham, as it is 
called in the records, ftands on the r. 
Breton, near St. Edmundfbury. At 
the former have been dug up a great 
many platters and potfherds of Roman 
earth, fome of which had inscriptions 
on them, as alfo coals, urns, a/hes, 
bones and horns of cattle, a facrifi- 
cing-knife, fcfr. Little - Wenham- 
Hall, which feems to have been a 
noble old building, was formerly the 
feat of the Bruce 1 s family, and is now 
Mrs. Thurfton's. 

Wenling, {Norfolk,) on the W. 
fide of Eaft-Dereham. The moiety 
of this manor held of the honour of 
Greffenhall, was the pofleflion of Sir 
Rich. Southwell 5 but being forfeited 
to Hen. VIII. was given by that K. 
to Chriftchurch-Coll. Oxford. Here 
was formerly an abbey, which % 
Elia. beftowed upon Edw. Dyer. 

* Wenloce>Great,(&jJ^,) 
1 14 cm. 143 mm. from London, 10 
from Shrewfbury to the S. E. in the 
road to Worcefter, is an ancient corp. 
governed, puxfuant to a charter ef 
Cha. I. bva bailiff, recorder, and 2 
other juftfces of the peace, and 12 
bailiffs peers, or capital burgefles. 
The bailiff, who is juftice of the quo- 
rum, is chofe at the common- hall <*a 
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chafe another juftice, the preceding 
bailiff being one for the year enfuing. 
In the Saxons time it had a nwnery, 
which was endowed with this manor, 
and it was afterwards turned into a 
convent for monks. It had in the 
R. of Richard II. a copper- mine. 
'Tis now noted for lirae-ftone, and 
clay for tobacco-pipes, which are its 
chief mf. The Mt. is on M. Fairs 
Ttinity.M. Jur.e 24, each a days, 
and OH. 6, for 3 days. The manor 
feel, formerly to Sir John Winell, 
who, for his great fervices to Hen .VI. 
was created Baron of Wenlcck, and 
Kt. of the Garter, but dying without 
iflfue, his eftate fell to his coufin and 
heir, Lawley, from whom the Law- 
leys of this Co. are defcended. The 
members of Pt. for this Bor. are 
chofen by the burgeffes, who are 
about 100, and the bailiff returns 
them. 'Tis remarkable, that K. 
Edward IV. empowered this Bor. by 
charter to fend one member to Pt« 
which is the flrft precedent of any 
luch privilege inferted in the charter 
of any Bor. 

Winn iN<s ton, (EJZx,) joins to 
Rainham, and is opposite to Erith on 
the Kentidi {hone. It bel. before 
the Conqueft to Wefrminfrer- Abbey. 
The Earl of Oxford held it in the R. 
of Q. Eliz. whofe fucceffor, Edward 
de Vere, called Spendthrift, fold it 
to Sir Will. Ayloflf, Bt. whofe fon, 
Sir Benjamin, alfo fold it ; and it is 
now, or was very lately, the reverend 
Mr. Allen's. 

Wens lay, (York, N. R.) near 
tjrfidlam, had in the R. of Edw. II. 
a Mt. on T. and a Fair on Trinity- 
eve and day, obtained by one of its 
Lds. the Scroops, whofe fucceifor, 
(chancellor to Richard II.) got a li- 
cence alfo to make a caftle of his 
tnanor-houfe adjoining to this village, 
and to make its p.-Ch, collegiate. 
The Scroops enjoyed this eftate many 
ftcceftions, till the death of Emanuel 
Scroop Earl of Sunderland, in the R* 
tfChuk* 1. without lawful iffux*

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Wentsidale-Vallby, (Vork. 
N.R.) in Richmondfhire, not far from 
Swaledale-Foreft, has the r. Ure run- 
ning thro* it, With plenty of pafture 
and cattle, and fome lead-mines. In 
this part, of the country Hen. Jenkins 
was born in 1500, and died in J670. 

Went worth, (Tork. W. R.) 
3 m . N. W. of Rotheram, is a large cha - 
pelry, with feveral hamlets, and 2 or 
00 houfes. The Wentworth family 
as floHriihed ever fi.ice the Conqueft, 
at their feat here, called Wentworth- 
Woodhoufe, of which eftate they have 
been poflefled ever lince Henry HI. 
The great Tho. Wentworth Ear! of 
Strafford, who was beheaded in the- 
R. of Charles I. lived here, and 
was interred in this church. It 
was the feat of his great grandfon,. 
the late Marquis of Rockingham, 
who fo improved it, that few in 
Great-Britain exceed it. The houfe 
is bnttt in imitation of Earl Tilney's 
at Wanfted, on the: S. E. fide of a. 
hill, and extends 200 yards in the 
principal front, and from the farthefc 
end of the S. avenue to that of the 
N.. *tis above 3 m. The park, which 
is about 8 m. in com. is beautified 
with fifli- ponds, woods of large tim- 
ber, and innumerable plantations, 
particularly one coppice of 100 acres, 
adorned with ftatues. Here is a grove 
of old fir- trees, and a mount raifed 
about 100 feet high in the perper.dk 
cular, on the top of which is a Aim* 
mer- houfe, that commands an ex- 
tenfive view over a rich and beauti- 
fol Co. bel. to the family, whofe be- 
nefactions to the curate and the poor 
of Wentworth, amount to above 
aoo /. a year. At this village there 
is a ch. fc. alfo, where 25 boys, and 
as many girls, are taught and cloathed 
for ever, at the expence of Thomas 
Wentworth, nephew to the above- 
mentioned Earl, and grandfather to.

Were, (Som.) on the S. W. fide 
of Axbridge, fent 2 mtaobers to two.

A woman of 
Vhis village, after haying been fafely 
delivered of a fine boy 7 weeks be- 
fore, and well up about her houfliold 
affairs, was again taken ill, on the 
19th of April, 1744, an< * delivered 
fafely of another boy, who alfo lived. 

Wercins Meadow, (Heref.) 
bet. Hereford and Sutton, had two 
huge (tones erected in it for a water- 
mark, which, in the year 1652, were 
removed, no body knew how, to a- 
bout twelve fcore paces diftance j 
when they were brought back to 
their places, one of them required 
9 yoke of oxen to draw it. 

West-Acre, (Norf.) on the r. 
Nar, to the W. of Caftle-Acre, had 
once a priory, which Sir Tho. Cecil, 
Earl of Exeter, obtained at the DiflT. 
with the impropriation of the T. 
but fold them to Sir Horatio Pala- 
vicini, whofe heir fold them to aid. 
Bare hen. 

W*st-Bere, (Kent,) near the 
Stout, 3 m. N. E. of Canterbury, 
was lately the manor of Philip Smith 
Vffc. Strangford. On digging for a 
well here many years ago, an iron 
anchor was taken up intire, as were 
alfo the wells of many oyfters and 
cockles, from whence 'tis prefumed, 
-that the Stour was once navigable 
hereabouts. 

West brook, (Kent,) near Of- 
pring, was long in the Draytons fa- 
mily, but being bequeathed to one 
Mr. Roberts, he fold it to Lawrence 
Ruck. 

Westbury, (Kent,) near Wat- 
ringbury, bel. anciently to the Weft, 
burys, bat was fold to Fimbourn in 
the R. of Henry VI. who fold it to 
Sir Tho. Browne, whofe defcendant 
of that name fold it in the R. of 
Eliz. to Roger Twifden, grandfather 
to Sfr Roger, the late owner. 

Westbury, (Bucks,) W. of 
Buckingham, on the fame r. having

The manor of Weftbury, properly fp 
called, was in the Bainhams family 
from the 20th of Henry VIII. to the 
14th of Eliz. but now bel. to the 
crown, and the court-Ieet is kept by 
the flier iff.

As for the government of Weft* 
minder, it was before the Hef. fob- 
je&, both Ja fpirituals and temporals, 
to .its lordly abbots ; but by ac> of Pt 
the 27th of Q^Eliz. it is now go- 
verned by a high- fte ward, an officer 
of great irate and dignity, and com- 
monly one of the prime nobility, cho- 
fen by the D. and C. . for life ; an 
under-iteward, who iikewife holds 
that honourable office for life j a 
high-bailiff, named by the D. and C, 
and confirmed by the high-fteward, 
for life: It has alfo 16 burgefles and 
as many affirmants, and a high-confta- 
ble chofe by the burgefTes at the court- 
leet, which is held by the high-ftew- 
ard, or his deputy. Out of the 16 
burgefles are chofe 2 chief burgefTes, 
viz. t for each of the two precincts. 
The D. and C. are inverted with as 
ecclefiaftical and civil jurifdic*tion, 
within the liberties of Weftminfter, 
St. Martins le Grand, and fome Ts. 
in EiTe*, exempted both from the ju- 
rifdiction of the Bp. of London and 
Abp. of Canterbury j and from the . 
fentence of the commiflary, in the 
cafe of probate of wills, &c. there is 
no appeal, but to the K. in his high 
court of chancery. Befides St. James* s 
palace, built by Hen. VIII. here were 
two other beautiful palaces within the

The merchants drove 
a confiderable trade formerly from 
this port to France, Spain, Portugal, 
and the Weft- Indies 5. but it has 
fince varied its channel, and the high 
duties on French goods have fpoiled 
it in this, and all other ports on the 
S. coaft of England j where, how- 
ever, a very bad one prevails, which

217 mm. from London, is a well- 
built T. on the coaft, at the mouth 
of the E/k, which has a cuftom- 
houfe, and a good harbour, with at 
leaft 100 veflcls bel. to it, of So tons 
or more, and is much frequented by 
the colliers, the beft and ftrongeft 
veiTela for the coal trade being built 
in its dock of any place on the coaft. 
A great- quantity of butter and corn 
is fent hence to London, and fome- 
times to Holland, This T. was in 
much credit formerly, for its fpaw- 
waters^ and jfome curious ancient 
coins have been dug up in its neigh- 
bourhood. 'Tis recorded that a. coun- 
cil was held in a mon. here, annq 
663, tor. fettling the time for ob^ 
lerving the. feftival of Eafter. In 
Nov. 17 JO, a dreadful Aorm.hap* 
pened feerfr which, did ahpvp qooool* 
damage to the dipping. Here is a 
Mt. on S, well fupplied with corn! 
and all- forts, of provuions. *^his 
place is noted for ipiral ftones, that 
jbaye ; bccn fpua4 Jicic ja tf^,ihape 
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of ferpents, which by naturalifts are 
called corny* vmmonit. They are 
foppofed to be petrifications formed 
in the earth by a fort of fermenta- 
tion peculiar to the allom-mines, of 
which there are feveral in the neigh- 
bourhood, that bel. to the late Dfs. 
of Buckingham, to which fome alfo 
afcrjbe the fudden remarkable falling 
down of the wild-geefe that fly over 
thole grounds. In the nth of Ed- 
ward III. Whitby fent 3 members 
to a council. 

Wjutchfoko, (Warw.) near 
Long-Compton, was anciently the 
Lp. of the Mohuns, but after paiTing 
by marriage through feveral noble fa- 
milies, was fold, together with the 
park, about the R. of James I. to 
Ralph Sheldon, grandfather to Will. 
Sheldon, who had it in 1640. Here 
is a wake on the M, after Bartho- 
lomew.

Here is a free gram mar- fc. and an 
almrti. maintained out of lands, that 
formerly bel. to St. John's-Hof. in 
this T. but upon the DuT. were given 
by Q^Eliz. to this ufe, together with 
thofe of a mon. called Our Lady's 
Rents} all which are fo improved, 
that in 1684 new almihs. were erec- 
ted here. On the r. Loddon, bet* 
this and Marlow, are many corn- 
mills, and fome paper-mills. The T. 
itfelf ftands at the turning of the little 
r. Wick, that from hence cuts its 
way to the Thames. In Edward the 
ConfetTor's time it bel. to the crown, 
and was held by his <£s. tenants j 
but in the next R. it was annexed to 
the honor of Wallingford, and not 
long after reverted to the crown. 
Camden calls it a Bor. about the time 
of the Conqueft 5 but Mr. Browne 
Willis, a Buckingbammire gentle* 
man, and curious in Xuch inquiries, 
obferves that it was not fuch a till a- 
bove 18 years after it, and thinks- it 
was made a free Boh by Hen.

Here is a milk- 
white tobacco-pipe-clay, the beft in 
its kind, which they export together 
with fine white fand, of which drink- 
ing- glafles are made as good as thofe 
that came formerly from Venice. 
The inh. fays Camden, ufed to make 
themfelves merry with this proverbial 
boaft, « That they had no Monks, 
* Lawyers, nor Foxes but this muft 
be meant only of the time after the 
Diff. of the abbeys j for before it here 
were 2 mons. and, doubtlefs, their 
geefe and their bubbles could witnefs 
they had foxes and attornies. The Gt. 
of this ifland, which is a poft of the 
higher* truft and honour, is always 
conferred on fome general, or admi- 
ral, or on fome perfonage of the firft 
rank ; and under him are all the go- 
vernors of the forts and caftles of the 
ifland, where is commonly a whole 
regiment in garrifon, and fometimes 
more.

Win.*, (W**,) on the r. called 
Willybourn, near Heiteibury, ha& the 
traces of a very large camp over- 
againit it, fortified with a double 
ditch, and fuppofed to have been Ro- 
man.

Wilton, (2VW.) near Hock- 
wold, on the N. fide of the Little- 
Oufc r. had always the fame Lds. 
with Hockwold Ctwxw \Jft». Qwwb^r^. 
to tn» XMDR% *tV«»> HW*. 
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lands here belonged formerly to the 
priories of Lewes, Flitcham, and 
Bern well. 

* Wilton, {Wilts,) 3 m. W. 
from Salifbury, 72 cm. 87 mm. from 
London, at the conflux of the Nad- 
der and Willy, from which lair, it 
had its name. Though it was once 
the mire T. as Leland fays, with 
12 Chs. 'tis now a mean place, with 
but one 5 yet, by a charter of K. 
Wen. VIII. 'tis governed by a mayor, 
with a recorder, 5 aid.

Stephen 1 put a garrifon here, to curb 
the incurfions of the Emprefs Maud's 
foldiers from Salifbury • but Robert 
Earl of Glocefter beat out the gar- 
rifon, and bumt the T. Neverthe- 
lefs the T. ftill held up its head, till 
the Bp. of Salifbury turned the Lon- 
don road to the W. Cos. another 
way, and then it decayed apace. It 
lies at the bottom of a vale about 
a m. broad, which runs from Chrift- 
church in Hampihire through Sal if- 
bury-Plain for 20 m. It has a Mt. 
on W. Fairs April 23, July 25, 
Sept. I, OR. 28, and Nov. 2. It 
glories in that called Wilton-Houfe, 
bet. the T. and a fpacious park, the 
feat of the Earl of Pembroke, which 
was begun in the R. of Henry VIII. 
on the ruins of a nunnery, and is 
fuch a magnificent palace, as for its 
building and furniture, efpecially of 
paintings and ftatues, as is the ad- 
miration of foreigners as well as na- 
tives. There is an ample defcription 
of it in the Compleat Syjiem of Geo. 
grapby, which cannot be expected in 
this epitcme. A tapiftry mf. has 
been carried on at this T. for ferae 
time, under the patronage of the Yaxe 



Earl of Pembroke, which, if en- 
couraged alfo by others as it deferves, 
will be a benefit not only to the T. 
but to the Km. This Bor. fent 
members to Pt. as early as Sahfbury j 
they are chofen by the free-burgefles, 
in number above 80, and returned by 
the mayor. 

Wilton, (Heref.) 1 m. from 
Rofle, had an ancient caflle of the 
Grays, on a hill, now in ruins, and 
gives title of Vifc. to the D. of Chan- 
dos. There cannot be a pleafanter 
country than what the Wye flows 
through bet. this place and Mon- 
mouth. 

Wimbish, (Efexy) S.E. of 
Walden, on the way to Thaxted; 
was anciently a diftin& p. -from 
Thunderley, which, upon the decay 
of its Ch. is now a hamlet of it. It 
was formerly given to the Ch. of 
Canterbury ; but was lately, purchafed 
by Matt. Weymondfel. 

Wimbleton, (Surry,) 3 m. & 
of Putney Ch. firft gave title of Vifc. 
to Sir Edw. Cecil, Baron of Putney, 
grand fon to Ld. treafurer Burleigh. 
Wimbleton-Houfe, a noble feat facing 
to the N. was bought of Ld. Wini* 
bleton by the mother, wife to K. 
Charles I. It was afterwards general 
Lambert's, who had the fineft flower- 
garden here in England. Then it 
was fold to the Earl of Briftol, who 
fold it to the D. of Leeds. This 
houfe frands about i-half m. S. from 
the road on Wimbleton- Common. 
It was built in thz remarkable year 
1588, by Sir Tho. Cecil, fon of Ld. 
treafurer Burleigh, and has a fine 
park and garden bel. to it j but the 
former is low fwampy ground. The 
manor of Wimbledon, which the L>. 
of Leeds left by will to his grandfon, 
the Marquis of Caermarthen, was 
purchafed, in 17x7, by the late Sir 
Theodore Janfien, from whom it 
went the fame way to Sarah Chur- 
chill, Dfs.-dowager of Marlborough, 
who left it by will to the late John 
Spencer, Efqj brother te his Grace

gether with the fine feat flie built 
here, which is adorned with a grand 
terrace-walk, that reaches from the 
houfe to the feat of Sir Abr. Janfien, 
and has a moft beautiful S. profpect 
of the Co. Wimbleton-Heatb, or 
Common, which is as high as Hamp- 
fted-Heath, is about a m. each way, 
joins on the N. to Putney-Common, 
from whofe p. 'tis parted by pofts, 
has a round camp on it, made by the 
Danes^nd is graced on the S. fide with 
feveral pretty feats, particularly the 
late Mr. Bifle's, now Richards, Mr. 
Fellowes*s, Mr. auditor Benfon's, 
and the late Tho. Walker's. Here 
are 2 ch. fcs. for 50 boys. Ethelbert 
K. of Kent was defeated here, in a 
battle, by Ceaulin the Weft-Saxon, 
anno 568. 

$5* Wimboin-Minstii, 
(Dorfet* ) 16 m. from Dorchefter, 
82 cm. 98 mm. from London, is bet. 
the r. St our and the Allen, and had 
the name of Mir Her from its in oh. 
wherein the W*ft-Saxon K. Ethel- 
dred was buried, who was flain by 
the Danes, armo 872. This is the 
largeft p. in the Co. has a noble Ch. 
built cathedral- wife, 180 feet Jonfe, 
with a fine tower in the middle, 
whereon ftood a fpire, (taller, they 
fey, than that of Salifbury) which 
in the laft century fell down, v.A 
■ another tower at the W. end. The 
two towers are each about 90 feet 
high. Here is the only choir in the 
Co. to , which bcl. 4 finging men, 
6 boys,, with an organic. A very 
fine fr. f<. was founded here by Mar- 
garet Countels of Richmond, mother 
to Henry VII. the ftipend of which 

Elir. augmented, and annexed it 
to the foundation* *Tis a populous 
bnt poor place, chiefly maintained 
by knitting ftockings. Here is a Mt. 
oti F . Fairs on G00J-F. June 29, 
and Sept. 3, and a cattle Mt. begins 
here on GW-F. which lafts 7 weeks. 
Bet. this and Cranbom, is a wood 
called Harlev ; from whi' h, and thefe 
two Ts. arifeth this proverb, " That 
u vrbcnHathy is&areftfs, Cranbora 
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w&orefeftt and Wimborn pooriefi t ' 
" the world will be at an end." 
This T. is faid to have been a win- 
ter quarter for one of the Roman 
legions, whofe fummer ftatioo waft 
at Badbury-Hill, 2 m. off, and that 
they adorned it with many magnU 
ficent buildings. This T. was once 
a hamlet to the manor of Kingftaa* 
Lacy. 

Wimborn-St. Giles, [D&rfct.) 
on the r. Allen, not far from Wiro- 
born-Minftcr, is a fine old feat of 
the Afliley3 Earls of Shaft/bury, to 
whem it gives title of Baron. 

WlMINGSWOLP, OrWoMlNf- 

wold, {Kent,) 4 m. and half from 
Eleham, being united to Nonington, 
to which it was once a chapel, they 
both form one curacy. 

WlMLEY, Or WlMONDLEY- 

Magna, (Hartf.) in a rich and 
well cultivated foil, on the S. W. fide 
of Baldock, (lands on the Pirral, 
which has a mill on it. The manw 
was fold by a decree in chanrcry, 
from Hildebrand Ld. Allingtoa, to 
Elisabeth, widow of James Hamble- 
ton, who commanded a regiment of 
foot in the R. of Charles II. iu the 
n&vy againft the Dutch ; but the 
fame Ld. bought it again, and it fell 
afterwards to the daughters of his 
brother William, who were heivs at 
law, by thai Ld's. will, bearing date 
before the purchafe. Thefe were the 
late lady How, Diana, married to 
Sir Geo. Warburton, whofe daughter, 
the lady Grofvenor, has her mother's 
thitd, and Katharine, married to Sir 
Nath. Napier. Thefe ladies held this 
manor by grand-ferjeanty, vix. the 
•ffice of cup-bearer, to prefent the 
firft cup the fovereign drinks at the 
coronation. *Tis to be of filver gilt, 
and 'tis returned to them as the fee 
of the office, which has been appen- 
dant to this manor ever fince the 
Conquer*. There are behind the 
fch. which is united with that of 
St. Hyppolite, lira traces of a cattle, 
or fome fortification, ete&«4 v&.*h*v 

fait italtaKKAKK. \sx«&>**s^ 
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Chirks II. this place gave title of 
Baron to the aforefaid Ld. Ailing- 
ton. 

Wimley-Parva, {Hartf.) on 
the S. fide of the former, and within 
% m. of Stevenage, had formerly a 
priory, which at the DiflT. Hen. VIII. 
granted to James Needh3m, furveyor 
of his works, and his defendants 
have enjoyed it ever lince. 

Wimple-Hall, {Camb.) 5 m. 
from Royfton, and S. W. from Ca- 
bridge, was built, at a vaft expence, 
in a very dirty country, by the late 
Earl of Radnor, and afterwards 
bought by the late D. of Newcaftle, 
in a partition of whofe vaft eftate, it 
fell to the late Earl of Oxford, who 
married his only daughter ; but his 
Lp. fold it a little before his death to 
the prefent Ld. chancellor Hardwick. 
The Earl of Oxford, in digging ca- 
nals here, found many bodies, and 
Tufly pieces of iron, fuppofed to be 
the remains of fojne battle. 

Wi ms wold, {Leic.) on theN.E. 
fide of Loughbor ugh, {rands on the 
hills, in a pleafant air. In the R. 
of Edward III. it bel. to Sir Richard 
Willoughby, who obtained a Mt. and 
Fair here, of wfrch the former has 
been long difufed. In the R. of 
Henry VIII. the Ld. of this manor 
■was Sir Hen. Sacheverel. 

Winakdir-Mere, [Wejimor.) 
which has a village on it called Wi- 
fender, lies on the W. b. of the Co. 
at the foot of Furnefe-Fells, and is 
. the greateft lake in England, being 
about 10 m. in length, near 2 broad, 
and 18 in com. with very winding 
ihoies. 'Tis paved, as it were, at 
bottom with one continued rock, and 
in fornc places ia faid to be very deep. 
It abounds with almoft all kinds of 
fifh, but is moft noted for that delicate, 
but very rare fifh, called the chare, 
or the golden Alpine trout, becaufe 
'tis faid to be bred no where but 
here, and in fome waters among the 
Alps, though 't£'«lfo to be had fh 
others of our northern lakes, as Con- 
don-Mere, VUes-WlVtr, 
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Mere, &V. and in fome parte of 
N. Wales. There is a nfh very 
much like it, (but of another fpe- 
cies, fuppofed to be the cafe) called 
torgocb, or red-belly. All the n(h- 
ing here belongs to the Barony of 
Kendal, and all the tithe- fi in to 
the rector of Winander p. who has 
a pleafure-boat upon the Jake,, and 
fo much money a boat, in lieu of the 
faid tithe. The char-fifli is common- 
ly taken in the coldeft weather, and 
only by nets. At the upper corner 
of this lake are the ruins of a great 
city, and a fort, fuppofed to have 
been Roman. The water of it is ex- 
traordinary clear, and it has feveral 
fmall iflands, in one of which Sir 
Chriftopher Philipfon once refided, 
and in another a hermit, related to 
Sir Francis Sawcole, who lived feveral 
years only on roots and fi/h, without 
going once to bed. 

Wincauntok, (Sm.) 
93 cm. 112 mm. from London, has 
a confiderable corn, cheefe, and fldh 
Mt. on IV. and a Fair on Eafter-T. 
Great part of it was deftroyed by fire 
in April 1747. This manor was the 
late Sir Edward Seymour's, and had 
been long in his family. An urn 
was found here not long ago full of 
Roman money. Mr. ferjeant Gappcr 
has a feat here. 

Wincebt, {Line.) 3 m. S.E. 
of Horncaftle, is a Anafl place, near 
which the K's. forces, under Ld. 
Wjddrington, were defeated by thofe 
of the lft. under colonel Cromwell, 
Oft. 5, 1643. 

Wikchcomb, (Gloc.) 6 m. 
N. E. from Cheltenham, 7a cm. 
87 mm. from. London, is a p. iz m. 
in com. watered with a brook that 
runs into the Avon. It was anciently a 
Co. or flienffdom by itfelf, till the Gr. 
of it, in the R. of K. Ethelred, laid 
it to C/tocefter, and was a Bor. in 
the R. of Edward the Confeflbr. It 
had an abbey, to which the manor 
be), till the DiflT. when it was given 
firir to Sir T ho. Seymour, and then 
V* vt ^as^aak <rt Northamp-

.ton 5 but reverting to the c«Jwn by 
their treafon, it continued in its pof- 
fellion till 1608, when it was alie- 
nated, though to whom is not clear j 
but the late Dk Lloyd, chancellor of 
Worcefter, was Ld. of the manor. 
Its abbot was mitred, and fat in Pt. 
The fite of the abbey was granted by 
fltfary I. to Joha Ld, Chandos, 
to whofe pofterity it defcended. Sir 
John Atwood had polTeffion of the 
Mt. and Fairs in the R. of Rich. II. 
The Mt. is on 5. the Fairs April 25, 
and July 17. The lady Dorothy, 
wife of Edw. Ld. Chandos, founded 
an almfh. here for 12 poor women, 
but did not endow it. There are 
fcarce any ruins viable, either of the 
abbey, or of that which was called 
Ivy-Caftle, or of St. Nicholas Ch. 
that ftood in the E. part of the T. 
The inh. planted tobacco here to 
very good account, till they were re- 
trained in the izth of Charles II. 
after which the T. by little and little 
decayed, and is now generally poor. 

Winchilsea, {Sujex,) one 
of the cinque-ports, 2 m. S.W. from 
Rye, 7 N. E. from Haftings, 60 cm. 
7 1 mm. from London, ftands at the 
angles of this Co. and Kent. It was 
built in the R. of Edward I. when 
an older T. of the fame name 2 or 
3 m. off, which had i& ps. was 
(wallowed up by the fea in a terrible 
tern pert, except a fmall part , of it, 
which is now marfh and meadow- 
land. It was then eneompafTed with 
a rampart, and afterwards with a wall, 
and began to flounfli, but being fack'd 
by the French and Spaniards, and 
abandoned by the fea, it decayed on 
a fudden. Nor was the new T. quite 
finiflied before it was alfo abandoned by 
the fea ; and having alfo loft all trade, 
the grafs grows in the ftreets, though 
they are paved, to fuch a degree, that 
the herbage is lett ibme years for 4 /. 
and there remains now little more 
than a fkeleton of what was once a 
very fair T. The ftone-work of its 
3 gates is ftiil (landing, though they 
are near 3, m, afuader over the fields \ 
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and ul many places of the T- are firft 
ftone-arched vaults for merchandife, 
and many ruinous materials of an- 
cient ftructures, which are fo buried, 
that the ftreets have been turned into 
corn-fields, and the plough goes over 
the foundations, nay over thefirfl- 
floors of the houfes, where nothing 
of a T. feems to remain. Upon the 
level left by the fea, are the ruins of 
a caftle built by Henry VIII. or, as 
others fay, of a mon. (for here were 
formerly two) and of the Chs. there 
is only the chancel of one, that is 
ufed for divine worfhip. This T. 
which firft fent members to Pt. when 
Rye did, gives title of Earl to the 
noble family of the Finahes, and is 
incorporated by the name of the 
mayor and 3 jurats, and has a Mt. 
on S. and Fair May. 3. The mem- 
bers are chofen by the freemen, in 
number about 40, and returned by 
the mayor. There are large marines 
near the T. which the inh. are at a 
vaft charge in defending from the in- 
croachments of the fea, by walls and 
great banks of earth. Vincent Her- 
bert, alias Finch, who lived in the 
R. of Edward II. gave certain lands 
and houfes here in marriage with his 
daughter to John de Pelham,:- aa- 
ceftor to the D. of Newcaftle. 

5fc Winchxster, {Hatnpjhire,) 
54 cm. 67 mm. from London, Hands 
on the Itching, where it is joined by 
another (mall r. in a bottom fur- 
rounded by hills of chalk, or whitiih 
clay, and is fuppofed to have been 
built 900 years before Chrift. We 
read in the Roman authors, Cujacius 
and Pancirollus,that there were looms 
here for weaving cloths for the Ro- 
man emperors and their army, and 
for making fails, linnen, fhrouds, &c. 
Sot their furniture. That here was a 
mon. in the infancy of chriftianity is 
generally agreed, and the old piece cf 
flinty wall, near the W. gate of the 
cathedral, is fuppofed to he the re- 
mains of it. On St. CatherineVHili 
near this city, there appears to have 
talk \ SMB^ \ ^&s> <& 
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W. gtte was a cattle, where the W. 
Saxon Kt. in whofe time this city was 
facked once or twice, are fuppofed to 
have kept their court. The cattle, 
hall, in which the aflizes are held, is 
fupported by pillars of marble, and has 
a round table, pretended to be above 
1200 years old, which has illegible 
Saxon characters, faid to be the names 
•f the 24 Kts. with whom K. Ar- 
thur ufed to carcufc at it j but Mr. 
Camden thinks the whole a fable, and 
that the table is of a much later date. 
K. Ethelttan gave this city the privi- 
lege of 6 mints for coinage of money. 
Fox fays that its Ch. which is one of 
the nobleft fees in the Km. was firft 
founded by Kinegulf a K. of the 
Mercians, whofe fon tranAated the 
fee of Dorchetter hither, anr.o 663 j 
and although the diocefe of Sherburn 
was taken out of this fee by K. 
Ina, yet it became afterwards fo 
rich a fee, that when Edw. III. would 
have preferred its Bp. Edenden, his 
favourite, to the fee of Canterbury, 
he refufed it, faying, that tho* Can. 
terbury was the kigker Rack, Win- 
chefter was the better Manner. This 
Bp's fucceflbr, William of Wickham, 
having fued bis executors for dilapida- 
tions, recovered, Vefides money, 1556 
head of black cattle, 3876 wethers, 
4717 ewes, 3521 lambs, and 127 
fwine; all which ftock hel. it feems, 
at that time to the Bpk. of Win- 
chetter. Egbert was crowned the firft 
fole monarch of England in this city. 
St. Swithin, one of its Bps. was tutor 
to that K's. fcn, and buried in the 
€h.-yard of the cathedral. In his 
timt this city was deftroyed by the 
Danes. Edw. the ConfeiTor was aifo 
crowned in this city, and Will, the 
Conqueror fometime kept his court 
here. The emprefs Maud being pof- 
fefled of this city, was fo clofely be- 
fieged in it by K. Stephen, that fhe 
was glad to efcape in a coffin, after 
having caufed a report to be fpread of 
her death j but the city was plun- 
dered by the foMiers. Hen. II. held 
M Pt, here, when he was crowned 



with his K. John, in whofe in- 
tfereft this city flood firm, during all 
his war with the barons, rcfided here j. 
and his fbn, Hen. HI. was born htrt y 
as was alfo in 1209 that William D. of 
Saxony, from whom is descended the 
moft illuftrious family of Hanover, 
new happily eftablifhed on the throne 
of Great-Britain. Henry III. who 
kept his Cbriflmai here in 1239, made 
fad havock of the temporalities of this 
fee, becaufc the monks chofe one 
Raleigh their Bp. inftead of his wife*s- 
uncle. When the barons rofe againft 
him, the cattle here was feized by 
Simon de Montfort, the E. of Lci- 
cefter's fon, the city taken, and all 
the Jews in it put to the fword $ but 
the laid E. being foon after killed, the 
K. came and held a Pt. here. Soon 
after the mnrdei of Edw. I. his uncle,. 
Edm. Plantagenet, was beheaded at 
the cattle-gate here. Will, of Wick- 
ham, above mentioned, being prime 
miniflerto Ed. III. as well as Bp. cf this- 
fee, procured a charter from him for 
this city, whereby it was made a wcol- 
ttaple (a trade carried cn here, even at 
this time, with great fuccefs by Mef- 
fieurs Selivood, JVbathy 9 and Co.) : 
and he obtained many other privileges 
and immunities, to be for ever ap- 
pendant to this fee, as particularly 
that its Bps. mould be prelates of the 
moft noble Order of the Garter, and 
chancellors to the Abvs. of Canter- 
bury. He built all the body of his 
cathedral, weftward from the choir 
(where his ftatue is placed in a nkh 
over the great window) except only a 
fmall part of it begun by his prede- 
ceflbr ; and betides divers other boun- 
ties, he bettowed 20,000 marks on 
the repair of houfes, mended all the 
.highways from hence to his palace in 
Southwark,builtSt.Mary's-Coll.heie, 
near the palace, to fit fcholars for the 
U. and New-Coil, in Oxford, to finifli 
them. He alfo built feveral fr. fcs. 
and hofs. both in Hampshire and Sur- 
ry, which travellers may every where 
dittinguitti by this motto on his arms 
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Manner i make the Man, He likewife 
built Windfor-Caftle for Edw. III. 
and to conclude the account of his 
magnificence, he erected a flately tomb 
of white marble, richly gilt, 13 years 
before his death, in the body of his 
Ch. where he lies interred. In 1393 
Rich. II. held a Pt. here, and Hen. 
IV. was here married. In this city 
Hen. V. gave audience toambafiadors, 
that came to him from France to fue 
for a peace ; but they did it in fuch 
infolent terms, that he foon after in- 
vaded their Km. and conquered it. 
Pr. Arthur, eldeft fon to Henry VII. 
was born here, and Mary I. was 
married here to Philip of Spain. This 
city was befieged and taken, in 1643, 
by the Pt.-army under Sir William 
Waller ; after which the Bp's, palace 
here was pulled down, to make mo- 
ney of the lead and other materials ; 
but Bp. Morley, who had been in 
exile with Cha. II. laid out 2800 /. 
in building a npw one. Cha. II. was 
fo pleafed with the fituation of this 
city, that he fet Sir Chrift. Wren 
upon building a royal palace in the 
high part of it, on the W. fide where 
the ctllle flood ; but the K. dying be- 
fore it was finished, nothing remains 
of it but a /hell, tho' it was carried 
up to the, roof, and the whole cafe 
roofed, &c. fo that what was done of 
it, is (aid to have coft 25,000 /. In 
digging the foundation, a pavement 
of brick was found, with coins of 
Conftantine the Great, &c. Cha. II. 
and Ja. II. made fevcral progrefies to 
this city,-efpecially while the palace 
was building ; and Q. Anne, who 
vifited it foon after her marriage with 
Prince George of Denmark, fettled it 
on him, as an appenagefor his life, in 
cafe he furvived her. K.. Geo. I. who 
likewife honoured this city with a 
vifir, made a prefent to the D. of 
Folton of the fine pillars of Italian 
marble, that were to have fup ported 
the grand flair-cafe. The members, 
which it has fent to Pt. ah origin*, 
are choien by the corp. and free-bur- 
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gefTes (in number about 100) and re- 
turned by the bailiffs. 

The cathedral was anciently called 
the old minfter, or mon. to diftinguifh 
it from the new one, which being fo 
near to it, that they were a difturb- 
ance to each other, the monks of the 
new minfter by licence of Hen. I. 
built a fine large mon. at Hyde in the 
N. W. part of the city, which was 
treacheroufly burnt down by thePrince 
Henry de Blois, fays Camden, by a 
fire, wherein a famous crofs was con- 
fumed, the gift of Canute the Dane, 
which coft him the yearly revenue of 
all England. For the Bp. took from 
it 500 /. weight of filver, 30 marks 
weight of gold, 3 crowns with fo 
many thrones of gold fet with dia- 
monds, which he put into his trea- 
fury, and took enough out of it to 
found and endow the hof. of St. Crofs, 
which is faid, by miftake of fome 
writers, to be founded above 200 
years af>er,by the cardinal de Beaufort, 
who only farther endowed it. The old 
minfter, now the cathedral, had, after 
the ejection of the monks at the DiflT. 
a new foundation of a dean and 12 
prebendaries. In this cathedral were 
buried feveral of our Saxon Ks. whofe 
bones were collected by Bp. Fox, and 
put into 6 little gilded coffins, which 
he placed upon a wall in the S. fide 
of the choir. Here are a font of black 
marble erected in the time of the 
Saxons; an altar-piece, the gift of 
Bp. Morley, which is by much the 
nobleft in England, if not in all pro- 
teftant countries j and a choir, faid to 
be the longed of any in the Km. it 
being not left than 136 foot. Here 
lms the marble coffin of Will. Rufus 5 
which being opened by the foldiers in 
the late civil wars, they found on his 
thumb a gold ring adorned with a ru- 
by. Here were formerly 32 p.-Chs. 
of which only 6 remain. There is a 
great deal of void ground within the 
walls, with gardens that are fupplied 
with water from little canals on each 
fide, of tb*tt^ < fcWiX» ^VOw^v*^ 
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here have a very agreeable air of an- 
tiquity, and the ftreets are broad and 
clean. Its r. was made navigable for 
barges- from hence to Southampton, 
in the R. of William the Conq. The 
clergy live very elegantly in the clofe 
bel. to the cathedral j and there is a 
great deal of good company in the city, 
«* well as abundance of gentry in the 
neighbourhood, which makes it a 
place very fociable ; but it is a T. of 
little trade or mf. It is half a m. 
long from B. to W. about i m. and 
half in com. and furrounded almoft 
with a wall of flints, with 6 gates* and 
suburbs leading to every one of them. 
The eftabli&ment of St. Mary's- 
College, above-mentioned, appointed 
a warden^ 70 fcholars or Undents in 
grammar, 10 perpetual chaplains (now 
called fellows) 3 other chaplains, 3 
clerics, a fchoolrnafttr, oiher, an or- 
ganift and 16 chorifters, who with 
thtir tenants were to be tax-free for 
ever. Thefcholars wear black gowns : 
ftjut when they go to the chapcl,which 
it in the centre of the college, they 
pat on white furplices. Over the 
door of the fchool there is a carious 
Jtatw* of the founder, made by Mr. 
Cibber (the father of Mr. CoUey 
Cibber, that excellent comedian, the 
Poet . Laurtat) who cut thofe in- 
imitable figures of Melancholy and 
Dtfira&hm upon Bedlam - Gate in 
Moorfields, London. The fcholars 
here have exhibitions after fome time, 
if they have a mind to ftudy in the 
New-College, Oxford, which, as is 
before obfefved, was founded by the 
fame noble benefactor. It is obferva- 
We, that this William of Wickham, 
and the 2 Bps. who fucceeded him, 
%rtM. Henry de Beaufort, who was 
made a cardinal, and Will.

The cardinal, who had 
been thrice Ld.. chancellor, was so 
wealthy, that he left legacies to al» 
snoft all the cathedrals in England 5 
bvt mo& to that of Wells. la the, 
cxthednl Ch.-yaxd there is a college, 



ett&ai and endowed by Bp. Morfcy 
in 1672, for 10 minifters widows. 
There are 3 ch. fca. here $ one for 50 
boys, ajaother for 30 girls, who are 
all cloathed, and, when fit, put out 
apprentices. Thefe 2 are maintained 
by a fubferiptien of 220 /. a year 5 
and there is a 3d for teaching 250 
boys, at a private person's charge, 
but they are not cloathed. Near the 
E. gate of the city is St. John's hof. 
in the hall of which the mayor and 
bailiffs give their publick entertain- 
ments. At one end is the picture of 
K. CharJes II. by Sir Peter Lilly, 
and at the other a large table of all 
the mayors and bailiffs of this city 
from the year 11845 an * nerc are 
alfo tables of benefac~hoas to this city, 
during the Saxon Rs. and fincethe 
Norman race, from Henry II. to 
Charles II. An infirmary was lately 
efVablilhed in this T. by voluntary 
fubfeription, chiefly owing to the seal 
and pains of Dr. Alured Clarke. Ac- 
cording to a charter of Q^Elis. the 
city is governed by a mayor, high- 
steward, recorder, aid. (not limited, 
oat of whom are chofe 6 jo&iccs) * 
coroners, 2 bailiffs, 24 C.C. a T.» 
clerk, 4 conftables, and 4 ferjeants at 
mace, who have a guiloVhal), rebuilt 
not many years ago $ in the front of 
which is the effigy of Q^Anne caft in 
mixed metal. Here are 2 courts of 
record held on the Mt.-days, whkh 
are W. and 5. Its Fairs are the fiift 
M. in Lent, Jitfy 5 and 22, and Off. 
13 j the laft noted for chcefe and cat- 
tle, and called St. Giles's-Fair, be- 
caufe it is kept on the fpot where St. 
Giles's chapel or hof. ftood without 
the city, on a high bill, called St. 
Giles, to the E, of the r. This city 
has given title of Earl and Mara,, to 
feveral noble families It was firft 
erected into a marquifate by Edw. VI. 
in Favour of Will. Pawlet, E. of Wilt- 
fliire, and continues to be the title of 
the eldeft ion of the D. of Bolton. 
The great Roman highway leads from 
tfevscix^loMtsm. There are charm- 
*u& \\%xn& van. towut 7fe^^Vva&*&- 
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tcr, on which there are annual horfo. 
races. It is (aid by Hollinihed and 
«ther writers of chronicles, that the 
citkient of WmcbcQter had formerly 
the privilege of overfoeing the fove- 
t eight's kitehjn and laundry at coro- 
nations, as the citisens of London had 
the care of the wine-cellar. 

WiucHsi t-H 1 1 l, (flSrar,) in 
Goudberft p. where lands were pur- 
chafed tn the R. of Hen. I. by Will. 
Roberts of Scotland, the ftrft anceftor 
of the Roberts of Glaftonbury, whofe 
family (laid here 274 years. 

Wl N C H I N C T O N-UP P I R,(Bucks) 

tn the W. fide of Ak&ary, was the 
manor and (cat of the Goodwins, but 
went by marriage of the heirefs to 
Philip Ld. Wharton (grandfather to 
the late D. of that name) ; whofe £on, 
Thomas the Marquifs of Wharton, to 
whom it gave title of Vifc. made it 
his chief feat, and adorned it with fa- 
vera! new buildings, which render it 
magnificent, and made gardens to it, 
the fineft in the Co. with one of the 
fceft orangeries in the Km. but the 
la* D. fold it to Satan duchefr dow- 
ager of Marlborough. 

Winco-Bank, (ttr*. W.R.)ron 
the N. fide of the Don, over-againft 
Temple brough, is a hill, from whence 
a bank is continued for near 5 oi. with • 
oat interruption. 

Wincomb, (Don/it) 3. quarters 
of a m. from Shaftibury, is the place 
where Will. Benfon, Efij: member 
for that Bor. fixed that curious en- 
gine which railed the water from the 
▼alley up to the T. 

Winder ton, {Warw.) in the 
p. of firailes. A moiety of it bel. 
formerly to the canons of Haghmon 
in Shropihire, but was given by 
Elis. to jbhn Dudley and John Af- 
cough, and their heirs ; but has finct 
bel. to Fr. Sheldon of Wefton. The 
other moiety was granted by her pre- 
deceilbr, Q^Mary, to Mich. Throck- 
morton j from whom it ddcended to 
his heirs.

mam, (Mr/.) $3 an, 99 mm. from 



London,has a Mt. en F.the juri&ictioft 
of which bel.toLd.Hobart(£.of fiuck- 
mghamraire) who is Ld. -paramount 
in right of his leets bel. to his manors 
of Cromwells and Grtfhaugh in this 
T. K. John firft granted the Mt. 
here in 1203, and a Fair on Nov. z$ 9 
which is now removed to Fcbr. a. 
Another Fair was granted here for 
May-day, which is removed to May 
6; and the other Fair, which was 
granted for Sept. 8, and the days be- 
fore and after, it now kept OS. ra. 
The men, women, and children here, 
are continually employed in the ma- 
king of fpiggots and fbfiets, fpindies, 
fpoons, and the like wooden wares j 
and for all idle perfons, here has been 
a bridewell for many ages, the keeper 
of which in the R. of QJEliz. had 
40 s. a year paid by the Co.-treafuorer* 
The inh. enjoy their writ of privilege, 
as ancient demefne, from ferving at 
affizes, or feffions, &c. This T. was 
fet on fire, J*nt 11, 161 5, by certain 
incendiaries, when above 30a dwelling- 
hou£es, &c. were confumed, to the 
damage of above 40,000 /. In 163 1 
ft was vifited with a fevere plague. 
The fiouri&ing family of the Wind- 
hams had their name from this T. 
On the other hand, it is as infamous 
for the birth of thole execrable rebeh, 
the Ketts, who fo much harraflM 
this Co. in the R. of Sdw. VI. eat 
of whom was hanged upon the fteeplt 
of ks Ch. Dr. Deye has an eftate 
here, which has bel. to the family 
above 400 years. Here was a pri- 
ory founded in the R. of Hen. I. by 
his butler, who endowed it with the 
p.-Ch. and all the tithes and revenues 
of it, together with his rnaner-houie, 
& c. and it having been dependent oa 
the abbey of St. Albans, was afterwards 
made an independent abbey. After 
the Di(T. the fcite, &c. with the 
abbey-manor was given to Thomas 
Howard, £. of Surry, during the life 
of his father, Thomas D. of Norfolk. 
It coming afterwards to vta. 

Hanaro, V> \^^Wvw«*v 
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of ii /. %t.%d.a year. In 1574 it 
bel. to Sir Hen. Cobharo, by marriage 
of Hindoo's widow, and was ibid that 
year to Edw. Flowerdew, fcrgeant at 
law; from whofc defendants it came 
to the CfereS) and patted with the 
manor ever fincc. Here is a fr. fc. 
founded and well-endowed by the 
{on of the rounder of its priory 5 and 
Matth. Parker, Abp. of Canterbury, 
gave to this T. a fcbolarfhip to his 
college of GorpvsGbriJii in Cambridge, 
in favour of a fcholar born in this T. 
provided he continued in this fchool 2 
years without interruption, and that 
he was 15 years old. As for Wind. 
ham-Regine, or the abbot's manor, 
which was given by the founder to 
that mon. and pafied with it at the 
Diff. it reverting, to the crown, was 
aifigned in 1622 to the Prince, who 
came to be K. Cha. I. and afterwards 
bel. to Phil. Harbord of Befthorp ; 
whofe widow carried it in marriage to 
Fr. Howard, Ld. Effingham ; and it 
has gone with Befthorp ever fince, and 
is now owned by the heirefs of Mrs. 
Shaw and Mrs. Pafton. The whole 
T. including all its hamlets, except 
one, was one manor in the Conque- 
ror's hands, who gave it to his butler 
above-mentioned, to be held by the 
fervice of being butler to the Ks. of 
England at their coronation, but it 
did not continue whole long $ for on 
his founding the aforefaid priory, he 
gave about a third of it to that con- 
vent. Here is a ch. fc. for teaching 
30 children. 

Windli-Hill, [Kent,) in the 
p. of All-hallows, formerly bel. to 
the abbey of Reading, and then to 
Sir Tho, Wyat, who forfeiting it to 
the crown, K. James I. granted it 
to the city of London, , by which it 
was fold to Sir William, father to Sir 
Hen. Garrav/ay. 

Windlesham, (Surry,) on the 
edge of Windfor-Foreft, near Bag- 
wot, where in the R. of Edward III. 
the abbot of Chertfey erected that 
called Hook-Mill, enjoys abensfac- 
tioa of S/. a year given fot t\« to 



its poor, by Mr. Henry Smith, pay- 
able as at Ockham. At Light water- 
Moor in this p. there grows great 
ftore of dwarf-wilkw, called Gale, 
and in Latin Myrtvs Brabant tea. It 
has a grateful fmell, like a mixture 
of bays and mirtle, and is often put 
in chefts to fcent linnen. 

Windmill-Hill, {Berks,) near 
Hinton, where 'tisfuppofed was for- 
merly a watch-tower, whereon a cen- 
tinel was potted to give a (ignal to 
the garrifon of Cberbury-Caftle, to 
prevent a furprize from that of Hin- 
ton. 

Windridge, (Hartf.) on the 
S. W. fide of St. Albans, which is 
fituate on a ridge, bel. once to St. 
Alban's-Abbey ; but after the Diff. 
was by K. James I. conveyed to John 
Crofby, whofe brother foid it to Sir 
Harbottle Grimftone, from whom it 
came to his great grandfbn, Grimftone 
Luckin, and defcended to Sir Samuel 
Cimftone, who gave it with his 
other eftate, to Ld. Grimftone. 

sjc Windsor, (Berks,) 20 cm, 
23 mm. from London, fo called from 
its winding fliore on the S. fide of the 
Thames, where the Sjcons had a 
famous pafs, was granted by Edward 
the Confeflbr to Weftminfter- Abbey, 
but the abbot exchanged it with 
WiJliam the Conqueror for Batterfey 
and Wandfworth in Surry, and other 
lands in Efiex. Here is a large Cb. 
with a ring of 8 bells j and in the 
high-ftreet is a handfome town-hall, 
which was built in the R. of Cha. II. 
It has a ftatue of Q^Anne at one 
end, and of Pr. George of Denmark 
at the other. It was conftituted a 
Bor. by K. Edward *I. with great 
privileges, fuch as exemption from 
all tolls of bridges, Mts. and Fairs. 
It fent members to Pt. from the 
30th of his R. to the 14th of 
Edw. III. when it intermitted till the 
25th of Henry VI. but has fent 
them ever fince. It had charters 
from both K. James I. and II. by 
vjYvkYv tVifc cwfc. was to confift of a 
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a town-clerk, 2 bailiffs, and 28 bur- 
gefles, cbofen out of the principal 
inn; 13 of whom were to be called 
fellows, or benchers of the guild-hall, 
and 10 of thefe to be called aid. out 
of whom were to be chofen the mayor 
and bailiffs. The members of Ft. 
are chofen by the inh. paying (cot 
and lot, about 300, and the mayor 
is the returning officer. The manor 
or honour of Wind for, which was 
granted, or rather leafed to the corp. 
by K. James I. on paying a quit- 
rent of about 4 /. has jurifdidtion 
over many Lps. William the Con- 
queror, charmed with the convenient 
fituation of this place for hunting, 
firft built the cattle, (which has been 
the relidence of fome or other of our 
princes, almoft ever fince) and had 
feveral lodges in its foreft. Henry I. 
fortified it, and in the loth year of 
his R. kept Whitfontide here, having 
fummoned all the nobility of the 
realm to attend him. In the R. of 
Richard I. this was reckoned the 
ftrongeft caftle in the Km. next to 
the Tower of London. Eleanor, 
wife to K. Edward I. had 4 children 
born here ; and K. Edward III. fur- 
named Edward of Windlor, becaufe 
he was born here, took fuch a 
liking to the place, that he en- 
larged, and beautified the palace, at a 
vaft expence, employing workmen in 
it from the 34th to the 43d of his 
R. who built the palace-royal and 
chapel, St. GeorgeVHalJ and chapel, 
the tower in the middle, the houfes 
for the dean and canons, with all the 
walls, towers, and gates, and added 
ditches, ramparts, and feveral other 
places of ftrength ; and in it the Ks. 
of France and Scotland were both at 
one time his prifoners. It is about 
1 m. in com. and the work was car- 
ried on by William of Wickham, 
then the court architect (afterwards 
Bp. of Winchefter) who caufed thefe 
worcls, This made Wickham, to be 
cut in ftone in the inner wall of the 
little tower, which from him is called". 
Wiache/rer- Tower, But this inferip- 
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tion rendring it dubious, whether he 
made the caftle, or the caftle made 
him, had like to have embroiled him, 
with the K. till he cleared it up,, by 
alluring his Majefty,that all he meant 
by it was that the money and reputa- 
tion he had gained in building tliac 
caftle had been the making of bim* 
Edw. IV. rebuilt St. George' 6- chapel 
with greater magnificence, as he did 
the houfes of the dean and canons, qa 
the N. fide of the chapel, in the form 
of a fet-lock, which was one of hjp 
royal badges. Henry VII. added the 
fine buildings, joining to the Kf. 
lodging $ Henry VIII. the great ga& 
that opens to the outer-court $ Ed»- 
ward VI. and Q^Mary I. a curious 
fountain in the inner-court,into which 
they brought water from Blackmorer 
Park, that ferved the whole caftle. 
Eliz. added the noble terrace, faced 
with free-ftone ramparts j a fumptu». 
ous work, covered with a fine graved 
and fo contrived with cavitjes " and 
drains, that not a drop of rain will 
reft on it, it being dry and hard e- 
nough to walk on immediately after 
the greateft fhowcrs j and this Queen 
generally walked here an hour before 
' dinner, except in windy weather, to 
which (he hid an averfion j.but in a 
fober rain die often liked to walk here 
under an umbrella. It is ib fpacious> 
efpecially on the N. fide, that none of 
the palaces in France, or. Italy, have 
any thing like it. The terrace bcl. 
to the Gzand Signior's feraglio in the 
outer* court, next to the fea, is faid to 
come up the neareft to it. Cha. I. 
built a gate at the end of this terrace, 
which leads to the park, and a mo ft 
beautiful walk. At the N. E. cor. 
ner of it is a little feat (faid like wife 
to be Q. Eliz's. invention) that will 
not hold" above two perfons at moft, 
with a high back ana cover for the 
head, which, like the late (^Caro- 
line's chair in K.enfingtun.Garden3,y. a9 
contrived to turn about with cafe by 
thofc who fit in it, io^s.^ give fluTde 
from the fun, ot-(tata$ ^ra^^s. 
tiitx . TYk, toucca ■ wet "Usvw*. 
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furrey the fineft and richeft vale in 
the world, reaching to and including 
London one way, and Oxford ano- 
ther, with the beautiful and bountiful 
Thames gliding through it from the 
-one city to the other, and enriching 
•the Ts. and tillages on each fide by 
•its navigation. Charles II. laid out 
great fums in repairing, new model- 
ling, and new furniJhing this palace ; 
fend there is a fine equeftrian ftatue of 
4ri'm erected in 1680, over a well funk 
ft' the' inner-court for fupplying the 
•tiaftle with water at its firft building. 
■Jamel IL and William III. continued 
She ornaments of painting here j fo 
•fhat the apartments are now as 6ne as 
•fty m Europe,and the rooms larger and 
loftier than thofe of the boaftcd palace 
VerfailJes. Todefcfibe all the pic- 
tures in this palace done by the moft 
Eminent Dutch and Italian matters, 
■and all the rich furniture in the royal 
lodgings, would take .up a volume. 
[St. George's- Hall, which is paved 
With marble, and one of the fineft 
4001m in chriftendom, was defigncd, 
from the firft inftitution of the garter, 
for entertaining the Kts. at their in. 
ihtlment, and the Sovereign ufed to 
feaft them here every St, George's- 
dmy j but the laft was that made by 
Cha. II. at the inftallation of the E. 
ttf Mulgrave, afterwards created D. of 
Buckinghamshire. The royal chapel, 
•t the W. end of it, is alfo paved with 
snarble,and adorned with carved work, 
beyond any that can be feen in Eng- 
land. The governor, or conftable, of 
the caftle lives in the round tower, 
which is built, like an amphitheatre, 
fo high, that St. PauTs-Catbedral in 
London may be feen from it ; and 
thrre is a tradition, which is generally 
believed, that its clock was once very 
diftinftly heard to ftrike 1 3 at the mid. 
sight hour, by a centinel then poftcd 
en the terrace. St. George's-Chapel, 
in which the Kts. of the moft noble 
order of the garter are inftalled, was 
began fo long ago as 1337, and is one 
. of the moft beautiful and ftateVy £0- 
thic builSngs -£n 'the world. In -the 
v are the /Hills of the 26 Kts. of 



the order, and the banners over them, 
with a throne for the Sovereign. As 
the Kts. die, their banners are taken 
down, and their titles and coats of 
arms are engraved on little copper- 
plates, and nailed to the frails, from 
whence they are never removed. By 
the regiftry of the garter, of which 
the dean of Windfor is keeper, the 
Bp. of Salilbury chancellor, and the 
Bp. of Winchefter prelate f which ho- 
nors are annexed to their lees) it ap- 
pears, that befides our own Ks. who 
nave been fovereigns of this moft no- 
ble order ever finte its inftitution by 
Edw. III. there have been 8 empe- 
rors of Germany Kts. -companions of * 
it, above 30 Ks. of foreign nations, 
10 electors of the empire, 14 other 
fovereign princes, 6 princes of Orange, 
a prince of Hefie, a prince of Saxe- 
Gotha, a margrave of Brandenburg- 
Anfpach, befides marfhals, dukes cr 
peers of France, and grandees of Spain ; 
while it is obferved, to the honour of 
the Englifh monarchs, that they ne- 
ver accepted of any of the orders 
created by the foreign fovereigns. A 
little before the inftitution of the Kts. 
Of the garter, K. Edward founded a 
college for a cuftos, 12 fecular canons, 
13 priefts, 4 clerks, 6 chorifters, and 
26 alms-Kts, &c, to the honour of 
St. George and Edw. the CcnfefTor 5 
but in the R. of Edw. IV. the title 
of cuftos was changed into Jean, and 
the college incorporated by the name 
of dean and canons of the free chapel 
of St. George within the caftle of 
Windfor. The 26 alms-Kts. were to 
be gentlemen wounded in the wars, 
or impaired by indigence or age, and 
thefe were by Edw. III. ftiled the 
Poor Krs. of Windfor. In the 2 2d 
of Edw. IV. their penfions were with- 
drawn, and they were feparated from 
the college j but they were afterwards 
reunited, and their provifion ratified 
by Pt. in the Rs. of Hen. VIII. and 
Eliz, They are now reduced to 
18, with the allowance of 40/. a year 
ea,dv, TYvtfj a caflbek of red 

vn&t a. rcratt2& oft y 38 ^***^^* 
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Occrgc s crofs embroider' d on their left 
fhoulcer 5 and they are obliged to go 
twice a day to their frails in the chapel, 
which arc immediately below thofe of 
the garter-Kts. to pray for the foye- 
reign and the Kts. of the garter. In 
this chapel, in a tomb-houfe built by 
cardinal Wolfey, lie the bodies of 
Hen. VIII. and his laft Hen. VI, 
and Edw. IV. who has a fine monu- 
ment of flee) ere&ed over him $ and 
in the choir of this chapel lies Cha. I. 
In a little chapel here lie the Ds. of 
Beaufort, descended from the houfe of 
Lane after, as does in another that of 
Sir Reginald Bray, who was a liberal 
benefactor towards fmifhing the body 
of the chapel. Joining to the little 
park, there is a neat palace, which 
was Durchafed by Prfs. Ann of Den* 
mark, who lived in it, while in dif- 
grace with the late K. William. The 
late D. of St. Albans had a palace here 
alfo, which was built by his mother. 
The walks of the little park, which 
is not much more than 3 m. round, 
but well- flocked with deer, are finely 
fhaded with trees ; and the keeper's 
lodge is a charming habitation, being 
adorned with fine gardens, &c. by 
admiral Churchill (brother to the Pr. 
and D. of Marlborough) wh? had this 
employment, particular/y with the 
hi ft or y of the expedition to Mexico 
by Cortez, the famous Spanifh gene- 
raJ, painted on mother of pearl, and 
which was prefented to the admiral 
out of the fpoils taken at Port St. 
Mary and Vigo. The great park, 
which is 14 m. in com. and flocked 
with all manner of game, is fo em- 
bellifhed by nature, that it furpaties 
all the gardens of art. The ranger's 
or keeper's lodge here, which was 
built in the R. of Cha. II. received 
fuch additions from the late £. of 
Portland and the Dfs. dowager of 
Marlborough, who had both that em- 
ployment, as makes it a com pleat 
villa, now the refidence of his Royal 
Highnefs the D. of Cumberland. In 
the foreft, which is 30 m. round, are 
Icveral n*ble feats, particularly Ciaa- 



bur n-Lodge built by the late of R a - 
nelagh, which ftands on the top of a 
hill, with a view not only of Windfpr, 
and its parks, but of London on the 
£. and of riling grounds covered with 
trees on the W. The families 01* 
the £. of Plymouth and Lds. Mont, 
joy, who are furnamed Wind for, are 
branches defcended from Walter fon 
of Otho, who was caftell-n of Wlnd- 
for in theR. of William the Conq, at 
it is faid are alfo the Fitegeralds Es. 
of Kildare and Defmond. The Mts. 
here are IV. and S. for corn and cat* 
tie. Fairs, on Eafter-Tu. for wool 
and leather, June 24 and OSiob. 16 
for cattle, &c. Here are feveral 
almfhs. and other confiderabla.bene« 
factions to the poor. At Old-Wind- 
for the late Ld. Weymouth had a 
feat. 

WlNFAR THING, (Norfolk,) Of 

the S. fide of New-Buckenham, was 
( in the Conqueror's time a m. long and 
1 broad. It it privileged as ancient 
demefne, the tenants being excufed 
from ferving as jurors at the feflions 
or affizes, or any where elfe out of 
the manor, and from toll in Mts. and 
Fairs, upon renewing, their writ every 
R. and having it annually allowed by 
the fberiff of the Co. Sir Thomas 
D'aeth, Bt. and ferjeant Probyn con- 
veyed this manor in 1724 to Humph. 
South of London, merchant, to the 
ufe of Elisabeth (only child of John 
Gray, late of Barbadoes) who is now 
lady of the manor. Here were for- 
merly two deer-parks. In the great 
one, which was the E. of Arundel's, 
flood the manor-houfe. In i6ck> 
here were 189 communicants, and 
now there are 50 dwell ing-houfes, 
and about 260 inh^ It paid 1 /. 165. 
to the tenths, was valued at 1256 /. 
to the Pt. valuation, and now at 934/. 
to the land-tax. 

WiNroaTow-CouR t, (Here/.) 
on the Wye, near Whitney, 3 m. 
from Kington and Hay, is a farm of 
as good land as any in the Co. 

Wjnfrith, QDarfc.X osl thfc 
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to its H. and was formerly held by 
feij anty of holding' the baion for the 
fovercign to wafli in at the corona- 
tion 

Winc, (Bucks,) near Afcct, was 
formerly a cell to the abbey of St. Al- 
bans, and was the barony of the Earl 
of Cacrnarvan, who had a feat here 5 
and though the Earldom became ex- 
tinct by his death, the barony ftill 
fubfifts in the defcendants of Robert 
Dormer, created 'Baron of Wing by 
K. James I. whofe grandfon and heir 
was made Earl of Caernarvan. 

Wing, (Rutl.) bel. anciently to 
the monks of Thorney and St. Neot's. 
*Tis 3 m. from Okeham, a clean vil- 
lage, and Hands high. 

Wing field, (Kent,) in the p, 
■of Wrotharh, was the ancient de- 
rhe/ne of the Quintins, then of the 
fl'eckhams, and fince of the Millers. 
; Wingfield, (Suff.) on the N". 
fide of Stradbrook, bel. anciently to 
? a family ' wh"b took their name from 
It, and had a feat before the Nor- 
man Conqueft, in that called Wing- 
field-Caftle, 'now in ruins, which, 
however, denote its ancient grandeur. 
It was a college, or chantry, which 
lias for fome ages been vefted in the 
family of Catalyne, and at prefent 
■remains to the Jady of Sir Charles 
Turner, Bt. (the relict: of Sir Nevil 
Catalyne, Bt.) after whofe death it 
defcends to Thomas Lcman of Wen- 
hafton. In 1708, a ch. fc. was 
opened here for 34 boys. 

Wingfif.ed, (Derby.) near Al- 
freton, is a very rich manor, where, 
in the R. of Henry VI. Ralph Ld. 
Cromwell built a ftately houfe, which 
was the late D. of Shrewsbury's. 
Here are N. Wingfield and S. Wing- 
field. The living of the former, 
which is S. W. of Bolfovcr, is 500 /. 
a year. 

W ingham, (Kent,) by the Stour, 
3 m. S.E. from Foidwich, was the 
capital of the H. of its own name, 
and anciently bel. to the Ch. of Can- 
terbury, whefc Archbifhop Pcckham 
founded a college here in izfca. In 
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the R. of Henry III. theAUp. Lang* 
ton* obtained a Mt. here, 'j'he ma- 
nor continued in the Abps. till the 
R. of Henry VIII. and then was 
exchanged for other lands with the 
crown ; but in the R. of James I. 
was fold to the city of London, 
which afterwards parted with it the 
fame way to Sir Will. Cowper, an- 
cefror of the prefent Earl Cowper, to 
whom it gives feat and title of Baron. 
After the Din", the eftate of the 
above-mentioned college was granted 
by Edward VI. to Sir Hen. Palmer, 
from whom it defcended to Sir Tho. 
Palmer, late member for Canterbury. 
Here is the feat of Sir Geo. Oxen- 
den, Bt. and a ch. fc. 

Wingh am-Barton, (Kent,) in 
the p. of Art), near Sandwich, is an 
ancient manor, which once bel. alfo 
to the Abps. of Canterbury, and an 
exhibition rifing out of it, was fettled 
on the aforefaid Peckham's college ; 
but in the R. of Hen. VIII. Thomas 
the Abp. having exchanged this ma- 
nor, as 'tis faid, with the crown, or; 
as others fay, let it to Sir Edw. Bain- 
ton for 99 years, Q^Eliz. granted it 
to Sir Roger Manwood, whofe fon, 
Sir Peter, paffed it to Sir Will. Cur- 
teen of London, with whofe daughter 
it went in marriage to Henry Earl of 
Kent j and it was afterwards fold to 
Mr. Thurbone of Sandwich j but the 
mano^houfe was granted in the R. 
of Edward VI. to Sir Anth. St. Le- 
ger, whofe defendant, of the fame 
name, in the R. of Charles T. fold 
it to Mr. Vincent Denn, who gave 
it to his nephew, Tho. D:*nn ; and 
he fettled it on his brother, John 
Denn, who dying without ifiue, di- 
vided it bet. his 4 fitters. 

Wink born, (Notting.) on the 
N. fide of Southwell, anciently bel. to 
the Kts. of St. John of Jerufalem j but 
has fincc been in the Buroells family, 
to whofe anceftor it was granted by 
Edward VI. 

Winslow, (Bucks,) % nr. 
N.W, of Ivingo, and 5m. S.E. cf 
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London, was given by K. Offa Co 
the mon. of Sc. Albans, in a council 
at VeruJam, anno 794. *Tis fur- 
rounded with woods. Here is a Mt. 
on Tb. and Fair Aug. 10. Richard 
Lowndes, Efqj has a feat here. 

Winstbr, {Derby.) in Yol- 
grave p. N. W. of Wirkworth, and to 
the S.W. of Bakewell, lies near rich 
mines, of lead, 11 1 cm. 133 mm. 
from London. It has a Mt. on S. 

Winston, (Durham,) 4 m. be- 
low Barnard-Caftle, towards Darling- 
ton, where Dr. Gale places a paflage 
of the Roman way from Cattaric to 
Bincheftcr. 

Wintehborn-Abbots, (Dor* 
Jet.) on the S. fide of Frampton, has 
an inclofure near the London road 
from Bridporr, with a circle of nine 
ftones in it, from 3 to 7 feet in 
height, fome of them broken j and 
about half a m. farther, on the fame 
road, are 3 ftones of 4 feet each in 
height j all which monuments, as it 
ie fuppofed, for the dead, feem to be 
only petrified lumps of flints. 

Win teuton-Basset, {JVlltiy) 
N. W. of Marlborough, fo called 
from its ancient Lds. the Bafiets, from 
whom it went to the Defpcnfers and 
to Will. Mentacute E. of Saiifbury, 
and through feveral families it palled 
at length to the Hungerfords. 

Winterborn, (C/oc.) near 
Pucklechurch, bel. anciently to the 
Bradftones. Here part of Stoke- 
GifTard p. bury their dead. 

WlNTERlNGHAM, (LiflC.) in 

the moft N. angle of it, is a dirty, 
poor place, but a corp. with a mayor, 
who is chofen only out of one ftreet. 
Here is a vaft jaw-bone, or rib of a 
whale, which has remained time out 
of mind. Half a m. to the E. of 
this, it had the old Roman T. now 
a common, bounded by the marines 
upon the Humber. It was ploughed 
up a few years ago, and many anti- 
quities found. 

Winter ton, (Norf.) on the 
coaft, 7 m. N. of Yarmouth, lies in 
a foil reckoned the fatteft ia all 



England, and the moft eafy to be 
ploughed. Admiral Uftbrd, who? 
was Ld. of this manor in the R. o'f 
Edward III. obtained a Mt, for it 00 
Tb, and a Fair on St. Matthew t> 
and 8 days after ; but Yarmouth ha* 
long ago quite eclipfed its Mt. if not 
its Fair. There is a promontory 
here called Wmterton-Nefs, on which 
there is a light -houfe, under the di- 
leclion of the matters of Trinity- 
houfe in London. 

Wintkorp, (Netting.) on the 
Trent, N. of Newark, was given by 
K. John to the Bp. of Lincoln, to 
hold with his manor of Newark, as 
it has gone everfince. 

Wintrington, (Line.) near 
Winteringham. A carious Roman 
pavement was lately difewered in the 
fields near this place, not far from 
the Humber, about a m. E. from 
the Roman road leading to Lincoln, 
which is here called the High-Street, 
it being a caufey caft up to a great 
height, and about 7 yards broad. 
This is a pretty neat place, where 
once dwelt the worthy families of the 
Places and Ncvils. 

Win wick, (Lane.) not far N. 
from Warrington, was the favourite 
manfion of K. Ofwald, and is famous 
for being one of the beft benefices in • 
England, its rectory being 800 /. a 
year. Here is the feat of James 
Stanley, Efq;. 

Winwicjc, (Nortkamp.) on the 
E. fide of Thrapfton. The fmiths 
of Birmingham, who ufed to come 
once a year to thefe parts to buy up 
alh. timber for the doors of bellows, 
found a great prize here not very 
many years ago, v/g. 100 allies fo 
ftrait, and every way fo fit for their 
purpofe, that they gave 1500/. for 
them, wood being very fcarce, or 
rather dear, in this inland Co. fo re- 
mote from coal-pits. 

WlRAL, Or WlREHAL, (Chcfif.) 

a flip of land from Chefter to the 
fea, 16 m. long, and 8 broad, in the 
W. part of the Co. bet. the Dec and 
the Mttfo, vm * fcswfc,^ 
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forefted by Edward III. and now 'tis 
a fertile, populous trait, fupplied 
with vaft plenty of fifli from thofe 
two rs. and the fea on the W. 

Wirks worth, (Derby,) 
near Matlock in the Peak, 6 m. 
from Aihborn, 107 cm. 118 mm. 
from London, is a large well- fre- 
quented T. the chief of its H. and 
the greateib lead Mt. in England ; 
for near this T. and Crerch on the- 
other fide of the Derwent, are the 
furnaces for fmclting it, which is 
generally done by large wood fires, on 
thoi'c hills expofed to the W. in 
which quarter it is obferved to be 
moft conftant. The produce of the 
mines here is very confiderabJe. The 
K. claims the 13th penny duty, for 
which they compound at the rate of 
J 000 /. a year ; and 'tis faid, that 
the tithe of lead for Wirkfworth 
alone has been worth as much yearly 
to the incumbent. Here is a fair 
'Ch. a fr. fc. and an almih. The 
Mt. is T. Fair May 2. Mill-ftones 
and grind- (tones, as well as lead- 
ftones, are alfo dug hereabouts, and 
veins of antimony ( as ftibium is 
calied in tlie /hops) are likewife 
found here. There are 2 fprings in 
the' neighbourhood, one hot and the 
other cold, fo near each other, that 
n man may put his hands into both 
at the fame time. At this T. is 
kept that called the barmoot- court, 
to prefcribe rules, and determine 
difputcs among the miners. It con- 
fid > of a mailer and 24 jurors. 

Wisbxcu, (Camb.) among 
the lens and rivers, 20 m. N. from 
Ely, 75 cm. 88 mm. from London. 
Kcre William the Conqueror erected 
a caftle, to prevent incurfions from 
the outlaws of Ely. In 1236, all 
the lands and people hereabouts were 
drowned by a tempeltuous innunda- 
tion from the fea ; but cardinal 
Moreton Bp. of Ely rebuilt the»cartle 
with brick, which in the R. of 
£liz. was made a prifon for the 
Romim priefts and jefuits. 'Tis now 
the befl trading T. in all the lfe of 



Ely, having a navigation "by barges 
to London, to which it fends one' 
year with another 52,500 quarters 
of oats, 1000 tons of oil, and about 
8000 firkins of butter, and brings 
back all forts of commodities for the 
fupply of the ifland, and the great e it 
part of the Co. *Tis a well-built T. 
and has a good publick-hall. The 
Mt. is-on S. the Fairs on M. before 
Lady -day, Palm-M. JVbitfon-evc, and 
Augufi I. This T. was anciently 
given, together witn Walpole, to the 
mon. of Ely. The Bp. of Ely has a 
palace here. 

Wiscomb, (Devon.) in the p. 
of Leigh, South, bel. formerly to the 
men. of Otterton, whofe- prior in 
the R. of Henry III. granted it to 
Sir Nich. Bonvile, who made it his 
feat, and had a large deer-park here, 
which was not very long ago dif- 
parked by the Ld. Petre, whofe in- 
heritance it then was. 

Wishaw, (JVamv.) on the N. 
fide of Curd worth, bel. heretofore 
partly to the Lifles family, a part ta 
the Kts. -templars, and afterwards to 
the Kts.-hofpitailers, of whom it 
was held by the Beresfords, from 
whofe family it patted by marriage 
to the Hores, and after them to 
Pud fey. 

Wis LET, (Surry,) near Byfleet, 
bel. formerly to the Earls of Derby, 
mw in great part to Ld. Onflow. In 
t-.e p. is a great pond, which did 
bel. to Sir Rob. Parkhurfr. 

WlSTON, OrWlGSTON, (Net.) 

in the p. of Claworth, has lands that 
bel. anciently to the priories of Mat- 
terfay and Workfop, and were given 
at the DirT. by Henry VIII. to Sir 
Anth.

It has a trade in 
fpinning for the neighbouring clo- 
thiers 5 but its chief mf. is rugs and 
blankets, the latter of which are 
commonly from 10 to 12 quarters 
wide, and preferred before all others 
for their whitcnefs. Here are 150 
looms, that, one with another, earn 
20 x. a day, 'whereof 100 are almoft 
continually employed on it, and every 
loom employs 8 hands, betides above 
3000, from 8 years old and upwards, 
in carding, fpinning, &c. and it is 
/aid above 100 packs of wool are 
fpinned in it every week. They fara 



the blankets at the mills creeled in 
the r. Windraih, whofe waters, fome 
think, have a more ahfterfive nitrous 
quality than others. Thefe blanket- 
makers are formed into a corp. who 
infpect and govern all the looms 
ao m. round. Every journeyman 
works by the piece, and earns about 
8 s. a week. They alfo make duf- 
fils here, which are a yard and three 
quarters wide, for exportation to Vir- 
ginia and New- England, for cioath- 
ing the Indians, and now much worn 
in Old-England in the winter. Cuts 
for hammocks, and tilt-cloths for 
bargemen, are likewife made here ; 
and in the T. are a great many fell- 
mongers, who having drefied and 
ftaincd their fheep-fkins, make them 
into breeches, jackets, &fc. and fell 
them at Bampton, where they are 
bought up, and carried to Berks, 
Wilts, Dorfetihirc, &c. Here is a 
fr. fc. founded and endowed by Mr. 
Hen. Box, a druggift in London, (for 
which there was a ftatute of the 15th 
of Charles II.) with a fine library 
adjoining to it. The grocers com- 
pany in London are governors, and 
Oriel Coll. vifitor. Here is an hof. 
alfo for 6 poor blanket-makers wi- 
dows, and a fc. for 12 poor children, 
foonded in 1723 by John Holloway, 
to which Mr. Blake has made an 
addition for teaching 30 children. 
The Mt. is on 1%. the Fairs on Hoty-

is a fort of yellow ochre, and a coarie 
kind of gritty umber, which -is of 
great ufe to leather-dreflers.

Woke y, (Som.) on theS. fide of 
Mendip-HilJs, within z m. W. of 
Wells, was anciently called Owky. 
Near it, on the N. fide, is a dark 
difmal cave, called Wokey r Hole, 
which all who have feea it fay, is 
one of the moil admirable pieces of 
nature's workmanfhip. It has what 
they call a kitchen, a hall, a dancing- 
room, a cellar, &c, where are re- 
fern b lances of a man's head, a tomb- 
ftone, a dog, the ftatue of a woman 
in white ftone, which tbey call the 
old witch, a ftone table, * and other 
things artificial in tho natural rock, 
part of which glitters like filver, 
and part like diamonds ; 2 citterns 
always full of water that trickles 
from the top of the rock, but never 
running overj a huge ftone, called 
the great gun, becaufe when lifted 
up and let fall to the ground, it 
makes a noife like a cannon ; and 
2 rivulets, in which are eels and fome 
trouts, glide through this cave with 
a loud noife, one of which, after it is 
got out of it, drives feveral mills. 
The infide of this cave is rocky and 
uneven, afcending and defcending, as 
'tis in moft other caves. The roof 
of it, in the higheft part, is about 
8 fathoms from the floor, but in 
others 'tis fo low that a man muft 
almoft creep to pafs. The breadth 
(s alfo various, being in fome places 
5 or 6 fathom, in others not above 
X «r 2. *Tis about aoo yards in 
length. In fome parts of it the walw 



dropping from the rock hangs down 
like icicles. 

Wokjng, (Stirry*) on the 
Wey r. near Ripley and Send-Heath, 
do cm. 24 mm. from London, was 
the feat of the countefs of Richmond, 
mother to Henry VII. where fhe 
ended her days. Here is a Mt. on T. 
and Fair Sept. 12, procured in 1660 
by James Zouch, Ld. of the T. (heir 
or Sir Edw. Zouch, Kt.-marfhal in 
the R. of Ja. I.) who in 1665 built a 
neat Mt.-houfe at his own charge, 
for the conveniency of the people who 
bring corn to it. Here is- another 
Staple-Fair on fPJbitfun-Tu. procured 
of Hen- VI. .by the D. of Somerfet. 
The heir of Mr. Zouch fold ft to one 
Mr. Walker, who had a good houfe 
here, and a parkfiud to be 3 m. about* 
This place is half-way bet. Guilford 
and Weybridge^ and gives name to a 
H. In the €L -yard here, it has beea 
remarked, that fo long as there is any 
thing left, of a corpfe, befides bones, a 
kind of plant grows from it, about 
the thicknefs of a bulruflj, with a top 
like the head of afparagus, which 
comes near the furface of the earth, 
but never above it, and when the 
corpfe is quite confumed, the plant 
dies away. The fame obfervation has 
been made in other Ch. -yards, where 
the foil is a light red fand, as it is in 
this. The fexton here remarked, tha^ 
coffins rot in this Ch. -yard in 6 years, 
and in the Ch. in 18 years. 

Woldham, (Kent,) by the Med- 
way, 2 m. i-half S.W. of Rochefter, 
to whofe priory the manor bel. till the 
Ditt*. when it was fettled on the new 
cathedral, which ftill enjoys it. 

Wolford-Magna, ( Warvo. ) 
on the N. W. fide of Long-Compton, 
bel. to the StarTords till the R. of 
Henry VIII. and fince tp the Es. of 
Northampton. At Wolford - Parva, 
juft by it, was a manor of the In- 
grams. 

Wollascome-Uppbr and Ne- 
ther, {Devon.) near Bag-Point and 
Ntort-Bav* S, of Il&rcomb. They 
were 
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were the manors of Sir Will. Tracy, 
who retired hither (after he with 
others had murdered Tho. Becket;, 
Abp. of Canterbury) and in its Ch. 
he was buried. 

^Woller, (Nortbumb.) tinder 
the Cheviot-Hills, 12 m. S. of Ber- 
wick, 237 cm. 327 mm. from Lon- 
don, ftands on the r. Till. By a 
great fire here fome years ago, for 
which there was a brief, it was re- 
duced to a poor little place. It has a 
thatched Ch. a Mt. on Tb. and the 
Lp. anciently bcl. to the Mufchamps, 
and then to the Picrcies. 

Wollertok, (JVbrr.) ncaf the 
r. Lin> 3 m. from Nottingham; "bel. 
anciently to the Willoughbics, .fince 
created Ld. Middleton, and is the 
nobleft in the Co. having a park cn- 
clofed with a brick wall, which is 
much finer than that adjoining to 
Nottingham-Caftle, and much better 
planted with timber. There is a pretty 
houfe panelled and cieled with look- 
ing-glafs, and under it a watcr-houfe 
with grotefque-work of fhells. The 
hall, at the firft entrance into the 
houfe, is fo high, that a man on 
horfefeack might exercifc a pike in it. 
This feat was built in the laft century 
by Sir Fr. Willoughby. 

Wolphamcoti, commonly cal- 
led Ovencote, (fPanv.) on the 
S. E. fide of the Leame, near Wil- 
loughby, anciently bel. to the Peytons 
of Chcftcrton, till Sir Edward in the 
R. of James I. fold it for 2520 /. to 
Robt. Clerke, his tenant. 

Wolseliy, (Staff.) anciently a 
member of Hey wood, is near Rugeley, 
with a famous fame-bridge over the 
Trent, and has a park, the feat of 
Sir Will. Wolfley, Bt. 

Wots inch am, (Durban* y ) 
•n the Were, 3 m. E. of Stanhope, 
14 m. S. W. of Durham, iqo cm. 
226 mm. from London, held Hereto- 
fore, as that did, of the Bp. of Dor- 
ham by foreft fervices, &c. the te- 
nants in thefe parts being obliged, 
upon the Bp's, great huntings, to fet 
uj> a neld-houie, or tabernacle, Cot 



him, with a chapel and all manner of 
rooms and offices, as alio to furnifh 
him with dogs and horfes, and to carry • 
his provifions, and to attend him for 
the lupply of all conveniencics during 
his ftay. The road from Barnard- 
Caftle to Carlifle lies through this T. 
and the country all about is full of 
lead and coal-mines. Here is but a 
fmall Mt. and the day uncertain. 

J5» Wo l v k a h a m p t o x,(Stjf.) 
1 1 m. S. of Stafford, 98 cm. 117 mm. 
from London, is a p. near 30 m. in 
com. and contains, according to Sir 
William Dugdale, 17 great villages $ 
wherein arc but 3 Imall chapels of 
eafc, not capable of a 10th part of 
the inh. who have been commonly 
computed to be near 30,000 fouls, and 
of thefe 7 or 8000 are thought of age 
to communicate. In this p. K. Ed- 
gar founded a chapel of 8 portio- 
naries, the chief of whom he made 
patron to them all, and folc ordinary 
of the whole p. cum omnimodo jurif- 
ditlione, and thereby made the Ch. 
cum mcmbris exempt from Coventry 
and Lichfield j in which condition it 
hath ever fince continued fubjeel to 
no power, but the K. of England, 
and under him to the perpetual vifi- 
tation of the keepers of the great feal. 
Edw. IV. united the deanery of this 
Ch. to the deans of Windfor for ever, 
in fuch fort, that the 2 colleges ftitf 
remain diftincl as before, having 2 
feveral books of flatutcs, 2 fever al 
feals, and revenues proper to each 
refpecYively. Within the jurifdiction 
are 9 leets, whereof 8 bel. to the Ch. 
The dean is Ld. -borough of Wolver- 
hampton, Codfall, Hatberton and 
Petftall, and of Ludley in Worceftcr- 
Aire j und hath all manner of privi- 
leges bel. to the view of frank- pledge, 
felons goods, deodands, efcheats, mar- 
riage of wards, and clerks of the Mt. 
which is rated at 150 /. a year, as the 
whole is at near 300 /. a year. Each 
of the portionaries have a feveral leet. 
A mon. was built here by K. Edgar's 
fitter, VuV(\Vktva> > ^ssroas^x 
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was only called Hampton, had the 
name of VulfruneVHampton, and by 
corruption Wolver/hampton. Henry 
III. granted it the Mt. on W. (which 
ic reckoned the 2d in the Co.) and a 
Fair on jfune 29, fince changed to the 
24th. Here is a fr, ic. founded by 
Sir Steph. Jennings, a native, who 
was Ld. -mayor of London in 1608 ; 
befides which, here is a ch. fc. for 
50 boys, who are both taught and 
cloathed, and another for 40 girls, 
fomc of whom are alfo cloathed. It 
f n a populous, well -built and healthy 
T. in fpite of the adjacent coal- 
mines, which is afcribed to its high 
fituation, and 'tis faid the plague was 
hardly ever known here. The chief 
mfs. of this T. are locks, here being 
the moft ingenious lock-fmiths in 
England ; and 'tis faid a very fine 
lock was made here, and fold for 
20 /. whioh had a fet of chimes in 
it that would go at what hour the 
owner pleafcd. Their locks are made 
in brafs, or iron boxes curioufly po- 
ll Hied. When they make 6, 8, or 
more, in a fuit, as they are befpoke, 
they will order the keys fo, that 
neither of them ihall open each o- 
thers lock, but one mafter-key ihall 
open them all. By this means, when 
the locks are fet on, and the inferior 
keys kept by diftinc"* fervants, nei- 
ther of them can come at each others 
charge, yet the mailer csn come at 
them all. BeGdes, the mafler turning 
his key in any of the fervants locks 
but once extraordinary, the fervants 
themfelves cannot come at their 
charge, and if they attempt it, the 
key will only run round and huxt 
nothing. Some of the iron work is 
made in the T. but the chief part of 
it by the farmers for feveral ms. 
round j for in this country every farm 
has at'leaft one forge ; fo that when 
the farmers are not employed in the 
fields, they work as fmiths at their 
forges j and they bring all their work 
to Mt. where the great tradefmen 
buy it up, and fend it to London, 
from whence 'tis exported all o\« 

3 
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Europe. Mean time 'tis obi'erved, 
that this T. does not increafe in 
buildings, like Birmingham, becaufe 
'tis Ch. land for moft part, and con- 
fequcntly the tenure not fufficient to 
encourage people to lay out their money 
upon it. Dr. Plot fays, that in the Ch. 
there are 7 bells rung in peal, which 
muft needs be very unmutical. The 
pulpit is very ancient and of ftone,and in 
the Ch.-yard is a very old ftone-croCs. 
The manor of this T. anciently bel. 
to the Burnels, from whom it patted 
to the Hungerfbrds, who having for- 
feited it to the crown, 'twas granted 
by f Henry VII. in fpecial-tail, to 
tjho. Howard D. of Norfolk. The 
only water with which this T. is 
fupplied (except from the iky) comes 
from four weak fprings, of different 
qualities, in the hill whereon it 
ftands. 

Wol VERSHiLL, {Warwick.) in 
Bulkinton p. bel. to the Zouches 
till the R. of Elia. or James I. when 
it was fold by Edward, fon of Oodf. 
Ld. Zouch, to Hum. Davenport, from 
whom Geo. Purefoy purcbaled it, and 
left it to his fon, Gamaliel, w ho had 
it in 1640, from whom it pafled to 
his fon George, and his grandfon 
William. 

W0LVIRT0N,0rW0LV£aiNG- 

T on, (Bucks,) near the Oufe and 
- Stony-Stratford, w ; as anciently the 
barony of the Wolveringtons, from 
whom it defcended many ages ago to 
the Longuevilles ; and the late Sir 
Edw. Longueville had a very fine feat 
here, which was purchafed by the late 
Dr. Ratcliffe. 

.Wolvekton, [Warwick.) near 
Warwick, whofe Ch. was rebuilt 
in the R. of Edward II. bel. lately, 
if. it does not itill, to the Stan- 
tons. 

Wolvey, (Warzu.) in a fine 
/porting country, near Hinckley, and 
to the N. by E. of Shilton, bel. here- 
tofore, in great part, to the monks 
of Kirhy, Erdbury, and Combe, 
{atttt of vthom, in the R. of EJw. II. 
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If air for 3 days, t/k. on St, MarPs- 
day. t and thole before and after. The 
Wolveys bad a fair eftate here from 
the R. of Ed w.I. to that of Ed w. U I. 
and on Wolvey-Heath was an her- 
mitage, the remiins of which are 
to be feen 100 yards W. of the road 
from Nun- Eaton to Cloudefley-Bufh. 
The Kts. -templars, and after them 
the hoipitailers, had a manor here, 
which long after their Dift. came 
through feveral hands to the Scar- 
Uings, and from them to the Small- 
brooks, from whom it went by mar T 
riage, one part to Mr. Beit, another 
to Mr. Fitch, and a third to Tho. 
Parker, and defcended to his eldeft 
ion, John. The manor which bel. 
to the monks of Combe, was pur- 
icharfed by Thomas Ld. Coventry, fon 
of the Ld. keeper, in 1653, and bel, 
,to the late Earl. It was at this place 
jthat Edward IV. was fur prized and 
taken prifoner by Richard Nevil, the 
itout Earl of Warwick, 

Wolwich, (Kent,) on the 
Thames, 5 m. and half of Brom- 
ley, 3, m. E. from Greenwich, and 
,7 cm. 9 mm. from London, is xec- 
jconed in point of feniority the 
mother dock of the royal navy, and 
to have furni/hed as many men of 
war to it as any other two docks in 
."England. Here are feveral fine docks, 
rope-yards, and fpacious magazines, 
this place being wholly taken up and 
raifed by the works erected for the 
.naval fervice. Befides the ftores of 
plank, marts, pitch, tar, 6s?c. there 
is the gun-yard, called the warren, 
or park, where they make trial of 
the guns, mortars, &fr« in which 
fometjmes you fee fome thoufand 
pieces of ordnance for {hips and bat- 
teries, befides mortars, bombs, gre- 
na.does, fifr. without number. The 
largeft (hips ride here fafely, even at 
low-water. Part of the p. (the whole 
whereof cpnGfts of 500 acres) lies op 
'the Eflex more, where was once a 
.chapel, yet it is in Kent. Its Ch. 
was lately rebuilt as one of the 50 
new Chs, tfere is a Mt, on F, and 



an almfli.- for poor widows. *-Th« 
manor was lately, if it be not (rill, 
in the family . of Gilbourne. The 
Thames, in Camden's time, having 
beat down its hanks at Plumited and 
Ihith, laid a great many acres here- 
abouts under water., which endea- 
vours were ufed many years to re- 
cover, but all . the works and walls 
xaifed for that purpofe were fcarce 
able to defend the neighbouring fields 
from the farther incurfiens of the 
tides. . ] 

Woocot, or Woodcot, 
{Surry,) on a hill near Banded, 2 m. 
S. of Wimbledon, .had the ruins of a 
city in Camden's time, which he fup- 
pofed to be the Roman Noviomagus 
mentioned by Antoninus ; and his 
opinion, though difputed by others, 
Jjas been fince followed by Dr. Gale, 
It (lands among graves., much adorn* d 
of late years, to which beJ. Epfom- 
wells, and is the pleafant feat of Ld. 
Baltimore. 

Woodbqbouoh, (Jfottinr.) bet. 
Nottingham and Southwell, had fe- 
veral parcels of land formerly appro- 
priated to religious ufes, and among 
others here was the manor and feat 
of the Lacocks. 

£3* Wooobaidge, neaj 
1.1 m. from the ocean and Orfordj, 
4 from Wickham- Market, 156:001 
Aldborough, 7 from Ipfwicb, in th'e 
road to Yarmouth, 62 cm. 75 mm. 
from London. 'Tisabout half a m. in 
length and breadth. It drives a good 
trade by its navigable r. Deben, to 
London, Newcaftle, Holland, 63V. 
'with butter, cheefe, fait, plank, &c. 
.and their pinks and hoys go to and 
from London every week. It had 
Jformerly a mon. on the S. fide of 
.the Ch. and a trade in fack-cloth, as 
.it has now .in refining fait. It has 
a fine Ch. and fteeple, feveral good 
inns, and a handfome (hire-hall io 
the Mt. -place, where the quarter-

fteceflaries, particularly hemp and 
cordage, and its Fairs are March 25, 
J4ay 3, and Sett. 21. It has 4 or 
5 docks for building /hips, with com- 
modious keys and warehoufes ; and 
here is a good grammar fchool and an 
timfli. erected in 1 587, by Thomas 
Seckfbrd, matter of the requefts, and 
well endowed, for 13 men and 3 wo- 
men. The manor is faid to be in 
the family of Ld.

WooDBVRY-Hitt, (Dorf.) near

Woodchestir, (Glocefter.) on 
the S, fide of Stroud, 2 m. from 
Minchinghampton, is a p. 6 m. in 
com. There is a tefferaick pave- 
ment of painted beafrs and flowers in 
its Ch.-yard, which is feen 2 or 
3 feet deep in digging the graves. 
This, fome think, was the floor of 
the habitation of a Roman general, 
who had a caftle here. 'Tis faid Earl 
Cod win's wife built a mon. here, 
With thofe pretty ornaments that 
are ftill to be feen. Here was once a 
chapel dedicated to St. Blaife, in 
digging up of which, were found 
many modern, as well as Roman 
coins, and other antiquities. In a 
vault alio many human bodies were 
difcovered, whofc fkulls were intire, 
and the teeth white and firm. There 
5s a ch. fc. for girls, which one Mrs. 
Seyes gave 400 /. to ere£t and endow 5 
and at Seintly Farm, in the neigh- 
bourhood, there is a fr. fc. erected 
by Mr. Nath. Cambridge, who gave 
the p. 1 zoo /. for this purpofe. The 
manor bel. in the R. of Eliz. to the 
JHuntleys, who fold it to- Sir Robert 
X>ucy, anceftor of Ld.

Woodchubch, {Kent,) 3 m. E*

Wood-Eaton, (Oxford.) on the 
Cherwell, 3 m. N. of Oxford, has a 
wood near it, with gravel-pits, in 
which are found ftones of the oyfter 
kind ; and in this T. hare alfo been 
dug up fome old Britifli coins. Here 
is the feat of Mr. John Nourfe. 

Woodford, (Dor Jet.) on the 
Frome r. bet. Frampton and Bindon, 
had anciently a caftle, and came by 
marriage of the daughter and heirefs 
of Sir Edm. Cheyney of Brooke, to 
Tho. Strangeways of LancaAirc, who 
being brought hither by the Marquis 
of Dorfet, got a fine eftatc in this Co.

Worslxy, (Zrfri:r.) near Chat-

Wo rung, {Suffix,) on the coaft 
W. of New-Shoreham, the manor of 
Sir Tho. Hoe of Bedfordihire, who 
in the R. of Edward III. obtained a 
grant for a Mt. here on T. and a Fair 
July 20, 21, and 22, but the Mt. has 
long been aboliihed. It appears by an 
infcription at Steen parfonage in this 
neighbourhood, that the fea has 
gained 6 perches on this coaft fince 
the year 1699. 

Worthy, (Gkc.) in the p. of 
Wotton under Edge, bel. anciently 
to the Engaines, and lately to Meif. 
Hales and Oflborn. It had a chapel 
once, and in it a chantry. 

Worthy, {York. W.R.) in 
the p. of Tankerfley, on the banks 
of the Dun, near Wentworth, is a 
Lp. of above 5000 acres, of which 
great part is covered with wood, and 
bears the name of Wharncliffe, ;. e, 
fteep rocks, it being very ragged and 
ftony. The ancient and honourable 
family of the Wortleys are denomi- 
nated from hence, of whom Sir Tho- 
mas, who flourifhed here in the R. 
of Edw. IV. Rich. in. Henry VII. 
and Henry VIII. having a chace in 
Wharnclirle, built a lodge there 5 
and it appears by an infcription cut 
on a ftone there, that he was Kt. 
of the Body to all thofe 4 princes. 
•In the R. of Eliz. there was a park 
inclofed near that called Wortley- 
•Hall, but in the civil wars it was 
difparked .

Worton-Upper, (Oxf.) near 
Deddington, bel. formerly to St. Fri r 
defwide's mon. in Oxford, but was 
fettled by Henry VIII. on his college 
of Chriftchurch. 

Worton-Lowxr, (Oxf.) near 
the former, has a vitriolate ferrugU 
neous fpring near its Ch. which, be- 
fides its tinging with galls, lets fall a 
fediment-of a rufty colour. 

W o t h r p, (Nortbamp.) near 
Burghley, is another feat of the Earl 
of Exeter, with a little park walled 
about. The D. of Buckingham and 
his family lived in it fome years, 
after the Reftoration, fo that it is 
far from being a little houfe j yet 
Tho. Cecil, the firft Earl of Exeter 
of this family, who built it, thought 
it fo inferior to the other, that he 
pleafantly faid ' that he built it only 
« to retire to out of the duft, while 
' his great houfe at Burleigh was 
' fweeping.* 

Wotton, or Woodtow, 
(Hartf.) is alfo called Watton at 
Stone, on the W. fide of Sacomb, 
has a good fr. ic. for poor children, 
with fome of whom 5 /. is given to 
put them out to trades, and is noted 
for the ancient feat of the Botelers; 
At that called Woodhall on the S. E. 
fide of it, in a fine park that is wa- 
tered with fmall ftreams that run S. 
into the Beane, and wooded with as 
good timber as any groves in the Km. 
About 46 years ago, one tree only in 
it was fold for 43 I. part of which, 
when flit, required 18 horfes to draw 
it, and out of it was made the cut- 
water to the prefent Royal Sovereign. 
Another tree here, called the walk-

'Tis fuppofed to be the 
Wodinton mentioned in a charter of 
Edw. I, granting to WilL de LatL- 
mer, then Ld. of it, a yearly Fair 
for 3 days, at St. Peter and Paul's 
tide, and the like at Cbriflmas. Ia 
the SL, of Eliz. the Owens had this 
eftat,?, and fold it to George Evelyn, 
who, by 2 wives had 16 fans and 
8 daughters, and from whom it is 
defcended to Sir John Evelyn, who 
has a fine feat here, among charming 
meadows, well watered with gentle 
fircams, but the roads about it are 
very bad in winter. 'Tis about half 
a no. from the Ch. which foods on 
an eminence, the repofitory of the 
affces of raanv of the Evelyns family. 
In the R. of Charles II. in opening 
the ground in the Ch.-yard to enlarge 
the vault of the family, a. /keletoa

Among the 0- 
thec nionumefits here is. one for Mr* 
Wij). GJanvill, one of the clerks of 
the treasury, who by his wilj, datql 
Dec. 31, 17 j 7, befides other legacies 
to the poor here, bequeathed to five 
poor boys, not exceeding 16 ycats of 
age, 40 j. each, to be paid every 
year on the anniverfary-day of hij 
death, -on condition that, with their 
hands laid on his grave-Anne, they 
repeated without book the Lord's 
Prayer, the Apqflles Creed, and the 
Ten Commandments ; that they read 
the 15th chapter of the firft epiftle 
of St. Paul to the Corinthians, and 
wrote 2 verfes of it in a legible hand j 
and 30 /. more yearly, to be expended 
in binding tbem out apprentices to 
handicrafts or huibandry, not giving 
above 10 /. with any one of them* 
The boys, were to be chofen oi)t of 
the poor of this p. by his tnifteca, 
and if not (b.many of that age could 
be found here, they might be chofen 
out of either of the ps. of Weftcott, 
Abingcr, Shere, AuSted, Epfom, or 
Cheara, in this Co. There are in the 
Ikirts of this p. which extends almoft 
as fvc a& \ikc Weald of Sufiex* ccr- 
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•fhe ftorie aboit the groiflid in other 
partSj is that called tfce rag. There 
is abundance of iron-ftone loofe in the" 
fandu, and about certain pyramidal 
hills to the S. W. Not far From Sir 
John Evelyn's feat, on certain ft reams 
and ponds, fince filled up and drained, 
were formerly many powder-mills 
erected by his anceftors, who were 
the firft that fcronght that invention 
to England, before which we had all 
cnir powder out of Flanders. In this 
p. were alfo fet up the firft brafs- mills 
in England for the calling and ham- 
mering it into plates, and for cutting 
it and drawing it into wire. 

Wot toM, N. and S. {Norf.) on 
the N. fide of Lynn-Regis, where 
the parfons, according to the ancient 
Norman cuftom, have the probate 
•f all wills in their refpective ps. as" 
have alfo thofe of Caftlerifing and 
Roydon in this^o. 

WOTTON UNDER El)GX, 

(Ghe.) 4 m. S. of Durfley, 7 m. 
N. E. from Thornbury, 17 S. of 
Gloccfter, 83 cm. 99 mm. from 
London, is g^p. J2 m. in compafs, 
where abunaroee of hands are em- 
ployed in the Woollen mf. 'Tis a 
pretty T. on a pfakfafct fruitful rife, 
and has been noted a lortg time for 
making cloth. The chief magrftrate, 
who is chofen yearly at the court- 
leet of the Earl of Berkley, Ld. of 
the manor, is called a mayor, and 
for ever after reckoned an aid. Here 
is a (lately Ch. with fome monu- 
ments of that Earl's family, &c, 
A fr. fc. was erected here in 1385, 
by lady Catherine, widow of Thomas 
Ld. Berkley. Hugh Perry, Efqj an 
aid. of London, in 1632, not only 
brought water to this T. at his own 
charge, but gave rooo /. to buy 
lands for erecting and endowing an 
almfh. for 6 poor men and 6 wo- 
men, and for eftablifhing a weekly 
lecture in the Ch. and Sir Jonathan 
Dawes, who was fherift" of Lon- 
don, gave 100.0 /. for relief of the 
poor, and putting oat their children

Wrarby, {Line. ) on the Witham 
r. to the N. E. of Lincoln, has an 
almm. built and endowed by Sir Edm. 
Turner, in 1697, for 12 poor people, 
6 to be miniftcrs widows, and 6 to 
be any other poor old men or wo- 
men, adjoining to which, he alfo 
erected a chapel for their devotion, 
with an endowment to the minifter 
or fchool-mafter, for performing di- 
vine fervice in it twice a day. This 
place is a member of a barony called 
Trufbutt, the title to which was 
conveyed by the Barons of Roos to 
the family of the Manners, then Earls, 
now Ds. of Jkutland. This is not 
mentioned as a Nft.-T. in the Maps, 
or Indices ViHares y but it had a Mt. 
on Tb. for cattle, granted, as 'tis faid, 
by Cha. II. to the D. of Buckingham 
and his heirs, and 3 Fairs, vix* 
Feb. 24, Sept. 18, and Oil. 8. 

Wraxhall, (Som.) near Briftol, 
was long the manor and feat of the 
Gorges, one of whom in the R. of 
Edward III. obtained a Mt. here on 
'Tb. and a Fair at AU-ballmui tide 
for 6 days. The Mt. is difufed. 

W R O X R A I. L-NORTH, {JVik%^\ 

bet. Marflifield and Chippenham, 
ftands on the FofTe, near its entrance 
mtoSomerfer, at thofe called the fiiire- 
ftones, becaufe though they they are 
but three, at no great diftance f rom 
each other, yet they ftand in the three 
Cos. of Wilts, Glocefter, and So- 
merfet. 

W^AYSHOI.M-TOWER^ (J.attc\ 
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Ken-Sands, where not very long ago 
vtas difcovered a medicinal fpring of 
2 brackifli water, which is fince drank 
by many every fummer, it being 
reckoned very good for expelling 
worms, and for the (rone, gout, itch, 
and feveral other diftempers. 

Wrekin-Hill, (Salop,) to the 
E. of*- ShrewAury, is by fome called 
GilbvrtVHill. It ftands bet. Wat. 
ling-Street and the Severn, and within 
2 m. of Wroxetcr, the famous Ro- 
man Ration. It afcends gradually for 
a great length, till it becomes the 
higheft ground in the Co. and is well 
adorned with trees. The toaft in 
thefe parts, *to all friends round the 
fVrekiny is as common as that to 
tbofe round St, PauPs is at London, 

Wrenbury, (Cbejb.) S.W. of 
Namptwich, ftands on the Weaver, 
where it receives a ftream from Mar- 
fcury-Mecr. It was once a member 
of the great Ch. of Acton, but is 
fince a p. of itfelf, and near it is 
Wrenbury -Hall, a plcafant feat of the 
Starkeys. 

Wreningham, Great and 
Little, with Nelonde, (Norf.) 
near Windham, are 3 manors joined 
jn one. Great, or All -faints- Wren- 
ingham, was a league long, and half 
as broad. It once bcl. to the mons.

Wrjessall, or Wreshill, 
( Totk, E. R. ) on the Darwent, 
N. W. of Flowden, was the manor 
and feat of the Piercys Earls of 
Aw"f/]ijnikrlarid, afterwards of \V\e 
litcDc. ui' Soihc> let, ami now oivta 



Earl of Egremont ; bat the caftle 
built by Tho. Piercy Earl of Wor- 
cefter, which 11 faid to have been one 
of the neateft buildings N. of Trent, 
which had a fine octagon ftudy, called 
Paradtfi, and a good library, Ins bees 
long fince deflroyed. 

Wrzst-Hovsk, {Btdf.) near

tenants were obliged to pay foot and 
lot, by way of aid to the abbots, when 
they came into England, or to their 
proctors 5 that they could not fell a 
norfe, colt, nor ox***? their own 
breeding up without their Ld's. leave j 
nor marry their daughters, nor go to 
live out of the manor, nor remove 
their chattels out of it without fuch 
licence : that they paid at every death 
the belt beaft for a heriot, or 32 /. 
inftead of it ; and if any one died in- 
teftate, all their chattels were at their 
Lds. difpofal.

King 
Rich. II. gave it leave to build a quay,

The inh. were about 5000 
at the acosffion of James I. who in- 
corporated it by the name of a bailiff 
aid. andC.C. who were fo loyal inr 
the days of abhorring and giving up 
charters, that K. Charles II. granted 
them a new one, by which the bai- 
lifls were changtd into a mayor ; but 
by virtue of a proclamation for corpj. 
ill bed out by Jsu II. in 1688, the T. 
was glad to take its old chartei again. 
And 'tis now governed by a mayor,.

tbfl grandeur of the old Roman**, be- 
sides the Mint of abbeys, cattle*,- and 
Chi, 0/ « licet fete, attract aria dfe- 
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lain every traveller^ who k lrifanG* 
tire after antiquities, or cunofitiej. 
AmcAg others, tnere is! an arch at 
Micklegate-Bar, and a multangular 
tpw« and will near a place, called 
the Mint- Yard, both bpilt ia the- 
t&hes of Scvcrus and Conftantine j 
and in' other parts of the city these 
have been found many Roman altars, 
mfcriptions, urns, Of. coins both 
Roman and Norman j and fome Saxon 
coins are ftill extent, called ftter. 
Pence, that have been struck here. 

This city formerly gave title of D. 
to the greateft of our nobility, and 
has been yet more honoured lately, 
by giving it to the 2d princes of the 
blood-royal, either fons or brothers of 
our mcharchs ; the laft who enjoyed 
that title being Pr. Erneft, Bp. of Of- 
sahrug and brother to X. Geurge I. 
The Mts. here are on 5T. Tb. F. and 
5. the Fairs May 12, J'une 29, Aug, 
1 and io, Oilob. 18, Novem. z x and 
every other TB* for hcrfes and weep. 
In the ABp's regifter and; prerogative.- 
6ffice ? there are ecclenaftical records 
$3 years older than any at Lambeth, 
Or Canterbury. But the greateft piece 
of ahtkruity the Ch. of York can 
Ihew, ft a famous drinking-horn, as 
it is called 1 , though made of an ele- 
fhanretootfr, bel. toUfphus (parti- 
^a-rW^ntioned in Camden) who, 
^refeA* tT/at after his death a ouar- 
t>1 wodld certainly happen about his 
ellate bet. his eldeft and his youngeft 
tons, came to this city with the laid 
horn ; and filling it with wine, and 
Jfcnecling before the altar, beitowed all 
his rand's upon God and St. Peter, 
When it was imagined this horn was 
quite loft, it happened to be recovered 
by Sir Tho. Fairfax, and reAored by 
his fucceflbr. 

Y0011, (7VI.E.R.) 12 m. be- 
low York, at the conflux of the Dun 
and Humber. Here is a remarkable 
dike, called Yoiile-Dike, 10 to. long* 
Hire are a fort of people, called triers, 
who with along piece of frori,fearch io- 
tt&cftft bo&v tjrbuVld hereabouts for 
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fubtemneoos trees, which they fome- 
times meet with of the fir-kind! ft 
we read in the Pbilofopbical Trail/ac- 
tions, No. 2*8. They often meet 
with treei large enough to furnifli 
timber for building, and the lefler 
trees they fplit in lathes, or cut into 
chips or fpliaters, which being tied op 
in bundles are feat to the Mt.-T*. 
feveral miles off to light fires or to- 
bacco. 

Yoxhall, (Staff.) 4«. N. from 
Lichfield, and W. from Barton, for. 
mtily bel. to the Es. of Laneafter, 
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one of whom, In the R. of £dw« f. 
obtained a weekly Mt. here on 3 
and a Fair on St. Stoitbins-Jatt 
Having forfeited it by rebellion, K* 
Edw. II. gave it to his fecretarjy 
Rob. Holland, in whole family, af-» 
terwards Es. of Exeter, it contini»a£ 
a long time. At length it came to. 
be the eftate of Sir William Holies* 
whofe pofierity bad it not very long 
ago, if they ^ave not ftitl. The Mt» ■ 
and Fair have been long discontinued \. 
but once a year here is a wake opo* 
a Sunday* 
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
